MONDAY,  JUNE  5,  1967—7:30  P.M. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church  convened  in  its  163rd  session  on  June  5, 
1967  at  7 :30  P.  M.  with  the  retiring  Moderator,  Dr.  L.  M. 
Allison,  presiding.  The  service  of  praise  was  led  by  Dr. 
J.  Marion  Magill.  Dr.  Allison  led  the  opening  prayer, 
after  which  the  Vice-Moderator,  Reverend  J.  Palmer 
Steele  read  from  the  scripture  Philippians  2:5  and 
preached  on  the  theme,  ''A  Christ-Like  Attitude."  The 
sermon  was  followed  by  the  observance  of  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  which  Reverend  Frank  L.  Shan- 
non and  Reverend  Bobby  E.  DeWitt  presided. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  Sacrament,  the  Synod 
was  constituted  with  prayer  by  Dr.  Allison.  After  an- 
nouncements and  the  benediction  by  Dr.  Allison,  the  Syn- 
od adjourned  for  the  day. 

TUESDAY,  JUNE  6,  1967—9:00  A.M. 

The  devotional  service  was  led  by  Reverend  Robert 
D.  Bradham,  Jr.,  the  subject  being  "Humility,  a  Vital 
Christian  Quality." 

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  call- 
ed the  clerks  forward.  The  minutes  of  Monday's  session 
were  read  and  approved.

REPORT  OF  THE  INTER-BOARD  SERVICES  COUNCIL 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

The  Inter-Board  Services  Council  was  created  by  the  General 
Synod,  at  its  1965  Meeting,  to  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Office  of

Inter-Board  Services.  The  Council  met  at  Due  West,  South  Caro- 
lina on  March  29,  1967,  and  Laurens,  South  Carolina  on  May  22, 
1967. 

The  Council  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  express  appreciation  to  Mr.  R.  W. 
Philip,  Director  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services,  and  to  Mrs. 
Jacqueline  F.  Clark,  Administrative  Assistant,  for  their  dedicated 
and  efficient  work. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Philip  has  resigned  as  Director  because  of  ill  health. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  request  Mrs.  Jacqueline  F.  Clark  to 
serve  as  Acting  Director  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services. 

3.  That  the  report  of  the  Council  on  the  Office  of  Inter-Board 
Services,  which  accompanies  this  report,  be  printed  in  the  Minutes 
of  the  General  Synod. 

4.  That  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  be  asked  in  co- 
operation with  Synod's  Music  Steering  Committee,  to  handle  the 
details  of  registration  and  other  matters  of  preparation  for  the 
Annual  Music  Workshop  which  Synod,  in  1963,  directed  be  held  as 
a  permanent  part  of  Synod's  service,  to  be  conducted  concurrently 
with  the  Meeting  of  Synod. 

5.  The  General  Synod  has  instructed  the  Boards  and  Stand- 
ing Committees  of  the  General  Synod  to  distribute  their  initial  re- 
ports to  the  local  churches  before  the  Meeting  of  the  General  Syn- 
od. It  is  recommended  that  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  be 
asked  to  continue  making  its  offer  to  secure,  reproduce  and  distrib- 
ute these  reports  each  year.

REPORT  OF  INTER-BOARD  SERVICES  COUNCIL 
ON  THE 

OFFICE  OF  INTER-BOARD  SERVICES 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

This  is  a  report,  in  behalf  of  the  Inter-Board  Services  Coun- 
cil, on  the  activities  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services,  which 
operates  under  the  direction  of  this  Council. 

The  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  was  created  by  the  General 
Synod  at  its  1965  meeting,  and  began  functioning  as  a  constituted 
agency  of  the  General  Synod,  immediatelv  after  its  creation.  My 
immediate  predecessor  as  Moderator  of  the  General  Synod,  Ruling 
Elder  H.  H.  Long,  reported  to  the  General  Synod's  1966  Meeting 
on  the  first  six  months,  July-December  1966,  of  this  Office.  Since 
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his  report  did  not  appear  in  the  Minutes,  a  brief  background  may 
not  be  out  of  order  here. 

When  our  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  was  constituted  as  a 
formal  Synod  function,  it  began  by  using  the  personnel  and  facili- 
ties which  had  been  rendering  service  to  our  denomination  since 
1961  under  an  arrangement  made  possible  by  Dr.  Charles  R. 
Younts.  In  addition  to  its  work  in  assisting  in  preparations  for 
and  operation  of  the  1962,1963,  1964  and  1965  Meetings  of  the 
General  Synod,  this  facility  also  handled,  during  this  period,  the 
administrative  and  clerical  work  for  the  denomination's  Retire- 
ment Plan,  of  which  Dr.  Younts  is  the  treasurer,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Younts  and  H.  H.  Long,  chairman  of  the  Retirement 
Committee;  and  performed  similar  duties  in  connection  with  the 
Endowment  Funds  of  Erskine  College,  of  which  Dr.  Younts  is  also 
Treasurer. 

The  Office  occupies  the  Fifth  Floor,  140  Peachtree  Street,  At- 
lanta, Georgia.  Robert  W.  Philip  is  the  director,  and  Mrs.  Jacque- 
line F.  Clarke,  formerly  Director  of  Christian  Education  at  two 
of  our  churches  in  New  Albany,  Mississippi,  and  Rock  Hill,  South 
Carolina,  has  been  administrative  assistant  since  August  1,  1966. 

The  cost  of  operating  this  facility  is  shared  by  the  three  agen- 
cies of  our  denomination  which  it  serves — the  General  Synod,  the 
Retirement  Plan,  and  the  Endowment  Funds  of  Erskine  College — 
as  follows:  The  jointly-used  facilities,  services  and  materials,  such 
as  office  rent,  the  salary  of  the  one  paid  employee,  telephone  equip- 
ment, maintenance  contracts,  jointly-used  office  supplies,  etc.,  are 
allocated  or  pro-rated  as  follows:  Synod's  Office  of  Inter-Board 
Services,  50%;  Retirement  Plan,  30%;  and  Erskine  Endowment 
Funds,  20%.  This  percentage  distribution  of  the  joint  expense 
was  based  on  four  years'  records  as  to  the  amount  of  time  devoted 
to  each  of  these  agencies. 

Any  expenditures  made  exclusively  in  behalf  of  one  of  the 
three  agencies,  such  as  telephone  tolls,  travel  expense,  stationery, 
postage,  etc.,  are  charged  directly  to  the  agency  involved. 

The  total  of  all  expenditure  in  1966  in  serving  these  three  im- 
portant agencies  of  our  denomination  was  $9,981.90,  made  up  of 
$7,363.29  joint  expenses  which  were  pro-rated  as  explained,  and  a 
total  of  $2,618.61  in  direct  charges  to  the  three  agencies. 

Thus,  the  cost  to  the  General  Synod  of  its  Office  of  Inter- 
Board  Services  for  the  year  1966  was: 

50%  of  the  joint  expenses  ($7,363.29)  ___.$3,681.64 
plus  direct  expenses  of  OIBS   853.28 


$4,534.92 

or  an  average  of  $377.91  per  month.  This  is  unquestionably  a  big 
bargain ! 

The  budget  allocation  to  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  in 
the  1966  Budget  of  the  General  Svnod  was  $4,850.00.  The  un- 
expended portion  of  this  budget,  $315.08  has  been  re-imbursed  to 
the  Treasurer  of  Synod's  Funds. 
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I  have  had  two  years  of  direct  association  with  our  Atlanta 
office,  the  first  as  Moderator-Elect,  and,  for  the  past  12  months 
as  your  Moderator,  and  have  been  impressed  by  the  usefulness  of 
this  facility  to  our  denomination.  I  am  happy  to  note  that  more 
and  more  of  our  agencies  are  availing  themselves  of  these  services. 

The  major  direct  service  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services, 
and  the  one  which  requires  most  of  its  time  during  the  first  half 
of  the  calendar  year,  is  in  assisting  the  Moderator-Elect  and  the 
Program  Committee  in  preparing  for  and  operating  the  annual 
Meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  Predominant  in  this  area  for  the 
past  five  years  has  been  the  prodigious  and  complex  physical  task 
of  assembling,  reproducing  and  distributing  the  reports  of  Boards 
and  Committees;  the  compilation  of  lists  of  Synod  delegates,  for 
the  use  of  the  Moderator-Elect  in  making  up  Moderator's  Com- 
mittees— and  in  operating  the  "temporary  Synod  office"  during 
the  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

Many  other  services  were  rendered  by  the  Office  of  Inter- 
Board  Services  during  the  past  year.  Some  of  these  are  listed 
here  in  general  chronological  sequence: 

1.  For  the  Committee  on  Publications:  Securing  the  material 
for  the  1967  Annual  Plan  Book,  editing,  proof-reading,  and  distri- 
bution of  this  publication. 

2.  Assistance  to  the  Atlanta  Area  Music  Workshop  Committee 
in  planning  for  the  second  annual  music  workshop-concert  held  at 
the  McElroy  Memorial  and  First  Atlanta  churches. 

3.  Compilation  and  distribution  of  a  report  showing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  1967  members  of  the  Synod's  Boards  and 
Committees. 

4.  Handling,  for  the  Music  Steering  Committee,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Communications,  and  the  Ministerial  Insurance  and  Re- 
tirement Committee  letter  ballots  for  election  of  officers,  etc. 

5.  Preparation,  production  and  distribution  of  a  design  depict- 
ing the  Three-Point  Program  of  the  Moderator. 

6.  Arranging  for  the  manufacture  of  cuts  for  use  on  the  Syn- 
od's Program  Page  in  the  "Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian"  and 
other  purposes  for  the  denomination. 

7.  The  production  and  distribution  of  the  recording  made  of 
the  concert  of  the  music  workshop  choir  at  the  1966  Meeting  of  the 
General  Synod. 

8.  The  conception,  preparation,  and  distribution  of  a  Roster  of 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches,  showing  the  geographi- 
cal location  of  each  church,  and  the  name  of  the  pastor  (or  that 
of  the  Clerk  of  Session  of  a  church  with  a  vacant  pastorate) .  This 
was  done  because  a  roster,  in  this  form,  was  not  available  other- 
wise. 

9.  Continued  staff  assistance,  for  the  Ministerial  Insurance 
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and  Retirement  Committee,  in  processing  applications  for  our 
Health-Hospitalization  Insurance  program,  instituted  in  1966. 

10.  Conception  and  preparation  of  a  uniform  base  letterhead, 
available  to  all  Synod  Officers,  Boards  and  Committees  desiring  to 
use  it. 

11.  Preparation,  for  the  Committee  on  Communications,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  choirs  of  the  churches  in  the  Atlanta  metro- 
politan area,  of  the  "Banners  of  Faith"  tape  recording  for  the 
Armed  Forces  Chaplains  Board  of  the  Department  of  Defense, 
for  distribution  to  military  installations  overseas — and  handling 
the  distribution  of  this  recording  to  churches  and  other  units  in 
our  denomination  requesting  it. 

12.  Staff  assistance  to  the  Trustees  of  Synod  in  its  current  sur- 
vey of  the  physical  properties  of  the  churches,  institutions  and 
other  agencies  of  the  denomination. 

The  preparation  of  an  index  of  all  current  rules  of  the  General 
Sjniod,  as  requested  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  has  not  been 
started.  The  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  is  in  consultation  with 
that  Committee  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed. 

Also,  when  time  and  facilities  permit,  the  preparation  of  a 
map  showing  the  location  of  the  churches  and  institutions  of  our 
denomination  will  be  undertaken. 

The  foregoing  specific  illustrations  do  not  by  any  means  con- 
stitute all  of  the  activities  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services. 
It  has  provided  a  continuous  point  of  contact,  and  information, 
not  only  internally  for  our  own  denomination,  but  for  other  re- 
ligious organizations  and  others  making  requests  for  information 
about  our  denomination. 

As  pointed  out  in  a  letter  I  sent  January  3,  1967,  to  all  of  the 
Synod's  Boards,  Committees  and  other  Agencies,  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  is  to  render  staff  and 
administrative  service  to  such  agencies.  No  charge  for  service, 
staff  assistance  or  work  for  any  Synod  agency  is  made;  only  re- 
imbursement for  any  out-of-pocket  expenses  incurred  in  such  serv- 
ice is  expected. 

I  was  interested  to  learn  during  the  past  two  years  more 
about  the  services  of  the  Atlanta  office  for  our  Retirement  Com- 
mittee and  the  Endowment  Funds  of  Erskine  College.  Along  with 
their  work  as  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services,  the  present  per- 
sonnel— Mr.  Philip  and  Mrs.  Clark — have  continuing,  almost  daily, 
duties  in  connection  with  the  Retirement  Plan,  under  the  direction 
of  Messrs.  Long  and  Younts.  These  include  the  collection  of  the 
contributions  from  our  143  churches  and  Synod  agencies  with  em- 
ployees who  are  participants  in  the  Retirement  Plan;  the  main- 
tenance of  personnel  files  on  each  participant;  the  processing  of 
each  new  participant  in  the  Plan;  the  maintenance  of  the  Plan's 
ledgers  and  other  records;  the  calculation  of  retirement  benefits 
to  those  who  retire  under  the  Plan — and  other  services  to  the  Re- 
tirement Committee.    They  also  maintain  a  working  relationship 
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with  our  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  in  the  exchange 
of  personnel  information. 

As  explained,  the  Retirement  Plan  bears  30%  of  the  pro-rated 
joint  expenses  of  the  Atlanta  office.  In  1966  this  amounted  to 
$2208.99,  which,  with  $1,234.66  in  direct  expense  for  materials, 
supplies  and  services  exclusively  for  the  Retirement  Plan,  amount- 
ed to  a  total  expense  to  the  Retirement  Plan  of  $3,443.65.  This 
expenditure  was  paid  from  the  Synod  allocation  of  $2,000.00  to  the 
Retirement  Committee  and  general  income  from  other  income  of 
the  Plan. 

Their  work  for  the  Endowment  Funds  of  Erskine  College  in- 
cludes the  following:  Under  the  direction  of  Treasurer  Younts, 
they  adminster  the  Endowment  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Wach- 
ovia Bank  and  Trust  Company  as  Fiscal  Agent,  and  other  assets 
of  the  Endowment  Funds — do  the  necessary  book-keeping  in  con- 
nection with  the  Endowment  Funds,  and  compile  a  quarterly 
distribution  for  the  College  administration  of  the  income  of  the 
Endowment  Funds,  and  assist  the  Treasurer  in  other  ways. 

As  explained,  the  Endowment  Funds  of  Erskine  College  bear 
20%  of  the  pro-rated  joint  expenses  of  the  three-ply  facility  in 
the  Atlanta  office.  In  1966  this  amounted  to  $1,472.66,  which  with 
$530.67  direct  expense  for  materials  and  supplies  exclusively  for 
this  facility,  amounted  to  a  total  expense  for  the  Endowment 
Funds  of  $2,003.33.  The  Endowment  Funds'  portion  of  the  ex- 
pense is  deducted  quarterly  from  the  income  of  the  Endowment 
Funds,  the  remainder  of  which  is  transmitted  intact  to  the  College. 

In  summary,  I  am  glad  to  file  this  accounting  of  stewardship. 
I  doubt  seriously  that  any  one  of  the  three  services  for  our  de- 
nomination could  be  performed  as  satisfactorily  and  efficiently  and 
accurately  and  thoroughly  for  much  less  than  the  total  cost  of  all 
three.  Of  equal  significance  to  me  is  the  intangible,  but  very 
practical,  value  of  the  co-ordination  and  internal  liaison  achieved 
between  these  operations  as  the  result  of  unified  activity  and  con- 
tinuity. It  is  my  hope  that  all  Synod-related  agencies  will  make 
use  of  this  facility  in  increasing  degree.

Dr.  Allison  expressed  deep  appreciation  of  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  General  Synod  during  his 
term  of  office,  especially  with  respect  to  his  three-fold 
aim,  "More  People,  More  Preachers,  More  Prayer." 

The  Retiring  Moderator  then  introduced  the  Mod- 
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erator-Elect,  Dr.  Arthur  Murray  Rogers,  who  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  Past  Moderator  and  to  the  Synod. 

The  staff  of  the  Synod,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Charles  R.  Younts  was  introduced. 

The  Moderator  announced  as  the  theme  for  the  Syn- 
od for  the  coming  year  "That  Christ  May  Be  Supreme." 
He  introduced  to  the  Synod  the  Vice-Moderator,  Dr.  J. 
M.  Lesesne,  and  appointed  the  following  committees :

REPORT  OF  THE  MODERATOR 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Session  at  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina 
June  5-9,  1967 

I  am  thankful  to  God  and  to  the  General  Synod  for  the  privilege 
and  challenge  of  serving  as  your  Moderator  during  the  past  year. 
God's  help  and  the  General  Synod's  cooperation  have  made  this  de- 
manding work  a  rewarding  experience  in  my  ministry. 

I  am  especially  grateful  for  the  many  prayers  which  were 
offered  in  connection  with  the  1966  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 
In  the  light  of  the  many  controversial  matters  coming  up  at  that 
time,  it  was  a  difficult  meeting  to  moderate.  As  a  result  of  much 
prayer  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  people,  important  decisions  were 
reached  on  many  controversial  matters  in  a  spirit  of  Christian  love 
and  unity. 

I  thank  the  congregations  of  the  denomination  for  their  splendid 
cooperation  in  the  promotion  of  the  Moderator's  three-point  pro- 
gram of  united  Christian  action.

I  appreciate  the  able  assistance  given  to  me  in  more  ways  than 
I  can  possibly  mention  by  the  Vice-Moderator,  Rev.  J.  P.  Steele.  I 
especially  appreciate  Mr.  Steele's  willingness  to  preach  the  Retiring 
Moderator's  sermon  at  the  1967  Meeting  of  the  (General  Synod. 

Without  the  prompt  and  efficient  assistance  received  from  the 
Office  of  Inter-Board  Services,  I  would  not  have  been  able  to  dis- 
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charge  the  many  duties  which  confronted  me  as  Moderator-Elect 
and  as  Moderator.

Joseph  Wightman  as  the  ninth  President  of  Erskine  College. 

(9)  Deliver  the  prayer  of  dedication  at  the  dedication  of  the 
new  manse  of  the  Abbeville  Church. 

(10)  Attend  the  installation  service  of  Dr.  William  Phelps 
Thompson  as  Stated  Clerk  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Due  to  conflicting  engagements,  the  Moderator  found  it  neces- 
sary to  decline  invitations — 

(1)  To  bring  greetings  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the 
new  church  plant  at  Avon  Park,  Florida. 

(2)  To  bring  greetings  on  the  occasion  of  the  one  hundred 
eightieth  anniversary  celebration  at  Gilead. 

(3)  To  preach  and  to  bring  greetings  on  the  occasion  of  the 
seventy-fifth  anniversary  celebration  and  the  dedication  of  the  new 
church  plant  at  Crowders  Creek. 

Greetings  were  sent  in  written  form  in  connection  with  these 
special  occasions. 
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The  Trustees  of  Synod  were  reorganized  during  the  year.  The 
iollowing  officers  are  now  serving:  Mr.  James  E.  McDonald,  Chair- 
man; Mr.  J.  M.  Dickson,  Vice-Chairman;  Miss  Jean  Galloway, 
Secretary.  The  Trustees'  report  to  Synod  indicates  their  determina- 
tion to  discharge  promptly  and  efficiently  the  duties  assigned  to 
them  by  the  General  Synod.  It  is  especially  gratifying  that  the 
Trustees  are  carrying  out  the  important  assignment  to  make  a 
survey  and  determine  the  status  of  all  properties  owned  by  the 
various  entities  comprising  the  General  Synod.  As  Chairman  Mc- 
Donald says,  "The  .  .  .  survey  to  be  successful,  will  require  the  full 
cooperation  of  each  corporate  entity  of  the  Synod  and  each  indi- 
vidual member  of  Synod."  The  Moderator  is  especially  indebted  to 
Mr.  James  E.  McDonald  for  his  splendid  assistance  in  the  re- 
organization and  activation  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Moderator  takes  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  Com- 
mittee on  Basis,  abolished  by  the  General  Sjmod  in  1966,  for  the 
thorough  study  on  basis  and  apportionment  which  prepared  the  way 
for  the  adoption  of  the  new  plan  for  voluntary  self -apportionment 
on  the  part  of  the  local  congregations.  The  congregations  are  to 
be  commended  most  highly  for  their  splendid  cooperation  which 
enabled  the  new  plan  to  have  an  excellent  beginning.  Synod  has 
already  been  placed  in  a  position  to  increase  its  budget  by  the  new 
plan. 

The  Synod  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Committee  on  Publi- 
cations for  the  effort  to  get  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod 
printed  and  distributed  at  an  earlier  date.  The  Moderator  expresses 
a  strong  wish  that  Synod  adopt  the  proposal  contained  in  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication's  report  to  Synod. 

The  Moderator  thanks  the  Finance  Committee  for  its  study 
and  planning  in  regard  to  the  proposed  capital  funds  campaign.  A 
sound,  realistic  campaign  will  be  proposed  to  the  General  Synod  as 
a  result  of  this  hard  work.  It  is  the  Moderator's  feeling  that  the 
plan  deserves  the  wholehearted  support  of  all  of  the  people  of  our 
denomination. 

The  annual  statistical  report  should  be  a  challenge  to  every 
minister,  every  congregation  and  every  member  of  the  denomina- 
tion. This  report  shows  a  decrease  of  1134  in  the  number  of  active 
members.  This  discouraging  statistic  should  compel  us  to  devote 
more  of  our  time,  our  talents  and  our  treasure  to  the  work  of  evan- 
gelism and  church  extension  than  we  have  ever  done  before.  It  is 
proper  that  church  extension  should  be  given  the  largest  share  of 
the  funds  raised  in  the  coming  capital  funds  campaign. 

As  your  Moderator,  I  have  been  deeply  concerned  about  the 
unity  of  our  denomination.  I  have  written  and  spoken  more  about 
this  theme  than  about  any  other.  I  have  been  engaged  in  a  con- 
stant call  for  more  unity  among  ourselves.  It  is  a  sad  fact  that 
there  has  been  some  disruption  of  fellowship  as  a  result  of  our 
recent  controversies.  Some  of  the  leading  laymen  of  the  denomina- 
tion have  expressed  to  me  an  uneasiness  in  regard  to  the  doctrinal 
position  of  our  church.  It  may  be  that  the  development  of  radical 
theology  of  "the  death  of  God"  type  in  some  quarters  is  responsible 
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for  this  uneasiness.  I  have  felt  and  continue  to  feel  that  our  differ- 
ences have  not  arisen  because  of  doctrinal  matters.  The  fact  is  all 
of  our  ministers  and  elders  in  their  ordination  vows  subscribe  to  the 
doctrinal  position  set  forth  in  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith. 
We  are  united  through  our  vows  in  a  conservative  theological  posi- 
tion. Dr.  E.  Reynolds  Young  will  submit  a  doctrinal  statement  to 
the  General  Synod.  It  is  the  Moderator's  opinion  that,  although  this 
statement  is  a  kind  of  reaffirmation  of  our  ordination  vows,  it 
should  be  given  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  by  the  General 
Synod.  If  the  adoption  of  this  statement  will  lead  to  a  strengthen- 
ing of  the  fellowship  and  to  an  increase  in  unity  and  understanding, 
the  statement  should  be  adopted. 

Again,  I  thank  the  General  Synod  for  the  confidence  expressed 
in  me  in  my  election  as  Moderator  and  for  the  cooperation  and 
support  which  have  sustained  and  strengthened  me  as  I  have  en- 
deavored to  discharge  these  demanding  duties  to  the  best  of  my 
ability.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

The  Finance  Committee  met  quarterly  during  1966.  Minutes 
were  recorded  at  each  meeting  by  the  Secretary.  The  report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  was  heard  at  each  meeting. 

The  Committee  has  on  hand  the  report  of  the  Citizens  and 
Southern  National  Bank,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C.  concerning  the  per- 
manent invested  funds  of  the  General  Synod  and  from  the  Trust 
Company  of  Georgia  concerning  the  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Retirement  Trust. 

The  books  for  1966  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod 
were  audited  by  the  firm  of  Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter,  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 

During  the  year  1967,  the  Finance  Committee  has  met  three 
times  as  follows:  Thursday,  January  12th  in  Charlotte;  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  April  12th  and  13th  in  Due  West;  and  Monday, 
June  5th  in  Bonclarken.  A  fourth  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Thurs- 
day, October  5th,  1967  in  Rock  Hill. 

The  year  1967  marks  the  transition  year  of  the  Presbyteries 
from  apportionment  to  voluntary  commitment.   The  transition  was 
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accomplished  with  outstanding  results.  The  Finance  Committee 
gratefully  acknowledges  the  vision  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Stuart  who,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Basis,  gave  constant  encourage- 
ment to  the  Committee  as  the  denomination  progressed  toward 
voluntary  commitment.  The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  in  par- 
ticular the  efforts  of  Rev.  Harold  S.  Mace,  who  headed  the  sub- 
committee on  Voluntary  Commitment  for  the  Finance  Committee. 
The  Finance  Committee  feels  the  results  of  voluntary  commitment 
will  bear  much  fruit  in  years  to  come.    The  totals  are  presented

The  annual  Budget  Review  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee 
was  held  with  representatives  of  Boards  and  Committees  in  Due 
West  on  April  13,  1967.  A  notable  spirit  of  cooperation  was  evi- 
dent at  this  meeting  as  the  will  of  God  was  sought  relative  to  the 
finances  of  the  denomination. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  budget  for  1968 
of  the  General  Synod  be  $623,280.

As  instructed  by  the  General  Synod  in  its  1966  Meeting,  the 


Finance  Committee  proceeded  with  the  establishment  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.  The  purpose  of  the 
Foundation  is,  among  other  things,  to  assist  anyone  who  wishes  to 
give  or  bequeath  money,  life  insurance,  stocks,  bonds,  mutual  funds, 
real  estate,  or  other  valuable  property  to  the  Church.  Such  gifts 
may  be  distributed  immediately  or  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
any  one  or  more  causes  of  the  Church. 

The  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  was 
chartered  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  on  December  19th,  1966. 
A  trust  agreement  has  been  established  with  the  North  Carolina 
National  Bank,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of 
administration  of  the  Foundation  and  reporting  on  the  finances 
of  the  Foundation.  The  Bylaws  of  the  Foundation  have  been 
completed.  A  corporate  seal  has  been  obtained.  Organization  ex- 
pense of  approximately  $500  has  been  paid.  The  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  have  served  as  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Finance  Committee  met  with  various  Boards  and  Com- 
mittees in  December  1966  at  Due  West  to  discuss  a  possible  Capi- 
tal Funds  Campaign,  as  instructed  by  the  General  Synod  in  its 
1966  Meeting.  The  Committee  met  again  in  Charlotte  on  January 
12th,  1967  and  reached  unanimous  agreement  in  the  proposal.  The 
Finance  Committee  is  recommending  that  the  goal  of  the  Capital 
Funds  Campaign  be  $1,300,000. 

The  $1,300,000  would  be  distributed  as  follows:

All  Boards  and  Committees  have  been  most  cooperative  in 
these  discussions  regarding  the  finances  of  the  denomination.  The 
Finance  Committee  wishes  to  express  particular  appreciation  to 
the  Treasurer,  whose  participation  in  Committee  discussions  has 
been  vital.  Express  appreciation  is  given  to  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  for  providing  valuable  space  to  print  on  a 
regular  basis  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod. 
The  Sabbath  Schools,  the  Y.P.C.U.  and,  especially  the  Woman's 
Synodical  Union,  are  commended  for  their  liberal  support  of  the 
financial  program  of  our  church. 

Recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  Fiscal  Year  1968 

The  Finance  Committee  placed  emphasis  on  four  major  areas 
during  the  year.   Recommendations  are  made  under  the  four  func- 
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tional  areas:  general,  voluntary  commitment,  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  and  the  Capital  Funds 
Campaign. 

General 

1.  By  virtue  of  his  position  and  knowledge  of  the  current 
financial  situation,  the  Treasurer  makes  available  to  the  Finance 
Committee  valuable  counsel  at  each  meeting.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  Treasurer  be  named  to  the  Finance  Committee  as  a  mem- 
ber, with  voting  privileges. 

2.  In  up-dating  the  denomination's  records  with  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  and  other  government  bodies,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  learned  that  the  word  "Associate"  has  been  inadver- 
tently left  out  of  the  name  of  the  Church.  Certain  other  matters, 
largely  of  a  routine  nature,  have  need  of  updating.  The  Com- 
mittee requests  authority  to  up-date  these  records  with  the  authori- 
ties at  the  state,  federal,  and  local  levels,  and  to  do  whatever  is 
necessary  to  amend  the  Charter. 

3.  The  Finance  Committee  is  aware  that  a  number  of  Boards 
and  Committees  meet  at  no  official  expense  to  the  denomination. 
Members  travel  at  their  own  expense.  There  may  be  some  mem- 
bers of  Boards  and  Committees  who  could  attend  more  meetings  and 
be  generally  more  active  in  the  work  if  they  could  be  reimbursed 
for  expenses  incurred;  this  is  especially  true  where  long-distance 
travel  is  necessary.  The  Committee  recommends  that  Boards  and 
Committees  consider  it  routine  that  expense  vouchers  be  filled  out 
by  members  in  attendance  at  meetings,  and  that  reimbursement  be 
made  to  the  individuals  in  attendance. 

4.  The  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  1968  budget  of 
the  General  Synod,  as  presented. 

5.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Treasurer's  book  be 
audited  by  Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter,  CPA's  of  Greenville,  South 
Carolina,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  church  year. 

6.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Citizens  and  Southern 
National  Bank  of  South  Carolina,  Rock  Hill,  South  Carolina,  con- 
tinue to  act  as  Trustees  of  the  General  Synod's  permanent  funds, 
other  than  Erskine  College  and  the  Retirement  Fund,  for  one  year, 
beginning  January  1,  1968. 

7.  The  Committee  recommends  that  offerings  be  taken  on 
Thanksgiving  and  Mother's  Day  for  the  support  of  Dunlap  Home. 
Further,  that  special  offerings  be  received  for  the  Opportunity 
Fund  on  World  Communion  Day  and  for  one  Great  Hour  of  Shar- 
ing on  Easter.  Further,  that  offerings  be  taken  on  Universal 
Bible  Sabbath  in  December,  1968,  for  the  work  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  and  for  Bonclarken  on  the  third  Sabbath  of  June. 

Voluntary  Commitment 

8.  The  Finance  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  fine  spirit  of 
cooperation  during  this  transition  period  from  apportionment  to 
voluntary  commitment.  This  spirit  is  evident  at  every  level  of  the 
denomination.    It  is  recommended  that  the  Finance  Committee  be 
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responsible  for  a  continuing  program  of  education  regarding  the 
principle  of  voluntary  commitment  and  that  assistance  in  this 
effort  be  obtained  at  the  Synod  level,  the  Presbytery  level,  and  at 
the  local  church  level,  and  especially  from  the  Board  of  Steward- 
ship. 

Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc. 

9.  It  is  recommended  that  the  General  Synod  approve  the 
Charter,  Bylaw^s,  and  other  documents  of  the  Foundation  as  estab- 
lished by  the  Finance  Committee.  Further,  it  is  recommended 
that  emphasis  in  the  coming  year  be  placed  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee on  making  the  goals  and  benefits  of  the  Foundation  known 
to  every  member  of  the  denomination. 

Capital  Funds  Campaign 

10.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends: 

A.  That  a  campaign  for  $1,300,000  plus  the  other  objectives  be 
conducted  in  early  1968. 

B.  That  individual  subscriptions  payable  over  three  years  be 
sought  from  each  family. 

C.  That  the  firm  of  Ward,  Dreshman  and  Reinhardt  be  en- 
gaged to  direct  the  appeal. 

D.  That  a  Campaign  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
lead  the  project. 

E.  That  all  channels  of  communication  be  used  to  interpret 
the  cause  to  all  concerned. 

F.  That  the  following  resolutions  be  adopted. 

Resolutions 

FIRST — Be  it  resolved  that  the  General  Synod  approve  and 
authorize  the  Campaign. 

SECOND — Be  it  resolved  that  the  campaign  be  timed  for  early 
1968  with  the  intervening  period  used  fully  for  educational,  culti- 
vational  and  organizational  purposes. 

THIRD — Be  it  resolved  that  the  Campaign  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  fully  authorized  and  encouraged  to  move  forward  in 
making  decisions,  securing  leadership,  and  planning  with  our  cam- 
paign counselors  for  all  phases  of  the  campaign. 

FOURTH — Be  it  resolved  that  the  General  Synod  earnestly 
urge  all  members  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
to  join  in  work  and  prayer  and  giving  so  that  the  objectives  of  the 
campaign  will  be  realized.

JUNE  6,  1967—2:00  P.M. 

A  Conference  on  Christian  Education  was  entered 
into  with  Reverend  Henry  L.  Smith  presiding.  After 
prayer  and  a  message  by  Mr.  Smith  on  the  theme  of  the 
Conference,  ''Go  Ye  Therefore  and  Teach,"  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  were  introduced  to 
Synod.  Eugene  W.  Cochrane,  president  of  the  Synodi- 
cal  Y.P.C.U.,  then  presented  to  the  Synod  a  report  on  the 
work  of  this  organization.  Reverend  J.  Roger  White, 
Reverend  L.  T.  Richie,  Miss  Florence  Craig,  Chaplain 
John  S.  Banks,  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Alexander  explained  and 
emphasized  items  in  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Syn- 
od. The  Conference  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  Mr. 
Richie. 

The  Moderator  took  the  chair  and  appointed  Dr.  M. 
B.  Grier  as  Parliamentarian  for  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  Report  of  the  Inter-Church  Committee  was  read, 
amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  INTER-CHURCH  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

Your  committee  had  two  meetings  during  the  year  and  tried  to 
transact  the  business  under  its  care  accordingly.  The  committee 
received  reports  from  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches 
and  the  North  American  Area  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Churches.  The  committee  received  reports  from  Rev. 
Robert  B.  Elliott,  Jr.,  who  attended  the  Pan-Presbyterian  Meeting 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  September  20  and  also  a  report  from  Mr. 
Elliott  on  the  meeting  of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  that  met  January 
24,  1967.  The  committee  received  reports  from  Dr.  L.  M.  Allison, 
our  representative  of  the  Committee  of  Theology  of  the  North 
American  Area  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  and  Presbyterian 
Churches  and  also  from  Dr.  Kenneth  F.  Morris  who  was  given 
special  assignment  as  a  member  of  this  committee  also.  These 
reports  have  been  received  and  the  information  is  part  of  our  files. 
We  submit  the  following  report  on  the  above  information  and  the 
following  recommendations  to  Synod. 

(1)  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  and  Presbyterian  Churches: 
This  work  continues  to  present  the  world  wide  witness  of  Reformed 
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Churches  throughout  the  world  holding  the  Presbyterian  Order 
and  it  appears  from  the  reports  that  we  have  received  that  this 
work  is  carried  on  in  an  orderly  fashion  and  is  accomplishing  some 
good.  We  note  Reformed  Churches  participating  in  the  World 
Congress  on  Evangelism  and  also  the  World  Conference  of  Church 
and  Society  which  is  held  in  Geneva  in  July.  A  complete  Financial 
Statement  was  received  from  this  organization  and  we  note  that  our 
total  contribution  in  1965  amounted  to  nearly  $275.00.  The  total 
contributions  to  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  and  Presbyterian 
Churches  contributed  by  all  participating  organizations  amounted 
to  nearly  $300,000.00. 

(2)  The  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  Throughout  the  World 
Holding  the  Presbyterian  Order,  North  American  Area:  The  com- 
mittee feels  that  our  part  in  the  North  American  Area  division  of 
the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  has  been  good  and  we 
commend  Dr.  Allison,  Dr.  Morris  and  Dr.  Marshburn  for  their  work 
with  this  organization.  The  North  American  Area  Meeting  of  The 
World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Presbyterian  Churches  met  in  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee,  during  1966.  The  committee  was  represented  at 
this  meeting  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Blakely  and  he  gave  a  report  to  the 
committee  on  this  meeting. 

(3)  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod:  Following  the  instructions  of 
Synod,  your  committee  made  plans  to  have  an  observer  from  this 
committee  attend  this  meeting  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  July  26 
through  28.  Because  of  the  Airline  Strike,  your  committee  was 
unable  to  be  represented  at  this  meetilng.  Recent  information  re- 
ceived from  the  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod  on  the  world  level  re- 
minds us  of  a  meeting  in  1968  to  be  held  at  Baarn,  Netherlands. 
During  the  year  the  committee  received  several  reports  from  this 
organization.  A  report  on  the  Ministry  of  Women  in  the  Church, 
published  by  the  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod,  was  forwarded  to 
the  members  of  this  committee  for  their  information. 

(4)  Pan-Presbyterian  Meeting:  The  Annual  Pan-Presbyterian 
Meeting  was  held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  September  20.  Our  church 
was  responsible  for  the  convening  of  the  meeting  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  agenda.  It  was  attended  by  Rev.  R.  B.  Elliott,  Rev. 
Paul  L.  Sherrill,  the  Moderator-Elect  (Dr.  A.  M.  Rogers),  and  Rev. 
W.  C.  Lauderdale.  The  committee  finds  that  these  meetings  are 
very  helpful  and  informative  and  also  notes  the  continuing  progress 
that  is  being  made  to  bring  the  members  of  the  Pan-Presbyterian 
family  into  a  closer  working  organization.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the 
committee  that  we  continue  to  be  involved  in  the  discussions  and  the 
work  that  this  body  is  doing.  We  note  from  this  meeting  that  there 
is  a  growing  interest  in  church  union  and  church  merger,  especially 
within  the  Presbyterian  family.  We  note  continuing  talks  between 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States.  We  take  note  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  merger 
being  planned  between  the  First  Cumberland  Church  and  the 
Second  Cumberland  Church.  Cooperative  efforts  in  the  steward- 
ship. World  Missions,  Church  Extension,  Reciprocal  Retirement 
Agreements  were  just  a  few  of  the  matters  that  were  discussed  at 
thj  past  meeting. 
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(5)  It  is  Synod's  desire  that  renewed  efforts  be  actively  pur- 
sued by  the  Inter- Church  Committee,  to  institute  fraternal  relations 
between  our  General  Synod  and  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
Evangelical  Synod. 

(6)  The  Lord's  Day  Alliance:  The  Chairman  of  the  Inter- 
Church  Committee  attended  the  meeting  of  the  managers  of  the 
Lord's  Day  Alliance  in  New  York  City.  The  information  gathered 
at  this  meeting  was  helpful  and  informative.  The  general  purpose 
of  this  organization  is  to  promote  and  to  preserve  the  Lord's  Day. 
The  structure  is  both  inter-denominational  and  individual  in  nature, 
similar  to  that  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  It  is  the  feeling  of 
the  committee  that  this  is  an  area  of  work  in  which  we  should  be 
vitally  interested  as  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians.  The  com- 
mittee further  feels  that  a  great  deal  of  information  and  education 
ought  to  be  given  our  people  regarding  the  purposes  and  the  plans 
of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance.  The  committee  will  undertake  to  accom- 
plish these  goals  during  1967  and  1968. 

(7)  Fraternal  Delegates:  The  Fraternal  Delegates  to  the  1967 
Meeting  of  the  General  Synod  will  be  presented  Wednesday  morn- 
ing, June  7  at  10:30  A.M.  The  presiding  member  of  the  Inter-Church 
Committee  will  be  Rev.  Robert  B.  Elliott.  The  following  organi- 
zations will  be  represented:  The  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.,  The 
United  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.,  The  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  The  American  Bible  Society,  and  The  Lord's  Day  Alliance. 
Your  committee  anticipates  reports  from  our  Fraternal  Delegates 
to  these  other  churches  in  our  sister  denominations. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following: 

a.  That  we  continue  our  efforts  and  our  support  of  the  World 
Alliance  of  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  and  that  we  con- 
tinue our  active  support  of  the  North  American  Area  of  this  or- 
ganization. 

b.  Because  of  the  limited  funds  of  the  committee,  and  because 
of  the  great  distance  involved  in  travel,  we  recommend  that  no  dele- 
gate be  sent  to  the  1968  Meeting  of  the  Reformed  Ecumenical 
Synod  meeting  in  Baarn,  Netherlands.  Should,  however,  it  come  to 
the  attention  of  the  committee  that  there  be  someone  in  the  area  of 
this  meeting  the  committee  could  possibly  work  out  some  arrange- 
ments to  be  represented. 

c.  That  the  Synod  be  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Lord's 
Day  Alliance  and  that  representation  be  sent  again  to  the  meeting 
in  1968. 

d.  That  our  official  representatives  to  the  Permanent  Commit- 
tee on  Theology  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Church  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  Synod's  Committee  on  Permanent  Theology  so 
long  as  the  representation  comes  from  the  committee  itself. 

e.  That  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on  Theology  be  en- 
larged from  three  to  five  and  that  this  matter  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
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f .  That  R.  J.  Marshburn,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Administra- 
tive Council  of  the  North  America  Area  of  the  World  Alliance  of 
Reformed  Churches,  continue  as  a  representative  to  the  Alliance 
meeting  until  his  term  of  office  expires  in  1968. 

g.  We  continue  our  cooperative  efforts  in  the  Pan-Presbyterian 
Conferences  and  that  plans  be  made  to  have  representation  at  any 
further  meetings  of  the  Pan^Presbyterian  family. 

h.  That  Synod  define  the  duties  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on 
Theology  and  study  the  relationship  of  the  committee  to  the  Inter- 
Church  Committee  of  Synod.  (See  page  303  of  Minutes  of  General 
Synod,  1965.) 

i.  We  recommend  that  the  following  be  considered  as  our 
budget  request  for  1968:

2.  Participation  in  World  Presbyterian  Alliance 
and  delegates'  expenses  to  the  meetings  of

REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVE  TO  MEETING  OF  ADVISORY 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

It  was  my  privilege,  according  to  Synod's  appointment,  to  rep- 
resent our  Synod  at  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  in  New  York  November  14-16,  1966.  This 
was  also  the  One  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  meeting  of 
the  Bible  Society. 

This  meeting  received  world-wide  recognition  with  gifts  and 
congratulations  being  received  from  many  countries.  There  were 
one  hundred  thirty-three  representatives  at  the  council  meeting 
representing  sixty-seven  denominations.  Dr.  Billy  Graham  gave 
an  inspiring  message.    Also,  a  moving  performance  of  Handel's 
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"Messiah"  by  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Orchestra  and  the  West- 
minster Choir  was  given. 

It  was  with  a  feeling  of  deep  gratitude  and  encouragement 
that  I  observed  the  efficiency  and  magnitude  of  the  work  being 
done  by  the  Society  in  its  large  new  beautiful  twelve  story  build- 
ing there  in  the  center  of  New  York.  It  was  obvious  that  their 
work  of  translating  and  distributing  more  than  sixty-one  million 
copies  of  Scripture  to  one  hundred  fifty  countries  of  the  world  was 
a  great  work  for  the  Lord  that  we  could  never  accomplish  as  one 
denomination. 

My  sincere  impression  and  feeling  is  that  all  the  people  of  our 
denomination  can  be  assured  that  this  work  deserves  our  fullest 
support. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Synod  for  allowing  me  this  opportunity 
to  become  more  informed  about  this  good  work  for  the  Lord.

REPORT  ON  THE  ORGANIZATION  CHART 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  General  Synod  asked  me  to  make  an  organization  chart 
of  the  Synod  and  in  order  to  do  this  permitted  me  to  associate 
myself  with  other  members  of  Synod  to  form  a  committee.    It  was 
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obvious  that  before  a  chart  could  be  prepared,  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  each  of  the  Boards  and  Committees  needed  to  be 
described  and  defined.  It  was  determined,  also,  that  the  Officers 
of  the  General  Synod  should  be  included  to  complete  the  chart. 

In  accordance  with  this  order  of  General  Synod,  the  following 
are,  at  present,  members  of  this  committee;  Fred  Archer,  E. 
Gettys,  W.  C.  Lauderdale,  R.  J.  Marshburn,  T.  B.  McBride,  A.  M. 
Rogers,  and  F.  W.  Sherrill.  This  committee  was  named  "The 
Committee  to  Edit  Authorities  and  Duties."  We  requested  from 
each  Board,  Standing  Committee,  and  Officer,  a  description  of  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  their  work.  The  committee  set  about 
to  revise  these  descriptions  to  bring  them  to  some  conformity  and 
to  correct  them  where  it  felt  it  was  necessary.  The  committee, 
having  completed  their  preliminary  work  in  describing  and  defin- 
ing these  duties,  presented  their  work  to  previous  meetings  of  the 
General  Synod.  This  year  the  committee  turned  to  the  task  of 
putting  the  organization  chart  into  a  final  form  to  present  to  this 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  committee  held  meetings  on  February  6,  1967  in  Charlotte, 
N.  C.  and  on  March  30,  1967  in  Due  West,  S.  C.  and  did  extensive 
work  by  correspondence.  The  rest  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
to  Edit  Authorities  and  Duties,  (hereafter  referred  to  in  this  re- 
port as  CEAD)  is  in  the  form  of  recommendations. 

Recommendations 

1.  A  manual  be  prepared  describing  the  Boards,  Standing 
Committees,  Officers,  and  Agencies  of  Synod:  what  they  are  and 
what  they  do,  based  upon  the  previous  report  of  this  committee 
to  Synod.  It  will  be  necessary  to  revise  further  and  bring  into 
conformity  these  descriptions  to  make  them  readily  useful. 

2.  The  CEAD  be  instructed  to  prepare  such  a  manual  for 
publication  and  print  the  manual  when  it  has  been  adopted  by 
Synod. 

3.  Synod's  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  keep  the 
manual  current  with  any  actions  of  Synod,  and  that  CEAD  be 
dissolved  upon  presentation  of  the  manual  to  Synod. 

4.  If  Synod  adopts  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foun- 
dation, Inc.  which  will  be  proposed  at  the  1967  meeting  of  Synod, 
the  Committee  on  Bequests  and  Gifts  be  dissolved  and  its  duties  be 
assumed  by  the  Foundation. 

5.  The  Planning  Committee  be  abolished  and  the  financial 
duties  of  the  Planning  Committee  be  transferred  to  Synod's  Fi- 
nance Committee,  and  the  projection  of  Synod's  Program  be  re- 
ferred to  Synod's  Central  Committee. 

6.  The  Central  Committee  be  composed  of  the  Moderator  of 
Synod,  the  Moderator  Elect,  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Synodi- 
cal,  the  Directors  of  Christian  Education  and  Youth  Work,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  following  boards:  Bonclarken,  Christian  Edu- 
cation, Church  Extension,  Dunlap  Orphanage,  Erskine  College,  and 
Foreign  Missions. 
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7.  Men's  Work  be  made  a  Standing  Committee  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  report  directly  to  Synod  on 
behalf  of  the  W.S.U. 

8.  The  Moderator's  Committee  on  Ministerial  Insurance  and 
Retirement  be  abolished  and  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Insurance 
and  Retirement  be  made  a  Standing  Committee. 

9.  That  the  Moderator  of  Synod  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to 
study  the  possibility  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  Worship  for 
Synod. 

10.  That  the  Board  of  Stewardship  be  changed  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  Stewardship.

Voice  classes  will  cover  tone  production, 
pure  vowels,  and  articulate  consonants  as  well  as  phrasing  and 
interpretation.

Many  churches  of  the  Synod  have  indicated  a  much  higher 
level  and  wider  range  of  sacred  music  as  evidenced  by  the  Specials 
in  their  respective  services.  Congregational  participation  in  the 
singing  of  Psalms  and  hvmns  is  being  enjoyed  in  a  more  reflective 
mood.

WEDNESDAY,  JUNE  7,  1967—9:00  A.M. 

The  devotional  service  was  led  by  Reverend  R. 
Wayne  Dickson  who  read  from  Matthew  25:1^-30  and 
spoke  on  the  subject,  ''God's  Expectations," 
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The  Moderator  called  the  Synod  to  order.  The  Min- 
utes of  Tuesday's  sessions  were  read  and  approved.  Dr. 
E.  Reynolds  Young,  one  of  our  missionaries  to  Pakistan, 
was  presented  to  the  Synod  and  given  the  privilege  of  the 
floor.  He  spoke  on  the  doctrinal  position  of  our  Church 
and  emphasized  the  need  of  fidelity  to  the  fundamental 
doctrines  of  the  Christian  faith.  On  motion  the  paper 
was  adopted. 

A  CALL  FOR  UNITY  IN  THE  FAITH 

The  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  was  born  in  an 
era  of  great  religious  struggle  when  the  souls  of  men  were  being 
tried.  It  grew  out  of  a  time  when  valiant  men  covenanted  together 
to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  faith  as  they  understood  it,  and  to 
proclaim  it  to  the  world. 

These,  too,  are  days  of  struggle.  The  day  in  which  we  live  is 
characterized  by  much  uncertainty  and  doubt.  This  is  true  in  the 
life  of  the  nation.  As  it  looks  to  the  church  for  direction,  it  finds 
that  the  church,  too,  is  infected  by  uncertainty  and  doubt.  So  wide- 
spread is  this  that  articles  in  national  newspapers  and  magazines 
on  the  "unrest  in  the  churches"  are  commonplace.  People  generally, 
as  perhaps  never  before,  are  asking.  What  does  the  church  believe 
and  teach  ?  For  what  does  the  church  stand  ?  What  is  the  guiding 
and  supreme  authority  in  all  matters  of  faith  and  practice? 

Even  within  our  own  church,  people  are  asking  these  questions. 
Let  us  humbly  confess  that  our  witness  has  often  lacked  the  clarity, 
zeal  and  conviction  that  befit  followers  of  Christ.  There  has  been 
evidence  of  a  sincere  questioning  attitude  on  the  part  of  members 
of  congregations  and  the  existence  of  what  has  been  termed  "a 
rather  widespread  lack  of  trust  and  understanding  in  our  midst." 

These  things  being  true,  it  seems  not  only  appropriate  but  in- 
cumbent upon  the  church,  for  her  own  sake,  that  she  may  be  sure 
that  her  house  is  set  in  order,  for  the  carrying  out  and  fulfilling  of 
her  mission  in  the  world,  to  make  very  clear  and  very  positive  her 
answer  to  such  questions. 

Certainly  one  of  the  greatest  needs  in  our  church  is  to  love 
one  another — insiders  and  outsiders — as  Jesus  Christ  has  loved  us. 
Only  through  understanding  and  trust  can  we  achieve  the  spirit 
of  love  for  one  another  in  the  fellowship  of  the  church. 

I  believe  that  now,  as  never  before  in  its  history,  our  church, 
in  full  Christian  unity  and  love,  can  stand  forth  as  a  strong  fortress 
of  faith  and  proclaim  its  saving  message  to  a  needy  world. 

I  feel  that  there  is  a  special  need  for  our  Synod  to  declare  to 
the  world  where  we  stand,  what  we  believe,  what  we  preach,  and 
for  what  we  labor.  "For,  if  the  trumpet  give  an  uncertain  sound, 
who  shall  prepare  himself  to  the  battle?" 
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I  earnestly  ask  the  ministers  and  elders  assembled  here  and 
every  member  of  every  congregation  throughout  our  church  to  join 
in  a  personal  endorsement  of,  and  commitment  to,  the  following 
public  confession  which  I  hope  will  be  adopted  as  an  expression  of 
the  Synod: 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  reaffirms  and  proclaims  her  allegiance  to  the  great  essen- 
tial doctrines  of  the  Christian  faith  as  summarized  in  the  West- 
minster Confession  of  Faith,  as  adopted  by  this  Synod,  and  in  the 
Catechisms.  These  historic  documents  have  been  the  doctrinal 
standards  of  our  church  from  its  beginning.  We  hereby  reempha- 
size  our  allegiance  to  these  standards  today.  They  speak  to  the 
present  generation  as  clearly  and  as  appropriately  as  to  past  gen- 
erations. Securely  founded  upon  the  Word  of  God,  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, they  proclaim  in  concise,  systematic  form  "the  faith  which 
was  once  delivered  unto  the  saints." 

In  this  day  when  the  main  attack  on  Christianity  is  centered 
on  the  inspiration,  authority  and  truthfulness  of  God's  Word  and 
on  the  Person  and  Work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  declare  anew 
our  faith  in  the  Bible  as  the  infallible  and  authoritative  Word  of 
God  written.  Likewise,  we  declare  our  faith  in  the  Deity  of  Christ, 
the  Word  of  God  Incarnate.  For  in  the  fullness  of  time  He  became 
man  and  so  was  and  continueth  to  be  both  God  and  man  in  two 
distinct  natures  and  one  person  forever.  He  is  the  one  and  only 
Saviour  of  the  world.  Regarding  Him,  on  authority  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, we  affirm  that  He  was  born  of  the  Virsrin  Mary,  that  He 
lived  a  sinless  life,  died  a  sacrificial  death  upon  Calvary's  Cross,  the 
atonement  for  man's  sin,  rose  triumphant  from  the  grave,  ascended 
into  heaven  and  in  due  time  will  personally  return  in  glory. 

Until  that  time,  we  believe  the  church,  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  is  commissioned  by  Christ,  the  King  and  Head  of 
the  church,  to  proclaim  these  great  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  and,  in  Christ's  stead,  to  call  upon  all  men  and  nations 
to  be  reconciled  to  God. 

To  this  end  let  all  those  who  by  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ  are 
reconciled  to  Him  earnestly  endeavor,  with  the  guidance  and  help 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  manifest  in  the  daily  duties  and  contacts  of 
life  those  principles,  concerns  and  devotion  to  truth  which  are  in 
complete  accord  with  this  solemn  profession.  May  we  ''walk 
worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  we  are  called,  with  all  lowliness 
and  meekness,  with  longsuffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love; 
endeavoring  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace." 

Reverend  J.  P.  Steele,  Director  of  the  Bonclarken

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

We  participated  in  the  Ministers'  Institute  at  Union  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  February  13-16.  Sixteen  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  pastors  attended.  The  theme  for  the  Institute  was, 
"A  Fresh  Look  at  Evangelism."  Reverend  W.  C.  Lauderdale  led 
the  w^orship  services. 

The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  has  transferred  the  training 
responsibility  for  these  institutes  from  the  Town  and  Country 
Church  Department  to  its  Division  of  Evangelism,  Board  of  Church 
Extension.  Our  denomination  has  been  invited  to  continue  in  the 
planning  and  implementing  of  this  program.  We  feel  that  this 
planning  should  come  under  our  Board  of  Church  Extension  and 
that  the  Town  and  Country  Church  Committee  be  dissolved. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  congregations  be  encouraged  to  pay  their  pastors' 
expenses  to  these  Institutes. 

2.  That  $200.00  be  granted  to  this  committee  for  planning, 
promoting  and  implementing  this  program. 

3.  That  this  committee  be  dissolved  and  the  Division  of  Evan- 
gelism, Board  of  Church  Extension  be  responsible  for  its  functions.

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SYNODICAL 

UNION 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  7,  1967 

The  annual  report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  is  pre- 
sented with  grateful  acknowledgement  for  the  privilege  and  op- 
portunities our  women  have  had  to  participate  in  every  area  of 
the  life  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  As  an 
auxiliary  of  our  Church,  the  women  have  accepted  their  respon- 
sibilities and  have  strengthened  our  Churches'  program  by  their 
most  effective  work  and  witness  in  1966. 

From  the  time  of  the  formal  organization  of  the  women,  in 
1915,  our  purpose  has  been  to  encourage  and  instruct  the  members 
of  the  Synodical  Union  so  our  program  would  implement  Synod's 
total  program.  In  1966,  fifty-two  years  after  the  formal  organiza- 
tion, we  can  report  a  membership  of  5,480.  This  membership  is 
divided  into  137  local  societies,  who  are  under  the  direction  of  seven 
Presbyterial  Boards.  The  Presbyterial  Boards  meet  quarterly, 
and  through  an  annual  work-shop  and  Presbyterial  meeting  in- 
struct the  local  societies.  The  Synodical  Board,  composed  of  six  of- 
ficers. Cause  Secretaries,  Journal  Staff,  Bonclarken  Leader,  and 
Historian,  evaluates  and  plans  the  woman's  program  each  year, 
giving  certain  objectives  and  recommendations  as  guidelines  to 
direct  the  work. 

The  fifty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Synodical 
Union  was  held  October  5-6  in  Covington,  Virginia.  The  Edge- 
mont  Woman's  Society  in  Covington,  beautifully  and  most  gracious- 
ly entertained  145  Synodical  members  and  visitors.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  meeting  and  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  was  our 
visit  to  the  Johnsons  Creek  Church,  where  the  Woman's  Society 
served  us  a  delicious  lunch.  It  was  most  encouraging  to  see  the 
splendid  work  that  is  being  accomplished  in  this  beautiful  moun- 
tain section  of  Virginia  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Dale  White  and  the 
members  of  their  Church.  The  Moderator  of  our  Synod,  Dr.  L.  M. 
Allison  brought  to  the  women  a  challenging  message  on  Church  ex- 
tension, urging  us  to  strive  for  the  manner  of  Church  extension, 
as  that  instituted  in  the  early  Church.  He  asked  that  we  help 
strengthen  our  Churches  by  "More  Prayer — More  Preachers — More 
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Members."  Dr.  W.  C.  Halliday  and  Miss  Ethelda  Hanna  stimu- 
lated our  minds  and  hearts  concerning  our  Church's  foreign  mis- 
sion work  in  Pakistan  and  Mexico.  Mrs.  Walter  B.  Graham's 
spirit-filled  devotionals  guided  the  Synodical  in  all  plans  and  de- 
cisions that  had  to  be  determined  at  the  Annual  Synodical  Meet- 
ing. 

Mrs.  J.  N.  Beard,  Synodical  statistician  gave  both  a  dis- 
couraging and  encouraging  report  for  1966.  The  average  per- 
capita  was  $24.77,  which  is  an  increase  of  $1.73.  Benevolence  of- 
ferings were  $135,772.33  and  coupled  with  $30,126.69  spent  in  the 
local  congregation,  Synodical  contributions  were  a  total  of  $165,- 
899.22.  Gifts  to  Erskine  College  and  Bonclarken  were  increased. 
Our  women  were  also  most  generous  to  Dunlap  and  to  their  local 
congregations.

Mrs.  Beard's  report  of  our  educational  department  for  1966 
did  not  come  up  to  Synodical  standards.  It  seems  our  women  are 
more  generous  with  their  money  than  they  are  concerned  about 
their  spiritual  growth.  There  were  decreases  in  several  depart- 
ments— Family  altars,  Tithers,  and  also  memberships.  Yes,  facts 
say  we  did  not  reach  certain  goals  in  1966 — but  just  facts  are 
not  enough  for  the  human  soul.  We  must  have  faith — "Faith  is 
the  substance  of  things  hoped  for.  The  evidence  of  things  not 
seen."  (Hebrews  11:1).  Faith  is  the  element  within  us  that  leads 
us  on  to  try  the  impossible — to  at  least  do  better  than  we  would 
otherwise  have  done.  The  core  of  our  women's  work  is  strong — 
James  tells  us  that  "Faith  without  works  is  dead."  We  cannot 
really  have  faith  in  something  without  working  for  it.  Although 
the  facts  do  not  look  good,  there  has  been  a  depth  in  the  wom- 
an's work  that  just  facts  do  not  show.  Our  leaders  have  given 
much  emphasis  to  spiritual  growth  and  there  have  been  definite 
increases  in  certain  areas.  The  number  of  prayer  circles  has 
doubled.  The  concern  over  a  decrease  in  membership  has  been 
shown  by  the  revival  and  interest  in  visitation  programs  in  many 
of  the  societies. 

The  members  of  the  Synodical  Board  and  the  Presbyterial 
Boards  have  used  certain  guidelines  so  that  our  organization  would 
be  strengthened  in  the  knowledge  of  Christ  and  opportunities  pro- 
vided to  challenge  our  women  through  study,  service,  and  personal 
growth  to  enrich  their  lives  and  serve  as  good  stewards  of  His 
Church. 
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The  Synodical  Journal,  edited  by  Mrs.  Charles  Carlisle,  is  the 
most  important  guideline  used  to  implement  the  women's  work. 
Each  month  material  is  presented  for  programs  and  information 
given  on  all  departments  of  our  Synod's  program  to  keep  our 
members  in  the  local  society  up  to  date.  The  Journal  is  our  wom- 
en's work-book.  About  ninety  percent  of  our  members  take  the 
Synodical  Journal. 

Feeling  that  the  women  of  our  Church  should  have  a  closer 
relationship  with  the  whole  Church,  we  have  been  guided  to  bring 
about  a  higher  degree  of  correlation  between  the  Synodical  and 
Synod's  program.  Dr.  Allison,  asked  in  the  fall  of  1965  that  the 
women  work  with  him  to  coordinate  the  two  programs.  Mrs. 
Charles  Carlisle,  Mrs.  Harry  G.  Salley,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Mitchell 
were  appointed  to  study  the  Synodical  program  and  work  with 
Dr.  Allison.  We  are  grateful  to  this  committee  for  the  excellent 
job  they  have  accomplished. 

The  report  of  Synod's  Central  Committee  will  show  that  Dr. 
Allison's  goal  for  a  higher  degree  of  coordination  between  the 
Synodical  and  Synod's  program  was  reached.  The  Synodical  is 
pleased  over  this  for  it  has  been  the  desire  of  our  Synodical 
leaders  for  a  number  of  years  to  unify  the  programs,  knowing 
our  members  would  work  with  greater  zeal  and  enthusiasm  with 
this  closer  relationship  with  the  whole  Church  program. 

The  Cause  Secretaries  of  Synodical  have  stressed  a  closer 
relationship  with  the  local  societies  and  through  stimulating  pro- 
grams, letters  and  material  have  endeavored  to  involve  more  of  the 
women  of  our  Church  in  the  program  of  Synod. 

One  of  the  most  meaningful  guidelines  used  each  year  is  the 
women's  four  day  conference  held  each  year  during  the  first  week 
of  August.  Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Charles  Edwards, 
over  three  hundred  women  gathered  at  Bonclarken  August  8-12 
in  1965,  to  plan,  study,  and  pray  together.  The  entire  denomi- 
nation is  enriched  when  they  return  to  their  local  societies,  better 
informed  members  to  lead  the  women's  work. 

The  four  study-books  that  Synodical  recommended  as  guide- 
lines in  the  spiritual  growth  of  our  members  were: 

Bible  Study — Hebrews,  with  studies  in  Hebrews  by  H.  H. 
Hobbs  as  a  Commentary. 

Stewardship  Study — "Servants  and  Stewards"  by  Arthur  R. 
McKay. 

Foreign  Missions — "Church  Growth  in  Mexico"  by  D.  Mc- 
Gravan. 

Temperance  Study — "Youth  Questions  Alcohol"  by  John  W. 
Irvine. 

We  are  most  happy  to  report  that  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  women  in  our  two  foreign  fields  are  organized  and 
helping  extend  our  Church  programs  in  Pakistan  and  Mexico. 
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From  Mrs.  Frank  Pressly,  in  Pakistan,  we  received  the  follow- 
ing: "The  Pakistan  Women  are  organized  and  carrying  on  their 
work  well.  There  are  thirteen  societies.  They  hold  weekly  meet- 
ings and  an  annual  Synodical.  The  special  emphasis  this  year  is 
stewardship.  The  Pakistan  women  are  most  generous.  They  com- 
pletely support  the  primary  school  in  Burewala,  and  through  the 
Presbytery  help,  support  seminary  students,  help  build  Churches, 
and  aid  widows  and  orphans.  The  women  also  have  charge  of  the 
Junior  Society  and  do  an  excellent  job  in  training  the  children. 
One  youngster  recited  John  17,  distinctly  and  without  error,  this 
year."  We  rejoice  that  Mrs.  Pressly  is  leading  our  Pakistan  wom- 
en in  such  a  splendid  way. 

Mrs  Covone  writes  from  Mexico  that  "The  woman's  work  is 
growing  nicely.  There  are  twenty-five  societies.  However,  most 
of  them  are  very  small  and  cannot  even  afford  to  send  delegates 
to  the  annual  meeting.  We  were  delighted  and  encouraged  this 
year  when  six  Indian  women  attended  the  convention."  The  Synod- 
ical is  most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Covone  for  the  fine  dedicated  service 
she  is  rendering  in  our  Mexico  Mission  field  with  the  Mexican 
women. 

As  the  Church  examines  "The  Women  of  the  Church"  it  sees 
a  truly  consecrated,  dedicated  group  praying,  studying  and  plan- 
ning to  aid  our  Synod  in  extending  God's  Kingdom.

I.  Two  papers  came  into  our  hands:  The  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Communications  and  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Publications.  With  respect  to  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Communications,  your  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Communications  be  com- 
mended for  the  press,  radio,  and  television  coverage  given  the  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Synod,  the  Music  Workshop  and  the  other  activ- 
ities of  our  denomination.  We  especially  take  note  of  the  excellent 
tape  entitled  "Banners  of  Faith"  prepared  and  circulated  by  this 
committee.  This  committee  under  the  competent  leadership  of  the 
Reverend  Zeb  C.  Williams,  who  has  rotated  off  the  committee  but 
continues  to  give  his  time  and  talent  to  its  work,  has  provided  our 
church  with  a  fine  filmstrip  entitled  "Landmarks  of  Faith,"  designed 
to  tell  the  story  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  In 
addition,  a  denominational  brochure  has  been  produced  by  this  com- 
mittee and  is  now  available  from  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services. 
It  is  recommended  that  this  committee  continue  its  fine  work  and 
develop  other  worthwhile  projects  to  present  our  church  to  the 
general  public. 
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2.  That  Synod  approve  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Com- 
munications for  $1,000.00  to  be  used  in  carrying  out  its  work. 

II.  In  relation  to  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Publications,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Plan  Book  for  1968  be  published,  using  again  the 
offer  of  help  from  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services. 

2.  That  2,300  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod  for  1967  be 
printed  and  that  these  Minutes  be  published  by  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Company  at  the  following  rates: 


3.  That  the  following  plan  to  secure  accuracy  and  early  dis- 
tribution for  the  Minutes  of  Synod  for  the  year  1968  be  adopted: 

a.  The  publisher  of  the  Minutes  is  to  be  responsible  for  the 
Index. 

b.  Synod's  Statistician  is  to  be  responsible  for  the  Clerks  of 
Session  (See  1966  Minutes,  pages  711-714)  and  the  Statistical 
Tables  (See  1966  Minutes,  pages  725-744,  unnumbered  pages). 

c.  The  Stated  Clerk  is  responsible  for  submitting  all  other 
material. 

d.  The  Stated  Clerk  is  to  send  all  material  for  which  he  is 
responsible  to  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  for  preparation 
for  the  printer  no  later  than  one  week  after  the  close  of  the  Meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

e.  The  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  is  to  send  this  material 
to  the  printer  no  later  than  five  working  days  after  it  is  received 
from  the  Stated  Clerk. 

f.  Local  churches  are  to  send  statistical  information  to  Pres- 
bytery Statisticians  by  February  1.  (This  date  has  been  established 
by  action  of  Synod  and  is  included  here  for  emphasis.) 

g.  Presbytery  Statisticians  are  to  send  statistical  information 
to  Synod's  Statistician  by  March  1. 

h.  Synod's  Statistician  is  to  send  statistical  information  to  the 
printer  by  April  1. 

i.  The  printer  is  to  have  Minutes  ready  for  distribution  no 
later  than  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  August. 

4.  That,  in  view  of  the  exhausted  supply  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  1000  copies  of  the

RETIREMENT  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

PART  I— GROUP  LIFE  INSURANCE 
Recommendation:  That  the  premium  charge  to  each  partici- 
pant in  the  Group  Life  Insurance  Plan  be  continued  at  $21.60, 
with  Synod  paying  the  remainder  of  the  total  premium  charge. 
The  budget  request  for  this  sum  is  covered  in  Part  IV  of  this  re- 
port. 

PART  II— GROUP  HEALTH  INSURANCE 
Recommendation :  That  the  eligibility  rules  for  coverage  under 
the  Ministers  Life  and  Casualty  Union  accident  and  sickness  policy 
be  extended  to  include  all  full-time,  regular  salaried  Directors  of 
Christian  Education  employed  by  any  church  of  the  General  Syn- 
od. (For  eligibility  rules  previously  adopted  see  page  416  of  the 
1965  Minutes  of  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  General  Synod.)

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  ASSOCIATE  REFORMED 
PRESBYTERIAN  RETIREMENT  PLAN 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Retirement  Plan  are  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the 
General  Synod  at  its  1967  Annual  Meeting.  If  these  amendments 
are  approved  by  the  General  Synod,  the  necessary  changes  to  the 
text  of  the  Retirement  Plan  are  to  be  prepared  and  approved  by 
both  the  Ministerial  Insurance  and  Retirement  Committee  and  the 
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Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  acting  in  behalf  of 
and  with  the  authority  of  the  General  Synod,  unless  the  Synod 
specifically  requires  that  the  formal  Retirement  Plan  text  amend- 
ments be  submitted  to  it  for  approval  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 
If  these  amendments  are  approved  in  principle  by  the  General 
Synod  at  its  1967  annual  meeting,  these  amendments  will  become 
effective  on  January  1,  1968,  provided  the  Retirement  Plan  text 
revisions  necessary  to  effectuate  these  amendments  have  been  com- 
pleted and  approved  by  the  aforementioned  committees  of  the  Syn- 
od by  that  date;  failing  that,  the  amendments  will  become  effective 
the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  securing  of  these 
necessary  approvals;  provided  further,  however,  that  these  amend- 
ments shall  be  null  and  void  unless  approval  is  secured  from  the 
U.  S.  Treasury  Department  for  continuation  of  the  "qualified" 
tax-exempt  status  of  the  Plan. 

Because  the  financial  experience  of  the  Retirement  Plan  has 
been  favorable  and  because  the  Plan  is  ahead  of  schedule  in  the 
funding  of  the  past  service  benefits  provided  by  the  Plan,  our 
actuaries  have  estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  two  proposed  amend- 
ments set  forth  hereinafter  can  be  absorbed  without  changing  the 
present  7%  contributions  formula  and  well  within  the  original 
funding  schedule. 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  1 

Crediting  of  Periods  of  Service  Which  Are  Followed  hy  Breaks 
in  Service:  This  amendment  will  provide  that  with  respect  to  par- 
ticipants who  retire  on  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  amend- 
ment, periods  of  service  which  were  either  credited  under  the  Plan 
or  would  have  been  credited  had  the  Plan  been  in  effect  at  that 
time  such  service  was  rendered  and  which  were  followed  by  breaks 
in  service  are  to  be  credited  if  the  former  employee  returns  to  the 
denomination  in  covered  employment;  provided,  however,  that  no 
participant  can  qualify  for  a  retirement  benefit  under  the  Plan 
unless  he  accrues  at  least  five  years  of  continuous  unbroken 
credited  service  immediately  preceding  his  approved  retirement 
date  under  Plan  rules  or  his  attainment  of  age  70,  whichever  oc- 
curs first.  The  credited  earnings  rates  which  will  apply  to  such 
previous  service  for  periods  prior  to  September  1,  1961  will  be  the 
rates  in  effect  upon  separation  from  active  service  with  respect  to 
participants  not  in  covered  employment  on  September  1,  1961  and 
they  will  be  the  earnings  rates  as  of  September  1,  1961  with  re- 
spect to  those  participants  in  covered  employment  on  that  date. 

EXPLANATORY  NOTE :  This  amendment  would  allow  a  par- 
ticipant who  has  left  the  denomination  and  who  later  returns  to 
covered  employment  in  the  denomination  to  receive  credit  for  his 
previous  service  and  earnings  within  the  denomination,  provided 
he  acquires  at  least  five  years  of  unbroken  credited  service  im- 
mediately preceding  his  retirement  date  or  attainment  of  age  70, 
whichever  occurs  first.  The  purpose  of  the  "five-year  rule"  is  to 
prevent  a  former  minister  or  Synod  employee  from  returning 
to  cover  employment  for  a  short  period  prior  to  retirement  to  pick 
up  a  retirement  benefit  from  the  Plan.  (It  should  be  noted  that 
approved  leaves  of  absences,  such  as  for  extended  sick  leave, 
graduate  study  or  military  service  do  not  constitute  breaks  in 
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service,  although  no  service  credit  is  allowed  for  such  leaves  of 
absence.) 

Proposed  Amendment  No.  2 

Relating  the  Minimum  Retirement  Benefit  to  Length  of  Cred- 
ited Service  and  Providing  a  Foreign  Missionary  Differential  With 
Respect  to  Same:  The  following  amendment  will  apply  to  any 
participants  who  retire  on  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  amend- 
ment; further,  it  will  also  apply  to  any  previously  retired  Plan 
participant  or  pensioner  of  the  Synod  who  is  currently  eligible  to 
receive  a  retirement  benefit  (including  those  who  were  already 
retired  on  9-1-61  and  those  age  70  or  over  on  9-1-61)  and  to  whom 
a  minimum  benefit  is  applicable  under  the  Plan  if  such  amend- 
ment will  produce  a  larger  retirement  benefit  than  the  existing 
retirement  benefit  payable  to  such  retired  participant.  This  amend- 
ment will  change  the  present  minimum  normal  form  retirement 
benefit  from  a  flat  $100  per  month  upon  retirement  at  age  70  to 
a  minimum  normal  form  benefit,  stated  as  a  monthly  benefit  ap- 
plicable upon  retirement  age  70,  computed  as  per  the  following 
formula : 

(a)  For  credited  domestic  service  within  the  United  States: 
$3.50  multiplied  by  the  number  of  years  of  credited  serv- 
ice calculated  to  the  nearest  completed  month. 

(b)  For  foreign  mission  service  outside  the  United  States, 
plus  any  authorized  furlough  time  pertaining  thereto: 
$4.50  multiplied  by  the  number  of  years  of  credited  serv- 
ice calculated  to  the  nearest  completed  month; 

provided,  however  that  the  so-called  Cooperative  Investment  Plan 
for  foreign  missionaries  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  at  its 
1957  Annual  Meeting  is  to  be  discontinued  coincident  with  the 
effective  date  of  this  amendment,  or  with  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  this  amendment  becomes  effective  if  such  date  is 
not  a  January  first,  and  that  unless  such  Cooperative  Investment 
Plan  is  discontinued  on  such  date,  the  foregoing  section  (b)  of 
this  amendment  shall  not  become  effective  and  the  formula  stated 
under  section  (a)  of  this  amendment  shall  apply  to  all  credited 
service,  both  domestic  and  foreign. 

EXPLANATORY  NOTE:  This  amendment  would  result  in 
a  reduced  "guaranteed  minimum"  retirement  benefit  for  future 
retirees  eligible  for  the  minimum  retirement  benefit  who  have  less 
than  28.6  years  of  credited  domestic  service  and  a  greater  "guaran- 
teed minimum"  benefit  for  those  with  longer  service.  For  example, 
a  retiree  with  40  years  of  credited  domestic  service  would  have  a 
minimum  benefit  of  $140  per  month  under  the  amended  Plan  in- 
stead of  the  present  $100  per  month.  Further,  the  minimum  re- 
tirement benefit  for  foreign  missionary  service  has  been  scaled 
at  a  higher  level  than  for  domestic  service  as  an  offset  to  the 
lower  Social  Security  benefits  applicable  to  our  foreign  mission- 
aries because  of  their  lower  salary  levels.  This  amendment  is  de- 
signed to  apply  retroactively  if  it  would  benefit  any  living  per- 
sons who  were  already  retired,  or  eligible  to  retire,  as  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  the  amendment  and  who  can  qualify  for  a  higher 
beneift  under  the  terms  of  this  amendment.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  if  the  1%  retirement  benefit  formula  set  forth  in  the 
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Plan  text  results  in  a  larger  retirement  benefit,  it  will  apply  in 
lieu  of  the  minimum  benefit.  (The  "1%  formula"  provides  an 
annual  retirement  benefit  equal  to  1%  of  total  career  credited 
earnings;  or,  stated  another  way  it  provides  a  monthly  retirement 
benefit  equal  to  1%  of  career  average  credited  monthly  salary 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  years  of  credited  service.  For  this 
purpose,  salary  rates  prior  to  9-1-61  are  considered  as  having  been 
at  the  salary  levels  in  effect  on  9-1-61  for  all  who  were  active 
participants  on  that  date.)

5.  The  Committee  notes  with  gratitude  the  special  gifts  to  our 
Orphanage  by  the  Tasty  Baking  Foundation  of  Philadelphia,  the 
Lake  Wales  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation  of  Lake 
Wales,  Florida,  ad  the  valuable  land  grant  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack 
Vaughan  and  other  gifts  for  the  year. 

6.  That  each  church  be  encouraged  to  make  known  "The  Dun- 
lap Story"  to  its  congregation.

REPORT  OF  THE  Wm.  H.  DUNLAP  ORPHANAGE,  INC. 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

Fifty-nine  children  came  under  the  care  of  the  Dunlap  Home 
for  Children  during  the  year  1966.  The  year  began  with  fifty- 
five  children  and  ended  with  fifty-four.  During  the  year  five 
children  were  dismissed  and  four  were  admitted.  Three  of  those 
who  left  were  high  school  graduates.  The  other  two  went  to  live 
with  a  parent  or  relatives.  Barbara  Washam,  Elaine  Pinner,  and 
Perry  Moses  were  the  graduates.  Barbara  is  now  married  and 
is  living  and  working  in  Memphis.  Elaine  took  a  business  course 
and  is  now  working  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Memphis.  Perry 
is  living  with  his  sister  and  working  at  Arlington,  Tennessee.  The 
fifty-four  children  now  at  Dunlap  represent  eighteen  families. 
There  are  two  families  of  seven,  and  one  of  five,  four  of  four, 
three  of  three,  two  of  two,  and  there  are  six  children  who  have 
no  brothers  or  sisters  at  Dunlap.  Four  of  these  are  the  remaining 
members  of  larger  families  which  have  been  here.  Helen  Thomas 
is  the  only  one  who  will  graduate  this  year.  However,  her  sister, 
Mary  Ann,  who  left  Dunlap  and  was  married  after  her  Junior 
year,  returned  to  school  and  is  graduating  this  year.  Helen  has 
already  registered  for  a  beauty  course  in  Memphis. 

The  children  now  living  at  Dunlap  come  from  the  following 
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states:  South  Carolina  20,  North  Carolina  19,  Tennessee  11,  and 
Virginia  4.  Thirty-four  of  the  children  are  from  A.  R.  Presby- 
terian homes.  All  children  admitted  must  be  recommended  by  a 
minister  or  elder  of  our  denomination.  Seven  of  the  children  are 
full  orphans.  Eleven  are  half  orphans.  The  remaining  thirty- 
six  come  from  broken  homes  or  they  have  been  removed  from 
their  parents  by  the  courts.  There  are  four  pre-school  children 
at  Dunlap  now  but  two  of  them  will  be  in  school  next  year. 

There  are  thirteen  staff  members :  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Heth- 
cox.  Superintendent  and  Assistant;  Mrs.  Charles  Hall,  Mrs.  Lina 
Surratt,  Mrs.  Robert  Rickard,  Mrs.  Howard  Ingle,  housemothers, 
and  Mrs.  Ben  Lee,  substitute  housemother;  Mr.  Howard  Ingle  and 
Mr.  Ben  Lee,  farmers  and  maintenance  men;  Mrs.  Bob  Beasley 
and  Juanita  Alston,  cooks;  Inell  Tucker  and  Louise  Strong,  maids. 
During  the  year  1966  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Hillyard  worked  at 
Dunlap  for  a  few  months  but  had  to  resign  for  reasons  of  health. 
They  were  replaced  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Ingle.  Since  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tom  Quails  resigned 
to  take  work  in  another  Children's  Home.  They  had  been  very 
valuable  members  of  the  Dunlap  staff  for  five  years.  A  year 
never  passes  without  some  changes  in  staff  members;  however 
Dunlap  probably  has  a  smaller  turn-over  than  most  Children's 
Homes  and  the  members  are  faithful  and  devoted  to  their  work. 
The  housemothers  attended  classes  in  Memphis  for  twenty-two 
weeks  last  year  and  they  are  taking  the  advanced  course  this 
year.    These  classes  are  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

The  financial  report  for  1966  shows  more  than  $15,000.00 
paid  for  "Real  Improvements."  Most  of  this  was  for  the  new 
sewerage  system  which  was  discussed  in  last  year's  report.  This 
was  the  greatest  improvement  in  physical  facilities  during  the  last 
year. 

Although  many  children's  homes  are  discontinuing  or  curtail- 
ing their  farming  operations,  we  feel  that  the  Dunlap  farm  con- 
tinues to  be  an  asset.  Only  occasionally  does  the  farm  show  a  cash 
profit,  and  the  report  does  not  show  a  cash  profit  last  year.  How- 
ever, these  figures  do  not  include  the  thousands  of  dollars  worth 
of  meat,  eggs,  and  vegetables  consumed  by  the  Dunlap  Family. 
If  it  were  not  for  the  farm  the  food  bill  would  be  several  thousand 
dollars  higher.  During  recent  months  we  have  been  able  to  sell 
about  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  eggs  a  month  in  addition  to 
having  enough  for  our  own  use.  Work  on  the  farm  and  with  the 
livestock  is  good  experience  for  the  children.  A  project  which  has 
given  much  pleasure,  profit,  and  good  training  for  the  older  boys 
is  the  raising  of  calves.  For  several  years  several  of  the  boys 
have  taken  part  in  this  calf  project.  Dunlap  buys  the  calves  and 
pays  for  the  feed.  The  boys  feed  and  take  care  of  them,  exhibit 
them  at  the  fair  and  other  cattle  shows,  and  sell  them.  The  boys 
get  half  of  the  money  received  from  the  sale  and  all  of  their  prize 
money. 

The  most  valuable  gift  or  bequest  which  Dunlap  has  received 
in  a  long  time  was  received  in  1966.  A  farm  of  235  acres  in  the 
north-western  part  of  Tipton  County,  Tennessee,  was  bequeathed 
to  Dunlap  by  Mr.  and  Mrs  Jack  Vaughn  of  Covington,  Tennessee. 
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This  is  very  valuable  land  and  the  present  market  value  would 
probably  be  close  to  $100,000.00  For  the  next  year  the  farm  has 
been  rented  to  Mr.  J.  T.  Bennett  who  has  lived  on  the  farm  and 
worked  it  for  more  than  twenty  years.  He  has  signed  a  contract 
to  pay  $4100.00  rent  for  the  next  year.  Lest  anyone  should  think 
that  this  gift — as  valuable  as  it  is — will  go  a  long  way  toward 
supporting  the  work  at  Dunlap,  let  us  hasten  to  say  that  the  rent 
from  this  farm  will  pay  the  operating  expenses  for  about  three 
weeks. 

We  have  already  mentioned  the  fact  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Hillyard  worked  at  Dunlap  for  a  few  months.  The  Hill- 
yards  are  fine,  Christian  people  who  are  vitally  interested  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  children.  They  found  that  their  health  would 
not  permit  them  to  do  the  physical  work  which  was  required;  how- 
ever., they  still  live  in  Memphis  and  come  out  to  Dunlap,  at  their 
own  expense,  each  Wednesday  night  to  conduct  an  illustrated 
Bible  lesson  for  the  children.  This  does  not  replace  any  spiritual 
training  which  the  children  were  already  receiving,  but  is  in  ad- 
dition to  it. 

Rev.  Robert  Elliott  conducted  a  fine  meeting  at  Sharon  Church 
last  summer.  Fifteen  of  the  Dunlap  children  were  added  to  the 
roll  of  Sharon  Church  during  1966. 

The  financial  picture  was  dark  during  most  of  the  year  but 
was  bright  as  the  year  ended.  There  was  a  deficit  of  eight  thou- 
sand dollars  in  operating  expenses  in  1965.  The  Mother's  Day 
offering  in  1966  was  less  than  in  1965.  By  October  of  last  year 
tl  e  operating  fund  was  depleted.  However,  when  the  need  be- 
came known  our  people  responded  in  a  wonderful  way.  Many  did 
not  wait  for  the  Thanksgiving  offering;  but  sent  in  gifts  to  take 
care  of  the  expenses,  until  the  Thanksgiving  offerings  were  re- 
ceived. When  the  Thanksgiving  offerings  were  all  in  the  amount 
was  at  least  double  the  amount  received  the  previous  year.  Where 
1965  had  shown  a  deficit  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  1966  showed 
a  surplus  of  about  the  same  amount.  Since  the  beginning  of  1967 
several  generous  gifts  have  been  received  in  addition  to  the  regular 
contributions.  Among  these  are  a  gift  of  $1500.00  from  the  Tasty 
Baking  Foundation  of  Philadelphia  and  a  gift  of  $1000.00  from  the 
Lake  Wales  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation  of  Lake 
Wales,  Florida.  At  this  point  wef  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
thanks  to  all  of  those  who  had  a  part  in  helping  Dunlap  over  this 
time  of  financial  stress. 

In  case  anyone  is  wondering  where  the  money  goes,  we  will 
mention  just  a  few  of  the  many  items  of  expense  in  the  1966 
budget:  In  round  numbers,  salaries  $25,000.00.  food  expense  $15,- 
000.00,  utilities  $6,000.00,  general  repairs  and  maintenance  $6,000.00, 
transportation  $3,000.00,  property  insurance  and  hospitalization  for 
employees  $3,000.00,  new  farm  equipment  $3,000.00,  etc.  The  total 
amount  spent  during  the  year,  including  capital  improvements,  was 
almost  $101,000.00. 

We  want  to  thank  all  of  those  who  continue  to  send  "Love 
Gifts."  Last  year  the  amount  received  from  this  source  was  ex- 
cess of  $10,000.00.    What  is  done  with  this  money?    As  much  as 
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possible  is  being  saved  for  new  buildings.  Twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  is  now  invested  for  this  purpose.  In  addition,  most  of  the 
expenses  for  general  repairs,  painting,  etc.  is  paid  from  this  fund. 
Love  Gifts  paid  for  the  new  sewerage  system  last  year.  Right 
now,  we  are  faced  with  the  necessity  of  spending  about  eight 
thousand  dollars  for  painting  and  repairs  to  the  existing  buildings. 

Each  year  the  staff  of  Dunlap  prepares  a  Yearbook  giving 
the  "Story  of  Dunlap"  in  picture  and  words.  These  Yearbooks 
are  distributed  at  Synod,  Bonclarken  conferences,  and  by  mail.  We 
hope  that  as  many  as  possible  will  get  the  Yearbook  and  learn 
more  about  the  work  at  our  Children's  Home  in  this  way.  We 
are  also  indebted  to  Rev.  Zeb  Williams  for  spending  a  week  at 
Dunlap  last  summer  and  making  pictures  for  a  film  strip.  The 
film  strip  has  not  been  received  at  the  time  this  is  being  written, 
but  it  is  expected  soon,  and  we  hope  that  all  of  the  churches  will 
use  these  pictures  to  learn  more  about  Dunlap. 

Many  have  suggested  it,  and  the  Dunlap  Board  has  given 
much  thought  and  study  to  the  idea  of  deleting  the  term  "Orphan- 
age" from  Dunlap's  name.  However,  following  legal  counsel,  it 
has  been  decided  that  it  is  best  to  retain  the  name  "Wm.  H.  Dunlap 
Orphanage,  Inc."  as  the  official  name.  Nevertheless,  in  common 
usage,  everyone  is  encouraged  to  refer  to  our  Home  as  just  "Dun- 
lap" or  "Dunlap  Home  for  Children."  You  will  notice  this  idea 
incorporated  in  the  stationery,  name  on  the  bus,  etc. 

This  report  is  being  prepared  before  the  April  Board  meeting. 
This  will  be  an  important  meeting.  Members  of  the  Child  Wel- 
fare Division  of  the  Tennessee  Department  of  Public  Welfare  have 
accepted  our  invitation  to  sp^nd  a  day  or  two  at  Dunlap  and  meet 
with  the  Board  in  attempting  to  work  out  a  "Master  Plan"  for 
carrying  on  the  work  in  future  years.  The  Board  feels  that  there 
is  a  great  need  for  building  one,  or  possibly  two,  new  cottages  as 
soon  as  possible.  One  of  the  things  which  will  be  studied  is  the 
number  of  children  which  our  denomination  can  and  should  care 
for.  However,  even  if  the  present  number  is  not  increased  there  is 
need  for  getting  the  children  into  smaller  groups.  We  also  need 
more  office  space  and  some  guest  rooms.  We  were  delighted  to 
have  a  number  of  our  A.  R.  Presbyterians  from  other  areas  to 
visit  Dunlap  during  the  past  y^ar  and  we  hope  that  many  more 
will  come  in  the  future.  However,  with  no  guest  rooms  and  the 
nearest  motel  twelve  miles  away  it  is  a  little  difficult  to  accomodate 
many  visitors  at  the  same  time.  We  hope  that  this  deficiency  can 
be  remedied  soon. 

We  cannot  begin  to  name  the  individuals  or  even  the  groups 
and  organizations  who  have  supported  Dunlap  in  so  many,  many, 
ways ;  but  we  thank  you  all !  Please  continue  to  remember  the  Dun- 
lap children,  staff,  and  Board  members  in  your  prayers.

Five  papers  concerning  Erskine  College  and  Seminary  came 
into  the  hands  of  your  Moderator's  Committee: 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College. 

2.  Erskine  College  auditor's  report  of  June  30,  1966. 

3.  Comparative  operating  statement  of  Erskine  College  and 
Erskine  Seminary. 

4.  Erskine  College  Budget  Control  Statement  1966-67. 

5.  Report  of  the  Dean  of  Erskine  Theological  Seminary. 

We  note  with  gratification  the  outstanding  inauguration  of  Dr. 
Joseph  Wightman  as  President  of  Erskine  College. 

We  note  the  expected  current  deficit  of  $33,285.05  in  the  1966- 
67  operating  statement  of  Erskine  College. 

We  note  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  Dr.  T.  B.  McBride  of  the 
Seminary  faculty.    We  are  keenly  aware  of  the  loss  sustained  by 
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the  Seminary  and  by  the  Synod.  Dr.  McBride  was  a  loyal  servant 
of  the  Synod.  We  would  express  the  sympathy  of  the  Synod  to  his 
family  and  assure  them  that  we  remember  them  in  prayer. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College 
be  approved  and  that  it  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

2.  That  the  auditor's  report,  June  30,  1966;  the  Comparative 
Operating  Statement  of  Erskine  College  and  Erskine  Seminary; 
and  the  Budget  Control  Statement  of  Erskine  College  and  Seminary 
(1966-67)  be  approved. 

3.  In  the  financial  report  of  Erskine  College  it  was  suggested 
that  Synod  consider  upgrading  the  value  of  the  Synod  Scholarships. 
It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  that: 

a.  The  Board  of  Erskine  College  again  make  these  scholarship 
needs  known  to  the  Finance  Committee  at  the  budget  review  meet- 
ing in  April,  1968. 

b.  The  Finance  Committee  give  serious  consideration  to  these 
requests  of  the  Board  of  Erskine  College  for  these  increased  schol- 
arship funds. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  College  administration 
continue  the  policy  of  granting  special  consideration  in  the  admis- 
sion of  qualified  young  people  who  are  members  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church;  also  that  they  consider  the  same 
policy  with  reference  to  financial  assistance. 

5.  That  the  General  Synod  encourage  local  congregations  to 
grant  scholarships  to  young  people  of  their  own  congregations  who 
attend  Erskine  College. 

6.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  study  the 
feasibility  of  granting  $600.00  scholarship  aid  per  year  to  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  ministers'  and  missionaries'  children 
attending  Erskine  College. 

7.  That  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  Erskine  Seminary  be  adopted 
including  the  recommendations,  and  that  the  report  be  printed  in 
the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

8.  That  the  Synod  thank  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miller  of  Doraville,  Georgia, 
for  adding  $2,500  to  the  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miller  Fund  to  provide  assist- 
ance to  Erskine  Seminary  students. 

9.  That  the  Synod  thank  Dr.  E.  N.  Orr  for  the  gift  of  500  books 
to  the  Erskine  Seminary  library. 

10.  That  Synod  encourage  the  Erskine  Board  of  Trustees  to 
consider  equalizing  the  pay  of  Erskine  Theological  teachers  with 
that  of  the  teachers  of  the  college. 

Recognizing  the  many  problems  and  criticisms  involved  in 
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higher  education:  your  committee  would  like  to  express  on  behalf 
of  the  General  Synod  its  highest  commendation  and  appreciation 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  and  the  respective  ad- 
ministrations of  the  College  and  Seminary.  Not  only  have  these 
institutions  remained  firmly  established  upon  their  founding  prin- 
ciples and  the  doctrinal  and  theological  standards  of  our  denomina- 
tion, but  they  have  demonstrated  in  recent  years  a,  progressive 
approach  to  higher  learning  and  academic  opportunity.  We  en- 
courage this  contemporary  approach  toward  broadening  the  scope 
and  service  of  these  institutions.

Director,  the  support,  encouragement,  and  prayers  of  the  General 
Synod. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Board  of  Bonclarken  that  there  is  a 
verbal  agreement  between  the  Boards  of  Christian  Education  and 
Bonclarken  to  postpone  action  on  having  the  Senior  High  Confer- 
ence in  August  of  1968  for  one  year. 

We  also  note  that  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  is  directed  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Confer- 
ence Committee  of  the  Bonclarken  Board  (as  a  consultant,  not  a 
voting  member). 

Recommendations : 

1.  In  addition  to  the  needs  listed  in  the  Board's  report  we  would 
remind  the  Synod  of  a  growing  desire  for  a  camping  area  near  our 
conference  grounds.  Since  the  Board  has  been  wrestling  with  this 
for  two  years,  we  recommend  that  the  Synod  add  its  encouragement 
to  the  Board  to  proceed  with  a  study  of  this  matter. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  Music  Steering  Committee  be  asked 
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to  confer  with  the  Bonclarken  Board  in  regard  to  the  idea  of  pur- 
chasing or  leasing  an  organ  for  Bonclarken  Chapel,  and  that,  in  the 
event  these  two  groups  (Music  Steering  Committee  and  Bonclarken 
Board)  agree  on  the  kind  of  organ  and  the  amount  of  money  in- 
volved, they  confer  with  Synod's  Finance  Committee  in  April  1968  in 
regard  to  a  proposal  in  the  1969  budget.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  BONCLARKEN 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

The  Board  of  Bonclarken  extends  to  the  General  Synod  a  most 
hearty  welcome  on  the  occasion  of  this  163rd  Meeting  of  the  Synod. 
All  of  the  facilities  of  the  Assembly  Grounds  are  at  your  disposal. 
It  is  hoped  this  will  be  a  profitable  meeting.  A  most  cordial  invi- 
tation is  extended  for  the  Meeting  of  Synod  in  1968. 

Conferences:  The  1966  season  at  Bonclarken  began  with  an 
overflow  crowd  in  attendance  at  the  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
and  Music  Workshop.  Following  this,  three  Youth  Conferences 
were  held — The  YPCU  Conference  and  two  Intermediate  Confer- 
ences. Each  of  these  was  well  attended.  During  the  July  guest 
season,  the  patronage  was  encouraging  both  from  people  within  the 
church  and  without.  Guests  from  19  of  the  50  states  and  from 
Mexico  and  Pakistan  were  entertained.  During  the  Adult  Bible 
Conference,  a  capacity  crowd  was  enjoyed  during  the  Woman's 
Conference  and  a  fair  attendance  during  the  other  parts  of  the 
Conference.  The  Erskine-Bryson  weekend  was  well  attended  last 
year.  Conferences  other  than  our  own  held  at  Bonclarken  during 
the  past  year  were:  The  China  Inland  Mission  Conference;  The 
North  and  South  Carolina  Youth  Temperance  Groups;  and.  The 
Gideons.  Each  of  these  was  well  attended  and  proved  to  be  a 
helpful  source  of  revenue  for  Bonclarken. 

Hearty  appreciation  is  expressed  to  Dr.  M.  W.  Griffith,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Adult  Conference,  and  to  Dr.  T.  B.  McBride,  the  Assistart 
Director.  Also,  to  Mrs.  C.  E.  Edwards,  the  Director  of  the  Woman's 
Conference.  We  are  grateful  to  Miss  Florence  Craig  and  her  staff 
for  the  fine  Youth  Conferences  provided. 

1.  The  Board  of  Bonclarken  feels  deeply  the  loss  of  Dr.  T.  B. 
McBride,  Conference  Director.  It  is  appreciative  of  his  fine  contri- 
bution to  the  Board.  He  had  completed  plans  for  the  Adult  Con- 
ference for  this  summer  prior  to  his  death. 

We  are  most  grateful  that  the  Reverend  J.  Palmer  Steele,  for- 
merly Assistant  Conference  Director,  has  accepted  the  conference 
directorship  for  this  year.  Dr.  P.  L,  Grier  has  agreed  to  serve  as 
his  assistant.  We  seek  the  prayers  and  the  understanding  of  the 
Synod  for  Mr.  Steele  and  Dr.  Grier  this  year. 
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The  Director  of  the  Woman's  Conference  will  be  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Lauderdale. 

Camp:  Camp  Bonclarken  was  operated  for  seven  weeks  during 
1966.  The  plan  is  for  a  seven  weeks  schedule  in  1967,  also.  Mr. 
Fred  Vantrease,  Camp  Director  for  the  past  several  years,  v/ill  be 
in  charge  of  this  program  again  this  year.  Camp  Bonclarken  af- 
fords boys  and  girls  fine  opportunity  for  nature  study,  swimming, 
boating,  crafts  and  in  living  together.  An  inspirational  program 
is  always  included  in  the  camp  schedule.  The  fee  for  1967  is 
$30.00  per  week.  This  includes  room,  board  and  instruction.  It  is 
felt  this  is  the  most  economical  opportunity  for  camping  available 
anywhere. 

Improvements  and  Maintenance:  Portions  of  the  hotel  have 
undergone  repairs  and  painting.  New  fixtures  for  the  kitchen  were 
installed  in  the  Spring  of  1966.  New  stoves,  hoods  and  fans  were 
among  the  safety  features  added  to  meet  the  safety  requirements  of 
the  Health  Department  of  Henderson  County.  A  new  roof  has  been 
applied  to  more  than  half  of  the  hotel  and  new  fire  escapes  installed. 
Also,  the  outside  woodwork  has  been  painted.  Some  new  furniture, 
mattresses,  springs  and  linens  have  been  purchased.  The  Board  is 
grateful  to  the  women  of  the  Synodical  for  the  kitchen  equipment 
and  the  linens.  The  women  of  Catawba  Presbytery  gave  special 
help  in  the  purchase  of  the  linens.  New  springs  and  mattresses 
have  been  acquired  for  Garrison  and  Minister's  apartments.  Equip- 
ment purchased:  a  new  power  saw;  a  heavy  duty  lawnmower;  an 
electric  hedge  trimmer;  paint  spray;  and,  shop  equipment.  Some 
grading  has  been  done  and  crushed  stone  applied  where  needed. 

Motel:  At  the  present  time,  a  motel-type  structure  is  being  con- 
structed immediately  behind  Garrison  Hall.  This  building  will  have 
16  rooms  with  private  baths.  Most  rooms  will  have  two  double 
beds.  This  facility  is  expected  to  be  as  nice  as  may  be  found  any- 
where. 

Needs:  The  greatest  need  continues  to  be  additional  housing. 
It  is  hoped  a  new  apartment  building  can  be  constructed  in  the 
near  future.  Additional  space  is  needed  for  a  crafts  room  at  the 
Camp.  A  recreational  room  for  young  people  continues  to  be  an 
outstanding  need. 

Finances:  Bonclarken  continues  to  be  unable  to  operate  with- 
out supplements  to  her  income.  The  expenses  for  operating  during 
1966  exceeded  the  regular  income  $15,222.06.  However,  supplements 
received  from  Synod,  Synodical  Woman's  Missionary  Union  and 
other  gifts  and  offerings  enabled  her  to  meet  her  expenses. 

The  Board  requests  that  delegates  to  Synod  check  with  the 
local  church  treasurer  to  be  sure  that  their  pledge  to  the  Bon- 
clarken Emergency  Fund  is  paid  in  full. 

An  audit  of  the  income  and  expenses  will  be  filed  with  the 
General  Synod  as  a  part  of  this  report. 


Memorials:  Miss  Rachel  Spencer,  312  S.  Chester  Street,  Gas- 
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tonia,  N.  C,  is  Memorials  Chairman.  All  gifts  and  memorials 
directed  to  her  during  the  past  year  have  been  deeply  appreciated. 
This  source  of  income  has  been  a  most  valuable  asset  in  the  financ- 
ing and  operation  of  Bonclarken. 

2.  The  Board  of  Bonclarken  is  making  a  study  of  the  idea  of  the 
camp  area.  This  is  a  matter  that  cannot  be  dealt  with  lightly,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  only  due  to  gifts  and  the  help  of  Synod 
that  we  are  able  to  operate  in  the  black. 

A  New  Manager:  A  new  manager  has  been  employed  for  Bon- 
clarken on  a  full  time  basis.  He  is  Mr.  Orba  L.  Smith.  Mr.  Smith 
has  a  Masters  Degree  in  Religious  Education  from  Duke  Divinity 
School  and  good  business  training  in  his  experience  in  the  armed 
forces.  He  was  raised  on  a  farm.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  and  their 
two  young  children  are  now  residing  on  the  Bonclarken  grounds. 

Thanks:  The  deep  appreciation  of  the  Bonclarken  Board  is  ex- 
pressed to  Mrs.  W.  A.  Young  who  has  faithfully  served  as  Assistant 
Manager  of  Bonclarken  for  the  past  six  years.  She  will  continue  in 
this  capacity  under  the  new  management.  Appreciation  is  ex- 
pressed to  Mr.  B.  F.  Rogers,  Caretaker,  for  his  capable  and  efficient 
service  to  Bonclarken.  Mr.  W.  C.  Miller  is  accorded  the  thanks  of 
the  Board  for  his  publicity  program  in  behalf  of  the  summer  pro- 
gram at  Bonclarken  and  the  emphasis  on  Bonclarken  Day  through- 
out the  church. 

We  are  thankful  to  the  Synod,  the  Synodical  Union  and  all  who 
have  supported  Bonclarken  in  the  past.  Your  prayers,  interest  and 
support  are  solicited  for  the  future. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  of  Bonclarken  to  give  grateful 
recognition  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Patterson  for  his  tireless  efforts  in  behalf 
of  Bonclarken  during  the  past  sixteen  years.  Mr.  Patterson  has 
been  on  the  Board  of  Bonclarken  for  twelve  years.  During  this 
period,  he  has  been  faithful  in  attendance  at  the  meetings  and 
unselfish  in  his  service  to  the  Board.  For  six  years  he  has  been  the 
manager  of  this  institution.  He  has  labored  manually  for  our 
Assembly  Grounds,  given  generously  and  quietly  and  kindly  dealt 
with  many  touchy  problems.  Mr.  Patterson  has  been  quick  to 
listen,  slow  to  speak  and  ready  to  share  his  sound  judgment  and 
good  advice.  The  healthy  condition  of  the  physical  plant  and  her 
financial  records  attest  to  his  ability  and  activity  in  the  managerial 
role.  Among  the  many  friends  of  Bonclarken,  Mr.  Patterson  stands 
with  the  foremost  in  the  front  ranks.  He  continues  to  serve  on  the 
Board  of  Bonclarken.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  Permanent  Planning 
Committee  and  is  a  member  of  the  Camp  Committee.  As  he  is 
relieved  of  his  responsibility  as  manager  of  the  Assembly  Grounds, 
the  Board  feels  it  must  call  upon  the  Synod  to  witness,  and  to  join 
in  this  expression  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Patterson  for  his  years 
of  faithful  service  to  God  and  this  institution  of  His  church. 

Recommendations:  We  recommend  that: 

1.  Continued  support  be  given  to  the  conferences,  camp  and 
guest  season  by  the  congregations  and  pastors  by  support  with 
prayer,  attendance  and  publicity. 
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2.  The  Conference  Director  be  granted  ten  minutes  to  speak 
of  the  conference  plans  for  the  1967  conference  season. 

3.  Synod  grant  $12,000.00  through  the  budget  for  the  support 
of  Bonclarken  ($9,000  for  general  support,  $2,000  for  conference 
support,  $1,000  for  Camp  Bonclarken). 

4.  The  third  Sabbath  of  June  the  (18th)  be  designated  as 
Bonclarken  Day  and  offerings  for  this  cause  be  received  in  all  con- 
gregations; and  wherever  possible  that  interested  laymen  be  re- 
quested to  speak  on  Bonclarken  that  day. 

5.  That  Mr.  Obra  L.  Smith  be  given  five  minutes  to  speak  to 
the  Synod.

Mr.  James  Mitchell  conveyed  greetings  to  the  A.  R. 
Presbyterian  Synod  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  of  Mexico. 
On  motion  the  Synod  authorized  the  sending  of  a  letter 
of  greetings  to  the  Synod  of  Mexico  and  that  we  express 
sympathy  in  view  of  the  death  of  one  of  their  leaders, 
Reverend  Catarino  Ronald. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Presbyterial  Re- 
ports was  read,  amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESBYTERY 

REPORTS 

The  Committee  received  reports  from  seven  presbyteries  in  the 
U.  S.  From  a  study  of  these  reports,  we  would  make  the  following 
observations. 

First,  the  total  membership  of  Synod  is  27,684  in  143  congrega- 
tions. 820  members  were  added  by  profession  of  faith  and  634  by 
certificate  of  transfer,  giving  a  total  increase  in  membership  of 
1454.  The  total  loss  of  members  by  death,  certificate  of  transfer 
and  removal  from  roll  was  1247,  giving  a  net  increase  of  207  mem- 
bers. It  is  noted  that  although  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  additions  by  transfer,  there  is  an  increase  of  158  additions  by 
profession  of  faith  over  the  number  reported  last  year.  The  com- 
mittee feels  encouraged  by  this  fact. 
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Secondly,  the  churches  of  Synod  paid  to  their  pastors  $605,504. 
Their  contributions  to  Synod's  causes  amounted  to  $381,855.  The 
amount  given  to  all  other  causes  was  $1,558,696.  Total  monies  given 
through  all  churches  was  $2,546,055.  In  comparison  with  last  year's 
report,  this  shows  a  per-capita  giving  of  $91.97,  against  $76.96  in 
1965,  or  an  increase  of  $15.01  in  our  per-capita  giving.  We  would 
commend  the  churches,  and  urge  their  continuing  efforts  in  this 
area. 

Thirdly,  more  complete  statistical  information  is  not  available 
due  to  incomplete  information  on  the  Presbytery  Reports  to  Synod 
sheet. 

Therefore  we  recommend  to  the  Presbyteries  that  they  take 
appropriate  action  to  insure  that  their  reports  reflect  accurately 
and  completely  the  state  of  the  denomination  as  it  exists  within 
their  bounds. 

The  committee  has  functioned  in  part  to  pass  on  information 
to  other  committees.  In  this  area,  the  nominees  from  Presbyteries 
to  the  various  boards  and  standing  committees  of  Synod  have  been 
sent  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  names  of  elders  who 
passed  away  during  the  year  have  been  sent  to  the  Committee  on 
Necrology. 

The  committee  noted  that  an  encouraging  amount  of  building 
program  and  expansion  planning  is  under  way  in  a  number  of  our 
Presbyteries. 

The  committee  noted  that  a  growing  number  of  A.  R.  Presby- 
terian ministers  are  answering  their  call  to  God  and  Country  by 
serving  as  Chaplains  in  the  Armed  Services.  In  light  of  this  de- 
nominational commitment,  we  would  again  call  to  Synod's  atten- 
tion the  need  for  "More  Preachers." 

The  committee  noted  that  there  are  sixteen  students  under  the 
care  of  various  presbyteries  at  this  time.  Of  this  number,  eight 
are  students  at  either  Erskine  College  or  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary.  The  committee  noted  that  in  the  Moderator's  Committee 
Report  to  General  Synod  for  1965,  page  420  of  the  minutes  the 
Committee  recommended  that  the  Presbytery  Report  forms  (PINK 
SHEET)  be  modified.  We  propose  the  following  changes  be  made 
in  these  forms  in  the  interest  of  accuracy. 

(a)  That  blanks  be  provided  for  both  number  on  roll  and 
active  membership. 

(b)  That  in  the  area  of  "Increase  in  the  Presbytery"  a  blank 
be  provided  for  "By  Reaffirmation." 

(c)  That  in  the  area  of  "Decrease  in  the  Presbytery"  a  blank 
be  provided  for  "Removal  from  Roll." 

(d)  That  the  nominees  to  Synod's  Boards  as  printed  in  Pres- 
bytery's Reports  to  Synod  be  made  to  conform  to  the  present  Or- 
ganizational Structure  of  Synod.    For  example,  the  blanks  for 
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nominees  to  the  Board  of  Evangelism  and  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions should  be  combined  into  one  blank  for  the  nominee  to  Synod's 
Board  of  Church  Extension. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  the  Presbyteries  consider 
having  the  same  officer  or  committee  be  in  charge  of  both  the  sta- 
tistical reports  and  the  Presbytery  Reports  to  Synod.  We  feel  that 
this  would  also  help  to  eliminate  the  inconsistencies  and  omissions 
that  have  occurred  in  past  years  in  these  reports. 

We  recommend  that  only  the  narrative  reports  from  the  pres- 
byteries be  included  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

We  recommend  that  the  Clerks  of  Presbytery  and  the  Clerks 
of  Synod  bring  in  a  report  on  the  revision  of  the  Pink  Sheet  and 
present  it  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod.

REPORT   OF    THE   MODERATOR'S   COMMITTEE  ON 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

1.  One  report  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Moderator's  Com- 
mittee. 

2.  We  wish  to  commend  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and 
the  Director  of  Christian  Education,  Miss  Florence  Craig,  for  their 
helpful  labors  in  the  task  of  teaching  that  faces  the  church. 

3.  We  wish  especially  to  commend  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation for  its  fine  work  on  the  Policy  Manual.  This  committee  feels 
their  work  was  careful,  precise,  and  helpful. 

4.  We  express  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
for  all  it  has  done  in  promoting  memorization  of  the  Catechism. 
We  suggest  that  the  chairman,  through  his  staff,  increase  the  pro- 
motion of  Catechetical  study  in  the  coming  year. 

5.  We  recommend  that  Synod  adopt  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  and  its  supplement  (The  Policy  Manual  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education)  with  the  following  amendments: 

A.  In  connection  with  recommendation  No.  II: 

1.  It  is  urged  that  youth  fellowships  be  organized  on  a  2  grade 
grouping  (11  &  12,  9  &  10,  etc.),  when  possible,  on  the  local  level. 

2.  In  all  denominationally  sponsored  conferences  for  young 
people  the  specified  age  and  grade  groups  be  strictly  adhered  to. 
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B.  That  recommendation  No.  14  of  the  Report  be  revised  to 
read  as  follows:  *'That  promotion  day  be  held  September  29  and 
Rally  Day  be  held  October  6,  1968,  and  that  on  Rally  Day  a  special 
olfering  be  received  during  the  Church  School  Hour  for  Synod's 
Program  of  Christian  Education." 

C.  That  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  be  asked  to  consider 
having  a  conference  for  college-age  students  in  the  near  future. 

D.  That  the  Policy  Manual  be  adopted  with  the  following 
verbal  clarification: 

Page  4,  paragraph  2,  be  changed  to  read:  "Coordinating  and 
promoting  the  enlistment  of  people  for  the  pastoral  ministry  and 
other  church  occupations,  in  cooperation  with  the  administration  of 
Erskine  College  and  Seminary  and  other  schools."

Members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion planned  and  directed  four  conferences  at  Bonclarken  during 
the  summer  of  1966.  The  YPCU  Conference  was  held  June  13-19 
with  an  attendance  of  167  young  people  and  a  staff  of  28,  making  a 
total  of  195.  The  first  Intermediate  Conference  (First,  Tennessee- 
Alabama,  and  Virginia  Presbyteries)  had  a  registration  of  174 
Intermediates  and  a  staff  of  28,  making  a  total  attendance  of  202. 
The  second  Intermediate  Conference  (Catawba,  Florida,  Missis- 
sippi Valley,  and  Second  Presbyteries)  had  a  registration  of  194 
Intermediates  and  a  staff  of  27,  making  a  total  registration  of  221. 
The  Christian  Education  Conference  had  a  registration  of  125  with 
a  staff  of  five  leaders.  Every  Presbytery  was  represented  at  the 
Christian  Education  Conference.  YPCU  Retreats,  planned  by  the 
Presbytery  Director,  were  held  in  all  Presbyteries. 
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Curriculum

6  churches  are  using  it  through- 
out the  entire  school;  4  in  every  division  except  adult;  2  in  every 
class  except  two  adult  classes;  and  2  in  every  class  except  1  adult 
class. 

Supplementary  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Materials 

A  History  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  by 

Ray  A.  King  was  published  in  June  1966.  This  book  is  being  widely 
used  throughout  our  denomination  and  has  had  wide  acceptance  by 
other  denominations  as  well. 

Two  books  for  children,  one  dealing  with  our  mission  work  in 
Mexico  and  one  dealing  with  our  mission  work  in  Pakistan  are  now 
at  the  printers  and  will  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

Leadership  Training 

Leadership  schools  were  held  in  9  areas  of  our  General  Synod  in 
1966,  with  42  churches  participating  and  698  persons  attending.  In 
addition,  clinics  or  workshops  were  held  in  8  churches  with  196 
persons  participating.  Workshops  were  held  in  three  areas  of 
Catawba  Presbytery  by  the  Youth  Director  of  that  Presbytery  for 
adult  advisors  of  Y.P.C.U.  31  persons  attended.  Leadership  classes 
were  offered  at  Bonclarken  Y.P.C.U.,  I.C.U.  and  Christian  Education 
Conferences.  195  adult  leaders  attended  these  conferences.  1120 
persons  attended  schools  within  our  denomination.  In  addition 
several  of  our  churches  cooperated  with  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
their  area  in  leadership  schools.  We  feel  that  this  interest  in 
leadership  training  will  result  in  better  teaching  in  our  churches. 

Prayer  Calendar 

The  Prayer  Calendar  for  1967  was  prepared  by  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education. 
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Rally  Day 

80  churches  reported  observing  Rally  Day,  an  increase  of  22 
over  the  previous  year.  56  churches  sent  a  special  Rally  Day  offer- 
ing to  Synod's  treasurer,  to  be  applied  on  the  budget  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education. 

Vacation  Bible  School 

57  churches  reported  holding  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  19  re- 
ported an  extended  summer  program.  5109  persons,  including 
pupils  and  leaders,  attended  these  schools.  Enrollment  by  age 
groups  was  as  follows:  Primary  1068;  Junior  883;  Kindergarten 
732;  Intermediate  563;  Adult  336;  Nursery  297;  Youth  147.  Ma- 
terials used  were:  Scripture  Press,  Standard,  Gospel  Light  and 
Westminster. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION  FOR  1968 
The  Board  of  Christian  Education  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  1968: 

1.  That  churches,  in  carrying  out  their  Christian  Education 
program,  study  and  follow  the  suggestions  in  The  Manual  of  Chris- 
tian Education  and  the  additional  material  sent  out  from  time  to 
time  from  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  members  of  the  staff  furnish  material  for  two  pages 
in  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian,  using  these  pages  for  in- 
formation regarding  the  work  of  Christian  education  and  for 
supplementary  program  material  for  the  various  age  groups. 

3.  That  Bible  Mastery  Month  be  observed  in  January  and  that 
the  Book  to  be  studied  be  Philippians.  That  emphasis  be  upon 
STUDY  rather  than  on  repeated  readings.  That  there  be  no  award 
offered  to  the  person  with  the  greatest  number  of  chapters  read. 

4.  That  the  Presbytery  Committee  on  Christian  Education 
and  I  or  the  Presbytery  Director  of  Christian  Education  work  closely 
with  Synod's  Board  of  Christian  Education,  in  order  that  there  may 
be  an  effective  Christian  education  program  on  a  presbytery  level. 

5.  That  the  Christian  Education  Committee  in  each  church 
study  carefully  its  duties  and  privileges  and  seek  to  have  on  effec- 
tive program  in  the  local  church.  That  this  committee  provide 
facilities  and  leadership  for  all  age  groups  for  study  sessions  on 
Sabbath  morning,  and  that  provision  be  made  for  additional  ses- 
sions for  the  children's  and  youth  divisions,  and  for  adult  groups 
whenever  desirable,  to  be  held  on  Sabbath  evening,  or  at  some  time 
other  than  Sabbath  morning. 

6.  That  a  conference  for  Senior  High  Young  People  be  held  at 
Bonclarken  in  1968.  That  the  Christian  Education  conference  for 
adults  be  held  at  Bonclarken  during  the  Adult  Workers'  Conference. 

7.  That  a  member  of  the  Staff  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Education  be  directed  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Conference  Com- 
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mittee  of  the  Bonclarken  Board  (as  a  consultant,  not  a  voting  mem- 
ber). (The  Board  of  Christian  Education  is  responsible  for  plan- 
ning and  executing  conferences  for  the  youth  of  our  denomination, 
as  well  as  for  the  Christian  Education  Conference  for  adults. 
Synod's  Conference  Director  does  represent  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  in  planning  Adult  Conferences,  but  he  has  no  responsi- 
bility for  nor  connection  with  the  Youth  Conference  program.) 

8.  That  an  adequate  conference  and  camping  program  for 
youth  be  carried  out  on  a  Presbyterial  level.  (Members  of  the 
Staff  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  will  be  happy  to 
cooperate  in  planning  and  carrying  out  these  various  projects.) 

a.  That  each  Presbytery  hold  a  Spring  retreat  for  Senior  High 
youth  for  all  members  of  the  local  Senior  High  group. 

b.  That  each  Presbytery  hold  a  workship  in  the  fall  for  training 
Youth  Group  officers. 

c.  That  each  presbytery  hold  a  one-to-three  day  retreat  for 
Junior  Highs. 

d.  That  each  Presbytery  have  a  one  day  meeting  (longer,  if 
desired)  for  Juniors  at  a  camp  site,  where  a  day-camping  experi- 
ence can  be  enjoyed,  as  well  as  an  inspirational  and  informational 
program. 

9.  That  local  churches  plan  an  extensive  summer  program  for 
all  members.    Some  suggestions  are: 

a.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  of  at  least  ten  days,  using  material 
recommended  by  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

b.  A  day  camp  for  junior  age  children. 

c.  A  family  program  for  a  weekend,  including  Sabbath  wor- 
ship services. 

d.  Recreation  and  leisure  activities  for  all  age  groups. 

10.  That  each  church  study  carefully  the  enrollment  of  your 
school  by  ages  and  wherever  possible  have  a  one  or  two  year 
grouping.  If  there  are  enough  pupils  for  a  class  for  each  grade, 
that  is  ideal.  If  not,  group  according  to  the  number  in  each  group — 
grades  11-12;  grades  9-10,  etc.  In  some  instances  a  broad  group- 
ing may  be  necessary — three  or  more  grades  in  the  same  group. 

11.  That  the  names  of  the  Youth  Groups  be: 

Senior  High  Fellowship.  If  three  grade  grouping  is  used  this 
will  include  grades  10,  11,  12.  If  two  grade  grouping  is  used  they 
might  be  designated  Senior  High  II  (Grades  11  and  12)  and  Senior 
High  I  (Grades  9  and  10). 

Junior  High  Fellowship.  If  three  grade  grouping  is  used, 
grades  7,  8,  9.   If  two  grade  grouping,  grades  7  and  8. 
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Junior  Fellowship.  (Three  grade — Grades  4,  5,  6.)  Two  grade 
— Junior  Fellowship  II — Grades  5  and  6;  Junior  Fellowship  I — 
Grades  3  and  4.) 

Primary  Fellowship.    Grades  1,  2,  3,  or  Grades  1  and  2. 

Kindergarten.    Children  four  and  five  years  of  age. 

12.  That  in  choosing  curriculum  materials  Synod's  recommen- 
dation be  followed  as  far  as  possible. 

13.  That  each  church  make  it  possible  for  its  leaders  to  attend 
one  leadership  school  during  the  year.  The  Staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education  is  happy  to  cooperate  with  and  par- 
ticipate in  area  or  local  schools.  That  local  churches  help  meet  the 
expenses  of  those  desiring  to  attend  the  Christian  Education  Con- 
ference at  Bonclarken. 

14.  That  promotion  day  be  held  September  29  and  Rally  Day 
be  held  October  6,  1968,  and  that  on  Rally  Day  a  special  offering 
be  taken  for  Synod's  program  of  Christian  education. 

15.  That  persons  in  the  local  church  responsible  for  making 
annual  reports  do  so  promptly  and  mail  them  to  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  by  November  15. 

16.  That  the  attached  Policy  Manual  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  be  approved  by  the  General  Synod. 

17.  That  the  "Proposed  1968  Budget— Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation" be  adopted.

PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

Theological  Preface 

From  our  earliest  days  the  people  of  God  have  been  concerned 
with  the  teaching  ministry  given  to  us  by  God. 

These  words  which  I  command  you  shall  be  upon 
your  heart;  and  you  shall  teach  them  diligently 
to  your  children,  and  shall  talk  of  them  when  you 
sit  in  your  house,  and  when  you  walk  by  the  way, 
and  when  you  lie  down,  and  when  you  rise.  (Deut. 
6:6-7,  cf.  6:1-25,  Isa.  59:21.) 

We  are  called  to  teach  because  the  sovereign  God  has  taught  us 
and  revealed  Himself  to  us  in  word  and  deed  as  creator,  judge,  and 
redeemer  of  all.  Supremely  this  teaching  work  of  God  took  place 
in  Jesus  Christ,  who  by  His  words  and  deeds  and  especially  by  His 
crucifixion,  resurrection,  and  exaltation,  taught  the  arrival  of  God's 
kingdom.  Christ  commissioned  His  Church  to  continue  His  teach- 
ing ministry  to  all  nations  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
Church  (Matt.  28:19-20,  Acts  1:1,  2:42).  The  content  of  this  teach- 
ing is  supremely  the  loving  offer  of  salvation  by  God  in  Christ  to 
all  people  and  our  response  of  love  for  Him  and  for  our  neighbors 
as  ourselves  (Matt.  28:20,  Mark  12:28-34,  I  John  4:19-20,  Deut.  5:6- 
6:25). 

The  purpose  of  the  teaching  ministry  is: 

"for  the  equipment  of  the  saints  (all  Christians) 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  building  up  the 
body  of  Christ,  until  we  all  attain  to  the  unity  of 
the  faith  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 
to  mature  manhood,  to  the  measure  of  the  stature 
of  the  fulness  of  Christ."  (Eph.  4:12-13.) 
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The  Board  of  Christian  Education 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  is  the  agency  authorized  by 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
to  plan,  organize,  administer,  and  promote  the  teaching  ministry  of 
God  in  Christ  by  the  power  of  the  Spirit  and  through  the  General 
Synod.  The  Board  ministers  in  relation  to  the  Presbyteries  and 
congregations  and  in  cooperation  with  the  other  Boards  and  Com- 
mittees of  the  Synod.  As  an  agency,  the  Board  is  responsible  to  the 
Synod  and  shall  make  a  full  annual  report  to  the  Synod  of  impor- 
tant activities  during  the  previous  year.  Any  Board  action  may  be 
changed  by  the  Synod.  The  Board  will  act  in  relation  to  Synod  in 
accord  with  the  Book  of  Government. 

Responsibilities 

On  the  Synod  level,  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  is  re- 
sponsible for  all  matters  related  to  the  teaching  ministry  of  the 
Church  in  relation  to  the  lower  Church  courts  and  congregations 
and  in  cooperation  with  other  Boards  and  committees  of  Synod. 
While  there  is  considerable  overlapping,  a  partial  list  of  Board 
responsibilities  may  be  organized  as  follows,  both  in  general  terms 
and  in  relation  to  Synod,  to  Presbyteries,  and  to  congregations. 

In  General: 

Initiating,  developing,  promoting,  coordinating,  and  evaluating 
comprehensive  programs  of  Christian  education  for  Synod,  Pres- 
byteries and  congregations  that  will  help  to  equip  adults,  young 
people,  and  children  for  their  ministries  in  the  world. 

Proposing  ways  and  means,  including  organization  and  ad- 
ministration, for  carrying  out  such  programs  in  Synod,  Presby- 
teries, and  congregations. 

Providing  and  recommending  curriculum  and  other  materials 
necessary  for  the  teaching  ministry.  These  should  supply  the  need 
for  both  home  nurture  and  class  study,  especially  of  the  Bible,  and 
also  of  the  Church  and  of  Christian  doctrine  and  living. 

Keeping  Synod,  Presbyteries,  pastors,  sessions,  superintend- 
ents, directors  of  Christian  Education,  and  chairmen  of  local 
Christian  education  committees,  informed  on  developments  in 
Christian  education  generally  and  seeking  to  win  their  cooperation 
in  the  denominational  program. 

In  Relation  to  Synod  and  Presbyteries: 

Securing  a  well  qualified,  full-time  Synod's  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  who  is  to  be  approved  by  Synod. 

Supervising  the  execution  of  Board  policies  by  the  Director. 

Maintaining  and  overseeing  an  Office  of  Christian  Education 
to  be  supervised  by  Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education. 

Securing  a  well-qualified  full-time  or  part-time  staff  as  may  be 
needed  to  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  the  Office  of  Christian 
Education  and  the  Board. 
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Developing  and  supervising  through  the  Office  of  Christian 
Education,  a  full  program  of  camps,  conferences,  retreats,  etc.,  and 
assisting  Presbyteries  in  these  areas. 

Working  through  the  representative  of  the  Woman's  Synodical 
Union  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  Board  and  the  educational 
work  of  the  Synodical  Union. 

Working  with  Presbyteries  and  Presbytery  committees  on 
Christian  Education  in  planning,  furthering,  and  carrying  out 
Synod  and  Presbytery  educational  ministries. 

Encouraging  Christian  higher  education  for  young  people  in 
cooperation  with  Erskine  College. 

Carrying  out  a  ministry  to  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
students  and  faculty  at  Erskine  and  all  other  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  cooperation  with  the  school,  with  student  groups,  and 
with  local  congregations. 

Cooperating  with  other  Christian  denominations  where  desir- 
able in  carrying  out  all  phases  of  the  teaching  ministry. 

Making  recommendations  to  Synod  concerning  the  work  of 
Christian  education,  including  an  adequate  budget. 

Reporting  annually  to  Synod  and  keeping  careful  and  perma- 
nent records  of  Board  activities. 

In  Relation  to  Congregations: 

Helping  local  congregations  to  plan,  promote,  and  execute  the 
best  possible  teaching  ministry,  making  use  of  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Manual  for  the  Local  Church. 

Providing  and  promoting  opportunities  for  leadership  training 
of  teachers,  administrators,  teaching  elders,  ruling  elders,  deacons, 
and  others. 

Developing  and  promoting  vacation  church  schools  and  a  full 
program  of  summer  Christian  education  activities  for  the  congre- 
gations. 

Guiding  and  promoting  weekday  Church  nurseries  and  kinder- 
gartens and  other  forms  of  weekday  Christian  education  in  local 
communities. 

Assisting  in  the  development  of  congregational  libraries  and 
making  relevant  books,  audio-visual  aids,  equipment,  etc.,  available 
for  loan  from  the  Office  of  Christian  Education. 

Providing  information  on  building  and  equipment  for  Chris- 
tian education. 

Providing  and  promoting  Christian  vocational  guidance  for 
those  now  engaged  in  vocations  as  well  as  for  those  who  are 
making  decisions. 
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Coordinating-  and  promoting  in  cooperation  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  Erskine  College  and  Seminary  and  other  related  schools, 
the  enlistment  of  people  for  the  pastoral  ministry  and  other  Church 
occupations. 

Securing  an  annual  report  from  the  Office  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion on  the  teaching  ministry  in  congregations.  This  will  be  based 
on  the  reports  received  by  the  Office.  Copies  or  summaries  of  these 
congregational  reports  will  be  sent  to  the  related  Presbytery  com- 
mittees on  Christian  education. 

Membership 

The  Board  is  composed  of  seventeen  members,  one  being  an  ex- 
officio  (voting)  member  as  the  Youth  Secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Synodical  Union.  The  chairman  of  the  Christian  education  com- 
mittee of  each  Presbytery  will  ordinarily  be  a  member  of  the  Board. 
If  the  chairman  cannot  serve,  the  member  will  be  appointed  by 
Presbytery's  Christian  education  committee  or  by  the  Presbytery 
when  there  is  no  committee.  The  remaining  members  (their  will- 
ingness to  serve  having  been  determined)  are  nominated  by  Synod's 
Committee  on  Nominations  and  elected  by  Synod  so  that  there  are 
eight  teaching  elders  and  nine  lay  people,  including  at  least  four 
ruling  elders.  Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education,  together 
with  other  members  of  the  Office  staff  who  are  designated  by  the 
Board,  serve  as  advisory  (non-voting)  members  of  the  Board.  The 
Professor  of  Christian  Education  at  Erskine  Theological  Seminary 
serves  as  an  advisory  member  and  may  be  elected  to  a  regular  term 
as  a  voting  member. 

All,  except  the  ex-officio  members,  serve  four  year  terms. 
These  are  arranged  by  Presbyteries  and  Synod  so  that  there  are 
four  classes  of  four  members  with  one  class  rotating  off  each  year 
and  with  retiring  members  ineligible  to  serve  for  one  year.  Mem- 
bers who  do  not  function  for  one  year  will  be  replaced  according  to 
the  procedure  of  Synod  and  the  Presbyteries. 

Organization 

The  Board  shall  hold  at  least  three  stated  meetings  annually, 
usually  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  October,  January,  and  April. 
Additional  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  by  notifying 
all  the  members  in  advance.  Notice  of  stated  meetings  shall  be 
given  in  writing  to  all  members  at  least  two  weeks  in  advance.  A 
quorum  shall  consist  of  nine  regular  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  will  have  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary  and  other 
officers  who  may  be  designated  by  the  Board.  All  officers  are 
elected  annually  at  the  Spring  meeting  by  the  Board  to  take  office 
at  the  next  January  meeting.  They  may  succeeed  themselves.  If 
any  office  become  vacant,  it  is  filled  by  election  by  the  Board  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

The  Chairman  serves  as  moderator  of  the  Board  meetings  and 
in  other  ways  designated  by  the  Board.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Board  will  elect  a  Chairman  pro-tem. 

The  Secretary  keeps  accurate  minutes  of  all  Board  meetings 
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and  provides  copies  to  Board  members.  The  Secretary  is  responsible 
for  keeping  a  complete  file  of  all  Board  records. 

The  treasurer  of  the  Office  of  Christian  Education,  in  coopera- 
tion with  Synod's  treasurer,  receives  and  disburses  funds  and  keeps 
financial  records  for  the  Board.  Official  Board  business  expense 
accounts  of  members,  are  paid  by  the  Office  treasurer  with  funds 
secured  from  Synod's  treasurer  according  to  the  budget.  A  current 
financial  report  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Office  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion is  presented  to  the  Board  at  each  regular  meeting  with  an 
annual  report  at  the  January  meeting.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
audit  of  the  books  of  the  Office  treasurer. 

The  Board  may  organize  itself  as  necessary  in  order  to  carry 
out  its  duties.  It  may  formulate  and  amend  its  own  procedures 
within  the  policy  laid  down  in  this  manual  and  subject  to  over- 
ruling by  the  General  Synod.  As  needed,  the  Board  may  appoint 
permanent  or  temporary  committees.  Members  of  permanent  com- 
mittees will  be  nominated  by  the  Board.  Members  of  temporary 
committees  may  be  nominated  and  elected  by  the  Board,  or  the 
Chairman  may  be  authorized  to  appoint  them.  Permanent  commit- 
tees will  serve  for  one  year,  and  members  may  be  reappointed.  Com- 
mittees shall  make  written  reports  at  least  once  a  year,  and  they 
may  make  recommendations.  They  shall  not  act  for  the  Board  ex- 
cept under  specific  authorization.  Each  committee  will  select  its  own 
chairman  and  other  officers  and  sub-committees  unless  this  is  pre- 
viously done  by  the  Board  or  the  Board  Chairman.  Committees  will 
be  concerned  only  with  the  specific  work  given  them  by  the  Board. 

The  Office  of  Christian  Education 

Building  space  and  equipment  for  an  Office  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation are  provided  by  Synod  on  recommendation  of  the  Board. 
The  work  of  the  Office  is  to  carry  out  the  program  and  policies 
established  by  the  Board  and  by  this  manual.  The  Office  is  super- 
vised by  Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education,  who  is  responsible 
directly  to  the  Board  for  all  phases  of  the  work. 

Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education  is  employed  with 
Synod's  approval,  and  is  supervised  by  the  Board.  The  Director 
must  have  graduate  training  in  Christian  education,  usually  with  at 
least  a  Master's  degree  from  a  school  approved  by  the  Board.  If 
not  ordained,  the  Director  must  give  to  the  Board  satisfactory 
evidence  of  Christian  faith  and  life.  The  term  of  office  and  tenure 
policy  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  and  made  clear  to  the 
Director.  There  shall  be  adequate  provision  for  a  retirement  fund 
and  for  health,  accident,  and  disability  insurance.  The  general  re- 
sponsibilities and  authority  of  Synod's  Director  are  prescribed  by 
the  Board  in  accord  with  this  manual.  The  Director  reports  all  sig- 
nificant matters  orally  at  each  meeting  and  in  writing  at  least  once 
a  year.  All  or  part  of  this  report  may  be  incorporated  in  the 
Board's  report  to  Synod.  Within  the  areas  prescribed  by  this 
manual  and  the  Board,  Synod's  Director  has  freedom  to  carry  out 
the  work  and  can  expect  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the 
Board.  The  Director  advises  the  Board  in  all  areas  of  its  work, 
carries  out  Board  instructions  and  policies,  supervises  the  staff  of 
the  Office  of  Christian  Education,  and  promotes  the  total  teaching 
ministry  of  the  Synod. 
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All  staff  members  of  the  Office  are  employed  by  the  Board  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education. 
Their  terms  of  service  and  tenure  will  be  clearly  established  by  the 
Board.  Adequate  provision  for  a  retirement  fund  and  for  health, 
accident  and  disability  insurance  shall  be  made.  Each  staff  member 
has  freedom  to  develop  and  carry  out  his  responsibilities  within  the 
general  guidelines  provided  by  the  Director,  this  manual,  and  the 
Board.  Office  staff  members  who  are  advisory  members  of  the 
Board  may  advise  the  Board  on  any  matters  affecting  their  work. 
Decisions  by  the  Board  (except  regarding  such  things  as  salary) 
affecting  Office  staff  members  will  be  carried  out  under  the  super- 
vision of  Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education. 

The  Office  of  Christian  Education  will  operate  strictly  accord- 
ing to  the  budget  approved  by  the  Board  and  by  Synod.  Any  ad- 
justments involving  transfer  of  funds  from  one  purpose  to  another 
must  be  approved  by  the  Director  or  the  proper  Board  committee 
and  be  for  a  purpose  approved  by  Synod.  No  adjustments  involving 
an  increase  in  the  total  amount  spent  for  all  purposes  can  be  made 
without  Synod's  approval. 

The  Board  will  review  annually  the  remuneration  and  working 
conditions  of  the  staflP. 

Amendment 

This  manual  may  be  amended  only  by  vote  of  the  General 
Synod.    Amendments  may  be  proposed  by  the  Board. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work  was  read,  amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
MINISTER  AND  HIS  WORK 
Two  papers  came  into  our  hands :  The  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  minister  and  his  work  and  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
Chaplains.  We  note  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  Dr.  T.  B.  McBride, 
the  chairman  for  several  years  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work. 

We  note  with  interest  that  there  are  six  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  ministers  serving  as  active  chaplains  with  the  armed 
forces.    They  are: 

Chaplain  (Captain)  John  S.  Banks. 
Chaplain  (Captain)  James  M.  Craig. 
Chaplain  (Captain)  Douglas  O.  Jones. 
Chaplain  (Lt.)  Robert  B.  Luebke,  Jr. 
Chaplain  (Captain)  William  A.  Macaulay. 
Chaplain  (Captain)  John  E.  Pressly. 

Ecclesiastical  Endorsement  was  granted  this  past  year  to 
Chaplains  Banks,  Luebke  and  Macaulay.  Chaplain  Craig  is  cur- 
rently serving  in  Viet  Nam.  Chaplain  Jones  and  his  family  re- 
turned from  Germany  and  Chaplain  Pressly  and  his  family  re- 
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turned  from  Japan.  The  U.  S.  Army  is  seeking  more  qualified 
chaplains  in  the  present  build-up. 

The  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work,  serving  as  an 
agency  to  disseminate  information  to  congregations  and  ministers, 
processed  thirty-eight  requests  from  congregations  for  information 
about  pastors  or  supplies.  Fourteen  ministers  from  our  denomina- 
tion and  five  from  other  denominations  consulted  with  members 
of  the  committee.  "The  Minister's  Guide  for  1966  Income  Tax" 
was  also  distributed  to  all  active  ministers. 

Recommendations : 

1.  In  regard  to  the  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work 
we  recommend  that  all  ministers  changing  fields  and  congregations 
desiring  ministers  or  seeking  information  about  ministers,  be  urged 
to  utilize  the  services  of  this  committee. 

2.  That  this  committee  be  allocated  $125.00  for  operating  ex- 
penses for  1968. 

3.  That  the  General  Synod,  in  regard  to  the  Committee  on 
Chaplains,  we  recommend  that  $600.00  already  cleared  by  the  fi- 
nance committee  and  $200.00  from  the  contingency  fund  be  allo- 
cated to  this  committee  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  main- 
tain constant  communication  with  the  active  duty  chaplains  keep- 
ing them  informed  of  the  activities  of  our  denomination  and  the 
continuing  concern  of  our  entire  Synod  in  their  work. 

5.  That  all  pastors  send  the  names,  addresses,  locations  and 
other  information  concerning  service  personnel  in  the  local  con- 
gregations to  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee,  125  West  11th  St., 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  28202,  for  his  records  to  be  made  available  to  all 
Chaplains  who  request  it. 

6.  That  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  and  the  Wom- 
an's Synodical  Journal  print  articles  and  make  space  available 
for  news  frequently. 

7.  That  Synod's  agenda  items  and  committee  reports  be  sent 
to  chaplains  as  they  become  available  to  ministers  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  and  that  this  be  handled  through 
the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services. 

8.  That,  if  possible,  the  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Insurance  and  Retirement  give  special  consideration  to  military 
chaplains,  making  such  arrangements  or  changes  which  will  allow 
them  to  participate  in  the  retirement  program  wthout  having  a 
break  in  service. 

9.  That  pastors  and  congregations  be  encouraged  to  write 
to  chaplains  frequently  and  to  pray  for  them  daily  that  God's 
blessings  will  be  with  them  and  their  work. 
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10.  That  Chaplains  Craig,  Luebke,  and  Pressly  be  excused  from 
this  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  SYNOD 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

The  following  transactions  were  handled  by  the  Trustees  of 
Synod  during  the  past  year: 

1.  The  Trusteen  of  Synod  executed  a  deed  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Baptist  Missionary  Association  of  Central  Arkansas  Revolving 
Loan  Fund  conveying  Tract  33  and  the  North  55  feet  of  Tract  48, 
West  Highland  Subdivision  of  the  SE  i/4  of  Section  4,  Township 
1  North,  Range  13  West,  Pulaski  County,  Arkansas.  This  property 
comprises  a  vacant  lot  no  longer  needed  for  Church  extension 
purposes. 

2.  The  Trustees  of  Synod  executed  a  deed  to  Mrs.  Evelyn  R. 
Carroll  conveying  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  the  Southwest  Quarter 
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of  Section  25,  Township  4,  Range  13  East,  St.  Stephen's  Meridan, 
Alabama.  This  property  represents  the  premises  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Mt.  Horeb  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Trustees  of  Synod  were  instructed  to  make  a  survey 
and  determine  the  status  of  all  properties  owned  by  the  various 
entities  comprising  the  General  Synod.  It  was  felt  that  the  manner 
in  which  to  best  accomplish  this  end  was  for  the  various  churches 
and  boards  to  recommend  to  the  Trustees  of  Synod  an  attorney 
who  would  check  the  records  of  the  counties  in  which  the  respective 
properties  were  located,  to  abstract  the  deed  conveying  the  pro- 
perty to  the  entity  and  to  make  a  search  of  the  records  for  the 
past  twenty  years,  or  the  period  during  which  the  entity  had  own- 
ed the  property,  whichever  is  less,  to  determine  any  mortgages  or 
liens  Existing  against  the  various  properties.  Letters  have  been 
drafted  to  be  forwarded  to  the  various  church  entities  requesting 
the  name  of  such  an  attorney.  In  addition,  the  letters  to  be  sent 
to  the  attorneys  have  been  drafted.  These  have  been  delivered  to 
the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  for  reproduction  and  mailing. 

The  aforementioned  survey,  to  be  successful,  will  require  the 
full  co-operation  of  each  corporate  entity  of  the  Synod  and  each 
individual  member  of  Synod.  The  Trustees  of  Synod  request  that 
this  co-operation  be  afforded  it  on  behalf  of  the  work  of  General 
Synod.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Board  wishes  to  record  its  praise  and  gratitude  to  God 
for  His  faithfulness.  The  work  in  Pakistan  and  Mexico  has  gone 
forward  with  His  blessing  during  the  past  year. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  generous  support  given  to  the  work 
by  the  Synod,  and  by  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  and  by  the 
many  congregations  which  support  the  missionary  outreach  by 
special  gifts  over  and  above  Synod's  apportioned  budget.  In- 
dividuals, congregations  and  groups  supporting  missionaries  by 
such  gifts  are:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cache  Motley,  Atlanta  First,  Blacks- 
burg,  Centennial,  Centennial  Woman's  Society,  Clover,  Doraville, 
Due  West,  Due  West  Woman's  Society,  Edgemoor,  Fayetteville, 
Gastonia  First,  Greenville,  Lancaster  First,  Neelys  Creek,  Provi- 
dence, Rock  Hill  Woman's  Society,  Rogers  Memorial,  Statesville 
First,  Tabernacle,  Unity,  White  Oak  Sabbath  School  (Ga.),  Young 
Memorial,  and  Virginia  Presbytery.  The  entire  denomination  gave 
toward  the  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  in  1966  the  amount  of 
$17,867.97.    Many  others  also  contributed  to  the  work. 

In  order  that  the  cost  of  missionaries  may  be  more  realistically 
presented,  the  Board  plans  to  revise  the  support  requirements  to 
include  all  expenses,  such  as  outfit  allowance,  travel,  etc.  This 
will  enable  more  congregations  to  share  in  the  support  of  individual 
missionaries. 

A  brochure  will  soon  be  printed  for  distribution  throughout 
the  Synod  to  acquaint  the  Church  more  fully  with  our  missionaries 
serving  in  Mexico  and  Pakistan.  This  will  contain  pictures  and 
brief  biographies.  The  Board  is  continuing  with  the  work  of  re- 
vising the  Manual. 

Personnel 

All  the  missionary  personnel  have  enjoyed  good  health  for 
which  we  are  grateful.  However,  we  regret  that  the  Simons 
family  had  to  leave  the  work  in  Pakistan. 

Visas  have  been  obtained  for  the  Dr.  E.  Reynolds  Young 
Family,  and  they  expect  to  be  returning  to  Pakistan  during  the 
late  summer  or  fall.  Miss  Ethelda  Hanna  returned  to  her  work 
in  Pakistan  in  January,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Halliday  returned 
to  Mexico  in  December. 

Those  coming  on  furlough  this  summer  are:  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
P.  G.  Covone  from  Mexico,  and  Dr.  Margaret  White  and  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Lindsay  Hamilton  from  Pakistan.  Last  summer  Rev.  F.  Y. 
Pressly  came  to  the  United  States  for  a  short  visit. 

Matters  of  Special  Note 
The  Board  is  happy  to  report  the  appointment  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ronnie  Brunson  to  missionary  service  in  Mexico.    They  plan 
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to  go  to  the  field  after  the  completion  of  Mr.  Brunson's  Seminary 
course. 

The  Ethel  Young  Wing  of  the  Neill  E.  Pressly  Clinic  at  Cd. 
Mante  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use.  A  contract  has  re- 
cently been  signed  for  the  building  of  the  Nurses'  Home  at  the 
Clinic  at  Cd.  Mante. 

We  note  with  thanksgiving  the  expansion  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion work  of  the  Church  in  Pakistan.  Two  outstanding  examples 
of  new  work  are  in  the  cities  of  Karachi  and  Multan. 

The  Board  is  planning  to  arrange  for  regular  visits  of  Board 
representatives  to  the  fields.  Last  summer  Rev.  George  E.  Mor- 
rison went  to  Mexico,  and  next  year  a  visit  by  a  Board  member 
is  planned  for  Pakistan.  This  will  help  to  keep  the  Board  better 
informed  about  the  work  and  will  assure  the  Missions  and  national 
Churches  of  the  personal  interest  of  the  Home  Church  in  their 
labors. 

This  summer  a  Mexican  choir  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
James  E.  Mitchell  will  be  visiting  the  United  States.  They  hope 
to  sing  in  various  Churches  of  the  Synod. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  this  report  be  approved  and  included  in  the  Miuntes 
of  Synod. 

2.  The  Board  recommends  that  the  Zwemer  Centennial  be  ob- 
served throughout  the  Synod  with  special  attention  being  given 
to  work  among  Muslims.  Dr.  Samuel  M.  Zwemer  gave  his  life 
in  presenting  the  Gospel  to  the  Islamic  World. 

3.  The  Board  recommends  the  approval  of  a  new  table  of 
missionary  support  which  will  include  all  items  that  pertain  to 
maintaining  a  missionary  on  the  field:  Personnel,  for  both  fields, 
for  missionary  couple,  annually:  Salary  $3500;  Vacation  Allowance 
$125;  retirement  $245;  hospitalization  $200;  housing  $700;  Child 
Allowance,  based  on  number  and  ages  of  children  is  not  here  in- 
cluded, total  $4770.  For  a  single  missionary:  Salary  $1750;  other 
allowances  $703;  total  $2453  per  year.  Other  expenses,  such  as 
outfit  allowance  and  a  round  trip  travel  ($1600  per  person)  aver- 
aged over  a  seven  year  cycle  for  Pakistan,  averages  $544  per 
year,  for  a  couple,  making  the  total  for  Pakistan  $5314  for  a 
couple,  and  $2775  for  a  single  person.  The  corresponding  average 
for  Mexico  is  $4941  for  a  couple  and  $2539  for  a  single  missionary. 
The  difference  is  in  the  travel  expense  and  in  a  six  year  cycle 
for  Mexico.  Where  a  car  is  required,  the  original  cost  plus  opera- 
tion, will  average  about  $1550  per  year.  This  does  not  include 
funds  for  their  work. 

4.  The  Board  recommends  that  the  Synod  express  its  thanks 
for  the  many  gifts  and  bequests  which  have  been  received  for  the 
work  of  foreign  missions.  These  special  gifts  are  greatly  ap- 
preciated and  are  essential  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  missionary 
endeavor.  We  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $2,000  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Dr.  A.  S.  Rogers. 
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5.  The  Board  recommends  that  the  following  summary  of  the 
Estimated  Budget  for  1968  be  approved.  (Those  desiring  a  copy 
of  the  detailed  budget  may  obtain  one  from  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary.) 

6.  The  Board  recommends  that  it  be  authorized  to  make  the 
necessary  adjustments  consistent  with  the  need  of  the  work  and 
the  availability  of  funds. 

7.  The  Board  recommends  that  any  unused  non-budget  funds 
placed  in  the  budget,  be  returned  to  the  non-budget  account  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON 
CHURCH  EXTENSION 

Your  Moderator's  Committee  met  to  review  the  only  item  to 
come  into  our  hands,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 
We  note  with  interest  and  commend  those  Presbyteries  which  are 
aggressively  pursuing  Church  Extension  within  their  bounds. 

We  note  with  distress  that  the  shortage  of  ministers  has  left 
some  newly  organized  congregations  without  pastors  in  a  critical 
stage  of  their  development.  We,  therefore,  call  on  the  Synod  to 
engage  in  earnest  prayer  that  men  will  be  called  by  God  into  the 
teaching  ministry  and  that  men  will  be  called  to  fill  the  vacant 
pastorates. 

We  also  note  that  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Board  reflects 
the  fact  that  the  Presbyteries  have  developed  plans  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  those  churches  within  their  bounds  which  have  re- 
ceived aid  for  15  or  more  years  January  1,  1968.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

To  the  General  Synod,  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C,  June  5-9,  1967 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  expresses  thanks  to  Christ  for 
the  opportunity  of  serving  His  Church  and  to  the  General  Synod  for 
the  support  which  it  has  given  this  work.  Ministers  and  their 
families  who  serve  in  these  congregations  are  highly  commended  for 
their  ministry.  The  Presbyteries  are  showing  evidence  of  more 
concern  and  in  many  instances  are  aggressively  pursuing  this  out- 
reach. 

The  General  Synod  in  session  adopted  the  following  resolution. 
"The  Moderator's  Committee  recommends  that  Synod  over  a  period 
of  five  years  remove  its  support  from  churches  which  have  been  in 
operation  at  the  present  date  for  10  years  and  are  not  self-support- 
ing and  place  this  responsibility  in  the  hands  of  Presbytery."  (Min- 
utes of  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  General  Synod  1963,  page  621.)  Each 
year  since  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension has  notified  the  General  Synod  that  this  will  become  effective 
January  1,  1968.  The  budget  includes  only  those  congregations 
which  are  not  affected  by  this  ruling. 

A  review  of  work  by  Presbyteries  is  as  follows: 

Catawba  Presbytery:  Edwards  Memorial  has  been  without  a 
full-time  supply  pastor  since  September  1,  1966,  when  Reverend 
Gary  W.  Letchworth  transferred  to  the  Mississippi  Valley  Presby- 
tery.   Eden  Terrace  began  using  their  new  building  December  25, 

1966,  and  held  formal  dedication  services  February  19,  1967.  Rev- 
erend Fred  Rockwell  Archer  is  effectively  serving  this  congrega- 
tion. Reverend  R.  Hoy  Whitlow  assumed  pastoral  duties  at  Spring- 
dale,  May  5,  1966,  and  the  work  is  progressing  under  his  leadership. 
Presbytery  will  assume  its  support  in  1968.  The  Faith  congrega- 
tion, Sumter,  S.  C,  has  begun  work  on  its  educational  unit.  Rev- 
erend Vernon  F.  Latham,  minister,  is  capably  leading  this  work. 
Catawba  Presbytery  gave  $20,035.07  for  Church  Extension  work 
within  the  Presbytery. 

First  Presbytery:  Reverend  C.  S.  Alexander,  Jr.,  started  a  new 
mission  development  in  the  eastern  section  of  Gastonia,  N.  C, 
September  1,  1966.    The  first  worship  service  was  held  January  1, 

1967,  and  the  organization  of  St.  Andrew  was  effected  by  First 
Presbytery,  April  9,  1967,  with  sixty-eight  charter  members.  The 
congregations  in  the  Gastonia  area  are  making  the  manse  payments 
for  1967  and  have  been  most  helpful  in  planning  and  supporting  this 
work.    Covenant  has  been  vacant  since  January  1,  1967,  when 
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Reverend  R.  B.  Luebke  went  on  active  duty  in  the  Navy  Chap- 
laincy. Our  special  thanks  are  extended  to  Reverend  and  Mrs. 
Luebke  for  their  outstanding  contribution  to  developing  this  con- 
gregation. 

Florida  Presbytery:  Reverend  R.  M.  Wlison  assumed  the  work 
at  Avon  Park,  July  1,  1966.  Dedication  of  their  new  church  build- 
ing was  held  October  16,  1966.  The  congregation  has  grown  and 
is  assuming  more  of  the  support.  The  move  of  the  First  Church, 
Tampa,  to  the  Trinity  site  has  been  effected  by  Presbytery.  Con- 
struction of  the  first  unit  of  their  building  is  nearing  completion. 

Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery:  Hickory  Springs  is  continuing 
in  the  Edwards-Rogers  Larger  Parish  with  the  Jonesville  and  the 
Banks  Presbyterian,  U.S.,  congregations.  Reverend  Vernie  Lee 
Bartlett,  parish  pastor,  is  having  a  successful  ministry.  Shady 
Grove  is  being  supplied  by  Reverend  Charles  Mills  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.S.  Support  of  Hickory  Springs  and  Shady  Grove 
congregations  will  be  assumed  by  the  Presbytery.  Southwest  is 
nearing  the  completion  of  their  new  building  and  became  self- 
supporting  January  1,  1967.  Reverend  Baron  R.  Nowak  continues 
as  minister  at  Midlane  Park  and  Reverend  Conrad  Cheatham  as- 
sumed the  work  at  Mt.  Zion,  Elsberry,  Missouri,  June  1966. 

Second  Presbytery:  Dr.  J.  B.  McFerrin  continues  to  serve  Mc- 
Cormick-Mt.  Carmel.  Hopewell,  under  the  leadership  of  Reverend 
R.  Wayne  Dickson,  will  become  self-supporting  in  1968.  Cannons 
Creek-Prosperity  is  planning  an  educational  annex.  All  of  these 
fields  will  become  the  responsibility  of  Presbytery  in  1968.  There  is 
interest  in  a  new  congregation  in  Atlanta. 

Tennessee-Alabama  Presbytery:  Lincoln  is  being  supplied  by 
Reverend  J.  H.  McFerrin,  pastor  of  Prosperity.  We  have  been 
unable  to  secure  the  services  of  a  minister  for  the  Red  Level  Field. 
These  fields  will  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Presbytery  in  1968. 

Virginia  Presbytery:  Reverend  W.  A.  Macaulay  became  tempo- 
rary supply  at  Broad  Creek-Spring  Valley,  October  1,  1966,  and 
continued  until  April  1,  1967,  when  he  entered  the  U.  S.  Army 
Chaplaincy.  The  Johnsons  Creek  congregation  has  paid  all  indebt- 
edness on  the  manse  and  is  planning  for  greatly  needed  educational 
space.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Dale  White  are  serving  this  field.  Dr.  M.  B. 
Grier  resigned  May  31,  1967,  at  Roanoke.  We  appreciate  his  min- 
istry in  this  field.  Mr.  W.  M.  Harris,  spring  graduate  of  Erskine, 
has  accepted  the  Roanoke  work.  The  present  manse  at  Roanoke 
will  be  used  for  educational  space  and  the  congregation  and  the 
Board  will  furnish  a  manse  allowance.  Reverend  W.  F.  Blakely  is 
effectively  serving  at  Waynesboro. 

The  supplement  requests  of  the  Presbyteries  and  proposed 
budget  are  presented  for  your  information  and  action.    (Exhibit  A.) 

The  Opportunity  Fund  amounted  to  $10,470.23  in  1966.  This 
represents  a  $331.98  increase  from  1965.  The  Woman's  Synodical 
Union  contributed  $10,000.00  for  church  extension  in  1966.  The 
Lake  Wales  congregation  contributed  $5,000.00  which  was  sent  to 
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Florida  Presbytery  for  church  extension  work  within  its  bounds. 
Mr.  F.  R.  Gates  contributed  $1,100.00  which  was  used  at  St.  Andrew. 
These  funds,  along  with  budgeted  amounts  and  Gatawba  Presby- 
tery Funds,  comprise  the  amounts  available  for  this  cause. 

The  Board  enthusiastically  endorses  the  Gapital  Funds  Drive 
in  Synod  and  pledges  to  cooperate  in  implementing  it. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism 

The  theme  for  1968  in  cooperation  with  the  Gentral  Gommittee 
is  'Trayer— VISION— Work,"  Proverbs  29:18a:  "Where  there  is  no 
vision,  the  people  perish." 

The  Division  sent  the  Director  of  Ghurch  Extension  to  the 
World  Congress  on  Evangelism,  Berlin,  Germany,  October  26-No- 
vember  5,  1966.  His  services  to  report  on  the  Gongress  are  avail- 
able to  presbyteries  and  congregations.  The  theme  of  the  Gongress 
was  "One  Race,  One  Gospel,  One  Task." 

The  speaker  at  two  conferences  on  Evangelism  at  the  Synod 
meeting  will  be  Dr.  Monroe  F.  Swilley  of  the  Second  Ponce  de  Leon 
Baptist  Ghurch,  Atlanta,  Georgia.  The  Evangelism  speaker  at  the 
Adult  Bible  Conference  in  August  at  Bonclarken  will  be  Dr.  Robert 
B.  Cunningham  in  the  Evangelism  Department  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Ghurch,  U.S.A. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Synod  express  its  thanks  to  the  pastors  and  Ghurch 
Extension  congregations  for  their  ministry. 

2.  That  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  be  thanked  for  their 
financial  support  to  this  cause  with  the  request  that  their  support 
continue. 

3.  That  the  Opportunity  Fund  be  received  in  all  congregations 
on  World-Wide  Communion  Sabbath,  October  6,  1968. 

4.  That  the  appointments  and  supplements  of  ministers  by 
Presbyteries  be  sustained  and  the  budget  of  1968  be  adopted. 

5.  That  the  Church  Extension  portion  of  Synod's  Capital  Funds 
Drive  be  approved. 

6.  That  each  congregation  send  representatives  to  the  Evan- 
gelism Workshop  at  the  Bonclarken  Conference. 

7.  That  each  congregation  intensify  its  effort  to  win  people 
to  Christ.

The  motion  prevailed  that  the  sermon  of  the  retiring 
Vice  Moderator,  Reverend  J.  P.  Steele,  be  printed  in  the 
Church  Paper. 

After  announcements  and  the  benediction  by  Rev- 
erend Donald  Elliott,  the  Synod  recessed  until  2 :00  P.M. 

JUNE  8,  1967—2:00  P.M. 

The  devotional  service  was  led  by  Reverend  Thomas 
L.  Parsons,  who  read  from  the  Second  Epistle  to  Timo- 
thy 3,  beginning  with  verse  10.  The  subject  of  his  mes- 
sage was,  ''Student  of  the  Scriptures." 

The  Moderator  called  the  Synod  to  order.  The  first 
item  of  business  was  a  discussion  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  to  Revise  the  Constitution,  of  which  Reverend 
J.  B.  Hendrick  is  chairman.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee were  called  to  the  front.  Mr.  Hendrick  stated  that 
all  questions  to  be  submitted  to  the  committee  should  be 
in  his  hands  before  December  31,  1967.  Questions  for 
present  consideration  were  asked  and  discussed. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  to  the  Synod  was 
amended  and  adopted  as  follows : 

RECOMMENDATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE  COMMITTEE  TO 
REVISE  THE  CONSTITUTION 

1.  That  we  thank  by  rising  vote  the  Committee  for  its  faithful 
work. 

2.  That  the  preliminary  revision  of  the  "Form  of  Government" 
be  accepted  as  information. 
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3.  That  a  two-hour  "Order  of  the  Day"  be  designated  at  the 
1968  Synod  meeting  for  presentation  and  approval  of  "The  Form 
of  Government." 

4.  That  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  be  put  in  Synod's  budget  for  use 
by  this  committee  for  travel  and  operating  expenses. 

5.  That  the  Moderator  work  with  this  committee  in  forming 
other  committees  as  are  needed  to  work  on  revising  the  constitu- 
tion. 

6.  That  all  suggestions  be  written  to  the  Reverend  J.  B. 
Hendrick,  P.  0.  Box  475,  York,  S.  C.  29745. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  committee 
to  study  the  advisability  of  appointing  a  Committee  on 
Worship:  Dr.  Kenneth  Morris,  Dr.  Henry  Pressly,  Rev. 
Fred  Archer,  Rev.  Baron  Nowak,  Rev.  Harry  Edwards. 

Consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Morals  and  Public  Welfare  was  entered  into.  The  report 
was  read  by  Reverend  James  C.  Barker.  It  was  amended 
and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MORALS  AND 
PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

Christians  of  today  face  many  difficult  decisions,  and  the  as- 
sistance offered  by  the  Church  frequently  has  failed  to  dispel 
the  confusion  touching  ethics  and  morality.  Too  often  the  voice 
of  the  Church  has  been  little  more  than  sectarian  utterances.  It 
is  incumbent  upon  the  Church  that  it  speak  with  one  clear  voice, 
and  that  voice  must  be  God  speaking  His  word  through  the  one 
Church  to  all  men  in  their  differing  situations. 

Your  committee  offers  the  following  paper  as  presenting  criti- 
cal areas  affecting  church,  morality,  and  the  public  welfare.  We 
affirm  our  report  of  a  year  ago  in  stating  that  the  initial  step 
toward  the  public  welfare  is  a  refined  and  purified  commitment  to 
Christ,  by  the  Church. 

Dififerences  Among  Christians 

We  commend  to  your  consideration  the  need  for  increased  dif- 
ferentiation between  the  particularity  of  God's  call  to  individuals, 
and  the  diversity  which  results  as  the  Spirit  works  within  us  as 
unique  persons.  God  does  not  call  all  men  to  the  same  vocation. 
He  does  not  endow  equal  zeal  for  theological  study,  and  not  all 
men  are  able  to  respond  to  God  in  the  same  manner  or  degree  as 
their  fellow  Christians.  Our  varied  stations  in  life,  our  differences 
of  background  and  ability,  and  also  the  fact  that  God  does  not 
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speak  identically  to  all  men,  all  contribute  to  a  vast  diversity  with- 
in the  Christian  church.  Truly,  Christian  freedom  does  not  mean 
that  just  any  practice  is  appropriate  for  every  Christian,  but  just 
as  truly.  Christian  unity  does  not  mean  that  the  Christian  life  is 
identical  for  every  person.  In  the  light  of  love  and  honesty,  we 
recognize  that  faith  that  is  weak  and  immature  is  still  recognized 
and  received  by  God  when  it  is  in  His  Son,  and  it  is  a  mark  of  the 
stronger  Christian  that  he  does  not  reject  or  belittle  the  weaker 
brother. 

We  find  in  the  2nd  Chapter  of  Galatians  that  the  New  Testa- 
ment church  faced  the  question  of  diversity  in  unity,  in  this  case 
relating  to  the  varied  practices  of  Jews  and  Gentiles  within  the 
church.  Paul  was  not  critical  of  either  group  as  regards  the  form 
and  practices  of  its  commitment  to  God,  but  it  is  most  critical  of 
the  Jewish  group  who  would  impose  its  practices  on  the  Gentile 
believers.  If  the  Jewish  group  was  free  to  understand  and  express 
its  faith  through  certain  actions,  the  Gentile  group  was  just  as 
free  to  reject  those  same  actions  in  its  own  understanding  and 
practice.  Paul  was  not  being  inconsistent  in  his  position,  but  was 
facing  the  reality  of  Christian  freedom  which  allows  for,  and 
even  demands,  a  variety  of  responses  to  God  within  the  church. 

The  Church  must  be  vigilant  to  prevent  the  loss  of  either 
element  from  Her  perspective,  proclaiming  the  will  of  God  for 
particular  commitment  by  individuals,  while  maintaining  the  free- 
dom of  individuals  to  differ  in  the  form  of  their  responses  to 
God. 

If  this,  then,  is  the  Biblical  position  on  diversity  and  unity, 
how  does  this  apply  to  the  life  of  the  Church? 

The  Church  is  the  body  of  Christ  and  we  are  individually 
members  of  the  body.  Though  many  of  our  thoughts  and  much 
of  our  action  is  closely  related,  being  founded  upon  the  same  Lord, 
we  are  not  carbon  copies  of  one  another.  But  if  there  are  many 
justified  differences  among  Christians,  then  to  what  extent  are 
we  able  to  proclaim  another  out  of  order  or  theologically  unsound 
because  of  these  differences?  We  must  ever  remember  that  God 
speaks  to  us  as  He  sees  fit,  and  knowing  our  personalities  better 
than  we  do  ourselves.  He  speaks  to  us  in  the  light  of  our  in- 
dividuality. 

It  is  often  the  case  that  in  the  decisions  of  a  denomination 
within  the  Church,  only  a  majority  will  agree  to  a  motion,  rather 
than  the  unanimous  body.  Those  standing  in  the  majority  should 
be  fully  aware  that  their  decisions  have  no  claim  to  infallibility, 
nor  do  majority  opinions  necessarily  express  God's  will.  But  even 
with  such  limitations,  said  majority  opinions  are  the  rule  of  the 
church  until  changed.  We  must  constantly  remember  that  the 
minority  understanding  in  one  year  may  well  become  the  majority 
of  subsequent  years.  Therefore,  brethren,  let  us  be  tolerant  toward 
one  another  in  the  sure  and  certain  knowledge  that  it  is  God  who 
shapes  us  through  His  own  means.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  God 
and  man  to  honor  the  right  of  another's  conscience.  Otherwise, 
we  tend  to  deny  our  brother  what  God  has  given  him — the  right 
to  be  led  individually  by  the  Spirit  of  God. 
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We  realize  that  this  may  raise  certain  questions.  It  may  seem 
to  imply  that  the  Gospel  is  not  constant,  that  the  nature  of  sal- 
vation varies,  that  evangelistic  efforts  must  be  vague,  and  that  a 
host  of  other  things  must  be  laid  aside.  To  the  contrary,  the  work 
of  the  Church  must  be  intensified  in  every  area  of  endeavor.  But 
we  must  differentiate  between  man's  understanding  which  is  falli- 
ble and  God's  infallible  work  of  speaking  to  the  conscience  to  con- 
vict, convert,  and  save.  The  responsibility  of  each  of  us  is  to  pro- 
claim without  ceasing  our  understanding  and  experience  of  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  but  beyond  this  point  we  cannot  go  lest 
we  be  guilty  of  interfering  with  God's  way  of  speaking  to  indivi- 
dual hearts. 

On  the  inter-denominational  level  this  freedom  must  also  be 
honored.  Has  our  denomination  always  respected  the  response  to 
God  of  our  sister  denominations?  When  confronted  with  inter- 
denominationational  differences,  we  should  not  closet  ourselves, 
but  should  rather  meet  with  others  in  study  and  prayer,  jointly 
seeking  God's  will. 

We  call  upon  the  Synod  and  each  member  of  the  Synod  to 
give  serious  and  prayerful  attention  to  questions  relating  to  the 
unity  of  the  Church. 

Morality 

Questions  of  morality  in  our  day  seem  to  have  reference  to 
morality  in  general  as  well  as  to  particular  moral  decisions,  and 
opponents  of  Christian  morality  appear  to  be  more  vocal  and  more 
recognized  than  in  times  past.  While  sexual  behaviour  is  a  matter 
of  major  concern,  these  questions  of  morality  relate  also  to  per- 
sonal honesty,  social  justice,  race  relations,  alcoholism,  war,  use  of 
time,  use  of  money,  and  many  other  areas. 

People  are  confused  by  the  fact  that  the  "New  Morality"  and 
the  Christian  faith  each  advocate  an  inwardly  motivated  morality. 
Both  lawless  immorality  and  legalistic  morality  fall  short  of  that 
morality  which  stems  from  the  heart  of  a  man  filled  with  the 
love  of  God.  Christian  morality  springs  from  God's  work  of 
sanctification  and  thus  issues  from  the  Gospel  working  in  the 
heart  of  man.  The  Church's  goal  is  in  part  that  of  leading  men 
to  a  mature  morality  of  the  heart  which  will  issue  forth  in  Chris- 
tian ethics.  The  Church  must  help  men  to  realize  that  individual 
freedom  when  grounded  in  selfish  and  sensuous  indulgence  can 
only  lead  to  moral  decay.  It  is  from  such  a  life  of  sin  that  Christ 
frees  men,  and  we  must  be  constant  in  the  proclamation  that 
Christian  freedom  is  a  restricted  freedom  consisting  of  response 
to  God  in  Christ,  which  is  revealed  to  man  through  the  moral  law 
contained  in  the  Word  of  God. 

Relative  to  the  subject  of  war,  we  are  concerned  that  much 
confusion  exists  both  within  and  without  the  church  as  to  the 
rightness  of  the  Viet  Nam  war  and  war  in  general.  The  use  of 
force  and  war  itself  is  deplorable  under  all  conditions,  and  to  be 
avoided  whenever  possible;  however,  owing  to  the  sinfulness  of 
men,  there  are  times  that  force  and  war  cannot  be  avoided  in  the 
defense  of  the  oppressed  against  aggressors.  We  note  that  though 
the  Scripture  speaks  of  turning  the  other  cheek  and  suffering  per- 
secution, it  never  hints  that  one  can  hide  from  the  need  of  a  neigh- 
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bor  in  the  name  of  morality;  and  further,  the  avoiding  of  per- 
sonal involvement  in  conflict  while  others  suffer  is  contrary  to  the 
nature  of  Christian  love.  We  therefore  conclude  that  participation 
in  war  as  a  last  resort  is  not  immoral  to  the  extent  that  it  is  en- 
gaged in  to  protect  oppressed  peoples. 

While  we  affirm  the  inevitability  of  war,  we  also  recognize  that 
some  Christians  find  pacifism  their  only  tenable  position.  This 
sometimes  leads  to  political  dissent.  We  take  care  to  state  that 
pacifism  as  discussed  here  is  that  which  stems  from  Christian  con- 
science, and  is  to  be  distinguished  from  draft  card  burning,  or 
other  illegal  protests.  Conscientious  objection  among  Christians 
is  seldom  a  comfortable  position,  and  is  not  one  to  be  decried.  In 
keeping  with  the  previous  remarks  on  Christian  freedom,  the 
Church  ought  not  isolate  or  alienate  such  dissenters  and  pacifists 
from  our  fellowship  in  Christ. 

Family  Life 

Never  before  has  a  society  known  such  widespread  material 
security  and  blessings.  Yet  even  in  the  presence  of  this  prosperity, 
many  individuals  and  families  lack  the  spiritual  nurture  to  over- 
come various  social  pressures.  The  Church  should  realize  that  one 
marriage  in  three  ends  in  divorce,  alcoholism  continues  to  increase, 
and  juvenile  delinquency  abounds  in  many  communities.  An  ef- 
fective church  program  is  needed  which  will  aid  and  encourage  a 
full  family  nurture. 

We  encourage  the  ministers  to  give  increased  attention  to 
family  nurture  in  their  preaching.  We  encourage  Elders  and 
church  leaders  to  aid  families  through  local  church  programs  and 
the  making  available  of  relevant  materials.  We  encourage  families 
to  increased  awareness  of  their  responsibilities,  making  use  of  the 
programs  and  materials  made  available  to  them. 

Some  available  materials  for  family  nurture  include:  Chris- 
tians^ In  Families,  by  Roy  W.  Fairchild;  Families  Within  The 
Family,  E.  E.  Lubbers;  The  Blue  Light — Christian  Dimensions  In 
Marriage,  James  Godard;  Christian  Parenthood:  A  Lifetime  Guide, 
H.  Sherrill,  and  On  Wings  As  Eagles,  William  Oglesby. 

Your  committee  respectfully  requests  that  the  Synod  direct 
each  pastor  and/or  Clerk  of  Session  to  read  this  entire  report  to 
his  congregation  at  a  morning  Worship  Service,  or  distribute  copies 
of  it  to  the  church  members. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Synod  go  on 
record  as  opposing  alcoholic  beverages  and  that  our  ministers  and 
elders  be  instructed  to  implement  programs  in  their  local  churches 
that  will  instruct  and  encourage  their  people  as  to  the  evils  and 
dangers  of  alcholism  and  that  the  answer  to  the  alcoholic  prob- 
lem is  total  abstinence.

JUNE  8,  1967—7:30  P.M. 

The  second  of  two  Conferences  on  Evangelism  was 
held  with  Reverend  Richard  B.  Leaptrott  presiding. 
After  praise  and  prayer,  he  presented  Dr.  Swilley,  who 
read  the  Scripture  from  Mark,  chapter  1,  and  spoke  on 
"The  Vocation  of  a  Christian." 

A  concert  of  sacred  music  followed.  The  Synod 
Music  Workshop,  which  Dr.  J.  Marion  Magill  has  con- 
ducted, was  brought  to  a  close.  A  great  and  appreciative 
audience  was  present. 

The  Moderator  called  the  Synod  to  order. 

The  Report  of  the  Historical  Foundation  was  read 
and  adopted.

Committee  also  regretfully  received  information  from  Synod's 
Historian,  Mr.  K.  H.  Patrick,  that  he  is  compelled  by  ill  health 
to  resign  the  post  he  has  so  ably  occupied  for  many  years. 

Your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  report  of  Dr.  Spence,  minus  his  recommendations 
which  are  incorporated  below,  be  read  to  Synod  and  be  received 
as  information. 
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2.  That  such  sessions  and  presbyteries  as  have  not  already- 
done  so  give  serious  consideration  to  depositing  their  non-current 
records  in  the  Historical  Foundation,  with  the  understanding  that 
the  ownership  and  control  of  such  materials  is  in  no  way  affected 
by  such  action. 

3.  That  copies  of  all  articles  and  sketches  which  concern 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians  or  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church  be  placed  in  the  Foundation  Library. 

4.  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  be  extended  to  Mr. 
Irwin  Belk  for  his  provision  for  filming  its  records,  those  of  its 
constituent  presbyteries,  and  of  certain  of  its  congregations. 

5.  That  Mr.  K.  H.  Patrick  be  thanked  by  Synod  for  his  many 
years  of  valuable  service  as  Historian. 

6.  That  the  Nominating  Committee  present  a  name  for  His- 
torian for  Synod's  consideration. 

7.  That  Synod  urge  its  historian  to  make  displays  of  archives, 
artifacts  and  other  items  relating  to  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian history  at  such  places  and  on  such  occasions  as  meetings 
of  Synod,  presbyteries,  conferences,  etc.

During  the  past  year,  the  first  Stewardship  Workshop  was 
held  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  in  May  for  the  representatives  from  the 
various  presbyteries.

OBITUARIES 


REVEREND  CHARLES  BOWEN  BETTS,  D.D. 
By  Rev.  Jas.  P.  Pressly,  D.D. 

When  news  of  the  death  of  Charles  Bowen  Betts  spead  through- 
out the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod  it  brought  sorrow 
to  the  hearts  of  a  multitude  of  people  who  knew  him  personally 
and  loved  him.  Let  us  note  some  things  regarding  his  life  and 
ministry. 

Charles  Bowen  Betts,  son  of  James  William  and  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Lesslie  Betts,  .was  born  at  Lesslie,  S.  C,  January  20,  1886. 
On  his  father's  side,  he  was  the  grandson  of  the  former  Dr.  C.  B. 
Betts  for  whom  he  was  named  and  by  whom  he  was  baptized  in 
infancy.  His  mother  was  the  daughter  of  D.  T.  and  Jane  Wylie 
Lesslie  and  a  sister  of  Joseph  Wylie,  a  prominent  merchant  and 
zealous  churchman  of  Chester,  S.  C. 

Charlie  grew  up  within  the  bounds  of  our  Neely's  Creek 
Church.  At  the  age  of  nine  he  united  with  the  church  on  pro- 
fession of  faith  in  Christ.  At  that  time  the  pastor  of  Neely's 
Creek  Church  was  Dr.  Oliver  Johnson,  a  man  whom  he  greatly 
admired  and  whose  influence  was  one  of  the  determining  factors 
in  leading  him  into  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

James  W.  Betts,  Charlie's  father,  was  a  farmer.  As  a  teen- 
age boy  Charlie  was  active  in  the  work  of  the  farm — performing 
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the  many  duties  connected  with  farm  life.  It  was  during  this 
period  that  he  received  an  injury  in  his  leg  from  being  gored  by 
a  bull — an  injury  he  was  to  carry  with  him  the  remainder  of  his 
life.    Several  times  it  hospitalized  him. 

Charlie  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  school  of 
Lesslie.  Here  also  he  was  prepared  for  college.  (I  had  the  privi- 
lege of  being  his  teacher  for  two  months,  July-August,  1903.)  In 
September,  1904,  he  entered  Erskine  College  and  was  graduated  in 
June,  1908.  He  was  a  good  student,  faithful  and  persevering  in 
his  work.  He  enjoyed  his  association  with  fellow  students  and 
entered  into  the  activities  of  college  life,  being  especially  interested 
in  baseball.  His  senior  year  he  made  quite  a  reputation  as  catcher 
on  the  Erskine  team  when  R.  D.  Bryd  and  "Big  Liz"  Cashion  were 
pitchers — generally  acknowledged  as  the  two  best  pitchers  in  the 
colleges  of  South  Carolina  that  year. 

After  graduation  Charlie  was  principal  of  the  Lesslie  schools 
for  one  year.  Then  in  the  Fall  of  1909  he  entered  Erskine  The- 
ological Seminary  where  he  spent  two  years.  At  the  close  of  the 
first  year  he  was  licensed  by  the  First  Presbytery,  May  5,  1910. 
After  graduating  from  the  Seminary,  June  1911,  he  was  appointed 
Stated  Supply  of  Hopewell  and  Head  Springs  Churches  in  the 
Tennessee-Alabama  Presbytery.  He  entered  upon  this  work  July 
1,  1911. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Tennessee-Alabama  Presbytery  was 
held  in  November,  1911.  At  this  meeting  Mr.  Betts  preached  and, 
after  being  examined,  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery.  A  call 
from  the  united  charge  of  Hopewell  and  Head  Springs  was  placed 
in  his  hands  and  by  him  accepted.  The  Presbytery  then  proceeded 
to  install  him  pastor  of  these  churches.  In  this  charge  he  labored 
faithfully  for  eight  years  before  accepting  a  call  to  Salem  Church, 
Tipton  County,  Tennessee.  The  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery  in- 
stalled him  pastor  of  Salem,  December  21,  1919.  In  1920  Sharon, 
the  church  of  Dunlap  Orphanage  and  community,  united  with 
Salem  as  a  part  of  his  charge.  He  entered  upon  the  work  of  these 
congregations  with  energy  and  enthusiasm.  He  lived  among  his 
people.  He  labored,  taught,  preached,  prayed  with  them  and  for 
them — ^not  only  in  the  Sanctuary,  but  from  house  to  house.  In- 
deed, his  ministry  reached  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  own  con- 
gregation, even  beyond  the  county  in  which  he  lived. 

After  five  years  in  this  pastorate,  Mr.  Betts  was  mangled  to 
Miss  Mattie  Sloan  of  Fountain  Inn,  S.  C,  December  4,  1924.  She 
has  been  a  true  helper  and  counselor  through  the  years.  To  them 
was  born  one  son,  Charles  Sloan. 

It  was  soon  after  the  close  of  World  War  I  that  Mr.  Betts* 
ministry  at  Salem  began.  This  was  a  transitional  period  in  our 
Southland.  As  people  endeavored  to  adjust  themselves  to  a  peace- 
era  economy  they  experienced,  first,  a  time  of  inflation;  this  was 
followed  by  a  time  of  disastrous  depression,  intensified  by  the 
fact  the  boll  weevil  was  bringing  bankruptcy  to  cotton  farmers 
throughout  the  South.  In  West  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  this 
condition  was  especially  serious.    Mr.  Betts  was  quick  to  realize 
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this  and  gave  himself  in  labors  abundant  seeking  to  help  his  peo- 
ple weather  the  storm. 

Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  his  labors  by  which  he  sought 
to  improve  the  economic  welfare  of  the  community.  The  day  after 
his  death  an  article  concerning  him  and  his  work  appeared  in  the 
Memphis  News  Scimiter,  from  which  I  quote:  "Dr.  Betts  served 
the  Salem  Church  forty-four  years.  He  won  wide  recognition  for 
building  up  his  church  through  improving  the  welfare  of  the  farm- 
ers of  Salem  Community.  He  led  both  in  rural  electrification 
and  in  soil  conservation  and  helped  organize  the  Salem  Community 
Club  as  a  farmers'  round  table.  His  church  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  stone  rural  church  buildings  in  West  Ten- 
nessee. He  tied  in  its  success  with  his  conservation  efforts.  *A 
good  church  has  to  sit  on  good  soil/  he  believed."

Also,  I  have  copies  of  Resolutions  adopted  by  Southwest  Ten- 
nessee Electric  Membership  Corporation  and  Tipton  County  Farm 
Bureau  in  which  they  testify  to  his  work  as  organizer,  member  of 
their  boards  of  directors  for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  and  at 
times  president  of  these  organizations.  They  close  with  the  state- 
ment, "We  shall  miss  his  opening  prayers  and  his  dedication  of  our 
meetings  to  'that  which  is  best  for  the  farm  people'." 

So  efficient  was  his  work  in  these  organizations  that  in  1950 
"The  Progressive  Farmer"  named  him  the  "Rural  Pastor  of  the 
Year."  About  the  same  time  he  was  made  a  member  of  the  Na- 
tional REA  Board.  They  offered  him  a  lucrative  position  with 
them,  but  he  declined,  saying,  "I  can't  preach,  but  I  would  not  do 
anything  else;  I  just  keep  trying." 

In  this  statement  we  have  the  real  emphasis  of  his  life  made 
clear.  Whatever  else  he  may  have  done — no  matter  how  successful 
he  was  in  it — it  was  ever  secondary  to  the  all-consuming  purpose 
of  his  life.  He  believed  God  had  called  him  into  the  ministry  and 
with  passion  of  heart  he  ever  sought  to  proclaim  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ.  His  preaching  was  Scriptural.  Truly,  he  search- 
ed the  Scriptures  that  he  might  know  the  things  revealed  of  God, 
and  he  trusted  the  Holy  Spirit  to  enable  him  to  understand  and  ap- 
ply to  his  own  life  and  the  lives  of  others  these  precious  truths. 
His  sermons  were  also  warmly  evangelistic.  He  delivered  them 
quietly  but  with  conviction  and  earnestness  of  spirit  that  testified 
to  his  intimate  fellowship  with  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Dr.  Betts  was  a  good  Presbyter.  He  was  faithful  in  attend- 
ance upon  Presbytery  and  Synod.  Several  times  he  served  his 
Presbytery  as  Moderator  and  was  Moderator  of  the  General 
Synod  of  1941.  He  kept  himself  informed  about  the  work  and 
program  of  the  church.  His  sound  judgment,  his  loyalty  and  his 
wise  counsel  were  recognized  and  valued  by  committees  and  boards 
on  which  he  served,  and  by  the  whole  Synod.  In  recognition  of  his 
Christian  character,  his  ability  and  his  outstanding  service,  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  to  his  fellowmen,  to  the  Church  and  to  her  in- 
stitutions, Bryson  College  bestowed  upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Divinity  in  1929. 

Dr  Betts  was  a  good  man,  a  devoted  Christian  man.   He  pos- 
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sessed  a  winsome  personality.  By  his  humility,  his  transparent 
sincerity  and  honesty,  his  friendliness,  his  appreciation  of  others, 
his  happy  disposition  and  keen  sense  of  humor  men  were  drawn 
to  him.  He  lived  in  his  house  by  the  side  of  the  road  and  was  a 
friend  to  all. 

His  conduct  and  conversation  were  "as  becometh  the  Gospel 
of  Christ."  His  humor  was  spontaneous  and  irrepressible,  but 
always  clean  and  wholesome.  Never  was  it  marred  by  that  which 
was  vulgar  or  bordering  on  irreverence.  Never  was  it  barbed, 
leaving  a  wound.  Especially  remarkable,  he  didn't  take  his  humor 
with  him  into  the  pulpit.  True,  he  frequently  expressed  his 
thought  in  a  way  that  was  unusual  and,  perhaps,  amusing.  But 
it  was  perfectly  natural  with  him — not  something  introduced  for 
humor's  sake.  To  him  the  pulpit  was  a  sacred  place  and  preach- 
ing serious  business.  A  good  man  in  all  walks  and  relationships  of 
life,  a  man  of  God.  As  ointment  poured  forth,  his  name  lingers 
in  the  community  in  which  he  lived  and  labored,  in  the  hearts  of 
this  people  whom  he  loved.  Mrs.  Betts  continues  to  live  in  the 
home  they  built  befort  his  retirement  in  1963.  Close  by  Sloan  and 
his  family  live,  a  joy  and  comfort  to  his  mother. 

Yesterday  the  roll  of  the  Synod  of  1967  was  completed.  When 
the  name  Charles  Bowen  Betts  was  called,  there  was  no  answer. 
"He  was  not;  for  God  took  him."  On  December  12,  1966,  after  a 
week's  illness,  he  departed  to  be  with  Christ.  As  individuals  and 
as  a  Synod  we  shall  miss  him.  But  we  thank  God  for  his  life 
and  ministry  and  pray  that  the  work  accomplished  by  his  hand 
shall  by  our  God  established  stand. 
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REVEREND  THOMAS  BERNARD  McBRIDE,  D.D.

Thomas  Bernard  McBride,  son  of  Robert  Claud  McBride  and 
Clifford  Viola  Agerton  McBride,  was  born  at  Waynesboro,  Georgia 
on  August  30,  1908.  He  was  baptized  in  May  1909  by  Reverend 
Paul  A.  Pressly.  He  grew  up  in  the  Bethel  Church,  Vidette,  Geor- 
gia, in  which  his  father  served  as  Elder. 

Thomas  Bernard  McBride  attended  the  public  schools  at 
Waynesboro  and  Vidette,  Georgia.  He  received  the  A.B.  degree 
from  Erskine  College  in  1931  and  the  B.D.  degree  from  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary  in  1933.  Erskine  College  bestowed  on  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1958.  He  received  the  Th.M. 
degree  from  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  in  1963. 

Dr.  McBride  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Second  Presbytery 
at  Atlanta,  Georgia  on  April  25,  1933,  and  was  ordained  by  the 
Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery  at  New  Edinburg,  Arkansas  on  Oc- 
tober 21,  1933.  From  June  1,  1933  until  May  1,  1934,  Dr.  McBride 
served  as  assistant  to  Reverend  L.  R.  Neill  at  Troy,  Rives  and 
Polk  Churches  in  Tennessee.  He  served  as  pastor  of  Bethel  Church, 
Oak  Hill,  Alabama,  from  May  15,  1934  until  January  7,  1941.  He 
became  pastor  of  the  Doraville  Church,  Doraville,  Georgia  in  1941, 
where  he  remained  until  1944.  From  1944  until  1949,  he  labored 
as  pastor  of  the  Lancaster  Church,  Lancaster,  South  Carolina.  Dr. 
McBride's  last  pastorate  was  at  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  where 
he  served  as  pastor  of  the  Anderson  Church,  now  the  Young  Me- 
morial Church,  from  1949  until  1959. 
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In  1959,  Dr.  McBride  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Homiletics 
in  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  and  went  to  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  to  engage  in  two  years  of  graduate  study  in  preparation 
for  his  teaching  duties.  From  September  1961  until  his  death  on 
May  17,  1967,  Dr.  McBride  taught  in  the  Department  of  Practical 
Theology  of  Erskine  Theological  Seminary.  In  addition  to  his 
teaching  duties.  Dr.  McBride  served  as  Director  of  Field  Work  at 
the  seminary. 

On  June  19,  1935,  at  Fayetteville,  Tennessee,  Dr.  McBride 
was  married  to  Miss  Jean  LeGal  Pressly,  daughter  of  Mrs.  B.  G. 
Pressly  and  the  late  Dr.  Pressly.  Two  children  survive — Thomas 
Grier  McBride  of  Tampa,  Florida  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Wood  of  Due 
West,  South  Carolina. 

Thomas  Bernard  McBride  will  long  be  remembered  in  our 
denomination  as  an  outstanding  churchman.  Without  question, 
he  was  one  of  our  most  active  and  most  able  churchman.  He^  oc- 
cupied positions  of  responsibility  at  every  level  of  our  denomina- 
tional program.  He  discharged  his  many  duties  promptly  and  ef- 
ficiently. He  was  Reading  Clerk  of  Synod  from  1945  until  1959. 
He  served  terms  on  Synod's  Finance  Committee  and  on  the  Bon- 
clarken.  Home  Mission  and  Foreign  Missions  Boards.  At  the  time 
of  his  death,  Dr.  McBride  was  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Minister  and  His  Work.  As  Director  of  the  Bon- 
clarken  Conference,  he  had  virtually  completed  the  plans  for  the 
conference  program  for  this  summer.  His  last  working  hours 
were  devoted  to  this  task.  Dr.  McBride  was  one  of  our  best  in- 
formed ministers.  He  made  it  his  business  to  be  knowledgeable 
in  regard  to  all  of  the  affairs  of  the  church.  At  the  church  courts, 
he  spoke  frankly  and  courageously  about  the  church  issues  of  the 
day.  As  a  presbyter,  he  never  grew  weary  of  insisting  that  the 
business  of  the  church  be  done  decently  and  in  order.  His  voice 
will  be  missed  in  many  quarters.  It  will  be  missed  especially  in 
all  the  counsels  of  the  church. 

Thomas  Bernard  McBride  was  outstanding  as  a  friend  and 
neighbor.  One  of  his  colleagues  in  the  seminary  said  of  him, 
"I  will  always  remember  him  as  a  good  neighbor,  as  one  who  was 
always  ready  to  give  a  helping  hand  to  those  in  need."  Along  with 
many  other  gifts,  God  gave  him  a  pair  of  talented  hands  and  he 
went  out  of  his  way  to  use  these  hands  to  help  his  neighbors. 
This  was  true  of  his  life  in  the  Due  West  community  and  in  every 
community  where  he  lived. 

Thomas  Bernard  McBride  was  outstanding  as  a  person  of 
joy  and  gladness.  As  we  read  about  the  Christians  of  the  New 
Testament  Church,  we  discover  that  joy  was  one  of  their  prime 
qualities.  Jesus  of  Nazareth  emphasized  the  joy  note.  He  saw 
Himself  as  having  come  to  enable  people  to  live  joyful  lives.  The 
Apostle  Paul  was  always  rejoicing  and  was  always  reminding 
others  to  rejoice.  Like  these  early  Christians,  Thomas  Bernard 
McBride  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  who  went  about  rejoicing. 
On  the  golf  course,  he  kept  things  lively  not  only  by  his  good  game 
of  golf  but  also  by  his  wit  and  good  humor.  He  was  the  life  of 
our  seminary  parties  by  virtue  of  his  interesting  stories.    He  en-

joyed  the  good  things  of  life  himself  and  took  pains  to  help  others 
to  enjoy  life.

REPORT  OF  CATAWBA  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  1967  Meeting  of  Synod 

There  are  thirty  churches  in  Catawba  Presbytery.  At  the  end 
of  1966,  Edwards  Memorial,  Hopewell,  New  Hope,  Rock  Hill  First, 
and  White  Oak  Churches  were  without  installed  pastors.  There 
were  twenty-nine  ministers  in  the  Presbytery,  and  one  student 
under  care  of  Presbytery.  On  March  5,  1967,  Robert  J.  Robinson 
was  installed  pastor  of  Rock  Hill  First  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  1966  ministers  came  into  Catawba  Presbytery:  F.  B.  Ed- 
wards, J.  R.  Thompson,  R.  Hoy  Whitlow,  Rogers  White  and  Rhett 
Sanders.  Student  Gary  Letchworth  was  ordained  and  transferred 
to  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery.  Our  only  student  is  Lawrence  C. 
Young.    Rev.  J.  H.  Snell  entered  his  eternal  rest  on  April  5,  1966. 

There  was  a  net  increase  of  87  members,  with  292  accessions 
and  205  losses.  Contributions  in  1966  amounted  to  $122,488  for 
salaries,  $91,527  to  Synod's  Budget.  There  are  320  Elders,  of  which 
74%  are  tithers.    There  are  309  deacons  of  which  68%  are  tithers.

All  churches  have  Sabbath  Schools.  They  report  an  increase 
in  membership.  The  offerings  amounted  to  $34,148.  The  Youth 
Groups  report  a  total  membership  of  835,  and  offerings  of  $2,928. 
The  following  are  Catawba  Presbytery's  representatives  on  Synod's 
Boards  and  Committees;  Finance:  J.  M.  Bigham  ('68)  ;  Church  Ex- 
tension, Dwight  L.  Pearson  (1969);  Basis,  J.  B.  McGill  (1970). 

Gn  May  22,  1966  Faith  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church  at  Sumter, 
S.  C,  was  organized  with  a  total  membership  of  45  (38  communing 
and  7  non-communing)  enrolled.  Rev.  Vernon  Latham  has  assumed 
this  work. 

Funds  are  being  sought  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Catawba 
Presbytery  Church  Building  Program  Committee.

REPORT  OF  FIRST  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  1967  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod 

During  the  year  1966  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Alexander  was  received 
into  the  First  Presbytery  from  the  Second  Presbytery,  and  entered 
upon  the  work  of  the  new  mission  in  the  Gardner  Park  area  of 
Gastonia,  N.  C.  This  is  a  very  promising  field.  The  mission  is 
growing,  and  we  should  have  a  loyal  and  faithful  congregation  in 
this  area  soon. 

The  Westminster  Church  in  Winston  Salem,  N.  C,  is  without  a 
regular  installed  pastor.  Dr.  A.  W.  Greenlaw,  a  retired  Baptist 
minister  in  Winston  Salem  is  the  stated  supply  of  this  congregation 
on  a  weekly  basis. 

Rev.  R.  Hoy  Whitlow  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  Concord  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  given  a  letter  of 
transfer  to  the  Catawba  Presbytery  in  order  that  he  might  take  up 
the  work  of  the  Springdale  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Lancaster,  S.  C,  The  Rev.  R.  J.  Thompson  resigned  as 
pastor  of  the  Sandy  Plains  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
and  was  given  a  letter  of  transfer  to  the  Catawba  Presbytery  in 
order  that  he  might  take  up  the  work  at  the  Smyrna  and  Hickory 
Grove  Churches.  The  Rev.  R.  M.  Wilson  resigned  as  pastor  of  the 
Pressly  Memorial  Church  in  Statesville,  N.  C,  and  was  given  a 
letter  of  transfer  to  Florida  Presbytery  in  order  that  he  might  take 
up  the  work  at  Avon  Park,  Florida. 

Chaplain  James  M.  Craig  is  serving  with  the  armed  forces  of 
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our  country  in  Vietnam.  Rev.  Sam  C.  Gaither  was  granted  per- 
mission to  engage  in  educational  work  for  the  present.  Rev.  Robert 
B.  Luebke  resigned  as  stated  supply  of  the  Covenant  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  in  Statesville,  N.  C,  that  he  might 
enter  upon  the  work  of  the  chaplaincy  in  the  armed  forces  of  our 
country. 

The  following  young  men  are  students  of  Theology  under  the 
care  of  the  First  Presbytery:  Mr.  Robert  M.  Wallace,  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  at  Decatur,  Ga.;  Mr.  John  Y.  Todd,  III,  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Richmond,  Va.;  Mr.  James  C. 
Walker,  at  Vanderbilt  Divinity  School,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Mr. 
Franklin  Jenkins,  Erskine  Theological  Seminary;  Mr.  Robert  John- 
son, a  student  at  Erskine  College. 

The  First  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  at  Burling- 
ton, N.  C,  completed  its  new  Church  building  in  the  early  fall,  and 
on  November  20  dedicated  this  very  useful  and  attractive  building 
to  the  Lord. 

There  are  34  Churches  in  First  Presbytery  with  a  total  mem- 
bership of  9,259,  and  an  active  membership  of  8,093.  Reports  were 
received  from  all  of  the  Churches  in  the  Presbytery. 

There  are  347  Elders  in  the  Presbytery.  Six  Elders  were  re- 
moved by  death,  as  follows:  Hal  F.  Bell,  N.  A.  Dees  (24  years), 
J.  C.  Moore  (56  years),  M.  A.  Ware,  Sr.  (10  years),  F.  W.  Harris 
(15  years),  C.  E.  Patterson  (21  years).  25  Elders  were  ordained 
and  installed.  There  are  379  Deacons  in  the  Presbytery.  Six  Deacons 
were  removed  by  death,  and  40  Deacons  have  been  ordained  and 
installed. 

Reports  were  received  from  32  Church  Schools.  According  to 
these  reports  there  was  a  total  enrollment  of  6,248,  and  total  offer- 
ings of  $27,770.  Six  Church  Schools  did  not  report  total  offerings, 
as  their  Churches  use  the  Unified  Budget. 

A  summary  of  the  work  of  the  women  reveals  that  the  First 
Presbyterial  of  the  Synodical  Union  has  an  enrollment  of  1,693,  and 
their  total  offerings  amounted  to  $41,471. 

There  are  21  Y.P.C.U.  organizations,  20  Intermediate  organi- 
zations, and  19  Junior  Christian  Unions  in  the  Presbytery,  with  a 
total  membership  of  769. 

There  was  a  total  of  98  students  in  colleges  and  universities. 
49  of  these  are  attending  Erskine  College. 

During  the  year  two  meetings  for  the  Elders  of  First  Presby- 
tery were  held.  The  spring  meeting  was  held  at  New  Sterling 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  fall  meeting  at 
the  Burlington  First  Church,  Burlington,  N.  C. 

A  very  interesting  and  helpful  Stewardship  Workshop  for  the 
Officers  of  First  Presbytery  was  held  at  the  Mooresville  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  on  September  1,  1966. 
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A  new  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  First  Presbytery  was 
presented  and  adopted  at  the  Fall  Meeting  of  First  Presbytery  at 
Parkwood  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  on  October  18, 
1966.    This  plan  went  into  effect  on  January  1,  1967. 

The  following  supplements  have  been  requested  for  1968:

REPORT  OF  MISSISSIPPI  VALLEY  PRESBYTERY 

The  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery  submits  the  following  report 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina,  June 
5-9,  1967. 

We  had  thirteen  ministers  in  our  Presbytery  at  the  end  of  1966. 
Of  these,  the  Reverend  W.  E.  Anderson  is  retired  and  the  Reverend 
John  S.  Banks  labors  outside  the  bounds  of  our  Presbytery  as  a 
Chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Ministerial  changes  during  the  year  included:  the  receiving  of 
the  Reverend  Kenneth  Nordvall  into  the  Presbytery  as  pastor  of 
the  Memphis  congregation;  the  receiving  of  the  Reverend  Gary 
Letchworth  into  the  Presbytery  as  pastor  of  the  New  Albany  con- 
gregation; the  receiving  of  the  Reverend  W.  M.  Blakely  into  the 
Presbytery  as  pastor  of  the  Covington  congregation;  the  transfer 
of  the  Reverend  Rogers  White  to  the  Catawba  Presbytery;  the 
transfer  of  the  Reverend  W.  A.  Macaulay  to  the  Virginia  Presby- 
tery; and  the  ordination  of  student  Conrad  Cheatham  who  is  serving 
the  Mt.  Zion,  Missouri,  congregation.  During  the  past  year  the 
Presbytery  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  the  Reverend  C.  B. 
Betts,  D.D. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1967,  the  Reverend  Ray  M.  Alber  was 
received  into  the  Presbytery  as  pastor  of  the  Highland  Heights 
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congregation  and  the  name  of  student  Bo  K.  Chai  was  removed  from 
the  roll  of  the  Presbytery. 

There  were  three  students  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery. 
Mr.  Ronnie  Brunson  continues  his  studies  at  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary  and  will  graduate  in  January,  1968.  Mr.  Willard  Doyle 
continues  his  studies  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia.  Mr.  James  Hatch,  while  serving  as  student  supply  for 
our  Elsberry,  Missouri,  church,  is  studying  at  the  Covenant  Semi- 
nary in  St.  Louis. 

There  were  167  elders  in  the  Presbytery.  Those  removed  by 
death  were:  B.  W.  Buchanan  (17  yrs.),  H.  E.  McDaniel  (4  yrs.), 
S.  C.  Curry  (4  yrs).  These  men  were  from  our  Troy  congregation; 
Walter  H  .Robbins,  Memphis. 

There  were  123  deacons  in  the  Presbytery. 

The  Presbytery  is  happy  to  report  that  our  Southwest  congre- 
gation became  self-supporting  as  of  January  1,  1967.  They  recently 
entered  a  new  church  building.  We  congratulate  this  congregation 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  James  T.  Stephenson.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECOND  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  General  Synod 

We  regret  very  much  to  report  that  the  Chairman  of  your 
Committee  on  Report  to  Synod,  Dr.  T.  B.  McBride,  passed  away  on 
May  17,  1967.  A  valuable  member  of  our  Church  Courts  will  be 
greatly  missed. 
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There  are  thirty  congregations  in  the  Presbytery  at  this  time. 
4,695  members  are  reported,  3,852  of  whom  are  active.  Members 
received  were  247,  losses  179.  38  adults  and  48  infants  were  bap- 
tized. 3,174  persons  were  enrolled  in  the  Sabbath  School,  with 
$26,766  contributions.  Twelve  of  these  congregations  do  not  have 
installed  pastors,  but  all  have  been  regularly  supplied  with  preach- 
ing. Pastoral  relations  between  Rev.  W.  M.  Blakely  and  Abbeville 
congregation  were  dissolved  on  his  transfer  to  another  Presbytery. 
On  his  retirement  from  the  active  pastorate,  the  pastoral  relations 
of  Dr.  F.  T.  White  and  the  Spartanburg  congregation  were  dis- 
solved. 

Minister  received  since  last  report  by  ordination  was  David  L. 
Williams,  installed  at  Iva.  Rev.  W.  M.  Blakely  was  transferred  to 
the  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery,  Rev.  G.  L.  Leitze  to  the 
U.P.U.S.A.  Church,  Rev.  C.  S.  Alexander,  Jr.,  to  the  First  Presby- 
tery, Rev.  P.  G.  Covone  to  the  Vera  Cruz  Presbytery  of  the  Mexican 
Synod. 

There  were  245  Elders.  Ordained  and  installed  were:  R.  H. 
Mundy,  Carroll  E.  Voss,  J.  C.  Koonts,  R.  D.  McDill,  Frank  Taylor, 
E.  A.  Comer,  W.  N.  Devore,  J.  E.  McDonald,  F.  Allen  Little,  W.  P. 
Tinkler,  W.  H.  Squires,  J.  P.  Polhill,  III,  T.  E.  McBride,  L.  M. 
Wilson,  R.  L.  Plaxico,  Sr.,  M.  S.  Turner,  George  T.  Copeland,  Ray 
Parks.  Seven  Elders  were  re-installed.  Transferred  Elders  in- 
stalled were  two. 

Seven  Elders  were  dismissed.  Six  were  removed  by  death: 
Elbert  F.  White,  W.  B.  McBride  (31  years),  R.  B.  McDill,  J.  H. 
Hobbs  (15  years),  W.  W.  Wingo  (5  years),  Marion  J.  Nabors  (7 
years). 

There  are  244  deacons.  18  were  retired,  6  removed  by  death; 
42  were  installed,  and  25  were  ordained  and  installed. 

We  have  five  students  of  theology:  Ira  Kennerly  graduates 
from  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond;  Webster  Curry,  grad- 
uating from  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  (he  was  licensed  March 
14);  Allen  Derrick,  Columbia  Seminary;  Jerry  Wright,  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary;  and  M.  S.  Turner,  Jr.,  Covenant  Theological 
Seminary,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Student  Conrad  Cheatham  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery. 

Contributions  for  the  year  reported  were  for  pastors'  salaries, 
$132,805;  for  all  causes,  $576,967.  The  amount  apportioned  for 
Synod's  Budget  was  $76,543;  amount  reported  paid  $72,123.

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REPORT   OF  TENNESSEE  AND   ALABAMA  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  for  Year  1966 

There  are  eight  congregations  in  the  Presbytery.  All  are  sup- 
plied with  a  pastor  except  the  Red  Level  Field.  The  Presbytery  has 
felt  concern  over  the  Red  Level  Field  since  it  has  been  without  a 
resident  pastor  for  two  years  and  is  becoming  inactive  in  its  rela- 
tions with  the  Presbytery  and  the  Synod. 

The  Mount  Horeb  Church  building  and  land  were  sold  on  March 
14,  1967  to  Mrs.  Evelyn  R.  Carroll,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
former  Mount  Horeb  Church.  The  sale  of  the  property  brought 
$2,600.00,  a  price  agreed  upon  by  the  continuing  Red  Level  Field 
and  approved  by  the  Presbytery.  The  money  from  the  sale  was 
forwarded  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Synod. 
The  Presbytery  requests  the  Synod  to  hold  this  money  for  use  in 
development  of  the  Red  Level  Field  if  such  development  is  under- 
taken. While  the  sale  of  the  Mount  Horeb  property  occurred  in 
1967  and  is  not  properly  a  part  of  this  report  for  1966  the  Presby- 
tery wishes  the  Synod  to  be  informed  of  the  sale  now  rather  than 
a  year  later. 

There  are  51  elders  in  the  Presbytery,  56  deacons  and  four 
ministers.  Five  elders  were  lost  by  death  in  1966.  They  were 
A.  R.  Byers,  H.  H.  Burton,  Charles  R.  Lindsay,  John  N.  McCown 
and  Massey  Wilson.  Three  elders  were  ordained  and  installed, 
J.  J.  Moore,  Lester  H.  Simms  and  John  Sheffield.

REPORT  OF  THE  VIRGINIA  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  5-9,  1967 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  many  blessings  upon  us  we 
make  our  report  on  work  for  1966.  At  the  close  of  the  year  all  of 
our  twelve  churches  were  being  regularly  supplied  by  the  preached 
word,  six  by  installed  pastors,  five  by  regularly  appointed  Church 
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Extension  appointees,  and  one  by  an  ordained  minister  who  is  of 
another  denomination. 

Early  in  the  year  Dr.  Frank  B.  Edwards  was  transferred  by 
certificate  to  the  Catawba  Presbytery. 

Two  seminary  students  are  under  care  of  Presbytery.  Both 
are  expected  to  graduate  from  Erskine  Seminary  with  the  class  of 
1967. 

Three  elders,  Mr.  I.  Cooper  Wallace  (23  years),  Mr.  John 
Baptist  Smith  (16  years),  and  Mr.  Raymond  Taylor  (12  years), 
were  lost  by  death. 

Five  ruling  elders  were  ordained:  Messrs.  Edward  Bowles,  H.  C. 
Bowyer,  Elwood  Zimmerman,  Ralph  Keyes  and  LeRoy  Earhart.  A 
total  of  88  elders  are  reported.

Commendable  progress  has  been  made  in  building  and  im- 
provement programs  and  retiring  of  church  and  manse  debts.  The 
Old  Providence  Church  has  improved  their  educational  and  fellow- 
ship facilities.  The  new  church  building  at  Edgemont  is  nearing 
completion.  Roanoke,  with  the  aid  of  Synod's  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  has  purchased  a  desirable  small  lot  adjoining  the  pre- 
vious church  property.  Johnsons  Creek  hopes  to  add  Sabbath  School 
rooms  and  a  fellowship  hall  that  can  also  be  used  for  worship  in 
1967.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF 
ERSKINE  COLLEGE 
AT  THE  CLOSE  OF  THE  COLLEGE'S  128th  YEAR 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina, 
June  5,  1967 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  makes  this  report 
to  the  General  Synod  with  thankful  hearts  for  another  successful 
year.  God's  blessings  have  been  made  manifest  in  many  wondrous 
ways  and  it  is  with  gratitude  that  we  humbly  acknowledge  these 
blessings. 

In  presenting  this  report,  we  have  endeavored  to  include  the 
most  important  events  of  the  year.  If  further  information  is  de- 
sired on  any  matter  pertaining  to  the  college  or  Theological  Semi- 
nary, the  inquiry  of  the  Synod,  through  its  appropriate  committees, 
is  solicited. 

The  Presidency 

On  October  29,  1965,  Dr  Joseph  Wightman  was  elected  as 
Acting  President  of  Erskine  College  to  assume  his  duties  on  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1966,  and  to  continue  as  Acting  President  until  the  end 
of  the  college  academic  year  in  1968.  During  Dr.  Wightman's 
first  year  as  Acting  President,  Erskine  continued  to  make  progress 
on  all  fronts.  Dr.  Wightman  clearly  demonstrated  his  ability  as 
an  executive  and  a  leader.  Ideas  and  plans  submitted  by  him  to 
the  Board  were  progressive  and  in  keeping  with  our  traditions. 
In  view  of  Dr.  Wightman's  outstanding  record  as  Acting  Presi- 
dent, the  Board  concluded  that  he  should  be  made  President.  This 
action  was  taken  by  unanimous  vote  on  January  27,  1967.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  arrange  for  Dr.  Wightman's  inauguration 
at  the  earliest  practical  date. 

Dr.  Wightman  was  inaugurated  on  April  29,  1967.  He 
became  Erskine's  ninth  President  with  impressive  ceremonies  which 
were  highlighted  by  the  visit  to  the  campus  of  the  United  States 
Secretary  of  State,  the  Honorable  Dean  Rusk,  who  delivered  the 
inaugural  address  and  received  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  from  Erskine  College.  Both  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Dr. 
Wightman  are  graduates  of  Oxford  University  in  England.  Both 
were  taught  by  the  same  tutor  at  St.  John's  College,  Oxford. 

The  ceremony  was  a  notable  event  in  the  history  of  the  Col- 
lege. Hundreds  of  representatives  of  other  colleges  and  universi- 
ties, from  learned  societies  and  associations  joined  the  Erskine 
official  family  and  representatives  of  alumni  and  student  bodies, 
state  dignitaries  and  invited  guests  in  the  program  which  was  held 
in  Lesesne  Auditorium. 

The  program  was  carried  to  the  world  through  the  medium 
of  radio  and  television,  and  closed  circuit  television  brought  the 
ceremony  to  overflow  crowds  in  several  campus  buildings. 
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Faculty 

The  faculty  continues  in  the  tradition  of  the  past  as  a  capable, 
welltrained  group,  dedicated  to  the  highest  ideals  of  Erskine  Col- 
lege and  of  education.  Approximately  half  of  the  teaching  facul- 
ty have  attained  the  doctorate;  all  but  two  of  the  1966-67  faculty 
had  had  prior  teaching  experience.  Over  half  of  the  teachers 
are  members  of  the  Due  West  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church;  when  the  ten  other  Presbyterians  are  counted,  the  broader 
classification  of  "Presbyterian  family"  includes  64%  of  the  faculty. 

Except  for  those  faculty  members  who  reached  retirement 
age,  all  contracts  were  renewed  for  the  coming  year  and  all  were 
accepted.  Six  teachers  are  retiring  due  to  the  age  limitation: 
Dr.  E.  G.  Boyce  (Bible).  Mr.  Paul  Gravely  (mathematics),  Miss 
Bessie  Baldwin  (business),  Mr.  Herbert  Smith  (mathematics), 
Mrs,  Elsa  von  Sendenhorst  (German),  and  Dr.  E.  A.  Sloan  (chem- 
istry). The  first  three  named  have  been  asked  to  continue  with 
part-time  teaching  loads  and  all  have  agreed  to  do  so.  Their  re- 
sponses are  deeply  gratifying.  Dr.  Sloan  has  not  only  passed  the 
age  of  automatic  retirement  (65)  but  the  age  of  mandatory  re- 
tirement (70)  as  well;  despite  this.  Dr.  Wightman  asked  and  was 
granted  permission  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  ask  him  to  teach 
during  the  coming  year  under  the  same  terms  as  the  others,  but 
Dr.  Sloan  has  decided  on  full  retirement.  He  was  named  Dean 
Emeritus  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  he  and  Mrs.  Sloan  were 
recognized  as  Alumni  of  the  Year  by  the  Alumni  Association.  All 
retiring  faculty  were  honored  by  the  faculty  with  gifts  during  the 
spring. 

During  the  past  year,  Erskine's  faculty  numbered  48  "full- 
time  faculty"  (FTF).  Retirements  and  internal  realignments 
eased  the  problem  of  replacements  slightly.  Although  four  full- 
time  faculty  (modern  language,  physical  education,  biology,  edu- 
cation-psychology) will  join  the  faculty  next  year,  the  FTF  will 
be  only  48  1/2.  In  addition,  a  chaplain  and  an  assistant  librarian 
are  to  be  added.  All  over  the  nation,  faculty  salaries  and  fringe 
benefits  are  climbing.  We  are  hard-pressed  to  keep  pace.  Our 
salary  budget  is  extremely  tight  now  and  realism  demands  that 
we  look  to  this  item  for  future  years. 

While  prospects  for  the  coming  years  are  good,  the  retire- 
ments of  the  past  year  serve  to  remind  us  of  the  many  who, 
through  the  years,  have  labored  so  earnestly  to  build  this  college. 
We  look  forward  confidently  to  tomorrow  while  giving  humble 
thanks  for  yesterday. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  picture  is  easy  to  talk  about  but  hard  to 
describe.  Many  intangibles  are  involved  and  trustworthy  con- 
clusions are  impossible,  but  several  generalizations  can  be  made. 

Applications  are  being  received  at  a  pace  slower  than  the 
pace  of  the  two  previous  years.  However,  applications  are  of  such 
calibre  as  to  be  acceptable  at  a  rate  faster  than  during  those  two 
years.  As  a  result,  the  college  has  approved  more  applications  to 
date  than  was  the  case  in  either  1965  or  1966.    There  is  reason  to 
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believe  that  Erskine  College  will  enter  the  1967-68  academic  year 
with  more  students  enrolled  than  were  enrolled  last  September. 
While  this  fact  may  be  encouraging,  it  is  discouraging  to  realize 
that  private  colleges  are  attracting  fewer  students  than  has  been 
the  case  in  years  past.  The  prospect  of  more  increases  in  costs 
may  well  lead  to  an  acceleration  of  this  decline  in  students.  Small 
liberal  arts  colleges  similar  to  Erskine  face  many  challenges  in  the 
years  ahead;  these  difficulties  must  be  faced  frankly  and  in  faith. 

Theological  Seminary 

The  Theological  Seminary  has  had  a  successful  year  consider- 
ing the  present  enrollment.  Dean  Allison  and  the  Seminary  facul- 
ty are  to  be  commended  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  increase  en- 
rollment, but  this  important  phase  of  our  work  needs  the  prayers 
and  support  of  our  denomination  at  all  levels.  Ministers,  officers, 
and  members  of  each  church  are  requested  to  give  this  matter  their 
prayerful  attention. 

Dean  Allison  will  submit  a  separate  report  for  the  Seminary. 

Honorary  Degrees 

On  January  27,  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  grant  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  to  Reverend  Paul  L.  Sherrill,  Pastor 
of  the  Chalmers  Memorial  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Laws  to  Mr.  Brodie  Griffith,  Managing  Editor  of  The  Charlotte 
Observer,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  These  degrees  will  be  award- 
ed at  the  Commencement  exercises  at  the  end  of  the  1966-67  school 
year. 

On  April  28,  1967,  the  Board  voted  to  grant  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  to  the  Honorable  Dean  Rusk,  United  States  Secre- 
tary of  State.  This  degree  was  awarded  on  April  29,  1967,  during 
the  Inaugural  ceremonies  for  our  President,  Dr.  Joseph  Wightman. 
Secretary  Rusk  was  the  principal  speaker. 

Building  Program 

On  June  25,  1966,  Erskine  College  signed  a  contract  with 
Triangle  Construction  Company,  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  for 
the  construction  of  Belk-Hall  classroom-administration  building  at 
a  cost  of  $678,695.  After  architects'  fees  are  paid  and  furnishings 
are  bought,  the  total  cost  will  be  approximately  $750,000.  At  this 
time  Belk  Hall  is  nearing  completion  and  will  be  ready  for  use 
at  the  beginning  of  the  1967-68  academic  year  in  September. 
This  building  will  not  only  relieve  the  difficult  conditions  under 
which  the  college  has  operated  since  the  Bonner  Hall  fire,  but  will 
bring  together  for  the  first  time  the  many  administrative  offices 
which  have  been  scattered  over  the  campus. 

Preliminary  plans  are  already  being  drawn  for  the  new  college 
library  and  for  the  expansion  of  the  kitchen  facilities,  as  these 
projects  take  priority  in  the  building  program.  The  Erskine  Col- 
lege Board  heartily  endorses  the  plan  of  the  Finance  Committee  of 
Synod  to  conduct  a  capital  funds  campaign  for  the  various  causes 
of  the  church.  Erskine  would  hope  that  such  funds  as  it  may  re- 
ceive from  such  a  campaign  would  go  primarily  toward  the  con- 
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struction  of  the  new  library.  The  present  McCain  Library  will 
provide  most  adequate  library  facilities  for  the  Seminary. 

The  renovation  of  Bonner  Hall  as  a  fine  arts  center  has  been 
delayed  because  of  the  lack  of  funds  for  the  project.  The  com- 
pletion of  payment  for  Belk  Hall,  the  construction  of  the  new 
library,  and  the  expansion  of  the  kitchen  facilities  must  take 
precedence  over  the  Bonner  Hall  restoration. 

Development  Program 
The  summer  of  1967  will  complete  a  full  three  years  of  opera- 
tion of  the  Development  Program  for  Erskine  College. 

One  of  the  continuing  projects  in  this  program  has  been  the 
encouragement  of  alumni  and  friends  to  make  financial  provision 
for  the  College  through  estate  planning;  through  trusts,  life  in- 
surance and  gift  annuity  plans.  It  is  impossible  to  ascertain 
exact  results  of  such  efforts,  but  recorded  information  of  such  fin- 
ancial support  now  approximates  $200,000  which  will  eventually 
be  put  into  Erskine's  general  endowment. 

An  interesting  aspect  of  this  program  involves  the  writing  of 
gift  annuity  contracts  such  as  those  encouraged  by  the  American 
Bible  Society,  many  churches  and  other  charitable  organizations 
throughout  the  country.  Until  now,  this  practice  has  not  been  speci- 
fically permitted  in  the  state  of  South  Carolina,  but  legislation  is 
now  pending  which  will  permit  this. 

During  the  year,  the  Deferred  Gifts  Advisory  Committee 
underwent  a  reorganization  upon  the  resignation  of  co-chairmen 
John  G.  Barron,  '11  and  Clarence  Boswell,  '24,  both  of  whom  felt 
this  important  responsibility  should  be  rotated.  The  Committee 
is  now  headed  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Bigham,  '19,  of  Columbia.  Three  sub- 
committees are  working  with  him.  These  committees  and  their 
chairmen  are:  Life  Insurance — Moffatt  G.  Long,  '40;  Wills,  Be- 
quests and  Trusts — Jean  Agnew  Galloway,  '56;  Gift  Annuities 
and  Life  Income  Plans — A.  N.  Whitesides,  Jr.,  '36. 

The  Erskine  College  Board  of  Counselors,  which  assists  in  the 
overall  development  work  of  the  College,  has  been  strengthened 
and  enlarged  during  the  past  year.  It  now  numbers  33  members, 
12  of  whom  have  been  added  to  the  group  during  the  last  year. 

Two  important  gifts,  both  of  them  from  anonymous  founda- 
tions, have  come  to  Erskine  during  the  past  12  months,  and  each  will 
aid  considerably  towards  meeting  the  costs  of  the  new  Belk  acade- 
mic-administration building.  Originally,  the  anonymous  foundation 
in  Atlanta  had  authorized  a  $75,000  grant  towards  this  building, 
but  when  the  facility  was  enlarged  to  accomodate  a  number  of  class- 
rooms and  other  space  lost  in  the  Bonner  Hall  fire,  the  costs  like- 
wise increased,  and  this  same  foundation  reconsidered  its  original 
grant.  A  new  one  was  authorized  in  the  amount  of  $150,000  in- 
stead of  the  original  $75,000.  The  grant,  however,  was  put  to 
Erskine  in  the  form  of  a  challenge — $50,000  in  cash  was  paid  im- 
mediately and  the  remaining  $100,000  will  be  claimed  at  such  time 
as  the  College  can  go  back  to  the  foundation  and  report  that  with 
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this  remaining  $100,000,  it  will  be  able  to  construct  the  new  build- 
ing free  of  debt. 

At  the  time  the  challenge  was  made,  Erskine  needed  to  raise 
approximately  $150,000  to  clear  its  indebtedness.  Another  founda- 
tion, this  one  in  South  Carolina,  was  approached,  and  a  grant  of 
$100,000  was  given  to  Erskine,  the  payments  of  $20,000  each  to  be 
spread  out  over  a  five-year  period. 

This  enabled  some  $40,000  to  be  credited  towards  the  $150,000 
needed  to  be  raised  to  claim  the  challenge  money.  Since  then, 
other  business  firms  and  foundations  have  contributed  an  addi- 
tional $35,000  in  gifts  towards  the  challenge,  and  as  this  report 
is  prepared,  Erskine  College  is  at  the  midway  point  towards  rais- 
ing the  $150,000  it  needs  to  claim  the  challenge  grant. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees  re- 
vised its  bylaws  and  set  up  a  Development  Committee  to  replace 
the  former  Board  of  Development  which  had  functioned  before 
this  activity  was  organized  under  a  Vice  President  for  Develop- 
ment. The  new  Development  Committee  is  headed  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Patrick,  '34,  who  is  also  Chairman  of  the  Building  and  Grounds 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  Committee,  together 
with  the  Finance  and  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
has  recommended  a  new  10-year  projection  which  will  determine 
goals  of  enrollment,  budget  and  physical  facilities  of  the  College 
for  the  next  decade. 

Erskine's  renowned  Living  Endowment  program  is  an  integral 
part  of  our  development  efforts.  Under  the  enthusiastic  direction 
of  Mrs.  Winnie  Morrison  Phillips,  last  year's  percentage  partici- 
pation and  also  total  annual  pledged  have  both  been  surpassed. 
We  are  especially  grateful  for  the  support  of  eight  members  of  the 
Erskine  family  who  put  forward  a  generous  challenge  grant  to 
stimulate  the  Living  Endowment  Campaign. 

Vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 

The  terms  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  expire 
at  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board  in  July,  1967.  The 
retiring  members  will  create  vacancies  on  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  Education,  Athletics,  Seminary,  and  Development  Com- 
niittees.  We  respectively  request  that  serious  consideration  be 
given  to  the  needs  of  these  committees  in  filling  vacancies. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  untiring,  unselfish,  and  efficient  serv- 
ices rendered  by  each  of  the  retiring  members  of  the  Board. 

Finances 

As  part  of  this  report  and  as  supporting  data,  the  following 
additional  papers  will  be  submitted  to  Synod:

Erskine  College  has  again  received  very  loyal  support  from 
its  alumni  and  friends  through  the  Living  Endowment.  In  this 
time  of  rapidly  increasing  costs,  Erskine  becomes  more  and  more 
dependent  on  its  alumni  and  the  church  to  help  meet  a  growing 
budget. 

Dr.  Joseph  Wightman,  President  of  Erskine  College,  and  other 
members  of  the  Board  expect  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  and  will  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions  or  give 
further  information. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  again  expresses  its 
members'  appreciation  to  the  General  Synod,  alumni,  and  friends 
of  Erskine  for  their  continued  loyal  support. 

We  request  that  Synod  grant  Erskine  College  $70,000  for  the 
operation  of  the  college  and  seminary  for  the  year  1968  and  $8,- 
000  for  Synod  scholarships.  We  also  again  request  that  Synod 
authorize  the  payment  to  Erskine  College  of  the  $2,400  which  the 
Woman's  Synodical  Union  will  be  paying  through  Synod's  treasurer 
for  the  salaries  of  Seminary  professors.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN   OF  THE  SEMINARY 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Session  at  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina,  June  5-9,  1967 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Erskine  Theological  Seminary  began  its  one  hundred  thirtieth 
academic  year  on  September  21,  1966.  Reverend  J.  P.  Steele,  Vice- 
Moderator  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Church  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine 
College,  delivered  the  sermon  at  the  formal  opening. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  thirty-seven  (37),  an 
increase  of  one  (1)  over  last  year's  enrollment.  In  addition  to  the 
regular  enrollment,  six  (6)  college  students  took  work  in  Chris- 
tian Education,  four  (4)  college  students  took  work  in  Elementary 
Greek,  two  (2)  local  ministers  audited  some  courses  and  the  wife 
of  one  (1)  of  the  seminary  students  audited  some  courses. 

Student  distribution  by  Denominations  was: 

Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  (10)  ;  Baptist  (20) ;  Presby- 
terian, U.  S.  (4);  Methodist  (2);  Assembly  of  God  (1). 
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Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  enrollment  decreased  from 
eleven  (11)  to  ten  (10).  This  decrease  continues  to  be  the  most 
discouraging  feature  of  the  seminary's  program.  This  is  a  mat- 
ter which  should  weigh  heavily  on  our  hearts.  Ministers,  laymen, 
presbyteries  and  local  congregations  must  increase  their  efforts  to 
encourage  our  young  men  to  consider  the  gospel  ministry.  First 
Presbytery  will  present  to  the  General  Synod  a  plan  aimed  at 
securing  more  financial  assistance  for  our  ministerial  students. 
This  plan  is  worthy  of  the  General  Synod's  endorsement  and  the 
denomination's  support. 

Four  (4)  seniors  received  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  at 
the  commencement  exercises  on  May  29,  1967.  These  were:  Con- 
rad Earl  Cheatham,  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian ;  Grady 
Webster  Curry,  Jr.,  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian;  William 
Martin  Harris,  Jr.,  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian;  Forrest  J. 
Musselman,  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian.  All  of  the  graduates 
have  accepted  pastorates,  as  follows:  Mr.  Cheatham,  Mt.  Zion, 
Missouri;  Mr.  Curry,  Bethlehem,  Due  West,  South  Carolina;  Mr. 
Harris,  Roanoke,  Virginia;  Mr.  Musselman,  Pressly  Memorial, 
Statesville,  North  Carolina.  In  the  light  of  the  large  number  of 
vacant  churches,  it  is  encouraging  that  all  of  our  graduates  this 
year  decided  to  take  up  work  in  the  pastoral  ministry. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  seminary's  enrollment  will  remain 
about  the  same  for  the  1967-1968  academic  year.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  two  oriental  students  plan  to  enroll — one  (1)  from 
Korea  and  one  (1)  from  Formosa.  Only  one  (1)  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  student  has  made  application  to  begin  work 
in  the  seminary  next  year. 

The  teaching  work  of  the  seminary  for  the  1966-1967  academic 
year  was  done,  as  follows:  L.  M.  Allison,  Historical  and  Systematic 
Theology;  C.  M.  Coffey,  Christian  Education  and  Counseling;  T.  B. 
McBride,  Practical  Theology;  K.  F.  Morris,  Greek  and  New  Testa- 
ment; R.  T.  Ruble,  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament. 

The  seminary  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  passing  of  Pro- 
fessor T.  B.  McBride  on  May  17,  1967.  Dr.  McBride  had  labored 
diligently  and  effectively  as  Professor  of  Practical  Theology  for  six 
(6)  years.  In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties.  Dr.  McBride  had 
directed  the  seminary's  Field  Work  program. 

Professor  C.  M.  Coffey  has  engaged  in  post-doctoral  study  in 
the  area  of  Church  and  World  at  Yale  University  during  the 
second  semester. 

Professor  R.  T.  Ruble  is  teaching  a  course  in  Hebrew  Gram- 
mar this  summer.  Six  students  are  enrolled.  This  is  the  first 
summer  work  to  be  offered  by  the  seminary. 

Professors  L.  M.  Allison  and  C.  M.  Coffey  will  be  the  teachers 
at  the  second  Minister's  Workshop,  to  be  held  at  Bonclarken  Au- 
gust 3-5,  1967.  About  thirty  (30)  ministers'  attended  the  first 
Workshop  held  at  Bonclarken  last  summer. 

More  than  sixty  (60)  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  minis- 
ters attended  the  Seventh  Annual  Richard  Lee  Robinson  Memorial 
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Lectures.  Dr.  William  C.  Robinson,  Professor  of  Church  History 
and  Christian  Apologetics  at  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  De- 
catur, Georgia,  gave  six  lectures  on  the  theme,  "The  Reforma- 
tion: A  Rediscovery  of  Grace."  Dr.  Wayne  E.  Gates,  professor  of 
the  Psychology  of  Religion  at  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Louisville,  Kentucky,  v^^ill  be  the  Robinson  Lecturer  in  the 
spring  of  1968.  Dr.  Gates  will  lecture  in  the  general  area  of 
Counseling. 

At  its  meeting  on  January  27,  1967,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Erskine  College  appointed  a  special  committee  to  study  the  loca- 
tion of  the  seminary.  The  committee  has  met  twice  and  has  set  a 
third  meeting  for  June  20,  1967.  The  committee  is  engaged  in  a 
thorough  and  comprehensive  study  of  the  important  matter  of  the 
seminary's  location.  This  committee  will  report  its  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  the  completion  of 
the  study.  Reverend  Roy  E.  Beckham  is  chairman  of  this  special 
committee. 

The  following  vacant  pulpits  have  been  supplied  by  seminary 
faculty  members  and  students,  during  the  year :  Generostee,  Second 
Presbytery;  Woodruff,  Second  Presbytery;  First  Rock  Hill,  Ca- 
tawba Presbytery;  Edwards  Memorial,  Catawba  Presbytery; 
Wrens,  Second  Presbytery;  Ebenezer,  Second  Presbytery;  Bethel 
(Vidette),  Second  Presbytery;  Long  Cane,  Second  Presbytery; 
Troy,  Second  Presbytery;  Bethlehem,  Second  Presbytery;  Pressly 
Memorial  (Statesville) ,  First  Presbytery;  New  Sterling,  First 
Presbytery;  Elk  Shoals,  First  Presbytery. 

Sixteen  (16)  Erskine  College  students,  who  have  expressed  an 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry  as  their  life's  work, 
visited  the  seminary  on  May  9,  1967.  Faculty  members  and  stu- 
dents informed  the  group  about  the  total  program  of  the  seminary. 
Twelve  (12)  of  the  sixteen  young  men  are  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterians. 

A  large  number  of  friends  have  given  memorial  gifts  to  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Seminary  Fund.  This  is  a  per- 
manent fund,  the  interest  from  which  is  used  to  give  financial  aid 
to  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students  in  Erskine  The- 
ological Seminary.  This  Fund  is  providing  substantial  assistance 
to  these  students.  Individuals  and  groups  are  urged  to  make  con- 
tributions to  this  worthy  project. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Miller  of  Doraville,  Georgia,  has  added  $2500.00  to 
the  Mrs.  C.  E.  Miller  Fund.  The  interest  from  this  endowment 
fund  is  used  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  students  at  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary. 

Many  friends  continue  to  donate  books  to  the  library  of  Ers- 
kine Theological  Seminary.  Worthy  of  special  mention  is  the  gift 
of  five  hundred  (500)  books  by  Dr  E.  N.  Orr. 

The  Dean  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  need  for  more  seminary  students  be  made  a  matter 
for  special  prayer  at  every  level  of  our  Church's  program.  This 
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is  a  recommendation  calling  for  specific  prayer  for  this  purpose 
from  the  pulpits,  at  the  mid-week  services,  at  meetings  of  Presby- 
tery and  Presbyterial,  at  meetings  of  Synod  and  Synodical  and  in 
the  homes. 

2.  That  churches  make  larger  use  of  the  seminary's  deputation 
team.  This  team  was  organized  primarily  to  present  the  claims  of 
the  gospel  ministry  and  the  work  of  Erskine  Theological  Seminary 
to  youth  groups  in  local  churches.  Requests  for  the  services  of 
this  team  should  be  directed  to  Mr.  Larry  Young,  Due  West,  South 
Carolina. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  make  available  for 
local  church  groups  literature  and  audio-visual  materials  on  the 
claims  of  the  gospel  ministry  and  on  the  work  of  Erskine  The- 
ological Seminary. 

4.  That  the  Synod  express  appreciation  to  the  churches  which 
provide  preaching  appointments  and  other  field  work  opportunities 
for  seminary  students. 

5.  That  Synod  express  appreciation  to  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Seminary  Fund  of  Gastonia,  North  Carolina  for  pro- 
viding substantial  financial  assistance  to  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian seminary  students  at  Erskine  Theological  Seminary.  Con- 
tributions to  this  fund  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  L.  Cathey, 
Spencer  Lumber  Company,  Gastonia,  North  Carolina. 

6.  That  the  Dean's  report  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  met  at  the  call  of  the  Modera- 
tor at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina,  on  August  11,  1966. 
The  following  members  were  in  attendance:  Mrs.  J.  M.  Bigham, 
P.  L.  Sherrill,  A.  M.  Rogers  and  L.  M.  Allison.  C.  H.  Carlisle,  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  General  Synod,  was  unable  to 
be  present. 

The  Chairman  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

In  answer  to  a  question  by  the  Chairman,  it  was  established 
that  J.  H.  Boyce  is  the  present  representative  of  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  on  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society. 

In  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  Edit  the  Author- 
ities and  Duties,  which  was  adopted  in  part  by  the  1966  Meeting  of 
the  General  Synod,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  the  recommendations  of  this  Committee  should  go  into 
effect  upon  the  approval  of  the  Committee's  report  as  a  whole. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Moderator  and  the  Stated  Clerk  contact 
Synod's  Committee  on  Publications  and  recommend  that  steps  be 
taken  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  to  be 
printed  and  distributed  to  tlie  local  churches  before  the  end  of  July 
each  year. 

It  was  suggested  that,  following  the  1967  Meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  a  Meeting  of  the  Stated  Clerk,  the  Reading  Clerk,  the 
Statisticians  of  the  Presbyteries  and  the  Editor  of  the  Church  Paper 
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be  held  to  discuss  statistical  reports  and  to  recommend  ways 
which  these  reports  can  be  improved  and  made  more  accurate. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer  by  P.  L.  Sherrill.

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  at  7:30 
o'clock  P.M.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  a  sermon  by  the 
Retiring  Moderator  or  his  alternate,  followed  by  the  celebration  of 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  after  which  the  Synod  shall 
be  constituted  with  prayer.  The  Synod  will  then  adjourn  for  the 
night. 

2.  Following  the  devotional  service  on  Tuesday  morning  the 
roll  shall  be  called  from  a  roll  prepared  by  the  clerks  of  the  Pres- 
byteries. Additional  names  are  to  be  submitted  only  in  writing. 
The  unfinished  business  shall  be  considered. 

3.  After  disposition  of  the  unfinished  business,  the  Retiring 
Moderator  shall  present  to  the  Synod  the  Moderator-Elect  who  shall 
take  charge  and  announce  his  appointments  of  a  Vice-Moderator 
and  committees  for  the  current  meeting. 

4.  Reports  of  Boards,  Standing  Committees  and  Presbyteries 
shall  then  be  presented  and,  unless  there  is  request  for  reading, 
referred  without  reading  to  appropriate  committees. 

5.  On  Tuesday  evening  the  institutions  of  Bonclarken,  Dunlap 
Orphanage,  and  Erskine  College  will  present  work  in  a  program 
not  to  exceed  one  hour. 

6.  Wednesday:  (a)  The  Order  of  the  Day  for  10:00  o'clock  A.  M. 
shall  be  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work,  followed 
by  an  address  by  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union; 
(b)  at  10:30  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  Order  of  the  Day  shall  be  the  presen- 
tation of  greetings  from  representatives  of  Churches  and  religious 
organizations;  (c)  immediately  following  the  afternoon  devotional 
period,  the  annual  memorial  service  of  the  Synod  will  be  held.  The 
program  and  form  of  the  service  shall  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Necrology;  following  this  service,  all  reports  for  reference 
not  previously  received  shall  be  called  for.  The  Synod  shall  then 
recede  from  business  until  four  o'clock  to  allow  committees  time 
for  work  on  their  reports;  (d)  the  evening  will  be  set  aside  for 
popular  meetings,  such  as  sermons  or  conferences. 

7.  Friday:  The  Order  of  the  Day  following  the  devotional 
period  will  be  the  election  of  a  Moderator  and  selection  of  a  place 
of  meeting  for  the  following  year. 

8.  The  hours  for  the  opening  of  the  various  sessions  of  the 
Synod  shall  be  designated  by  the  Program  Committee. 

9.  The  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  shall  be  opened  with  a 
brief  devotional  period,  conducted  by  the  Devotional  Leaders,  who 
shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
at  the  preceding  annual  meeting  and  by  any  others  as  supplemented 
by  the  program  committee  as  need  arises. 

10.  Following  the  devotional  period  each  morning,  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  day's  sessions  shall  be  read  for  approval. 
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11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  concluded  by  Friday  night, 
enabling  ministers  and  delegates  from  distant  points  to  attend  all 
sessions  and  get  home  by  Sabbath. 

12.  GENERAL:  The  report  of  all  committees  shall  be  brief  and 
concise  as  the  recommendations  will  permit,  and  shall  be  printed  or 
typewritten  in  triplicate  by  the  Synod's  stenographers.  The  duties 
of  the  chairman  shall  not  be  ended  until  he  has  edited  carefully  the 
report  of  his  committee,  after  it  is  typewritten,  for  errors  in 
phraseology,  grammar,  and  spelling,  and  shall  have  filed  two  copies 
with  the  Bill  Clerk.  The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall  also, 
after  Synod  has  acted  upon  each  report  presented  by  him,  in- 
corporate therein  at  the  proper  place  each  amendment  made  by 
Synod  to  the  report,  and  shall  present  it  in  proper  form  for  the 
official  printer  (fully  typewritten,  double-spaced  without  error), 
to  the  Principal  Clerk.  When  a  report  is  open  for  consideration, 
the  chairman  shall  have  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  discussion, 
and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  nor  longer  than  ten 
minutes,  unless  given  permission  by  the  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C. 
June  5-9,  1967 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Nominating  Committee  presents  the  following  nominees 
as  replacements  for  those  retiring  from  boards  and  committees. 
The  names  of  the  new  personnel  are  in  bold-face  type;  expiration 
dates  are  indicated.  The  tenure  of  service  begins  January  1,  1968, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College 
which  begins  July  1,  1967. 

The  Reverend  Ronald  Beard  is  nominated  to  a  term  as  Bill 
Clerk  of  the  Synod. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  year  of  rotation  be  indicated  after 
the  names  of  the  Clerks  of  Synod  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Principal  Clerk— Reverend  A.  M.  Rogers,  D.D.  (1968) 
Reading  Clerk— Reverend  Paul  L.  Sherrill,  D.D.  (1970) 
Bill  Clerk— Reverend  Ronald  Beard  (1971) 
Dr.  J.  M.  Lesesne  is  nominated  as  historian  of  Synod. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  opportunities  of  service  for  both  minis- 
ters and  lay  people  in  the  Synod,  it  is  recommended  that  three 
permanent  committees  of  Synod  become  rotating  committees,  name- 
ly the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Funds, 
the  Committee  on  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Chaplains,  and  the  Committee 
on  Theology.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  present  member- 
ship of  these  committees  be  gradually  rotated  according  to  the  year 
designated  after  the  name  of  each  member;  that  future  terms  of 
service  for  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Perma- 
nnt  Funds  be  eight  (8)  years,  for  the  Committee  on  A.  R.  Presby- 
terian Chaplains  four  (4)  years,  and  for  the  Committee  on  Theology 
five  (5)  years;  and  that,  in  keeping  with  a  request  made  by  the 
Irter-Church  Committee,  the  membership  of  the  Committee  on 
Theology  be  enlarged  by  two  more  members. 

The  Reverend  W.  C.  Lauderdale  is  nominated  as  permanent 
secretary  of  the  Committee  on  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Chaplains.  This 
nomination  is  the  result  of  a  request  by  that  committee. 

Members  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation 
Incorporated  are  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years  as  stipu- 
lated by  the  charter  of  this  organization.  At  the  request  of  this 
Foundation,  the  Nominating  Committee  has  not  assigned  its  mem- 
bers years  of  rotation.  A  rotation  system  will  be  set  up  after  the 
Foundation  has  been  organized. 

The  Nominating  Committee  recommends  that  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  every  board  and  com- 
mittee of  Synod  for  the  coming  year  be  listed  in  the  Minutes  of 
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Synod  and  that  the  incumbent  chairmen  of  such  boards  and  com- 
mittees be  responsible  for  reporting  the  new  officers  to  the  Principal 
Clerk  within  one  week  after  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

All  nominees  listed  below  have  been  contacted  concerning  their 
proposed  nomination  and  have  signified  their  willingness  to  serve 
in  the  capacity  for  which  they  are  nominated. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Clerks  of  Presbyteries,  the 
Erskine  Alumni  Association,  and  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services 
for  their  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  personnel  and  in  the 
production  of  this  report. 

The  Nominating  Committee  always  welcomes  suggestions  for 
appointments  to  Synod's  boards  and  committees.  Such  suggestions 
should  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  prior  to  March  1st  of  each  year.

The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church  convened  in  its  164th  Session  on  June  3, 
1968  at  7:30  P.M.  with  the  retiring  Vice-Moderator,  Dr. 
J.  M.  Lesesne,  presiding.  The  service  of  praise  was  led 
by  Dr.  J.  Marion  Magill.  Reverend  W.  C.  Alexander  led 
the  opening  prayer,  after  which  Dr.  Lesesne  read  from 
The  Holy  Scriptures  I  John  4:7-21.  Reverend  A.  M. 
Rogers,  retiring  Moderator,  preached  on  the  theme,  "The 
Motive  of  the  Church's  Ministry."  The  sermon  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  observance  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  presided  over  by  Reverend  George  E.  Morrison 
and  Reverend  B.  Dale  White. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  The  Sacrament,  Mr.  Rogers 
constituted  the  Synod  with  prayer,  and  then  pronounced 
the  Benediction.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  received  and 
considered  the  report  of  the  Acting  Director  of  the  Office  of  Inter- 
Board  Services,  Mrs.  Jacqueline  F.  Clark.  In  her  report  she  re- 
quested that  she  be  relieved  of  the  following  responsibility: 

"When  this  office  was  established  in  1965,  one  of  the  purposes 
was  to  compile,  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Synod's  Judiciary

Committee,  an  index  of  all  the  General  Synod's  orders,  policy 
actions  and  recommendations  which  are  still  binding  on  the  de- 
nomination." The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  this  re- 
quest be  granted  and  that  the  above  requirement  be  referred  to  the 
Judiciary  Committee  for  implementation.  Your  Committee  also 
recommends  that  Mrs.  Clark  be  commended  for  the  efficient  way  in 
which  she  has  directed  the  OIBS  and  that  she  be  named  Director 
of  the  office  with  a  10%  increase  in  salary  to  begin  January  1,  1969. 

The  Committee  was  advised  of  Chaplain  and  Mrs.  John  Banks' 
desire  to  present  to  the  Synod  a  medallion  to  be  worn  by  the  Mod- 
erator during  the  term  of  his  office.  The  Committee  recommends 
that  this  emblem  bear  the  seal  of  the  denomination,  that  it  be  re- 
ceived and  worn  by  the  Moderator,  and  that  the  Synod  thank  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  John  Banks  for  this  very  generous  gift. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  following  revision  of  the  Rules 
of  Procedure.  The  purpose  is  not  to  change  the  procedure,  but  to 
bring  the  rules  more  in  accord  with  the  practice.  They  are  as 
follows : 

1.  The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  at  7:30 
o'clock  P.M.  At  the  opening  service  the  retiring  Moderator  or  his 
alternate  will  preach.  This  will  be  followed  by  the  celebration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  after  which  the  Synod  shall  be  constituted  with 
prayer.   The  Synod  will  then  adjourn  for  the  night. 

2.  Following  the  devotional  service  on  Tuesday  morning  the 
roll  shall  be  called  from  a  roll  prepared  by  the  clerks  of  the  Pres- 
byteries. Additional  names  are  to  be  submitted  only  in  writing. 
The  unfinished  business  shall  be  considered. 

3.  After  disposition  of  the  unfinished  business,  the  Retiring 
Moderator  shall  present  to  the  Synod  the  Moderator-Elect  who 
shall  take  charge  and  announce  his  appointments  of  a  Vice-Mod- 
erator and  committees  for  the  current  meeting. 

4.  Reports  of  Boards,  Standing  Committees  and  Presbyteries 
shall  then  be  presented.  The  Reports  of  the  Boards  and  Presby- 
teries, unless  there  is  a  request  for  reading,  shall  be  referred  with- 
out reading  to  the  appropriate  committees.  The  Reports  of  the 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  considered  by  the  Synod. 

5.  On  Tuesday  evening  the  institutions  of  Bonclarken,  Dunlap 
Orphanage,  Erskine  College,  and  Erskine  Theological  Seminary 
will  present  their  work  in  a  program  not  to  exceed  an  hour  and  a 
half. 

6.  Wednesday:  (a)  The  Order  of  the  Day  for  10:00  o'clock 
A.M.  shall  be  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union;  (b)  At 
10:30  o'clock  A.M.,  the  Order  of  the  Day  shall  be  the  presentation 
of  greetings  from  Fraternal  Delegates  and  representatives  of  such 
organizations  as  the  American  Bible  Society  and  the  Lord's  Day 
Alliance;  (c)  Immediately  following  the  afternoon  devotional  pe- 
riod, the  annual  memorial  service  of  the  Synod  will  be  held.  The 
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program  and  form  of  the  service  shall  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Necrology;  (d)  Following  this  service,  all  reports  for 
reference  not  previously  received  shall  be  called  for.  The  Synod 
may  then  recede  from  business  to  allow  committees  time  for  work 
on  their  reports;  (e)  The  evening  will  be  set  aside  for  popular  meet- 
ings, such  as  sermons  or  conferences. 

7.  Friday:  The  Order  of  the  Day  following  the  devotional 
period  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  will  be 
the  election  of  a  Moderator  and  selection  of  a  place  of  meeting  for 
the  following  year. 

8.  The  hours  for  the  opening  of  all  sessions  of  the  Synod, 
except  the  opening  session,  shall  be  designated  by  the  Program 
Committee. 

9.  The  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  shall  be  opened  with  a 
brief  devotional  period,  conducted  by  the  Devotional  Leaders,  who 
shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
at  the  preceding  annual  meeting  and  by  any  others  as  supplemented 
by  the  Program  Committee  as  need  arises. 

10.  Following  the  devotional  period  each  morning,  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  day's  sessions  shall  be  read  for  approval. 

11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  concluded  by  Friday  night, 
enabling  ministers  and  delegates  from  distant  points  to  attend  all 
sessions  and  get  home  by  Sabbath. 

12.  General:  The  report  of  all  committees  shall  be  brief  and 
concise  as  the  recommendations  will  permit,  and  shall  be  printed  or 
typewritten  in  triplicate  by  the  Synod's  stenographers.  The  duties 
of  the  chairman  shall  not  be  ended  until  he  has  edited  carefully 
the  report  of  his  committee,  after  it  is  typewritten,  for  errors  in 
phraseology,  grammar,  and  spelling,  and  shall  have  filed  two  copies 
with  the  Bill  Clerk.  The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall  also, 
after  Synod  has  acted  upon  each  report  presented  by  him,  incor- 
porate therein  at  the  proper  place  each  amendment  made  by  Synod 
to  the  report,  and  shall  present  it  in  proper  form  for  the  official 
printer  (fully  typewritten,  double-spaced  without  error),  to  the 
Principal  Clerk.  When  a  report  is  open  for  consideration,  the 
chairman  shall  have  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  discussion,  and 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  nor  longer  than  ten  min- 
utes, unless  given  permission  by  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  would,  also,  recommend  that  the  function  of 
the  Committee  on  Theology  be  enlarged  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Theology  was  appointed  some  years  ago  at 
the  request  of  the  North  American  Area  Council  of  the  World  Pres- 
byterian Alliance.  Since  that  time  this  committee  has  represented 
our  denomination  on  the  Committee  on  Theology  of  the  North  Amer- 
ican Area. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Synod  recommends  that  the 
functions  of  this  Committee  be  enlarged  as  follows: 
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1.  That  whenever  papers  of  a  doctrinal  nature  are  received 
and  the  denomination  is  asked  to  render  an  opinion  or  decision  that 
these  papers  may  be  referred  to  this  committee  for  study  and  a 
recommendation. 

2.  That  whenever  the  denomination  is  asked  to  state  its  posi- 
tion on  doctrinal  questions,  that  question  may  be  referred  to  this 
committee  for  an  answer. 

3.  That  this  committee  on  its  own  initiative  may  recommend 
doctrinal  statements  and  interpretations  to  the  Synod  on  current 
theological  issues. 

By  request,  Rev.  Harry  Edwards  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee and  presented  certain  ideas  for  greater  efficiency  in  con- 
ducting the  meeting  of  Synod.  It  was  voted  to  refer  these  to  the 
Judiciary  Committee. 

It  was  verbally  reported  that  a  suitable  plaque  had  been  pre- 
sented, as  recommended  by  this  committee  last  year,  to  Mr.  R.  W. 
Philip  for  his  valuable  service  to  the  Synod  as  the  first  Director  of 
the  OIBS.

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THE  MODERATOR'S  REPORT 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  as  your  Moderator.  It  was  an 
olfice  to  which  I  did  not  aspire  and  did  not  deserve,  but  I  thank 
you  for  the  opportunity.  It  has  afforded  me  the  privilege  of  par- 
ticipating in  events  and  meeting  people  which  I  will  always  re- 
member. 

Among  the  duties  performed  as  your  Moderator-elect  and 
Moderator,  I  will  list  a  few. 

In  October  1966,  I  attended  with  Dr.  Allison,  the  service  of 
installation  of  Ruling  Elder,  William  P.  Thompson,  as  Stated  Clerk 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  which 
took  place  at  Princeton  Theological  Seminary. 

In  November  1967,  I  attended  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 

American  Bible  Society  in  New  York  City,  as  the  guest  of  the 

Society.  Rev.  James  Cannon,  the  official  delegate  of  the  Synod, 
accompanied  me  on  this  assignment. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  participate  in  the  service  of  Intercession 
and  Holy  Communion  which  was  held  on  the  occasion  of  the  re- 
convening of  Congress.  This  is  an  annual  service,  planned  by  the 
National  Presbyterian  Church  of  Washington,  and  held  this  year 
in  the  Capital  Memorial  Seventh  Day  Adventist  Church  on  January 
15,  1968.  Representatives  of  five  Presbyterian  and  Reformed 
Churches  in  this  country  took  part  in  this  service. 

Along  with  members  of  the  Inter-Church  Relations  Committee, 
I  attended  the  Pan-Presbyterian  Conference  in  Atlanta  in  Septem- 
ber, and  a  meeting  of  Stated  Clerks  of  five  of  these  churches  in 
December. 

As  your  Moderator  I  was  asked  to  speak  at  the  Bonclarken 
Conference  last  summer  and  to  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  at  its 
annual  meeting  in  Statesville,  North  Carolina. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  preach  at  the  consecration  service  of 
three  new  churches — Shiloh  Church  on  June  4,  Doraville  Church 
on  October  8,  and  the  Covenant  Church  in  Winter  Haven,  Florida, 
on  April  28. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  new  motel  has  been  com- 
pleted at  Bonclarken  and  the  Belk  Academic-Administration  build- 
ing was  dedicated  at  Erskine  last  fall.  Another  couple.  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Ronnie  Brunson,  and  Mrs.  Theo  Kuper  have  taken  their  places 
in  Mexico,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  R.  Young  have  returned  to  their  field 
in  Pakistan. 

The  most  dramatic  event  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  was 
the  successful  completion  of  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds 
Campaign.  We  congratulate  the  leaders  and  commend  the  people 
for  their  generosity.    Our  prayer  is  that  this  may  inspire  us  to 
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move  forward  as  a  denomination  and  to  promote  the  building-  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  We  will  look  for  many  advances  in  the 
years  to  come.

This  was  referred  to  the  Moderator's  Committee  on  the 
Foundation.  The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was 
read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Finance  Committee  met  quarterly  during  1967  in  accord- 
ance with  its  usual  custom.  Minutes  were  recorded  at  each  meet- 
ing by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Olin  Cannon.  The  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  General  Synod  was  heard  at  each  meeting. 
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The  Committee  has  on  hand  the  report  of  the  Citizens  and 
Southern  National  Bank,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C.,  concerning  the  invest- 
ment of  permanent  funds  of  the  General  Synod  and  from  the  Trust 
Company  of  Georgia  concerning  the  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Retirement  Trust. 

The  books  for  1967  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  were 
again  audited  by  the  firm  of  Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter,  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 

It  is  evident  that  the  program  of  Voluntary  Commitment  in  the 
Presbyteries  and  the  Churches  is  achieving  success.  The  amount 
actually  paid  to  the  Treasurer  as  compared  to  the  amount  of  the 
Voluntary  Commitment  appears  to  have  reached  a  very  satisfactory 
level.  This  means,  of  course,  that  Associate  Reformed  Presbyte- 
rians are  looking  into  the  denominational  programs  and  learning 
more  about  them  and  supporting  them  in  an  outstanding  manner. 
We  have  also  heard  some  very  healthy  constructive  criticism,  most 
of  which  deals  with  ways  and  means  of  getting  the  story  of  our 
programs  to  all  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians.

The  campaign  was  conducted  under  the  name  of  the  Compre- 
hensive Capital  Funds  Campaign.  The  familiar  symbol  was  the 
fiddle.  Thousands  of  persons  in  our  denomination  heard  first-hand 
of  the  needs  at  large  Presbytery  gatherings.  Interest  was  and  con- 
tinues at  a  very  high  level. 

Your  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign  was  highly  suc- 
cessful at  meeting  each  objective.  One  objective  was  financial  and 
over  $1,450,000.00  was  committed  by  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terians and  others.  Another  objective  was  an  awareness  of  Christ's 
needs  as  shown  forth  in  the  needs  of  your  denominational  causes — 
and  this  objective  was  achieved.  Another  was  a  deeper  individual 
commitment  to  Jesus  Christ,  particularly  by  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterians — and  again  the  objective  was  evident. 

Many  hundreds  of  persons,  involved  and  committed,  had  a 
heavy  hand  in  this  vast  work.  But  the  one  man  who  did  most  and 
who  proved  to  be  a  real  tower  of  strength  as  a  leader  was  Mr.  Joe 
H.  Patrick,  Elder  of  the  First  ARP  Church  in  Greenwood,  South 
Carolina.  Your  Finance  Committee  desires  especially  to  record  its 
deep  appreciation  to  Mr.  Patrick  for  his  courage  in  accepting  the 
position  of  General  Chairman  of  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds 
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Campaign,  for  his  sustained  effort  throughout  the  Campaign,  and 
for  his  Christian  leadership  qualities  which  have  produced  the 
achievements  indicated  above. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  not  consider  the  Campaign 
closed  at  this  time.  Your  prayers  are  much  needed,  perhaps  now 
more  than  ever.  Interest  in  this  program  must  be  maintained. 
The  money  must  be  collected,  a  task  assumed  by  Mr.  Glenn  Burnett 
of  the  First  ARP  Church  in  Atlanta,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Jacqueline  F. 
Clark,  Director  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services.  And  finally, 
of  course,  the  money  must  be  distributed  to  the  Causes  and  wisely 
spent  by  them  for  the  advancement  of  God's  Kingdom. 

Recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  1969 

The  Finance  Committee  spent  a  busy  year  in  1968.  It  is  noted 
with  sadness  that  one  of  the  most  active  members,  Mr.  J.  B.  Mc- 
Laughlin of  the  Tabernacle  ARP  Church  in  Charlotte,  passed  away 
during  the  year.  His  services  are  sorely  missed.  He  was  heavily 
engaged  in  a  number  of  projects  for  the  Committee  in  several  vital 
areas.  Recommendations  are  made  under  four  functional  areas: 
general,  voluntary  commitment.  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Cam- 
paign, and  Long  Range  Planning. 

General 

1.  The  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  1969  budget 
as  presented. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Treasurer's  books  be  audited 
by  Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter,  CPA  firm  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  church  year. 

3.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Citizens  and  Southern 
National  Bank  of  South  Carolina,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  continue  to  act 
as  Trustee  of  the  General  Synod's  permanent  funds  other  than 
Erskine  College  and  the  Retirement  Fund,  for  one  (1)  year  begin- 
ning January  1,  1969. 

4.  Due  to  significantly  added  responsibility  created  by  the 
Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign,  the  Committee  has  recom- 
mended that  the  Treasurer's  salary  be  increased  to  $3,200.00  for 
1969,  as  presented  in  the  budget.  Inasmuch  as  this  added  responsi- 
bility was  actually  borne  by  the  Treasurer  during  part  of  1967  and 
all  of  1968,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Treasurer's  salary  be  paid 
at  the  level  of  $3,200.00  for  the  year  1968.  The  funds  adjustment 
would  come  from  the  Contingency  Fund  for  1968. 

5.  The  Committee  recommends  that  offerings  be  taken  on 
Thanksgiving  and  Mother's  Day  for  the  support  of  Dunlap  Home. 
Further,  that  special  offerings  be  received  for  the  Opportunity  Fund 
on  World  Communion  Day  and  for  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  on 
Easter.  Further,  that  offerings  be  taken  on  Bible  Sabbath  in  De- 
cember 1969  for  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  and  for 
Bonclarken  during  the  month  of  June. 

Voluntary  Commitment 

6.  The  concept  of  Voluntary  Commitment  is  highly  significant 
to  our  denomination,  and  has  taken  hold.    The  Committee  recom- 
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mends  that  more  effort  be  made  by  Causes  of  the  General  Synod, 
Presbyteries,  and  individual  Churches  to  tell  the  story  of  our  pro- 
grams and  what  these  programs  are  doing  for  Jesus  Christ.  As 
informed  Christians,  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians  will  meet 
the  challenge  of  these  programs.  The  level  of  our  witness  for  the 
Lord  is  directly  dependent  on  our  own  self-education  as  regards 
these  programs,  as  it  is  on  prayer  and  dedication. 

Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign 

7.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  firm  of  Winn,  Wright, 
and  Potter  be  engaged  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Campaign.  These 
books  will  be  kept  at  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  at  140 
Peachtree  St.,  N.W.  (Fifth  Floor),  Atlanta,  Georgia  30303.  Mrs. 
Jacqueline  F.  Clark,  the  Acting  Director  of  OIBS,  has  requested 
that  the  books  be  audited  through  June  30,  1968  as  a  beginning 
audit.    The  Committee  recommends  compliance  with  this  request. 

8.  A  substantial  investment  in  new  equipment  is  needed  for 
the  efficient  operation  of  the  Collection  Process  associated  with 
the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign.  Thousands  of  pieces 
of  mail  will  be  sent  out  over  a  three  or  four  year  period.  An  initial 
estimate  of  $5,000.00  is  indicated  and  it  is  not  expected  that  the 
final  estimate  will  greatly  exceed  that  figure.  It  is  recommended 
that  authority  be  granted  to  purchase  the  needed  equipment  im- 
mediately. Funds  for  the  purchase  will  be  considered  as  a  part  of 
the  Campaign  expense  inasmuch  as  the  equipment  will  be  related 
to  and  associated  with  the  Collection  Process.  As  such,  the  funds 
are  considered  as  a  direct  support  item. 

9.  It  is  recommended  that  Ward,  Dreshman  and  Reinhardt, 
Inc.,  the  Consulting  Firm  which  worked  so  closely  with  Mr.  Joe  H. 
Patrick  in  the  Campaign  be  officially  recognized  by  the  General 
Synod  for  their  superior  work.  Mr.  Cecil  Cook  and  Mr.  Ron  Oss- 
mann  of  that  firm  consistently  performed  their  duties  in  an  out- 
standing manner.  The  example  they  provided  meant  much  to  the 
success  of  the  Campaign.  Significant  assistance  was  also  provided 
by  Mr.  Don  Hannum,  President  of  Ward,  Dreshman  and  Reinhardt. 
We  gratefully  acknowledge  their  efforts. 

Long  Range  Planning 

10.  The  Finance  Committee  has  for  some  time  been  consider- 
ing the  advisability  of  a  Financial  Master  Plan  for  our  denomina- 
tion. The  Moderator  has  called  for  a  Ten-Year  Projection  of  all 
Boards  and  Committees,  equating  financial  needs  with  expected 
results.  It  is  recommended  that  the  firm  of  Winn,  Wright,  and 
Potter  be  retained  by  the  Committee  on  a  consulting  basis  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  required  stages  involved  in  a  Master  Plan  for  Fi- 
nances. It  is  expected  that  the  added  efficiency  and  knowledge  re- 
sulting from  the  implementation  of  a  Master  Plan  for  our  denomi- 
nation will  far  exceed  the  cost  involved.

The  devotional  service  was  led  by  Mr.  M.  B.  Grier 
who  read  for  the  scripture  lesson  from  Exodus  and  Deu- 
teronomy and  spoke  on  ''The  Burning  Bush."  The  Vice- 
Moderator,  Mr.  W.  A.  Deaton,  called  the  Synod  to  order. 
Mr.  J.  B.  Hendrick  was  called  to  lead  the  discussion  on 
the  revision  of  the  constitution.  The  Synod  recessed  for 
supper  at  5:00  P.M.  after  prayer  by  Mr.  David  Bonner. 

7:30  P.M. 

Institution  night  was  observed  with  Mr.  J.  B.  Mc- 
Dowell presiding.  Bonclarken  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Char- 
les B.  Todd.  Mr.  R.  B.  Leaptrott  spoke  on  the  conferences 
to  be  held  this  summer,  and  Mr.  Harold  S.  Mace,  the  new 
managing  director  of  Bonclarken,  was  introduced  and 
briefly  addressed  the  Synod.

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT— COMMITTEE  TO  REVISE 
THE  CONSTITUTION 

The  main  body  of  our  report  is  the  proposed  revision  of  the 
Form  of  Government.  Because  of  the  amount  of  work  required  to 
prepare  this  revision  for  presentation  to  Synod  at  this  meeting,  we 
have  been  unable  to  begin  work  on  the  Directory  for  Worship. 
We  plan  to  begin  these  revisions  this  year. 

We  have  requested,  through  the  Finance  Committee,  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  for  travel  and  operating  expenses.  We  ask  the  Synod 
to  approve  this  request. 

We  deeply  regret  that  Reverend  M.  B.  Grier,  D.D.,  who  has 
been  a  most  valuable  member  of  this  committee,  feels  that  he  must 
resign  from  the  committee  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  of  Synod. 
We  request  Synod's  Nominating  Committee  to  nominate  someone 
from  Virginia  Presbytery  to  replace  Dr.  Grier  on  this  committee.

The  memorials  of  the  Presbyteries  were  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures.  Motion 
prevailed  that  the  memorials  be  reproduced  so  that  all 
the  members  may  be  provided  with  a  copy. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  Study  the 
Needs  on  Worship  was  read,  amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  THE  NEED  FOR 
A  COMMITTEE  ON  WORSHIP 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  committee  met  twice  (at  Bonclarken,  August,  1967;  and  at 
Due  West,  March,  1968). 

We  recommend: 

(1)  That  Synod  establish  a  Standing  Committee  of  5  for  5 

years  to: 

(a)  Produce  a  brief  history  of  the  concept  and  practice  of 
worship  in  the  Reformed  tradition  (take  two  years). 

(b)  Gather  from  all  sources  available,  vehicles  and  forms 
of  worship  in  the  Reformed  tradition,  edit  and  produce 
them  for  distribution  (the  next  three  years). 

(c)  Request  for  one  worship  service  at  Synod  and  at  the 
Adult  Conference  each  year  it  is  operative;  consult 
with  Program  Committee  and  Adult  Conference  Di- 
rector. 

(d)  Conduct  a  workshop  on  worship  at  the  1969  Meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

(2)  That  Synod  allocate  $1,000.00  for  the  collection  of  material 

and  travel.

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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Christianity  and 
Health  was  read  and  received  as  information.  Mr.  Fred 
R.  Archer  made  the  following  motion  which  was  adopted : 

I  move: 

"That  the  Committee  on  Christianity  and  Health  examine  the 
church's  relationship  to  the  mentally  retarded  (or  deficient)  people 
with  especial  regard  to  Christian  Education." 

Mrs.  Shannon  D.  Faulkner,  president  of  the  Woman's 
Synodical  Union,  presented  a  report  of  the  woman's  work. 
This  report  was  adopted  and  is  as  follows. 

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SYNODICAL  UNION 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

As  I  stand  before  you  today  to  give  this  report  on  behalf  of  the 
women  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  it  is  with  a 
grateful  acknowledgement  to  God  for  all  His  mercies  to  us  this 
past  year  that  He  has  allowed  us  to  serve  Him  in  this  way. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  many  opportunities  of  service  both  at 
home  and  abroad  that  have  been  ours  through  the  coordinated  chan- 
nels of  Synod. 

The  Theme  for  1967  was  God's  Word— Our  Guide— "Thy  word 
is  a  lam.p  unto  my  feet,  and  a  light  unto  my  path."  Psalm  119:105. 

Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  M.  Bigham  and  the 
Synodical  Board,  we  feel  that  Mrs.  Bigham  was  indeed  a  light  unto 
the  women  of  our  church. 

Bible  study  and  prayer  have  been  emphasized  throughout  the 
year.  We  feel  that  this  has  helped  our  women  to  be  better  Chris- 
tians and  better  witnesses  for  Him  therefore  strengthening  our 
Church,  our  Homes,  and  our  Communities. 

The  records  of  Mrs.  J.  N.  Beard,  Synodical  Statistician,  show 
that  at  the  end  of  the  1967  calendar  year  we  had  137  societies  with 
a  membership  of  5,468.  We  have  lost  twelve  members  this  year, 
and  while  we  haven't  gained  any  new  societies  this  year  we  had 
two  more  societies  to  pay  their  budget. 

Total  contributed  for  1967  was  $144,142.47.  $30,910.92  was 
spent  in  the  congregation.    This  is  an  average  of  $26.36  per  capita. 

The  Synodical  contributed  the  following: 

Foreign  Missions  (Budgets  and  Specials)   $32,649.33 

The  three  Special  Foreign  Mission  offerings  are  White  Cross, 
Self-Denial,  and  the  Jubilee  Birthday  offering. 
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Home  Missions  (Budgets  and  Specials)   $13,174.29 

Christian  Education  (Synod's  Budget)  .......  $  1,752.35 

Bonclarken   $  3,547.26 

Erskine  College  and  Seminary   $  2,969.60 

Dunlap     $17,763.45 


For  several  years  our  Synodical  has  had  a  much  better  sta- 
tistical report  than  it  has  had  educational  report.  This  year  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  quite  a  few  columns  on  the  educational  report 
have  pulled  up  and  we  have  more  columns  with  gains  than  losses. 
Those  showing  losses  were,  number  of  members  (lost  12),  average 
attendance  (lost  98),  contacting  students  for  Erskine  (lost  6),  mis- 
cellaneous gifts  to  Dunlap  (lost  13),  family  altars  (lost  59)  and 
Temperance  (lost  3).  All  other  columns  showed  gains  though  there 
was  a  gain  of  only  one  tither. 

The  statistical  report  as  usual  was  excellent  and  shows  the  in- 
terest and  liberality  of  the  Women  over  Synodical.  Fifteen  columns 
showed  increases  with  only  four  showing  losses.  Adding  the  spent 
in  congregation  to  the  total  for  benevolence  for  1967  the  women  of 
the  Synodical  raised  a  grand  total  of  $175,053.39  (gain,  $9,154.37). 

While  Mrs.  Beard's  report  shows  that  we  have  been  most  gen- 
erous in  the  support  of  our  financial  causes,  and  have  practiced 
stewardship  of  time  and  talents,  and  that  we  have  brought  up  our 
educational  report,  we  must  grow  spiritually  and  become  involved 
even  more  in  the  Lord's  work. 

The  Synodical  Union  met  for  its  fifty-third  session  in  the  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  Statesville,  North  Carolina, 
October  4-5,  1967.  The  inspirational  devotions  given  by  Mrs.  Henry 
Veghte,  the  good  reports  from  all  departments  of  our  Woman's 
work,  the  warm  hospitality  of  our  Statesville  church  and  the  chal- 
lenging message  brought  to  us  by  the  Moderator  of  Synod,  Dr.  A.  M. 
Rogers,  who  urged  us  to  be  a  united,  cooperative,  committed,  and 
generous  church,  inspired  us  all  to  strive  to  be  more  faithful  in  our 
work. 

The  follovdng  study  books  were  used  by  our  women  this  past 
year:  Bible  Study— "One  People  Under  God"  by  W.  H.  F.  Kuyken- 
dall;  Stewardship  Study— "Time  For  All  Things"  by  Charlie  W. 
Shedd;  Church  Extension  Study — "Edge  of  the  Edge"  by  Theodore 
E.  Matson;  Temperance  Study — "Shadow  Over  America"  by  John 
D.  Freeman. 

These  books  are  chosen  after  much  reading  and  prayer.  We 
feel  that  they  are  a  spiritual  challenge  to  the  women  in  our  local 
societies  and  circles. 

The  Synodical  publishes  the  Women's  Synodcal  Journal  each 
month  which  is  a  guide  to  all  women  of  our  church.  The  Synodical 
Journal  Program  Committee,  the  Synodical  President,  the  Cause 
Secretaries,  the  Historian  and  the  Editor,  Mrs.  Charles  Carlisle, 
with  her  staff,  Mrs.  W.  S.  Liming  and  Mrs.  G.  G.  Parkinson,  furnish 
the  material  which  covers  every  phase  of  our  church  program. 
There  were  5,067  Journal  subscriptions  this  year,  a  gain  of  10  over 
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last  year.  We  feel  that  the  Journal  goes  into  most  of  the  homes 
of  our  denomination. 

There  are  two  events  in  our  Synodical  Program  that  make  us 
feel  a  spiritual  closeness.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  which  has  been  held 
in  November  (but  will  be  held  in  January  in  the  future),  and  our 
Bonclarken  Conference  the  first  week  in  August,  when  women  of  all 
our  Presbyterials  come  together.  This  is  a  time  of  spiritual  inspira- 
tion and  information.  We  feel  that  through  these  Prayer  Groups 
and  our  "Mountain  Top  Experience"  at  Bonclarken  that  we  are  bet- 
ter prepared  Christian  women  to  carry  on  our  work  during  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  close  with  this  thought.  "I  shall  not  pass  through 
this  world  but  once.  Any  good  therefore  I  can  do,  or  any  kindness 
that  I  can  show  to  any  human  being,  let  me  do  it  now.  Let  me  not 
defer  nor  neglect  it,  for  I  shall  not  pass  this  way  again." 

This  is  a  brief  quotation,  the  words  of  some  inspired  unknown 
of  a  century  or  more  ago,  yet  it  crops  up  over  and  over  again  in 
books  and  magazines.  It  has  proudly  hung  on  the  walls  of  thou- 
sands of  homes  and  offices  and  has  been  translated  in  many  lan- 
guages. It  is  a  reminder  to  all  of  us  that  we  do  not  live  for  our- 
selves alone,  that  we  must  do  what  we  can  to  help  others  when  the 
need  arises  for  we  shall  not  pass  this  way  again.  "As  we  therefore 
have  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  to  all  men."  Galatians  6:10.  For  as 
Mohammed  said,  "A  man's  true  wealth  is  the  good  he  does  in  this 
world." 

The  Synodical  Union  appreciates  your  prayers  and  support  of 
the  woman's  work. 

As  we  go  forward  unto  another  year  let  us  remember  Paul's 
words  in  Philippians  3:13,  14,  "Forgetting  those  things  which  are 
behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before,  let  us 
press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus."

Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  Rev.  Thomas  Jobe  spoke  in 
behalf  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  was  represented  by 
Rev.  John  C.  Page,  Jr.,  and  Reverend  John  B.  Dickson 
represented  the  North  American  Area  of  the  World  Pres- 
byterian Alliance.  Rev.  Marion  G.  Bradwell  spoke  on  the 
work  of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance,  and  the  American  Bible 
Society  was  represented  by  Rev.  Steve  B.  Gaskins,  Jr. 
The  Synod  recessed  for  five  minutes.  The  Synod  recon- 
vened and  the  report  of  the  Inter-Church  Relations  Com- 
mittee was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INTER-CHURCH 
RELATIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

FATHERS  AND  BRETHREN: 

Your  Committee  held  two  meetings  since  last  Synod  Meeting. 
We  submit  the  following  report  of  Committee  activities  and  of 
activities  related  to  this  Committee's  work. 

1.  CORRESPONDENCE 

a.  The  Moderator  of  Synod,  Dr.  A.  M.  Rogers,  conveyed  our 
Synod's  warm  Christian  greetings  to  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Churches  in  the  Netherlands  by  letter  to  that  body  last 
summer. 

b.  Committee  is  studying  a  request  from  a  Korean  Presby- 
terian group  to  establish  some  sort  of  fraternal  relationship  with 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church. 

c.  Com.mittee  has  received  the  report  of  Svnod's  Committee  on 
Theology  which  consists  of  the  reports  of  H.  R.  Edwards  and  K.  F. 
Morris  as  delegates  respectively  to  the  Committee  on  Theology 
of  the  North  American  Area  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches  and  the  North  American  Area  Council  of  the  Alliance. 
Information  of  importance  to  Synod  from  these  reports  will  be 
recorded  below. 

d.  Committee  received  in  July  of  last  year  correspondence 
from  Dr.  James  I.  McCord,  Secretary  of  the  North  American 
Area  of  the  World  Presbyterian  Alliance.  The  subject  of  this 
material  concerns  how  denominations  in  the  Presbyterian  family 
m.ay  come  closer  together  in  order  to  better  fulfill  our  mission  and 
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how  Reformed  churches  may  "enter  upon  cooperative  enterprises 
with  other  churches  and  to  seek  or  continue  union  negotiations 
with  a  sense  of  urgency/'  Your  Committee  is  asked  to  study  the 
question  of  how  the  North  American  Area  Council  may  help  the 
A.  R.  P.  Church  to  carry  out  these  principles. 

1.  Fraternal  Delegates:  W.  P.  Grier  has  reported  that  he 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  June  8,  1967,  in  Bristol,  Virginia.  Part  of  this  was 
a  joint  meeting  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  with  which 
a  proposed  union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  is  being 
discussed. 

James  A.  Cannon  reported  that  he  and  Moderator  A.  M. 
Rogers  attended  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  held  in  New  York,  November  13-15,  1967.  This  was  the 
151st  meeting  of  this  Council.  Among  information  in  Mr.  Can- 
non's report  is  the  fact  that  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  is  in  the  top  ten  churches  supporting  the  Bible  Society. 
This  statistic  is  based  on  per  capita  giving  from  the  denominations 
to  the  Society. 

2.  Lord's  Day  Alliance:  A  recent  report  was  received  from 
the  Lord's  Day  Alliance  which  included  much  information  about 
the  Alliance  in  the  past  year.    We  include  this  in  particular: 

a.  There  will  be  a  Consultation  of  the  Lord's  Day  in  Con- 
temporary Culture,  October  7-9,  1968  at  Valley  Forge,  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  Alliance  asked  that  we  send  representatives  to  help 
develop  "a  modern,  practical  and  Scriptural  philosophy  and  strate- 
gy for  the  Lord's  Day  for  the  contemporary  church  in 

today's  technical  culture."  They  ask  that  constituent  denomi- 
nations of  the  Alliance  appoint  or  elect  representatives  from 
Theological  Seminaries  and/or  Boards  of  Education. 

b.  The  Alliance  report  speaks  directly  to  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  in  the  following: 

1.  We  appreciate  the  action  of  your  Synod  in  becoming 
an  integral  part  of  the  Alliance,  and  the  support  which 
you  are  giving  us. 

2.  We  are  grateful  for  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Elliott,  Jr., 
and  the  contribution  he  is  making  to  our  Board.  (He 
is  presently  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Nominating 
Committee) . 

Recommendation : 

We  recommend  that  the  Inter-Church  Relations  Committee 
participate  in  this  consultation  to  be  held  by  the  Lord's  Day 
Alliance. 

1.  Rev.  Richard  B.  Leaptrott  reported  his  attending  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota  May  15-20,  1968  as  our 
Fraternal  Delegate. 
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Rev.  Paul  L.  Grier,  principal  clerk  pro  tern,  conveyed  by  letter 
our  fraternal  greetings  to  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  Mexico. 

f.  Committee  sent  to  each  A.  R.  P.  Presbytery  copies  of  a 
document  resulting  from  the  Pan-American  Conferences  entitled 
"Proposed  Guidelines  for  Increased  Cooperation  and  Unity  in  the 
Pan-Presbyterian  Family."  As  far  as  your  Committee  knows  this 
document  was  read  in  every  Presbytery. 

g.  Word  has  come  to  the  Committee  that  Rev.  Frank  Pressly, 
missionary  in  Pakistan,  will  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Reformed 
Ecumenical  Synod  to  be  held  this  summer  at  Baarn,  Netherlands. 
Mr,  Pressly  is  doing  this  enroute  to  the  United  States  for  his 
furlough.  We  do  not  know  how  his  expenses  for  this  part  of  his 
journey  are  to  be  handled. 

h.  Rev.  M.  Lopez  L.,  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Foreign  Rela- 
tions and  Cooperation  of  the  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Mexico  informed  us  of  the  following: 

.  .  .  in  its  meeting  held  in  Ciudad  del  Maiz,  S.L.P.  in 
November  of  1966  named  a  Council  of  Foreign  Relations  and 
Cooperation  from  the  same  Synod  body  with  the  purpose  of  keep- 
ing alive  the  tightest  relations  and  cooperation  with  different 
bodies  similar  to  ours,  especially  the  General  Synod  of  the  United 
States. 

"For  this,  we  want  to  show  to  that  high  body  that  we  would 
have  much  pleasure  that  these  relations  and  this  cooperation 
might  be  more  effective  between  both  bodies.  That  our  relations 
with  you  might  be,  in  thought  and  in  action,  in  Christian  brother- 
hood as  it  has  been  until  now  and  even  more  here  after. 

"Now  we  hope  that  you  will  take  proper  note,  hoping  that  your 
correspondence  with  our  Synod's  body  may  be  through  this  secre- 
tary of  council." 

2.  INFORMATION   FROM   COMMITTEE  MINUTES 

a.  Your  Committee  is  considering  questions  related  to  the 
practice  of  sending  and  receiving  fraternal  delegates.  We  are  in 
correspondence  with  other  denominations  of  the  Presbyterian 
family.  The  Pan-Presbyterian  Conference  has  recommended 
changes  in  present  policies  concerning  the  exchanges  of  Fraternal 
Delegates.  It  is  thought  that  there  are  more  fruitful  ways  to 
cooperate  with  one  another. 

b.  The  annual  Pan-Presbyterian  Conference  will  meet  in 
Atlanta  on  September  17-18,  1968.  Your  Committee  has  dis- 
cussed the  question  of  our  representation  at  this  meeting.  Com- 
mittee believes  that  laymen  who  are  not  on  this  Committee  ought 
to  be  invited  to  attend  this  meeting  in  order  that  wider  exposure 
may  be  given  to  the  ideas  and  purposes  of  the  Pan-Presbyterian 
Conference.  Consequently,  we  are  asking  Synod's  permission  to 
invite  certain  laymen  to  attend  this  meeting  in  September.  This 
is  with  the  understanding  that  if  this  Committee's  budget  does  not 
adequately  cover  the  expenses  then  other  Synod  funds  may  be  used. 
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c.  Your  Committee  is  recommending  that  the  name  of  the 
Committee  be  changed  to  "Committee  on  Ecumenical  Relations." 
This  is  being  recommended  in  order  that  our  name  will  more 
closely  coincide  with  the  duties  of  this  Committee  as  outlined 
in  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  1965,  page  299.  Your  Committee  is 
instructed  to  work  not  only  with  other  denominations  but  also  with 
inter-denominational  and  non-denominational  agencies  such  as  the 
Lord's  Day  Alliance. 

d.  Committee  is  discussing  ways  in  which  we  may  more  closely 
work  with  Presbyteries.  We  recognize  the  need  for  more  people 
to  become  informed  in  the  work  entrusted  to  us.  We  further 
recognize  that  Presbyteries  are  perhaps  better  prepared  in  some 
areas  to  undertake  vital  cooperative  programs  with  other  Christian 
groups  within  their  boundaries  than  is  this  Committee. 

e.  In  order  that  Committee  and  Synod  may  have  a  more 
comprehensive  grasp  of  our  church's  work  in  the  ecumenical  move- 
ment, we  are  studying  in  connection  with  the  Finance  Committee 
of  Synod  our  present  budget  practices.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
confusion  in  our  own  Committee  about  such  questions  as  who  pays 
whose  Fraternal  Delegate's  expenses,  and  what  Synod  fund  pays 
whose  expenses  to  what  meeting.  ^ 

3.  NOTES  ON  THE  LORD'S  DAY  ALLIANCE 
Your  Committee  continues  to  feel  that  the  work  of  the  Lord's 
Day  Alliance  ought  to  be  supported  by  the  A.R.P.  Church.  The 
broad  purposes  of  the  Alliance  are: 

a.  to  protect  the  Lord's  Day  as  a  legally  separate  day.  At 
the  national  level  the  Alliance  lobbies  for  helpful  legis- 
lation and  against  that  which  will  be  detrimental  to 
the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day. 

b.  to  inform  the  Church  and  the  world  of  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  the  Lord's  Day.  Requests  for  free  time  on 
radio  and  television  to  present  the  purposes  of  the 
Lord's  Day  are  made  by  the  Alliance.  Visual  aids  and 
literature  are  made  available  to  Church  groups. 

At  present  through  increased  executive  activity  the  Alliance 
is  planning  for  more  exposure  of  their  purposes  in  the  mass  media. 

The  Alliance  works  through  an  executive  board  made  up  of 
members  of  constituent  denominations.  A  nominating  committee 
of  the  board  presents  names  for  election.  The  board  is  on  a 
rotary  basis.  At  present  Reverend  R.  E.  Elliott  is  the  A.R.P. 
representative  on  the  executive  board. 

4.  NOTES  ON  THE  REFORMED  ECUMENICAL  SYNOD 
The  RES  sponsored  a  conference  on  church  polity  on  December 
5-6,  1967.  Attending  were  representatives  from:  The  Christian 
Reformed  Church,  The  Orthodox  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Reform- 
ed Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America  (Covenanter)  and  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Christian  Reformed 
Church  and  the  Orthodox  Presbyterian  Church  have  been  dis- 
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cussing  church  union  and  were  bogged  down  on  the  question  of 
church  polity.    They  requested  this  conference. 

From  the  A.R.P.  Church  went:  Reverend  W.  C.  Lauderdale, 
Moderator  Elect;  Reverend  Paul  Sherrill,  Chairman  of  the  Inter- 
Church  Committee;  Reverend  R.  B.  Elliott  and  Reverend  J.  B. 
Hendrick.  Mr.  Hendrick  delivered  a  paper  he  had  prepared  be- 
fore the  conference.  It  was  entitled,  "Differences  in  Church  Polity 
and  Church  Union."  He  spoke  out  of  his  experience  relative  to 
committee  work  to  revise  our  own  constitution. 

5.  Notes  on  the  World  Presbyterian  Alliance  and  the  North 
American  Area  of  the  Alliance: 

We  extract  from  the  North  American  Area  Council's  reports 
the  following  two  resolutions: 

5.  a.  "We  welcome  the  forceful  statements  made  on  January 
7,  1968  by  the  Vietnamese  Council  of  Bishops  (Roman  Catholic), 
which,  according  to  reports  in  the  American  press,  called  upon 
the  governments  in  Hanoi  and  in  Saigon  to  halt  the  fighting  and 
join  in  efforts  in  restoring  peace. 

"We  direct  the  same  appeal  to  all  governments  allied  with 
the  Vietnamese  governments  and  to  those  supporting  their  mili- 
tary operations  with  arms  and  other  materials  of  war. 

"We  agree  with  the  Council  of  Bishops  that  it  is  necessary 
that  the  bombing  of  the  North  cease,  and  that  at  the  same  time 
infiltration  of  men  and  war  materials  into  the  South  cease. 

"We  join  in  the  fervent  plea  to  the  governments  of  the  war- 
ring nations:  *In  the  name  of  God  we  cry:  Stop!!'" 

b.  "The  past  year  has  seen  in  large  American  cities  disturbing 
outbreaks  of  civil  disorder,  revealing  widespread  despair  in  large 
segments  of  the  population.  With  most  of  those  involved  the 
violence  has  been  an  unplanned  and  almost  involuntary  expression 
of  frustration  and  resentment  against  the  hypocrisy,  discrimina- 
tion and  covert  violence  which  maintain  the  American  system  of 
racial  caste. 

"Many  or  most  of  those  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  remove 
the  grievances  that  have  bred  violence  are  members  of  churches. 
The  privileged  among  us  who  have  driven  the  dispossessed  to 
despair  by  our  discriminatory  practices  in  employment,  housing 
and  education  have  more  responsibility  than  that  handful  who 
have  incited  to  riot.  We  confess  with  shame  that  while  calling 
ourselves  disciples  of  One  Who  came  to  declare  good  news  to  the 
poor,  we  have  generally  connived  at  their  exploitation.  We  have 
preached  nonviolence  in  our  churches  and  practiced  oppression. 

"We  acknowledge  that  the  good  sense  and  restraint  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  Negro  community  is  and  has  been  the  most 
effective  barriers  to  irrational  destructiveness.  We  urged  that 
police  action  be  more  effectively  proportioned  to  the  dangers  of

disorder  so  that  law  may  be  maintained  and  the  innocent  protected 
without  inflaming  passion  further  by  unnecessary  violence.  No 
amount  of  police  enforcement  will  be  able  to  establish  a  secure 
peace  in  a  situation  of  profound  injustice  and  inhumanity. 

"We  acknowledge  with  humble  gratitude  the  marvelous  faith 
and  the  power  of  forgiveness  shown  by  so  many  Negro  churchmen 
in  maintaining  fellowship  in  Christ's  Church.  And  we  pray  that 
they  may  be  God's  ministers  in  bringing  us  to  repentance  and 
Christian  obedience." 

From  the  report  of  the  Council  we  also  note  that  member 
churches  are  asked  to  seek  to  develop  fraternal  relations  with 
conservative  evangelical  churches  such  as  the  Pentecostal. 

We  also  bring  to  Synod's  attention  that  the  Alliance's  member 
churches  are  to  vote  on  a  proposal  for  union  of  the  World  Alliance 
of  Reformed  Churches  with  the  International  Congregational 
Council.  The  total  membership  of  the  Alliance  is  now  101  churches. 

6.  The  presiding  member  of  the  Inter-Church  Committee  to 
present  to  Synod  Fraternal  Delegates  from  other  groups  will  be 
the  Reverend  W.  0.  Ragsdale.  The  following  organizations  will 
be  represented: 

Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church, 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  North  American  Area  World 
Alliance  of  Reformed  and  Presbyterian  Churches,  Lord's  Day 
Alliance,  American  Bible  Society. 

7.  Recommendations :

REPORT  OF  THE  JUDICIARY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

In  accordance  with  the  assignment  given  this  committee  by  the 
1967  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  a  revision  of  the  Book  of 
Discipline  has  been  started  and  is  now  in  progress.  Inasmuch  as 
this  revision  is  still  in  the  formative  stage,  it  will  not  be  presented 
to  this  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod  for  consideration.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  draft  of  our  revision  can  be  presented  to  the  1969  Meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  makes  the  following  recommenda- 
tions to  the  General  Synod: 

1.  That  a  two-hour  order  of  the  day  be  designated  for  the  1969 
Meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  discuss  and  answer  questions 
dealing  with  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Book  of  Discipline.  It  is 
requested  that  the  General  Synod  take  no  action  on  the  proposed 
revision  at  its  1969  Meeting.  All  suggestions  for  changing  the 
proposed  revision  will  then  be  carefully  considered.  A  second  re- 
vision will  be  presented  to  the  1970  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
for  appropriate  action. 

2.  That  suggestions  for  changes  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  be 
sent  to  the  committee  chairman,  Dr.  Randall  T.  Ruble,  Due  West, 
South  Carolina  29639. 
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3.  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  enlarged  to  eight  members 
so  that  the  important  work  handled  by  this  committee  from  year  to 
year  can  be  given  the  proper  attention  it  deserves.  Our  committee 
requests  that  the  term  of  service  for  the  four  additional  members 
begin  on  July  1,  1968  in  order  that  the  immediate  work  of  revising 
the  Book  of  Discipline  can  be  brought  to  a  speedy  conclusion  and 
the  schedule  outlined  above  be  observed.  It  is  recommended  that 
Synod's  Committee  on  Nominations  assign  a  year  of  rotation  to  the 
new  members  of  this  committee  and  that  the  length  of  service 
continue  to  be  for  a  period  of  four  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  STEERING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Music  Steering  Committee  planned  and  made  provisions 
for  the  execution  of  the  annual  Music  Workshop,  scheduled  to  run 
concurrently  with  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Bonclarken. 
J.  Marion  Magill,  Director  of  Music  Education,  Baltimore  City 
Public  Schools,  was  engaged  to  conduct  the  Workshop. 

The  future  of  the  Music  Workshop  and  the  needs  for  and  pos- 
sibilities of  a  full  music  conference  have  been  discussed  by  the 
Committee.  The  Committee  will  evaluate  on  a  continuing  basis 
the  value  of  the  Workshop  to  the  Synod,  leaving  open  the  possibility 
of  a  broader  program. 

In  accord  with  a  recommendation  made  by  the  Moderator's 
Committee  on  Bonclarken  and  approved  by  the  1967  General  Synod, 
the  Music  Steering  Committee  has  begun  investigations  which  will 
serve  as  the  basis  for  a  recommendation  to  be  made  jointly  by  the 
Board  of  Bonclarken  and  the  Music  Steering  Committee  to  the 
Synod  concerning  an  organ  for  the  Bonclarken  Chapel.  Time 
factors  made  it  impossible  for  the  recommendation  to  be  prepared 
for  presentation  to  the  1968  Meeting  of  the  Synod. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  March,  the  members  of  the 
Committee  resolved  to  make  the  Committee  as  fully  active  and  as 
responsive  to  its  opportunities  as  possible.  Stated  meeting  times 
were  established  and  areas  of  service  for  the  Committee  beyond  its 
customary  task  of  planning  the  Music  Workshop  were  discussed. 
The  Committee  is  exploring  the  possibilities  of  its  acting  as  a 
clearing  house  for,  and  possibly  as  a  source  of,  information  con- 
cerning music  appropriate  for  various  uses  in  local  congregations, 
and  of  its  members'  being  available  in  a  variety  of  advisory  ca- 
pacities. 
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The  Committee  recommends: 

(1)  That  small  groups  of  churches  be  encouraged  to  conduct 
music  workshops  on  a  local  level  in  an  effort  to  involve  more  choir 
members  in  this  type  of  education. 

(2)  That  the  Committee's  budget  for  the  coming  year  be 
$1,000.00. 

(3)  That  the  Music  Steering  Committee  and  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Worship  consult  and  coordinate  their  work  and  that  the 
Committee  to  Study  Authorities  and  Duties  consider  the  proper 
relation  of  the  two  with  a  view  toward  the  coordination  or  consoli- 
dation of  their  work.

The  committee  is  made  up  of  men  from  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Florida,  Virginia,  Tennessee  and  Arkansas.

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  we  report  the  securing 
of  a  part  time  Director  of  Men's  Work  for  the  denomination.  He 
is  a  man  born  in  the  Church  with  imagination,  ability,  and  zeal 
for  the  things  of  the  Kingdom,  Mr.  John  A.  Bigham  of  Columbia, 
South  Carolina. 

We  have  asked  Synod  to  grant  forty-five  minutes  on  the  pro- 
gram of  Synod  to  Mr.  Bigham  to  tell  something  of  his  plans  for 
Men's  Work  in  the  denomination.    This  request  has  been  granted. 

We  request  Synod  to  coordinate  some  of  the  meetings  if  pos- 
sible.

We  respectfully  request  that  members  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  and  the  Moderator's  Committee  be  allowed  to 
speak  to  this  problem. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  details  of  the  revised  report  which 
involves  $1,070.00  additional  funds  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

We  recommend  that  Synod  adopt  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  with  the  revised  budget  attached  to  this 
report,  and  that  the  report  be  printed  in  the  minutes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

With  grateful  acknowledgment  to  God  for  His  guidance  during 
the  past  year  and  to  the  Churches  of  our  General  Synod  for  their 
cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  program  of  our  Board,  we  make  the 
following  report: 

Four  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  were  held 
in  1967.  Members  of  the  Board  have  shown  interest  and  enthusi- 
asm for  the  work. 

We  welcomed  to  our  staff  September  1,  1967,  the  Reverend  J. 
Roger  White  as  Director  of  Youth  Work. 

ASSOCIATE  REFORMED  PRESBYTERIAN:  Material  for 
two  pages  was  prepared  each  week  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Office  of  Christian  Education. 

BIBLE  MASTERY  MONTH:  The  Book  for  Bible  Mastery 
Month,  observed  October  1967,  was  Romans.  73  Churches  reported 
reading  53,334  chapters.  The  reader  of  the  greatest  number  of 
chapters  was  Miss  Julia  King,  Lincoln  Church,  Taft,  Tennessee, 
with  a  total  of  9000  chapters.  The  Synod  is  reminded  of  last 
year's  action  not  to  require  reports  on  number  chapters  read  for 
tabulation  but  that  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  comprehension. 

CATECHISM:  19  children  recited  Brown's  Catechism;  99  re- 
cited the  Children's  Catechism;  and  28  recited  the  Shorter  Cate- 
chism. 

CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD:  Synod's 
Director  of  Christian  Education  served  as  a  member  of  Synod's 
Central  Committee  which  planned  the  emphasis  for  each  month 
and  secured  sponsors  for  same. 

CHURCH  SCHOOL:  122  Churches  report  a  total  enrollment 
of  17,811;  an  average  attendance  of  10,895  or  62%;  141  added  to  the 
Church  through  the  Church  School;  597  leaders  attending  a  leader- 
ship class;  total  offerings  of  $128,398.80. 

YOUTH  FELLOWSHIPS: 

There  are  74  Young  People's  Christian  Unions  (now  Senior 
High  Fellowships)  with  a  membership  of  861.  The  average  at- 
tendance was  631  or  73%.  418  have  Daily  Devotions;  196  tithe; 
and  640  attend  worship  services  regularly. 

There  are  67  Intermediate  Christian  Unions  (now  Junior  High 
Fellowships)  with  a  membership  of  689.  Average  attendance  is 
500  or  73%.  387  have  Daily  Devotions;  204  recited  memory  work; 
and  522  attend  worship  services  regularly. 

There  are  72  Junior  Christian  Unions  (now  Junior  Fellow- 
ships) with  a  membership  of  804.    Average  attendance  is  408  or 
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51%.  391  read  their  Bible  daily;  383  recited  memory  work;  and 
686  attend  worship  services  regularly. 

There  are  43  Primary  Christian  Unions  (now  Primary  Fel- 
lowships) with  a  membership  of  381. 

There  are  25  Pre-School  Christian  Unions  (now  Pre-School 
Fellowships)  with  a  membership  of  161. 

CONFERENCES  AND  RETREATS: 

Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Office  of  Christian  Education  plan- 
ned and  directed  four  conferences  at  Bonclarken  during  the  summer 
of  1967.  The  YPCU  Conference  had  an  attendance  of  179  young 
people,  with  a  staff  of  31.  348  young  people  attended  Intermediate 
Conferences,  with  a  staff  of  32.  The  Christian  Education  Con- 
ference was  in  the  form  of  a  Laboratory  School  with  classes  for 
Kindergarten,  Primbary  and  Junior  children.  15  Churches  were 
represented.  YPCU  retreats,  planned  by  Presbytery  Directors, 
were  held  in  all  Presbyteries. 

CURRICULUM:  In  the  Church  School  the  following  materials 
are  being  used  in  the  order  listed:

RIAN MATERIALS:  Two  books  for  children  were  printed  in  1967.

We  plan  to  begin  publication  in  October  1968  of  a  Christian 
Education  Magazine.  This  will  be  a  quarterly  publication,  directed 
to  the  entire  congregation,  with  special  articles  and  suggested  re- 
source materials  for  leaders  in  all  organizations  in  the  church. 

LEADERSHIP  TRAINING:  Leadership  schools  were  held  in 
seven  areas  of  our  General  Synod  with  a  total  attendance  of  775.  30 
Churches  were  represented.  In  addition,  there  were  numerous  local 
schools  and  clinics  in  which  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Christian  Education  participated.  In  some  areas  cooperative  schools 
were  held  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  Classes  for  adult 
leaders  were  offered  at  all  youth  conferences  at  Bonclarken  during 
the  conference  season. 
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PRAYER  CALENDAR:  The  Prayer  Calendar  for  1968  was 
prepared  by  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

RALLY  DAY:  42  churches  reported  observing  Rally  Day. 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL:  59  churches  reported  holding 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  with  on  attendance  of  5182.  Materials  used 
were  Scripture  Press,  Standard  and  Concordia. 

Recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  for  1969 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  1969: 

1.  That  churches,  in  carrying  out  their  Christian  Education 
program,  study  and  follow  the  suggestions  in  the  Manual  of  Chris- 
tian Education  and  the  additional  material  sent  out  from  time  to 
time  from  the  Office  of  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  Bible  Mastery  Month  be  observed  in  January  and 
that  the  Book  to  be  studied  be  Joshua  with  special  study  of  Joshua 
1:1-12:24  and  Joshua  22:1-24:33. 

3.  That  the  Presbytery  Committee  on  Christian  Education 
and  lor  the  Presbytery  Director  of  Christian  Education  work  closely 
with  Synod's  Board  of  Christian  Education,  in  order  that  there  may 
be  an  effective  Christian  Education  program  on  a  Presbytery  level. 

4.  That  the  Christian  Education  Committee  in  each  church 
seek  to  provide  an  adequate  educational  program  for  all  age  groups. 

5.  That  conferences  for  Senior  High  Young  People,  for  Col- 
lege Students  and  for  Adult  Leaders  be  held  at  Bonclarken  during 
the  Conference  season  1969. 

6.  That  an  adequate  retreat  and  camping  program  for  all  age 
groups  be  carried  out  on  a  Presbytery  level.  Such  a  program 
should  include  two  Senior  High  Retreats;  one  Junior  High  Confer- 
ence of  at  least  three  days;  provisions  for  a  Junior  Day  Camp  pro- 
gram; and  arrangements  for  a  family  camping  program.  That 
Junior  High  Conferences  be  held  at  Bonclarken  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Synod. 

7.  That  in  choosing  curriculum  materials  Synod's  recommen- 
dation be  followed  as  far  as  possible. 

8.  That  the  local  church  provide  all  its  leaders  with  sufficient 
copies  of  the  Christian  Education  Magazine,  that  they  may  be  in- 
formed about  the  program  of  Synod  and  may  be  enabled  to  find 
adequate  resource  material  for  programs. 

9.  That  each  church  make  it  possible  for  its  leaders  to  attend 
one  Leadership  School  during  the  year. 

10.  That  Promotion  Day  and  Rally  Day  be  held  September  28. 

11.  That  an  offering  be  taken  during  the  Church  School  hour 
on  Rally  Day  for  the  work  of  Christian  Education  on  a  Synod  level. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  was 
read,  amended  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Committee  on  Stewardship  during  1967  sponsored  a  series 
of  Synod-wide  workshops  on  the  theme,  "Interpretation  and  Com- 
mitment." The  purpose  of  these  Workshops  was  to  give  a  con- 
tinuing educational  program  on  the  Self-Commitment  Program  of 
the  Synod  and  to  present  the  total  aspect  of  Stewardship  in  all 
areas  of  life. 

The  Churches  of  Synod  are  to  be  commended  highly  for  the 
whole-hearted  support  given  to  Synod's  program  of  Self-Commit- 
ment. The  Committee  also  urges  all  churches  to  honor  the  com- 
mitments made  with  prompt  payments  to  Synod's  treasurer. 

We  would  also  commend  the  united  effort  of  all  in  the  Com- 
prehensive Capital  Funds  Drive  and  the  success  which  it  achieved. 

Through  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  Rev.  Charles  Mitch- 
ell, Route  1,  Gastonia,  North  Carolina,  churches  can  obtain  film- 
strips  which  are  in  the  Committee  library,  materials  on  Every- 
member  canvas,  and  bibliographies  on  the  total  program  of  Stew- 
ardship. It  is  hoped  that  the  churches  will  avail  themselves  of  the 
resources  of  this  Committee. 

All  churches  are  urged  to  continue  programs  on  the  local  level 
which  relate  to  the  spiritual  aspect  of  Stewardship  as  well  as  to 
the  giving  aspect  of  Stewardship. 

Recommendations 

The  Committee  on  Stewardship  respectfully  requests  that  the 
following  recommendations  and  financial  askings  be  approved: 

1.  That  the  above  report  be  received  as  information  and 
printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

2.  That  all  churches  continue  to  give  full  and  liberal  support 
to  Synod's  Self- Commitment  Program. 

3.  That  all  churches  at  the  midweek  service,  at  the  Sabbath 
evening  service,  or  at  the  Sabbath  morning  service  if  the  church 
does  not  have  evening  services,  during  November  devote  the  serv- 
ices of  this  month  to  a  church-wide  stewardship  study  giving  em- 
phasis to  the  total  aspect  of  Stewardship. 

4.  That  all  Presbyteries  maintain  an  active  Committee  on 
Stewardship  and  that  this  Committee  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Presbytery  and  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  forwarded  to  the 
Chairman  of  Synod's  Stewardship  Committee. 

5.  That  the  Clerk  of  each  Presbytery  send  to  the  Chairman  of 
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Synod's  Stewardship  Committee  the  name  and  address  of  the 
Presbytery  Stewardship  Chairman  by  July  1,  1968. 

6.  That  the  following  financial  askings  be  approved  and  in- 
cluded in  Synod's  budget  for  1969:

Materials  and  Visual  Aids    200.00 

Travel    500.00 

Miscellaneous  (postage,  publicity,  etc.)  200.00

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

Your  Central  Committee  has  been  enlarged  to  include  a  repre- 
sentative of  each  of  the  Boards  of  Bonclarken,  Christian  Educa- 
tion, Church  Extension,  Dunlap  Orphanage,  and  Erskine  College, 
along  with  the  Moderator,  Moderator-elect,  the  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  and  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Synodical.  The 
responsibilities  of  this  committee  have  also  been  enlarged  to  include 
many  of  the  duties  of  the  former  Planning  Committee. 

The  Boards  represented  had  been  asked  to  project  their  pro- 
gram for  10  years  into  the  future  and  most  of  them  complied  with 
this  request.  These  reports  were  considered  by  the  committee  and 
received  as  information.  The  Boards  were  asked  in  1969  to  submit 
a  10-year  program  and  budget  to  the  Central  Committee.

Year  Projection  of  each  of  the  Boards  and  that  this  committee  be 
allocated  $650.00  for  the  printing  of  8,000  to  10,000  brochures. 

2.  That  the  theme  for  1969  be,  "The  Christian  Imperative:  Faith 
in  Action"  from  I  Corinthians  15:58:  "Beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord." 

3.  That  the  monthly  emphases  be  in  accordance  with  the  at- 
tached "Emphases  for  1969  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church." 
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4.  That  the  Committee  on  Publications  again  publish  the  an- 
nual Plan  Book  to  assist  in  implementing  Synod's  emphases.  We 
urge  the  Boards  and  Committees  of  Synod  to  submit  material  to 
the  Committee  on  Publications  for  this  purpose.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLICATIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

Your  committee  has  proceeded  with  its  authorization  to  print 
1,000  copies  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Church  in  paper  back  form  to  fill  the  requests  for  copies 
until  the  revised  edition  is  available. 

The  order  of  Synod  in  regard  to  the  publication  of  the  1968 
Plan  Book  was  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  the  Inter-Board 
Services  Office. 

We  recommend  that  the  Plan  Book  for  1969  be  published 
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using  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  in  preparation  and  dis- 
tribution. 

In  regard  to  the  directive  of  Synod  to  publish  a  supplement 
to  the  Sesqui-Centennial  History  of  The  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church  (see  1966  Minutes  of  Synod,  page  627),  v/e  re- 
port the  following: 

The  Committee  has  begun  the  task  of  securing  and 
compiling  biographical  and  historical  information  from 
Ministers,  Congregations,  Institutions,  etc.  However,  a 
survey  of  publishers  has  indicated  that  no  estimates  con- 
cerning costs  can  be  secured  until  a  complete  layout  is 
submitted. 

In  view  of  this  problem  and  the  strong  recommenda- 
tions from  those  publishers  contacted  that  a  Supplement 
should  not  be  published  before  a  minimum  interval  of  25 
years,  your  committee  recommends  that  a  Supplement 
to  the  Sesqui-Centennial  History  not  be  published  at  this 
time  but  that  a  completed  work  be  published  on  some  an- 
niversary date  not  before  1978.  It  is  further  suggested 
that  the  compiled  information  on  hand  be  made  available 
to  the  Church  Paper  for  use  at  its  discretion  in  its  weekly 
publication. 

In  regard  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Historical  Foundation 
Committee  as  to  the  possibility  of  publishing  a  Pictorial  Presenta- 
tion of  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  houses  of  worship  with 
emphasis  on  historical  value,  this  committee  recommends  that  the 
publishing  of  a  Pictorial  History  (see  1967  Minutes,  page  851, 
paragraph  9)  not  be  done  at  this  time,  due  to  both  the  lack  of 
provision  of  funds  and  the  need  for  an  extended  search  for 
material. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  Special  Committee  con- 
sisting of  Rev.  H.  L.  Smith,  Rev.  Zeb  Williams,  Dr.  J.  M. 
Lesesne  (Historian)  and  Dodd  Vernon  be  given  the  au- 
thority to  (1)  seek  to  secure  a  picture  of  each  Sanctuary 
in  the  history  of  the  denomination  and  all  significant  build- 
ings of  our  Institutions;  (2)  that  they  further  be  au- 
thorized to  compile  significant  information  regarding 
these  structures;  and  (3)  that  Synod  provide,  initially, 
a  sum  of  $300.00  to  apply  on  any  photographic  costs  in- 
volved. 

We  recommend  that  the  bid  of  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Com- 
pany for  the  publication  of  2,300  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod 
for  1968  at  the  following  rates  be  approved:

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After  careful  study,  we  recommend  that  the  duties  of  The 
Standing  Committee  on  Publications  be  defined  as  follows:  The 
Special  Committee  to  edit  authorities  and  duties  of  Synod's 
Boards  and  Committees  has  been  advised  of  this  recommendation: 

1.  That  the  Committee  continue  to  edit,  publish,  and  oversee 
distribution  of  the  Plan  Book  yearly. 

2.  That  it  prepare  a  recommendation  each  year  to  the  Synod 
concerning  the  printing  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  being  responsible 
for  assisting  the  Clerks  as  needed  in  printing  and  distribution. 

3.  That  it  be  given  authority  to  take  any  necessary  steps  to 
design,  print,  stock,  and  distribute  certificates  of  general  use 
throughout  the  Synod,  including  but  not  limited  to  Certificates 
of  Baptism,  Membership,  Licensure,  Ordination,  Dismissal  of 
Members,  Marriages,  etc. 

4.  That  it  be  responsible  for  overseeing  the  printing,  stocking, 
distribution  and  sale  (but  not  editorship)  of  all  denominational 
materials  which  are  not  specifically  assigned  to  other  agencies 
of  the  Synod. 

5.  When  requested  by  Boards  or  Agencies  of  the  Synod  to 
assist  or  advise  in  matters  of  printing  or  distribution,  so  long 
as  the  requesting  board  or  agency  maintains  responsibility  for 
editing,  establishing  quantity  and  costs. 

6.  When  stocks  are  approaching  depletion  on  items  entrusted 
to  the  committee  for  distribution  the  committee  shall  notify 
Board  or  Agency  which  originated  the  item;  but  the  Committee 
on  Publications  shall  in  no  wise  engage  in  reprinting  or  editing 
on  its  own  initiative. 

7.  In  order  not  to  usurp  the  authority  and  responsibilities  of 
other  agencies  the  Commitee  on  Publications  shall  not  enter  into 
the  formulation  of  any  material  not  covered  in  this  statement 
of  responsibilities  unless  first  approved  by  Synod. 

8.  Costs:  Items  assigned  by  the  Synod  shall  be  distributed 
free  or  as  Synod  otherwise  provides.  Items  distributed  or  handled 
for  other  Boards  or  Agencies  shall  be  priced  by  the  originating 
Board  or  Agency.  The  originating  Board  or  Agency  shall  bear  all 
costs  and  receive  all  proceeds  for  their  materials. 

Items  originated  by  the  Committee  on  Publications  (certifi- 
cates, etc.)  shall  be  priced  as  near  the  actual  printing  and  handling 
costs  as  reasonably  possible. 

9.  This  statement  of  responsibility  and  policy  will  become  ef- 
fective only  upon  the  approval  by  Synod,  and  shall  not  be  altered 
in  any  way  without  Synod  approval.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MINISTER 
AND  HIS  WORK 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  has  been  directed 
by  the  General  Synod,  not  only  to  report  on  its  areas  of  responsi- 
bility to  the  Synod  but  also  to  receive,  review  and  present  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  (attached).  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  is  as  follows: 

The  committee  has  given  information  to  congregations  upon 
request  concerning  ministers  and  has  consulted  with  ministers 
relative  to  specific  congregations.  The  booklet  "Rules  of  Procedure 
Concerning  Vacant  Pastorates"  was  distributed  to  all  congrega- 
tions as  they  became  vacant.  The  Minister's  Income  Tax  Guides 
for  1967  was  distributed  to  all  ministers. 

During  the  period  April  1,  1967  to  March  31,  1968,  eleven 
ministers  changed  pastorates  and  two  ministers  have  transferred 
into  the  denomination,  Rev.  H.  W.  Dale  from  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  and  Rev.  W.  P.  Fleming  from  the  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Evangelical  Synod.  Two  ministers  have  transferred 
out,  Rev.  D.  L.  Williams  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Barker  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  U.S.  Two  ministers  have  died,  Reverend  W.  E. 
Anderson  and  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier  The  Rev.  F.  T.  White  retired. 
Two  ministers  accepted  calls  to  denominational  work.  Rev.  J.  P. 
Steele  to  Professor  of  Practical  Studies,  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary  and  Rev.  J.  Roger  White  to  Director  of  Youth  Work, 
Board  of  Christian  Education. 

The  congregations  are  again  advised  that  the  General  Synod 
adopted  "Rules  of  Procedure  Concerning  Vacant  Pastorates"  at 
its  meeting  in  1963  (see  Minutes  of  General  Synod  1963,  pages 
607-611)  and  request  that  the  Presbyteries  see  to  it  vacant  con- 
gregations adhere  to  these  rules.  The  committee  has  been  advised 
of  conflicts  and  complications  which  have  come  about  as  a  result

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of  congregations  not  following  the  prescribed  rules  of  procedure 
in  securing  supplies  and  calling  pastors. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  Presbyteries  relative  to  keeping 
in  closer  contact  with  seminary  students  under  their  care,  especial- 
ly those  who  are  attending  seminaries  other  than  Erskine.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  will  make  an  annual  visit  to  ARP 
students  attending  other  seminaries  which  are  located  reasonably 
close  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  areas  of  work  available 
within  our  Synod. 

The  matter  of  pastors'  salaries  is  an  area  of  concern  within 
our  denomination.  Generally,  the  pastors'  salaries  have  not  been 
kept  in  line  with  the  increasing  cost  of  living.  We  suggest  that 
local  congregations  review  the  salary  support  annually  and  make 
necessary  adjustments. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Presbyteries  assume  the  responsibility  of 
exercising  more  control  over  the  pulpits  within  their 
bounds. 

2.  That  the  committee  be  informed  of  any  pastors  or  can- 
didates who  would  qualify  and  are  interested  in  work 
in  our  denomination. 

3.  That  the  committee  be  granted  $250.00  to  discharge 
its  responsibility. 

4.  That  confidential  communications  be  treated  with  ut- 
most care.

The  others  are  within  the  continental  boundary  of  the  United 
States. 

On  behalf  of  the  General  Commission  on  Chaplains  and  Armed 
Forces  Personnel,  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  General  Synod 
for  the  fine  men  who  are  serving  as  chaplains.  The  secretary 
of  Synod's  Committee  on  Chaplains  has  been  appointed  to  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Chaplains  and  Armed  Forces  Personnel 
for  the  next  biennium. 

1.  That  our  ministers  and  congregations  remember  the 
chaplains  and  service  personnel  in  their  prayers  and 
through  correspondence. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  appropriate  $1,200.00  for  the 
work  of  this  committee  and  for  assisting  chaplains  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  who  are  sta- 
tioned in  the  continental  United  States.

By  special  request  the  Synod  was  led  in  prayer  in 
behalf  of  all  the  chaplains  in  military  service  and  in  in- 
stitutions. 

A  letter  from  Chaplain  Luebke,  who  is  now  serving  in 
Vietnam,  was  read  by  Mr.  Fred  Archer  who  made  a  mo- 
tion at  the  conclusion.  The  following  amendments  were 
adopted  along  with  the  paper. 

A  STATEMENT  ON  THE  CHURCH'S  INVOLVEMENT  IN 
VIETNAM 

As  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Synod,  and  the  U.S.  Navy,  and  on  duty  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Vietnam,  I  am  constrained  to  set  before  you,  the  General 
Synod,  what  I  conceive  to  be  a  pressing  opportunity  for  us  to 
serve  as  a  Church  in  Vietnam. 


54        MINUTES  OF  THE  A.  R.  P.  GENERAL  SYNOD 


Suffice  it  to  say  the  subject  of  the  Vietnam  conflict  is  a 
politically  controversial  one.  The  men  I  serve,  as  well  as  myself, 
have  serious  questions  about  the  war  and  its  impact  on  the  lives 
of  all  concerned.  But,  apart  from  the  "rightness"  or  "wrongness" 
of  this  war  the  question  arises:  Where  does  our  Church  stand  in 
terms  of  the  existing  given  situation?  That  is,  in  the  midst  of 
this  war  what  mission  does  our  Church  have  considering  the 
command  to  "go  ye  into  all  the  world.  .  .  Can  we  limit  our 
bounds  of  mission  to  the  southeastern  United  States,  Pakistan, 
and  Mexico  and  ignore  other  troubled  places  in  the  world? 

Actually  we  have  already  become  involved  as  a  Church  in 
the  Republic  of  Vietnam  because  there  are  members  of  our  Church 
fighting  and  perhaps  dying  here.  Part  of  our  mission  is  our 
concern  for  these  people.  In  addition  we  need  to  ask  what  our 
mission  is  to  these  desperate  Vietnamese  who  have  been  exposed 
to  the  hell  of  war  for  over  twenty  years  and  who  cry  out  for 
the  concern  of  others. 

When  I  first  arrived  in  Vietnam  I  could  not  believe  the  ap- 
palling poverty  that  plagues  these  people.  Obviously  the  victims 
of  the  war  itself,  the  refugees,  suffer  most  of  all.  Most  have 
only  worn-out  tents  or  cardboard  huts  in  which  to  live.  If  these 
hovels  are  large  they  must  be  shared  with  several  families.  Most 
refugees  lack  the  basic  needs  for  life:  clothing,  food,  fire  wood, 
water,  sanitary  facilities,  soap,  medicine,  and  employment.  There 
are  more  refugees  in  the  I  Corps  area  (northern  part  of  South 
Vietnam)  than  in  all  the  rest  of  the  country.  Some  refugee 
camps  number  more  than  3,000  inhabitants. 

We  can  waste  time  debating  the  relativities  of  this  war,  but 
I  remind  you  that  discussion  will  not  fill  the  empty  stomachs  of 
starving  children.  Our  denomination  could  assist  these  people. 
The  gospel  can  be  presented  to  them  through  our  compassion  and 
concern  for  them.    It  is  imperative  that  we  respond. 

The  orphanages  are  already  inadequate,  overflowing,  and 
growing  daily  in  numbers.  My  battalion  supports  one  orphan  for 
$180.00  a  year.  This  is  about  50  cents  a  day.  For  the  average 
congregation  this  is  but  a  drop  in  the  bucket.  This  money 
guarantees  a  child  an  education,  food,  clothing,  shelter,  and 
parental  guidance.  The  orphanages  need  clothing,  diapers,  cribs, 
soap,  playground  equipment,  and  school  supplies  to  name  a  few 
things. 

Ideally  the  way  our  Church  could  most  actively  engage  in 
mission  is  by  the  assignment  of  missionaries  in  Vietnam.  No 
doubt  this  would  present  great  problems,  but  it  is  something 
Synod  should  consider. 

Other  opportunities  for  service  include  support  of  existing 
Christian  denominations  already  here.  The  Christian  Missionary 
Alliance  Church  has  90  missionaries  in  Vietnam  at  this  time. 
(During  TET  5  of  these  missionaries  were  killed.)  Others  (de- 
nominations) also  have  missionaries  here. 
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Here  in  the  city  of  Hoi  An  a  Vietnamese  Protestant  Church 
(the  only  one  in  the  area)  is  struggling  for  survival  in  the  midst 
of  a  sea  of  Buddhist,  Confucianist,  and  other  Asian  religions. 
Its  membership  is  slightly  over  100.  The  pastor  is  attempting 
to  organize  a  protestant  refugee  orphanage  for  Hoi  An.  Presently 
he  is  finding  new  homes  and  parents  for  each  child.  The  pastor 
hopes  to  build  a  six  room  refugee  orphan  school  in  the  back  yard 
of  the  church!    They  have  no  money  to  see  this  become  reality. 

I  hear  much  about  our  Capital  Funds  to  meet  some  of  our 
own  pressing  needs.  I  submit  to  you  an  image  to  consider  as 
we  better  our  existing  facilities  and  begin  new  ones:  Be  reminded 
that  in  the  shadows  of  our  church  buildings  are  the  cardboard 
shacks  and  hovels  of  burned-out  refugees  who  scavenge  in  garbage 
piles  for  daily  bread. 

I  have  suggested  some  realistic  avenues  of  ministry  for  our 
Church.  I  am  convinced  that  if  these  people  are  to  ever  regain 
their  personal  integrity  and  identity  as  free,  self-supporting,  self- 
governing  humans  it  will  come  through  the  kind  of  sacrifice  and 
investment  descriptive  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the 
gospel  shared  concern.  If  we  ever  hope  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  serve  these  people,  let  us  not  allow  this  time  to  pass.  By  not 
responding  immediately  to  the  needs  of  these  people  we  deny  in 
part  our  very  reason  for  existing.  Furthermore,  I  cannot  see  how 
we  can  call  ourselves  the  Body  of  Christ  with  the  mission  to  serve 
the  whole  world  without  engagement  in  ministry  to  these  people. 

This  is  presented  as  a  challenge  and  concrete  avenue  of  op- 
portunity to  do  something,  to  each  member  of  the  A.R.P.  Church.

Mr.  Moderator,  I  move: 

(1)  That  $1,000.00  be  sent  to  the  Protestant  Church  in  Hoi  An 
to  help  them  in  construction  of  the  refugee  school.  (Pastor's  name 
and  address:  TD  Phan-Minh  Tan,  Chu-Toa,  Hoi-Thanh  Tin-Lanh, 
Hoi-An,  Quang-Nam, 

(2)  That  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  5  be  appointed  to  maintain 
contact  with  someone  in  Vietnam  and  to  study,  with  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  the  feasibility  of  sending  missionaries  to  Viet- 
nam, and  to  explore  ways  of  cooperating  with  existing  mission 
efforts  in  that  country. 

(3)  That  copies  of  Chaplain  Luebke^s  paper  be  distributed  to 
each  congregation,  and  that  congregations  be  encouraged  by  Synod 
to  participate  in  the  meeting  of  needs  such  as  are  listed. 


That  an  offering  for  Chaplain  Luebke's  work  in  Vietnam  be 
received  at  the  1968  General  Synod  either  just  before  or  just  after 
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the  Music  Workshop  concert,  and  that  Chaplain  Luebke's  letter  be 
read  just  preceding  the  offering. 

The  following  amendment  prevailed:  That  unless  the  special 
offering  for  Vietnam  reaches  $1,000  that  Synod's  treasurer  make  up 
the  difference.  If  it  exceeds  the  $1,000,  all  the  offering  shall  go  to 
this  designated  cause. 

A  second  amendment  prevailed  that  the  letter  of  Rev.  Robert 
Luebke  be  sent  to  each  church,  with  request  be  made  for  a  special 
offering  be  collected  for  the  refugees  of  Vietnam;  that  an  Ad  Hoc 
committe  inquire  as  to  possibility  of  collecting  small  articles  easily 
sent  to  Vietnam. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Morals  and  Public 
Welfare  was  read  and  recommitted.  The  session  ad- 
journed after  the  benediction  by  Mr.  Robert  Elliott. 

THURSDAY— 9:00  A.M. 

The  first  Conference  on  Evangelism  was  held  with 
Mr.  R.  B.  Leaptrott  presiding.  He  introduced  Rev.  Robert 
B.  Cunnngham  who  spoke  on  the  theme,  ''Stop  the  World ; 
I  Want  to  Get  Off!" 

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  the 
minutes  of  Wednesday's  session  were  read,  corrected  and 
approved.  The  members  of  Synod's  staff  were  introduced 
to  the  Synod  and  appreciation  was  expressed  by  the 
Moderator.   They  were  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  FOR  BOARD  OF 
.  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  committee  received  the  report  from  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions.  We  have  examined  this  report  and  recommend  that  it  be 
adopted  and  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

We  make  the  additional  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  committee  to  study  and  report  to  Synod  an  equi- 
table salary  schedule  for  missionaries  include,  in  addition  to  the 
two  Board  members,  three  members  from  Synod  at  large  to  be 
appointed  by  Synod. 

2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Synod  cannot  act  to  raise  Foreign 
Missionaries'  salaries  until  1970,  we  recommend  that  congregations 
now  supporting  Foreign  Msisionaries  make  every  effort  to  increase 
that  support  by  1969.  Also  that  other  congregations  consider  be- 
ginning some  support  in  this  area.  All  increased  support  would  be 
distributed  equitably  among  all  missionaries.  We  call  to  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod  that  $11,500.00  is  needed  to  increase  missionary 
salaries  by  $500.00  annually.

FATHERS  AND  BRETHREN: 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  rich  blessings  upon  the  work 
and  workers  of  the  Church  in  Mexico  and  Pakistan. 
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We  appreciate  the  financial  support  of  the  Church  through  the 
budget,  and  by  organizations  and  individuals  in  special  support 
above  Synod's  budget.  All  these  cannot  be  named,  but  the  follow- 
ing should  be  included:  Doraville,  Ga.;  Providence,  Clinton,  S.  C; 
Virginia  Presbytery;  Neelys  Creek,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C;  Woman's 
Synodical  Union;  Atlanta,  Ga.;  Edgemoor,  Rogers  Memorial,  Gas- 
tonia  First,  Clover,  Lancaster  First,  New  Albany,  Pisgah,  Due 
West,  Tabernacle,  Fayetteville,  Blacksburg,  Young  Memorial, 
Statesville  First,  New  Covenant,  Greenville,  Due  West  W.M.S., 
Centennial  Woman's  Society,  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Cache  Motley,  White 
Oak,  Ga.,  Sabbath  School,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  R.  Lauderdale,  Lily 
Lesslie  Circle,  Neelys  Creek;  Providence  Church,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  K.  N.  , 
Carter,  Unity,  S.  C,  Rock  Hill  W.M.S.,  Centennial,  Southwest.

A  number  of  the  congregations  have  increased  their  contribu- 
tions to  meet  the  total  support  schedule  adopted  last  year.

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  B.  McLaugfhlin,  a 
member  of  the  Board. 

Rev.  George  Morrison  served  as  chairman  of  the  Board  in  1967. 
The  present  chairman  is  Rev.  J.  F.  Beard.  Mr.  Morrison  has  been 
elected  assistant  secretary  of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Nurses'  Home  at  the  Neill  E.  Pressly 
Clinic  in  Mexico  was  completed  and  is  in  use. 

Rev.  George  E.  Morrison,  representing  the  Board,  visited  the 
Pakistan  Mission  in  March  of  this  year.  He  brings  a  favorable 
report  of  the  work.  Land  has  been  secured  in  Karachi  for  a  new 
Home  Mission  Church  under  the  Pakistan  Synod. 

PERSONNEL 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  R.  Young  returned  to  Pakistan  in  September, 
1967,  after  completing  a  residency.  Centennial  provided  for  their 
travel  expense. 

Dr.  Margaret  White  began  a  residency  in  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  July  1967. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  B.  L.  Hamilton,  Jr.,  are  on  furlough.   They  expect 
to  return  to  Pakistan  this  fall. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  F.  Y.  Pressly  will  come  on  furlough  in  the  late 
summer.  Mr.  Pressly  will  attend  the  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod 
in  Amsterdam  in  August,  as  requested  by  the  General  Synod. 
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Miss  Dorothy  Dagenhart  will  have  short  furlough  ths  summer, 
and  will  extend  her  term  of  service  one  year. 

Dr.  Helen  Sharp  expects  to  give  her  vacation  time  to  helping 
in  the  Nancy  Fulwood  Hospital  this  summer. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Franz  DeWaal  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jan  Slomp  of 
the  Church  of  the  Netherlands,  who  have  been  working  with  our 
mission  in  Pakistan,  are  on  furlough.  They  will  not  be  returning 
to  our  field,  as  they  have  been  assigned  by  their  Church  elsewhere. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Mariner  of  Covington,  Va.,  have  been  ap- 
pointed for  service  in  Pakistan  and  will  be  going  out  this  fall.  Their 
support  has  been  assumed  by  the  Edgemont  and  Centennial  Church- 
es, and  we  anticipate  that  their  travel  expense  will  be  paid  by  the 
Woman's  Synodical  Union. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  P.  G.  Covone,  now  on  furlough,  expect  to  return 
to  Mexico  this  fall. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Mitchell  expect  to  come  on  furlough  this  fall. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Brawley,  having  completed  the  short 
term  agreed  upon,  expect  to  return  to  the  States  this  fall.  They 
are  not  expecting  to  return  to  Mexico. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ronnie  Brunson  went  to  Mexico  the  last  of 
February,  1968,  and  the  studying  the  language  in  Mexico  City. 
They  are  supported  by  the  New  Albany  congregation.  A  car  was 
provided  for  them  by  the  Memphis  congregation. 

Mrs.  Theo  Kuper  is  assisting  in  the  Neill  E.  Pressly  Clinic 
since  February  1968.  Her  salary  of  $1,750  is  provided  by  the 
Pisgah  congregation. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larry  Young  have  been  appointed  as  mission- 
aries to  Mexico.  The  Covenant  Church,  Winter  Haven,  will  take 
half  the  total  support  of  the  couple.  Rock  Hill  will  contribute 
$1,750  of  the  other  half.    They  are  expected  to  go  out  this  fall. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  service  for  a  month  in 
Mexico  of  Drs.  J.  H.  Young  and  David  Tribble. 

RECOMMENDATIONS

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  BONCLARKEN 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Board  of  Bonclarken  welcomes  you  to  your  Assembly 
Grounds  as  you  attend  the  164th  Meeting  of  Synod;  and  you  are 
cordially  invited  to  use  the  Bonclarken  facilities  for  the  1969  Meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

Conferences:  The  1967  season  began  with  an  overflow  crowd 
attending  the  Meeting  of  Synod  and  the  Music  Workshop.  Follow- 
ing Synod,  the  Youth  Conferences  were  held;  and  all  were  well  at- 
tended. Several  large  groups  attended  meetings  during  the  month 
of  August.  These  included  the  Adult  Conference,  Erskine-Bryson 
Weekend,  the  China  Inland  Mission,  and  the  Gideons. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  Rev.  Palmer  Steele  and  Dr.  P.  L. 
Grier  for  directing  the  Adult  Conference.  Miss  Florence  Craig  and 
her  staff  are  to  be  thanked  for  another  fine  year  of  Youth  and 
Christian  Education  Conferences.  The  Women's  Conference  was 
under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Lauderdale. 

We  are  grateful  that  Rev.  Richard  B.  Leaptrott  accepted  the 
position  of  conference  director  for  1968  with  Rev.  Edward  L.  Bland 
as  his  assistant.  Mrs.  W.  C.  Lauderdale  will  be  director  of  the 
Women's  Conference. 

Special  Groups:  Seven  weeks  of  camp  were  conducted  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Fred  Vantrease;  and  another  good  camping  sea- 
son was  experienced.  A  number  of  families  held  family  reunions 
at  Bonclarken  during  the  summer;  and  several  congregations  used 
the  Bonclarken  Chapel  for  their  Sabbath  morning  worship  services.

of  the  furnishings  for  the  new  motel. 

Thanks!  We  appreciate  the  work  of  Mr.  Orba  Smith  as  man- 
ager and  the  continued  services  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Young,  as  assistant 
manager.  Also,  we  are  grateful  to  Mr.  B.  F.  Rogers,  as  Caretaker, 
for  his  capable  service;  and  to  Mr.  W.  C.  Miller  for  the  publicity 
program  in  behalf  of  the  summer  schedule  and  Bonclarken  Day. 
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We  are  thankful  for  a  generous  gift  from  the  Woman's  Synodical 
Union;  and  we  are  grateful  to  Synod  and  all  others  who  have  sup- 
ported Bonclarken  in  the  past  and  have  promised  to  continue  to  do 
so  through  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign.

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

Your  committee  wishes  to  make  the  following  report: 
One  paper  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee,  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

1.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  report,  with  its  recom- 
mendations, and  that  the  director,  staff  and  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension be  commended  for  their  work. 

^  2.  We  would  call  to  the  attention  of  Synod  and  the  presby- 
teries that  1968  is  the  first  year  in  which  presbyteries  are  directly 
supporting  sustentation  work.    It  will  be  recalled  that  Synod  has 
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adopted  a  policy  limiting  the  length  of  time  that  a  congregation 
may  receive  sustentation  funds  from  Synod  is  ten  years.  This 
policy  is  now  in  effect.  Presbyteries  should  keep  this  in  mind, 
anticipating  the  cessation  of  such  assistance  to  aid-receiving  con- 
gregations, and  planning  year  by  year  with  such  congregations  for 
the  assumption  of  an  increased  portion  of  their  support  from  local 
or  presbytery  sources.  Failure  to  do  so  can  result  in  serious  finan- 
cial difficulty  when  a  congregation  faces  the  expiration  of  the  ten 
year  period  without  preparation. 

3.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  General  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 
On  behalf  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion expresses  thanks  to  God  for  the  opportunities  and  privilege  of 
serving  Christ  and  His  Church.  For  the  pastors  and  their  families 
who  minister  with  their  congregations  in  this  work,  we  give  thanks. 
For  the  Presbyteries  who  with  their  committees  are  involved  in 
Church  Extension,  we  give  thanks.  This  brief  report  cannot  begin 
to  record  and  reflect  the  dedication,  planning  and  work  that  have 
been  involved  in  their  ministry. 

As  a  major  participating  agency  in  the  Capital  Funds  Cam- 
paign, the  Board  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  North 
Carolina  National  Bank  to  serve  as  agent  and  custodian  of  the 
Revolving  Loan  Fund  for  new  congregations.  Upon  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  Board,  the  agent  and  custodian  will  service  and  collect 
all  loans,  giving  semi-annual  report  and  statement  of  their  condition 
to  the  Board. 

The  Presbyteries  assumed  the  support  of  sustentation  congre- 
gations January  1,  1968. 

A  review  of  work  by  Presbyteries  is  as  follows : 

CATAWBA:  The  Reverend  W.  N.  Falls  began  his  ministry  at 
Edwards  Memorial  November  1,  1967.  The  Reverend  Fred  R. 
Archer  is  effectively  serving  the  Eden  Terrace  congregation.  A 
kindergarten  for  handicapped  children  is  conducted  at  the  Eden 
Terrace  facility.  The  Faith  congregation,  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Reverend  Vernon  F.  Latham,  has  been  in  its  new  building  since 
September  24,  1967.  Springdale  has  become  the  responsibility  of 
this  Presbytery.  Catawba  Presbytery  gave  $19,147.27  for  work 
within  the  Presbytery  in  1967. 

FIRST:  St.  Andrew,  Gastonia,  N.  C,  was  organized  April  9, 
1967,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  C.  S.  Alexander.  Con- 
gregations in  the  Gastonia  area  will  make  manse  payments  through 
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1968.  Plans  have  been  adopted  for  a  first  educational  unit.  The 
Reverend  Frank  Beard  began  his  ministry  at  Covenant,  Statesville, 
N.  C,  September  1,  1967.  A  manse  is  being  rented  for  the  Beards 
and  space  studies  are  being  made  for  the  first  educational  unit. 
Westminster,  Winston-Salen,  N.  C,  has  become  the  responsibility 
of  this  Presbytery. 

FLORIDA:  The  Reverend  R.  Marshall  Wilson  continues  to 
effectively  serve  the  Avon  Park  congregation.  The  First  Church, 
Tampa,  moved  to  the  Trinity  site,  assumed  the  Trinity  name  and 
dedicated  their  first  unit  May  28,  1967.  The  work  there  continues 
to  grow  under  the  capable  leadership  of  the  Reverend  R.  W.  Acker- 
man. 

MISSISSIPPI  VALLEY:  The  Reverend  Baron  R.  Nowak  con- 
tinues to  supply  at  Midlane  Park.  The  Reverend  Conrad  Cheatham 
is  at  Mount  Zion,  Elsberry,  Mo.  Both  of  these  congregations  are 
reducing  their  annual  aid  requests  to  the  General  Synod.  Hickory 
Springs  and  Shady  Grove  have  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
Presbytery. 

SECOND:  The  McCormick  and  Mt.  Carmel  congregations  have 
become  the  responsibility  of  the  Presbytery.  The  Committee  on 
Church  Extension  is  exploring  the  possibility  of  starting  a  new 
congregation  in  Atlanta.  During  1967  the  Cannons  Creek  congre- 
gation, Newberry,  S.  C,  built  educational  space  which  was  partial- 
ly financed  by  a  $2,000.00  grant  made  several  years  ago. 

TENNESSEE-ALABAMA:  The  Red  Level  Field  in  this  Pres- 
bytery has  become  its  responsibility. 

VIRGINIA:  The  Johnsons  Creek  congregation  is  planning  for 
educational  and  worship  space  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  B.  Dale 
White.  The  Reverend  W.  F.  Blakely  is  transferring  from  Waynes- 
boro, Virginia,  to  Sharon,  Tennessee.  Both  of  these  congregations 
are  reducing  their  requests  to  Synod.  Broad  Creek  and  Spring 
Valley  have  become  the  responsibility  of  Presbytery. 

The  supplement  requests  of  the  Presbyteries  and  proposed 
budget  are  presented  for  your  information  and  action.  (Exhibit  A.) 

The  Opportunity  Fund  for  1967  amounted  to  $13,121.50.  This 
is  a  $2,651.27  increase  over  1966.  The  Woman's  Synodical  Union 
contributed  $13,346.96.  This  is  an  increase  of  $3,046.96.  The  Lake 
Wales  congregation  contributed  $5,000.00  which  was  sent  to  Florida 
Presbytery  for  Church  Extension  work  within  its  bounds.  Mr. 
F.  R.  Gates  contributed  $1,200.00  which,  at  his  request,  was  divided 
between  St.  Andrew  and  Burlington.  The  Catawba  Presbyterial 
contributed  $1,146.00  and  congregations  and  friends  of  Catawba 
Presbytery  contributed  $1,228.50  for  remodeling  the  Springdale 
building.  These  funds,  along  with  the  budgeted  items  and  Catawba 
Presbytery  funds,  comprise  the  amounts  available  for  this  cause. 

In  many  places  the  Church  is  going  into  areas  of  intense  need 
such  as  migrant  workers,  poverty  workers,  resort  ministry,  inner- 
city,  etc.  We  encourage  the  Presbyteries  to  cooperate  in  areas 
wherever  it  is  possible  by  aiding  in  financial  or  personnel  support. 
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The  Division  of  Evangelism 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  is  promoting  the  general  theme, 
"Prayer— VISION— Work,"  for  1968.  At  the  summer  conference 
at  Bonclarken  in  1967,  Dr.  Robert  B.  Cunningham  in  the  Evangelism 
Department  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.,  was  the 
outstanding  evangelism  speaker.  Dr.  Cunningham  will  also  speak 
at  the  two  Conferences  on  Evangelism  at  this  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod.  Dr.  Harry  Fifield  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  will  be  the 
evangelism  speaker  at  the  Adult  Bible  Conference  at  Bonclarken 
in  1968. 

It  was  proposed  by  the  Town  and  Country  Church  Committee 
at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod  to  dissolve  that  committee 
and  delegate  the  responsibility  of  it  to  the  Division  of  Evangelism. 
The  planning  and  promotion  of  these  Institutes  will  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Program  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension.  The  1968  Pastors'  Institute  was  conducted  at  Union 
Seminary  February  19-22.  The  general  theme  was,  "Proclamation: 
Pulpit  and  Pew,"  with  one  of  the  speakers  on  the  program  being 
Dr.  Randall  T.  Ruble,  professor  of  Old  Testament  from  Erskine 
Seminary.  Fourteen  ministers  from  the  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church  registered  for  the  Institute.  The  speaker  and 
participants  from  our  denomination  in  this  Institute  greatly  con- 
tributed to  its  success. 

The  theme  for  1969  is  The  Christian  Imperative:  Faith  in  Ac- 
tion, The  Board  of  Church  Extension  will  emphasize  this  program 
in  February  (Evangelism)  and  October  (Home  Missions). 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Synod  express  its  appreciation  to  the  pastors  and 
Church  Extension  congregations  for  their  ministry. 

2.  That  the  Presbyteries  be  encouraged  to  continue  in  their 
working  with  the  sustentation  congregations. 

3.  That  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  be  thanked  for  their 
financial  support  to  this  cause  with  the  request  that  their  support 
continue. 

4.  That  the  Opportunity  Fund  be  received  in  all  congregations 
on  World-Wide  Communion  Sabbath,  October  5,  1969. 

5.  That  the  appointments  and  supplements  for  the  congrega- 
tions by  Presbyteries  be  sustained  and  the  budget  for  1969  be 
adopted. 

6.  That  each  congregation  send  a  representative  to  the  Evan- 
gelism Workshop  at  the  Bonclarken  Conference. 

7.  That  the  Presbyteries  intensify  their  efforts  to  seek  loca- 
tions for  new  congregations. 

8.  That  each  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  member  extend 
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his  effort  to  win  at  least  one  person  to  Christ  during  the  coming 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
ASSOCIATE  REFORMED  PRESBYTERIAN  FOUNDATION,  Inc. 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Board  of  Directors  met  quarterly  during  1967,  in  con- 
junction with  the  meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Minutes 
were  recorded  at  each  meeting  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Olin  B. 
Cannon.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Foundation,  Inc.,  currently  is  represented  by  the  members 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Foundation  was  chartered  on  December  19,  1966.  It  is  a 
North  Carolina  corporation  and  was  set  up  by  the  authority  of  the 
General  Synod  at  its  1966  meeting  to  serve  needs  of  the  entire 
denomination. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  provide  a  cor- 
porate entity  recognized  by  Federal,  state,  and  local  governments 
which  can  serve  as  a  receptacle  for  real  and  personal  property 
and  which  can  distribute  that  property  or  income  from  that  proper- 
ty to  Causes  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  denomination. 

The  Foundation  will  assist  anyone  who  wishes  to  give  or  be- 
queath money,  life  insurance,  stocks,  bonds,  mutual  funds,  real 
estate,  or  other  valuable  property.  The  distribution  of  such  real 
or  personal  property  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
donor.  A  person  may  desire  the  entire  gift  to  be  distributed  to  a 
certain  Cause,  or  he  may  desire  only  the  income  earned  from  a 
gift  to  be  distributed  to  that  Cause. 

A  Cause  designated  by  the  donor  may  be  any  Cause  associated 
with  the  denomination.  This  would  include  the  programs  at  our 
institutions,  of  any  and  all  Boards  and  Committees.  The  Causes 
could  be  Presbytery  programs.  Programs  of  work  at  any  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  any  state  are  included.  Direction 
as  to  the  disposition  of  the  property  or  the  income  earned  on  the 
property  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  donor.  Gifts  without 
any  direction  as  to  disposition  are  welcomed.  Income  earned  from 
such  gifts  would  be  distributed  according  to  the  counsel  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 

To  assist  the  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  in  its  work,  the 
Board  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  North  Carolina  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.    The  Bank  is  acting  as 
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Agent  and  Custodian  for  the  Board  of  Directors  and  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  keeping  the  books,  safeguarding  the  property,  and 
making  distributions  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Board  to  report  its  activities  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod. 

A  secondary  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to  provide  any  other 
reasonable  service  to  the  General  Synod  which  it  may  be  called 
upon  to  perform. 

The  Foundation  is  currently  serving  as  the  depository  for  all 
funds  related  to  the  recently-completed  Comprehensive  Capital 
Funds  Campaign.  In  the  performance  of  this  duty,  the  Foundation 
has  retained  the  services  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  as 
Agent  and  Custodian.  A  full  report  of  the  Bank  concerning  its 
activity  in  this  capacity,  under  the  direction  of  the  Foundation 
Board  of  Directors,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Board.  Only  a  summary 
is  presented  below. 

A  total  of  $322.10  in  cash  is  on  hand  in  the  primary  account  of 
the  Foundation.  All  gifts  thus  far  have  been  undesignated  and  in- 
come earned  from  these  gifts  and  all  other  similar  gifts  will  be 
distributed  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to 
Causes  of  the  denomination. 

Total  funds  contributed  in  trust  to  the  Capital  Funds  account 
of  the  Foundation  amounts  to  $72,989.21.  A  total  of  $43,747.00  has 
been  disbursed  at  the  direction  of  the  Foundation  Board  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  in  reimbursement  for  expenses 
associated  with  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign.  A 
total  of  $27,000.00  is  currently  invested  at  6.14%  and  will  shortly 
be  transferred  to  the  Treasurer  in  further  repayment  of  funds 
advanced  for  Campaign  expenses.  A  total  of  $316.18  has  been 
earned  on  the  temporarily  invested  funds. 

The  Foundation  has  handled  a  number  of  transactions  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign.  These  in- 
clude sale  of  common  stock  and  the  purchase  of  "bargain  sale"  real 
estate  from  donors  to  the  Campaign. 

Recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  for  1969: 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Board  be  given  authority  to  en- 
gage a  CPA  firm  to  audit  its  books  and  file  tax  returns. 

2.  The  distribution  of  proceeds  from  the  Comprehensive  Cap- 
ital Funds  Campaign  is  a  matter  requiring  considerable  study  to 
insure  fairness  and  promptness.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
Foundation  Board  be  given  the  power  and  authority  to  decide 
amounts,  dates,  priorities,  and  all  other  questions,  including  Cause 
priorities,  related  to  the  distribution  of  Capital  Funds,  and  be  given 
the  authority  to  proceed  with  the  distribution,  the  total  of  such 
distribution  expected  to  exceed  $1,450,000.00.

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  following  transactions  were  carried  out  by  the  Committee 
of  Trustees  during  the  last  year: 

1.  Deed  of  release  in  connection  with  the  satisfaction  of  the 
mortgage  covering  property  in  Pulaski,  Arkansas. 

2.  Quitclaim  deed  of  the  Committee  of  Trustees  to  Lots  8  and 
9,  original  town  of  Lake  Wales,  Florida,  in  connection  with  the 
financing  of  a  new  sanctuary. 

3.  Resolution  of  Approval  of  sale  of  property  of  Parkwood 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  and  approval  of  use  of 
funds  of  such  sale  in  expansion  of  New  Covenant  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

4.  Deed  to  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  Inc., 
of  Bartow,  Florida,  of  the  original  Bartow  property  in  order  for  the 
Bartow  Church  to  secure  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  a  program  of  acquisition,  expansion  and  building. 
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Due  to  the  magnificent  and  persistent  work  of  Mrs.  Jacqueline 
Clark,  at  the  date  of  this  report  approximately  sixty-five  (65%) 
per  cent  of  the  churches  in  the  denomination  have  forwarded  to 
this  Committee  the  requested  information  concerning  the  title  to 
the  property  held  by  such  individual  church.  Only  two  of  the  in- 
stitutions have  responded  to  the  request.  It  is  expected  that  addi- 
tional information  will  be  received  between  the  date  of  this  report 
and  the  meeting  of  Sjmod. 

The  Committee  has  made  a  survey  of  the  information  received 
by  it  and  finds  that  title  to  church  property  is  held  in  many  various 
ways.  For  instance,  one  church  alone  holds  title  to  property  in 
three  different  ways.  When  considering  the  denomination  as  a 
whole,  the  problem  is  magnified  even  more. 

There  is  no  system  provided  in  our  church  book  of  government 
for  the  acquiring,  holding,  and  disposing  of  real  property  belonging 
to  the  denomination.  It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  Committee 
that  the  proper  Committee  of  Synod  revise  the  constitution,  provide 
in  the  new  church  book  of  government  a  classification  of  church 
property  with  clear  procedures  set  forth  as  to  how  property  in  each 
class  is  to  be  acquired,  mortgaged  and  transferred,  and  upon  the 
adoption  by  Synod  of  such  procedures,  that  the  present  property 
holdings  of  the  various  classifications  be  made  to  conform  to  such 
procedures.  The  Committee  suggests  that  such  classifications  as 
the  following  be  considered: 

1.  Church  Extension  Property; 

2.  Institutional  Property;  and 

3.  Local  Church  Property,  including  not  only  the  church 
property  itself,  but  also  the  manse  property  and  invest- 
ment property. 

If  the  Synod  requires  any  further  information  concerning  this 
survey  or  desires  that  a  detailed  report  concerning  same  be  pub- 
lished, it  is  requested  that  the  Committee  be  so  informed.

BUDGET  REQUEST 
The  request  for  an  appropriation  in  Synod's  budget  to  be  ap- 
plied against  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Retirement  Plan  in  1968 
is  included  in  the  budget  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Ministerial  Insurance  and  Retirement;  hence  it  will  not  be  repeated 
here. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  PLAN 
On  January  1,  1968  the  amendments  adopted  at  the  1967  Meet- 
ing of  Synod  were  put  into  effect.  These  amendments  had  to  do 
with  crediting  of  broken  service  and  with  relating  the  minimum 
retirement  benefit  to  length  of  credited  service.  Also,  the  former 
Cooperative  Investment  Plan  for  Foreign  Missionaries  was  closed 
out  by  reason  of  the  aforementioned  amendments. 

Two  further  amendments  have  been  suggested.  One  is  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  other  Presbyterian  bodies  for  an  exchange 
of  service  credits  when  a  participant  transfers  from  one  denomi- 
nation to  another.  Another  is  to  allow  credit  for  service,  and  per- 
haps earnings,  for  periods  of  service  in  chaplaincies.  Both  of  these 
suggestions  have  merit  but  there  has  not  been  time  to  develop 
these  as  yet  due  to  the  administrative  work  required  by  the  changes 
that  were  effected  this  year. 

GENERAL 

The  Retirement  Committee  again  reminds  the  Stated  Clerks 
of  the  Presbyteries  of  their  responsibility  to  advise  the  Retirement 
Committee  when  any  ministers  are  received  into  or  transferred  out 
of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  including  those  who  have  been 
received  from  or  transferred  to  other  Presbyteries  within  our 
Synod.  Also,  the  secretaries  of  Synod's  Boards  are  reminded  to 
keep  the  Retirement  Committee  advised  promptly  of  changes  in 
personnel  of  their  staffs,  which  might  affect  Retirement  Plan 
participation. 

The  Retirement  Committee  wishes  to  express  our  deepest 
thanks  to  the  Plan  Treasurer,  Dr.  C.  R.  Younts,  and  to  Mrs.  Jac- 
queline F.  Clark  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  for  their 
continued  efficient  and  dedicated  service  in  the  handling  of  Retire- 
ment Plan  matters.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dunlap  Orphanage 
was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  DUNLAP 

ORPHANAGE 

The  committee  met  at  the  assigned  location  at  4:15  P.M.,  June 
5,  1968,  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Dunlap  Orphanage. 
After  prayer  and  the  reading  and  discussion  of  the  Board's  report, 
the  committee  wishes  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Dunlap  Orphanage  be  adopted 
and  included  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  commend  the  Dunlap  Board  for  its 
splendid  work.  Also,  Superintendent  and  Assistant,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W.  A.  Hethcox,  and  Staff  for  the  continual  training  in  morals  and 
Christianity  of  the  children. 

3.  That  the  Committee  approves  the  Finance  Committee's  re- 
port concerning  the  two  annual  offerings,  Mother's  Day  and  Thanks- 
giving, and  that  each  minister  remind  his  congregation  of  the  im- 
portance of  these  gifts. 

4.  The  Committee  notes  with  gratitude  the  special  gifts  to 
our  Orphanage. 

5.  That  each  church  be  encouraged  to  make  known  "The  Dun- 
lap Story"  to  its  congregation. 

6.  The  Committee  commends  the  home  on  their  Ten-Year  Pro- 
jection Plan  and  encourages  the  Dunlap  Board  in  this  effort,  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Board  and  the  Synod  of  the  urgent  need  to 
increase  the  staff  with  a  trained  social  worker. 

7.  We  take  note  that  Reverend  W.  F.  Blakely  has  accepted  the 
pastorate  of  the  Sharon  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church  in  Brighton, 
Tennessee,  and  that  an  enlarged  pastoral  ministry  will  be  provided 
for  the  children.

REPORT  OF  THE  WILLIAM  H.  DUNLAP  ORPHANAGE,  INC. 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Children 

At  the  time  this  report  is  written  (March  1968)  there  are 
fifty-nine  children  making  their  home  at  Dunlap.  They  come  from 
the  following  states:  South  Carolina  19,  North  Carolina  17,  Tennes- 
see 15,  Georgia  4,  and  Virginia  4.  Sixty  children  came  under  the 
care  of  Dunlap  Home  for  Children  during  the  year  1967.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  there  were  fifty-four.    At  the  close  of  the 
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year  there  were  fifty-eight.  Two  left  during  the  year  and  six  were 
admitted.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  year,  one  has  gone  and  two 
have  been  admitted.  There  was  only  one  graduate  among  the 
"Orphans"  last  year,  Helen  Thomas.  However,  Helen's  sister, 
Mary  Ann,  who  left  Dunlap  and  was  married  after  her  Junior  year, 
went  back  to  Brighton  High  School  and  graduated  last  year.  Helen 
took  a  beauty  course  in  Memphis  and  is  now  married  to  William 
Wren  and  lives  near  Covington,  Tennessee.  There  was  one  other 
graduate  from  the  "Dunlap  Family,"  Jimmy  Kimmons,  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Hethcox.  He  is  now  attending  Tennessee  Techno- 
logical University  at  Cookeville,  Tennessee.  Helen  Thomas  was 
the  last  of  the  three  Thomas  sisters  who  came  to  Dunlap  from 
Clover,  South  Carolina,  in  1954.  All  have  now  finished  high  school, 
are  married,  and  continue  to  live  in  West  Tennessee. 

There  are  three  seniors  who  will  graduate  from  Brighton  High 
School  in  May,  1968.  They  are  Bobbie  Nell  Moses,  Dale  Bishop, 
and  Arthur  Blanchard.  Arthur  has  been  at  Dunlap  eleven  years. 
Dale  twelve  years,  and  Bobbie  fourteen  years.  Bobbie  Nell  is  the 
last  of  the  five  Moses  children  who  came  to  Dunlap  from  Rock  Hill 
in  1954.  The  other  four  have  graduated  and  two  are  married.  All 
continue  to  live  and  work  in  West  Tennessee.  Arthur  plans  to 
continue  his  studies  at  the  Tennessee  Area  Vocational  School  in 
Covington,  Tennessee.  Dale  expects  to  get  work  in  Memphis,  and 
Bobbie  plans  to  take  a  course  in  practical  nursing  at  the  above 
named  vocational  school. 

Of  the  fifty-nine  children  now  living  at  Dunlap,  seven  are  full 
orphans,  ten  are  half  orphans,  and  the  remaining  forty-two  are 
from  broken  homes  or  have  been  removed  from  their  parents  by  the 
courts.  There  are  only  two  pre-school  children  at  Dunlap  now  and 
they  will  be  in  school  next  year. 

The  Staff 

The  staff  consists  of  fourteen  full-time  members  and  a  part- 
time  secretary.  Nine  of  the  staff  members  live  on  the  campus  and 
are  on  duty  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  The  others  live  in  the  com- 
munity and  are  day-time  workers.  Those  who  live  on  the  campus 
are:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Hethcox,  Superintendent  and  Assistant 
Superintendent;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Ingle,  houseparents  for  the 
older  boys  (and  Mr.  Ingle  is  in  charge  of  the  farm) ;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ben  Lee  (Mr.  Lee  is  the  maintenance  man  and  assistant  farmer 
and  Mrs.  Lee  the  substitute  housemother) ;  Mrs.  Charles  Hall,  Mrs. 
Robert  Rickard,  and  Miss  Pearl  Morris,  housemothers.  Mr.  Rickard 
lives  at  the  Tot's  Cottage  but  is  employed  elsewhere.  Those  who 
live  at  home  and  work  by  the  day  are:  Mrs.  Bob  Beasley  and  Mrs. 
Juanita  Alston,  cooks;  Mrs.  Inell  Tucker  and  Mrs.  Louise  Strong, 
maids;  and  Mrs.  Pinky  Brewer,  laundress.  The  position  of  laun- 
dress is  a  new  one.  Formerly  the  housemothers,  with  the  help  of 
the  older  girls,  when  they  were  not  in  school,  did  all  of  the  laundry 
work.^  Since  the  girls  are  in  school  nine  months  in  the  year  and 
about  eight  hours  a  day,  this  meant  that  the  housemothers  had  to 
do  most  of  the  work.  Doing  the  laundry  for  sixty  children,  as  well 
as  their  own,  was  no  small  task.  Needless  to  say,  they  are  very 
much  pleased  to  have  someone  to  do  most  of  this  work.  The  girls 
still  help  with  the  ironing.   There  was  only  one  change  in  the  staff 
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since  the  last  report,  and  that  is  a  record.  Mrs.  Lina  Surratt,  one 
of  the  housemothers  for  girls,  resigned  in  June  and  was  replaced 
by  Miss  Pearl  Morris,  sister  of  Mrs.  Charles  Hall  who  has  been  a 
very  valuable  member  of  the  staff  for  several  years. 

Church  and  Spiritual  Life 

We  feel  that  one  of  the  most  important  steps  in  Dunlap's  his- 
tory occurred  during  the  past  year.  That  was  the  securing  of  a 
full-time  pastor  for  Sharon  Church.  This  is  the  church  which  all 
of  the  children  and  most  of  the  staff  members  attend  and  is  located 
directly  across  the  road  from  the  Dunlap  campus.  More  than  half 
of  the  membership  of  this  church  (including  non-communing  mem- 
bers) is  made  up  of  Dunlap  children.  During  most  of  its  history 
t^his  church  has  shared  a  pastor  with  Salem  Church,  and  it  was  im- 
possible for  the  minister  to  devote  very  much  time  to  counseling 
with  or  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  Dunlap. 
With  help  from  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  and  with  Dunlap 
assuming  a  larger  share  of  the  church  budget  we  are  now  to  have 
our  own  pastor.  Rev.  W.  F.  Blakely  will  take  up  his  work  here  as 
soon  as  a  new  manse  is  completed.  At  the  time  this  is  written  the 
manse  is  about  half  completed  and  we  expect  it  to  be  occupied  by 
the  new  minister  and  his  family  before  the  time  that  this  report 
is  read. 

Since  the  resignation  of  Rev.  James  A.  Cannon,  our  former 
pastor,  the  neighboring  A.  R.  Presbyterian  ministers  have  supplied 
the  pulpit  at  Sharon.  Rev.  James  R.  Fe<e  of  Fayetteville,  Tennes- 
see, and  a  son  of  this  congregation,  preached  during  a  week  of 
evangelistic  services  in  October,  and  spent  many  hours  counseling 
with  the  children.  Mrs.  Robert  Hillyard,  a  wonderful  Bible  teacher 
from  Memphis,  continues  to  visit  the  Dunlap  Family  each  Wednes- 
day night.  Of  course,  all  of  the  children  attend  the  church  services 
each  Sabbath,  including  the  Senior  High,  Junior  High,  and  Junior 
Fellowship  groups. 

Farm 

In  spite  of  a  poor  season  and  the  shortest  cotton  crop  that 
Dunlap  has  had  in  many  years,  the  farm — under  the  good  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  Ingle  and  Mr.  Lee — showed  a  cash  profit  of  about 
$2,400.00  in  addition  to  furnishing  all  of  the  beef,  pork,  and  eggs 
and  most  of  the  vegetables  used  by  the  large  Dunlap  family.  We 
are  speaking  of  the  farm  on  which  the  Home  is  located.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Vaughn  farm,  which  was  willed  to  Dunlap  last  year,  was 
rented  for  a  cash  payment  of  $4,100.  We  continue  to  feel  that  the 
farm  work,  including  the  work  with  livestock,  is  good  experience 
for  the  children.  Last  year  nine  of  the  older  boys  had  their  own 
calves.  Dunlap  buys  the  calves  and  furnishes  the  feed.  The  boys 
attend  to  them,  exhibit  them  at  calf  shows,  and  sell  them.  Half  of 
the  sale  price  plus  any  prize  money  which  is  received  goes  into  the 
boy's  own  account.  Each  of  the  boys  earned  between  $100.00  and 
$150.00  last  year  with  this  project.  It  has  been  many  years  since 
Dunlap  has  had  to  buy  any  eggs  or  any  meat  other  than  turkeys, 
fryers,  hot  dogs,  etc.  In  addition  to  furnishing  the  meat  and  eggs 
used  by  our  own  family  there  are  cows,  hogs,  some  chickens,  and 
eggs  for  sale. 
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Finances 

Since  a  detailed  financial  report  by  the  treasurer  will  appear 
in  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  we  will  not  have  much  to  say  on  that  sub- 
ject in  this  report.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  Dunlap  had  a  good  year 
financially.  The  operation  of  the  home  was  well  in  the  black. 
When  the  Dunlap  Board  had  to  make  an  urgent  appeal  for  funds 
two  years  ago  the  A.  R.  Presbyterians  responded  in  a  wonderful 
way  and  since  that  time  there  has  been  no  lack  of  funds  for  the 
necessities.  The  1967  receipts  were  up  three  thousand  dollars  over 
1966  and  the  expenses  were  five  thousand  dollars  less.  The  prin- 
cipal difference  was  in  permanent  improvements.  A  big  item  in 
the  1966  expense  was  the  new  sewage  system. 

Money  received  from  Love  Gifts  in  1967  amounted  to  almost 
thirteen  thousand  dollars.  This  was  the  second  best  year  in  this 
respect  in  the  history  of  the  Home.  All  of  the  money  received  from 
this  source  is  used  for  new  buildings  or  for  other  permanent  im- 
provements. 

Improvements  and  Future  Plans 

During  the  year  1967  almost  $6,000.00  was  spent  from  the 
"Love  Gifts"  fund  for  painting,  new  floor  covering,  light  fixtures, 
refinishing  furniture,  new  laundry  equipment,  a  water  heater,  and 
a  small  storage  house  for  athletic  equipment  and  swimming  pool 
equipment,  etc.  Most  of  the  repairs  were  in  the  Girls'  Building. 
The  Tots'  Cottage  and  present  Boys'  Cottage  are  needing  to  be 
painted  and  other  work  is  needed  in  the  Boys'  Cottage.  The  Dunlap 
Board  has  asked  the  W.S.U.  to  take  this  as  their  next  Dunlap 
project.  $2,500.00  was  also  paid  out  of  the  "Love  Gifts"  fund  into 
the  building  fund  of  Sharon  Church  during  the  year.  This  was  used 
to  help  pay  for  the  new  class  rooms  at  the  church  and  a  part  of  the 
money  will  go  toward  paying  for  the  new  manse.  The  Board  feels 
that  it  is  only  right  that  Dunlap  should  pay  its  proportionate  share 
of  the  church  budget  since  more  than  half  of  the  membership  is 
composed  of  Dunlap  children. 

Of  course,  the  biggest  improvement  in  many  years  is  the  new 
building  to  house  the  older  boys.  This  building  was  approved  and 
planned  in  1967.  Actual  work  was  started  in  February  of  this 
year.  This  building  contains  five  thousand  square  feet  of  floor 
space  and  the  cost  is  $62,000.00.  It  will  house  the  twelve  oldest 
boys  and  their  houseparents,  and  will  contain  a  large  living  room, 
play  room,  small  kitchen,  and  two  guest  rooms. 

Long  range  plans  call  for  another  building  similar  to  this  one 
for  the  older  girls  and  after  that  a  gymnasium,  or  activity  building. 
More  than  half  of  the  money  needed  for  the  building  now  under 
construction  has  come  from  "Love  Gifts"  and  is  now  on  hand.  The 
remainder  will  come  from  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Cam- 
paign. The  balance  of  the  $50,000.00  which  Dunlap  is  to  receive 
from  the  campaign  will  be  used  as  the  beginning  of  a  fund  for  the 
next  building.  When  this  money  is  matched  with  love  gift  funds 
it  should  not  be  many  years  until  the  second  building  can  become  a 
possibility. 

The  present  board  does  not  anticipate  caring  for  any  more 
children  than  are  now  cared  for.   However,  good  child-care  practice 
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requires  that  the  children  be  housed  in  smaller  groups.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  25  children  in  one  building,  18  in  another 
and  16  in  another.  There  should  not  be  more  than  twelve  in  any 
one  building. 

We  also  hope  that  the  time  is  not  too  far  in  the  future  when 
funds  will  be  available  to  employ  a  trained  social  worker  and  a 
director  of  campus  life.  The  latter  person  is  needed  to  act  as  a 
director  of  recreation,  to  assist  the  children  with  their  school  work, 
to  help  with  transportation,  etc.  We  realize  that  all  of  these  things 
cannot  be  achieved  at  once;  but  they  are  included  in  the  ten-year 
projection  of  plans. 

The  special  project  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  for  this 
year  is  to  pay  a  large  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  a  new  bus.  The 
present  bus  is  ten  years  old  and  although  it  is  apparently  still  in 
good  condition  the  brakes  have  given  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and 
we  are  doubtful  of  its  safety.  The  new  bus  has  already  been  ordered. 

Conclusion 

At  the  same  time  that  this  report  is  being  prepared  Mrs.  Heth- 
cox  is  busy  getting  the  material  ready  for  the  1968  Yearbook.  For 
a  more  complete  picture  (in  words  and  pictures)  of  our  Children's 
Home,  we  hope  that  all  of  you  will  get  a  copy  of  the  Yearbook.  A 
few  copies  will  be  mailed  to  each  orphanage  secretary  about  the 
last  of  April  and  the  remainder  will  be  distributed  at  Synod  and 
the  other  conferences  at  Bonclarken. 

Thank  you  ALL  for  your  interest,  your  prayers,  and  your 
generous  financial  support.  Please  continue  to  pray  for  the  chil- 
dren, the  staff,  and  the  Dunlap  Board.

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At  the  request  of  the  Moderator's  Committee,  Rev.  Roy  E. 
Beckham,  chairman  of  the  Church-College  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College,  appeared  before  the  Committee  and 
presented  information  concerning  desirable  objectives  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  progress  to  date.  The  Moderator's  Committee  feels 
this  can  be  a  very  constructive  and  strengthening  effort  and  com- 
mends the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  on  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  a  committee.  The  Moderator's  Committee  also  re- 
quests that  the  Church-College  Committee  continue  to  vigorously 
pursue  its  work,  looking  toward  identifying  Erskine  College  as 
completely  as  possible  with  the  Church  and  its  Mission. 

We  also  met  with  Dr.  Wightman  and  discussed  with  him  some 
of  the  complex  problems  and  pressures  faced  by  educators  and 
educational  institutions.  The  cooperation  between  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Administration,  Faculty  and  students,  is  to  be  highly 
commended.  We  commend  both  the  progress  made  in  increasing 
the  salaries  of  Seminary  Professors  as  requested  by  the  1967  Synod, 
and  the  projected  planning  of  the  college  and  seminary  for  the 
next  ten  years. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  including  the 
Exhibits,  and  the  Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Seminary  be  adopted 
and  that  both  of  these  reports  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

2.  That  Synod  concur  with  the  action  of  the  Board  (resolution 
adopted  October  27,  1967)  concerning  the  Bryson-Erskine  merger. 

3.  We  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  that 
the  newly  created  Committee  referred  to  as  "the  Church  and  College 
Committee"  be  officially  designated  as  the  Church-College  Com- 
mittee. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Administration  of  the 
College  continue  to  strive  to  bring  the  salaries  of  the  Seminary 
professors  in  line  with  those  being  received  by  the  College  pro- 
fessors. 

5.  We  note  that  the  Committee  studying  the  possible  relocation 
of  the  Seminary  has  not  met  since  June  20,  1967.  In  the  light  of 
the  importance  of  this  matter,  we  recommend  that  Synod  encourage 
this  Committee  to  continue  its  extensive  study  and  inform  the  1969 
Synod  of  the  Committee's  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees.

Roy  Beckham. 
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THURSDAY— 7:30  P.M. 
A  Conference  on  Christian  Education  was  held  with 
Mr.  L.  T.  Richie  presiding,  on  the  theme,  "This  Is  Chris- 
tian Education."  Audio-Visual  Aids  were  used  in  pre- 
senting this  program  and  Mr.  Richie  was  assisted  by  Mr. 
L.  L.  Battler.  This  was  followed  by  a  Sacred  Concert 
presented  by  the  Music  Workshop  Choir,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  J.  Marion  Magill.  Following  the  program,  Mr. 
Magill  and  the  choir  were  thanked  by  the  Moderator. 

An  offering  was  received  for  the  Vietnam  orphans. 

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Motion 
to  reconsider  the  discussion  on  the  Constitution  was  de- 
feated. The  following  resolution  was  read  with  the  mo- 
tion to  docket  the  discussion  for  the  first  item  of  business 
following  the  Order  of  the  Day  on  Friday  morning.  Mo- 
tion to  docket  prevailed. 

Whereas  the  Bible  clearly  teaches  that  all  people  without  ex- 
ception are  made  in  the  image  of  God  (Gen.  1);  that  "all  have  sin- 
ned and  fall  short  of  the  glory  of  God"  and  all  believers  "are 
justified  by  his  grace  as  a  gift  through  the  redemption  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus"  (Rom.  3);  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  commands  us 
to  "love  one  another  even  as  I  have  loved  you"  (John  13)  and  to 
make  disciples  of  all  peoples  (Matt.  28);  that  he  bled  and  died  and 
was  raised  for  all  people;  that  "God  shows  no  partiality  but  in 
every  nation  any  one  who  fears  him  and  does  what  is  right  is  ac- 
ceptable to  him"  (Acts  10);  that  in  the  Church,  "There  is  neither 
Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  slave  nor  free,  there  is  neither  male 
nor  female  for  you  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus"  (Gal.  3);  that  if  we 
make  distinctions  among  ourselves  and  show  partiality,  we  "com- 
mit sin  and  are  convicted  by  the  law  as  transgressors"  (James  2); 
that  we  look  toward  a  future  when  the  heavenly  chorus  will  sing  a 
new  song  to  the  Lamb  saying,  "Thou  wast  slain  and  by  thy  blood 
didst  ransom  men  for  God  from  every  tribe  and  tongue  and  people 
and  nation,  and  hast  made  them  a  kingdom  and  priests  to  our  God" 
(Rev.  5): 

Whereas  there  is  no  basis  for  this  kind  of  discrimination  in  the 
Confession  or  catechisms  or  Constitution  of  this  denomination: 

Whereas  such  discrimination  in  the  home  Church  hinders  the 
evangelistic  work  of  our  missionaries  in  other  lands  and  the  work 
of  evangelism  of  all  people  in  this  country,  now  made  more  im- 
perative by  racial  strife: 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  General  Synod  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  declares  segregation  in  the 
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Church  of  Jesus  Christ  on  account  of  nationality,  income,  race, 
color,  sex,  or  social  class  to  be  out  of  accord  with  the  will  of  God, 
as  revealed  in  the  Scriptures  .  .  . 

and  be  it  resolved  that  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians  pray 
and  work  earnestly  for  justice  under  God  and  for  the  reconciliation 
of  all  people  to  one  another  through  their  reconciliation  to  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

Request  was  made  to  have  special  prayer  for  Mr. 
W.  M.  Willis.  Mr.  J.  R.  Fee  read  a  paper  and  motion  pre- 
vailed to  postpone  action  until  after  the  first  item  of 
business  on  Friday.   This  paper  is  as  follows : 

Inasmuch  as  the  limitations  of  time  results  in  hasty  and  some- 
times ill-advised  work  on  the  part  of  committees  of  Synod  and  in 
the  actions  of  Synod  itself,  and 

Inasmuch  as  the  Synod  is  in  session  for  such  long  hours  each 
day  that  it  is  difficult  for  its  members  to  remain  mentally  alert,  and 

Inasmuch  as  many  of  our  ministers  are  ill-prepared  to  lead  con- 
gregations in  worship  on  the  Sabbath  following  the  meeting  of 
Synod,  and  Inasmuch  as  it  would  be  a  spiritually  enriching  experi- 
ence for  all  of  the  ministers  and  an  elder  from  each  congregation  of 
the  Synod  to  join  in  Corporate  Worship  of  Almighty  God  on  the 
Lord's  Day, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  "Rules  of  Procedure"  be 
amended  so  that  the  meeting  of  Synod  shall  begin  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  June,  1969  at  7:30  P.M.  and  adjourn  by  the  following 
Wednesday  night. 

Should  the  Synod  look  with  favor  on  this  resolution,  be  it  fur- 
ther resolved  that  the  details  for  putting  this  plan  into  operation 
shall  be  worked  out  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  present  Mod- 
erator, the  Moderator-elect,  and  the  five  former  Moderators  pre- 
ceding him. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures 
was  read  and  motion  prevailed  to  consider  it  item  by  item. 
This  report  was  adopted  as  amended. 

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  BILLS  AND 

OVERTURES 

Your  committee  has  met  and  has  considered  one  memorial  from 
Second  Presbytery,  three  memorials  from  First  Presbytery  and  one 
memorial  from  Catawba  Presbytery.  The  committee  makes  the 
following  recommendations : 

1.  That  Synod  adopt  the  memorial  from  Second  Presbytery 
which  provides  that  Synod  reconsider  its  action  of  last  year  con- 
cerning Junior  High  Conferences  and  that  we  return  to  the  custom 
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of  having  the  combined  conferences  at  Bonclarken  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  beginning  in  1969. 

2.  That  memorial  I  from  First  Presbytery  requesting  a  revi- 
sion of  congregational  report  blanks  with  particular  reference  to 
clarification  of  the  terms  "tither"  and  "family  altars"  and  the 
phrase  "an  honest  effort  to  reach  the  unsaved"  be  referred  to  the 
appropriate  committee  of  Synod  with  the  instruction  that  these 
items  either  be  defined  or  deleted  from  the  report  blanks. 

3.  That  memorial  III  from  First  Presbytery  concerning  the 
continued  maintenance  of  the  impetus  generated  by  the  Compre- 
hensive Capital  Funds  Campaign  be  amended  and  adopted  as 
follows : 

a.  That  a  five  year  plan  of  evangelism  be  adopted  and  started 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.  We  must  grow  as  a  denomination  in 
order  to  carry  out  our  mission  as  a  church,  in  obedience  to  Christ's 
great  commission. 

b.  That  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  be  asked  to  devise  plans 
for  a  concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  each  congregation  to  try  to 
reach  and  reactivate  the  irregular  or  inactive  members. 

c.  That  Synod  request  Dr.  Allison,  Dean  of  our  Seminary,  to 
make  available  to  the  ministers  of  our  Synod  a  list  of  all  possible 
sources  for  financial  aid  for  the  education  of  prospective  ministers. 

d.  That  Synod  request  our  Insurance  and  Retirement  Commit- 
tee to  try  to  work  out  a  way  to  increase  retirement  benefits. 

4.  Further,  in  regard  to  Memorial  III  from  First  Presbytery 
we  recommend  that  the  request  to  study  the  matter  of  ministers' 
salaries,  and  to  promote  plans  to  keep  the  salaries  and  fringe  bene- 
fits of  our  ministers  on  a  basis  comparable  with  ministers'  salaries 
in  other  denominations  and  comparable  with  other  professions  re- 
quiring similar  education  and  training  be  referred  for  execution  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  with  the  instruction 
that  this  committee  contact  every  Presbytery  of  Synod  and  that  this 
committee  be  asked  to  make  a  preliminary  report  at  the  1969  meet- 
ing with  biennial  progress  reports  thereafter. 

5.  That  the  memorial  from  Catawba  Presbytery  be  adopted 
with  the  exception  that  the  committee  mentioned  in  the  last  para- 
graph, viz.,  "a  committee  of  six  (2  each  from  the  Boards  of  these 
respective  areas:  Foreign  Missions,  Church  Extension,  and  Chris- 
tian Education)  plus  the  chairmen  of  those  boards  as  ex-officio 
members,"  be  constituted  as  follows:  the  two  members  plus  the 
chairman  from  each  of  the  boards  mentioned  be  nominated  by  the 
boards  themselves,  and  that  the  boards  themselves  bear  the  ex- 
penses of  its  operation.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  is  to  be  the  convener  of  the  committee. 

6.  In  regard  to  Memorial  II  from  First  Presbytery  concerning 
the  question  of  the  relocation  of  Erskine  Seminary  or  that  of  form- 
ing a  co-operative  program  with  a  sister  denomination,  your  com- 
mittee 
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1.  Notes  that  a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Erskine  College  is  already  engaged  in  a  study  concerning  relocation 
of  the  seminary  (see  the  full  report  of  the  Dean  of  Erskine  Semi- 
nary in  the  report  of  the  Moderator's  Committee  on  Educational 
Institutions). 

2.  Recommends  that  a  detailed  report  of  the  research  and  find- 
ings of  this  committee  of  the  board  be  presented  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  Synod  along  with  any  actions  of  the  Board  which  may  have 
been  taken  on  the  matter. 

3.  Recommends  that  the  Board  of  Erskine  College's  special 
study  committee  send  a  questionnaire  regarding  the  location  of  the 
seminary  to  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  seminary  grad- 
uates to  supplement  information  already  received  from  students  in 
the  seminary  at  the  present  time. 

4.  Recommends  that  this  special  study  committee  of  the  Board 
be  authorized  to  study  possibilities  of  forming  a  co-operative  semi- 
nary with  a  sister  denomination  with  or  without  relocation  of  the 
seminary.

MEMORIALS  FROM  FIRST  PRESBYTERY 

I.  We,  the  First  Presbjrtery  of  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church 
do  respectfully  request  the  said  agencies  of  the  General  Synod  to 
revise  the  present  Congregational  Reports  blank.  While  we  feel 
there  are  many  items  which  need  to  be  changed,  we  ask  clarification 
in  defining  especially  "a  tither  and  Family  Altars,"  and  what  the 
Synod  deems  "an  honest  effort  to  reach  the  unsaved." 

II.  1.  In  order  to  better  deal  with  the  rural  to  urban  shift  of 
American  society,  and 
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2.  In  order  to  better  equip  young  men  and  women  to  deal  with 
the  problems  of  urban  and  suburban  life,  and 

3.  To  give  our  Seminary  a  better  opportunity  to  become  ac- 
credited, and 

4.  To  prove  ourselves  to  be  better  stewards  of  the  material  re- 
sources of  our  denomination. 

We  memorialize  Synod  to  ask  the  Trustees  of  Erskine  to  give 
serious  consideration  to: 

1.  The  relocating  of  Erskine  Seminary;  or 

2.  Form  a  co-operative  Seminary  with  a  sister  denomination, 
if  possible. 

III.  Following  the  enthusiasm  and  spirit  of  progress  manifested 
in  and  developed  by  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Drive,  we 
feel  that  our  Synod  should  make  definite  plans  to  continue  this 
impetus  into  other  avenues  of  our  church's  life  and  work.  We  there- 
fore, request  First  Presbytery  to  recommend  to  the  General  Synod 
th  following  action: 

1.  That  a  five  year  plan  of  evangelism  be  adopted  and  started 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.  We  must  grow  as  a  denomination  in 
order  to  carry  out  our  mission  as  a  church,  in  obedience  to  Christ's 
great  commission. 

2.  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  devise  plans  for  a 
concerted  effort  on  the  part  of  each  congregation  to  try  to  reach  and 
reactivate  the  irregular  or  inactive  members. 

3.  That  because  of  present  and  future  needs  for  ministers  (35 
vacant  pulpits  at  present,  and  many  of  our  ministers  approaching 
soon  the  age  of  retirement),  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  more  minis- 
ters for  the  new  churches  to  be  built,  a  permanent  committee 
(rotating  membership)  be  appointed  to  work  with  the  Seminary  and 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  in: 

A.  Promoting  the  ministry  as  a  life  work  for  our  young  men; 

B.  Encouraging  young  men  and  young  women  to  give  their 
lives  in  full  time  Christian  service  in  any  of  the  various  other  fields 
open  to  them; 

C.  Encouraging  our  students  of  theology  to  attend  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary. 

D.  Keeping  in  contact  with  those  in  the  several  seminaries. 

4.  That  Synod  instruct  the  committee  (referred  to  in  recom- 
mendation No.  3)  to  study  the  need  of  providing  additional  aid  to 
those  who  would  give  themselves  to  full  time  Christian  service  in 
and  through  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church;  and  if  deemed  wise,  to 
recommend  to  Synod  in  1969  ways  and  means  to  put  such  a  plan  in 
operation,  with  conditions  and  regulations. 
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5.  That  this  committee  be  instructed  to  study  the  matter  of 
ministers'  salaries,  and  to  promote  plans  to  keep  the  salaries  and 
fringe  benefits  of  our  ministers  on  a  basis  comparable  with  minis- 
ters' salaries  in  other  denominations  and  comparable  with  other 
professions  requiring  similar  education  and  training. 

6.  That  Synod  request  our  Insurance  and  Retirement  Commit- 
tee to  try  to  work  out  a  way  to  increase  retirement  benefits.

MEMORIAL  FROM  CATAWBA  PRESBYTERY 

There  are  three  areas  in  the  Church's  life  fundamental  to  her 
being  a  mission  Church:  (1)  Foreign  Mission,  (2)  Home  Mission, 
and  (3)  Christian  Education.  Many  exciting  things  are  taking  place 
in  these  areas.  In  foreign  mission  work  there  seems  to  be  concern 
for  stronger  national  churches  with  missionaries  in  supportive 
roles,  moving  away  from  paternalism  and  patronizing  postures.  In 
the  extension  of  the  Church  at  home  there  are  experimental  mis- 
sions in  shopping  center;  special  ministries  to  derelicts,  vaca- 
tioners, transients,  some  rural  situations;  and  inner  city  work.  In 
Christian  education  there  is  exploration  in  methodology;  effort  to- 
ward sounder  training  of  leaders  in  biblical  and  theological  studies; 
greater  use  of  audio-visual  aids;  and  interest  in  doing  things  to 
support  and  reinforce  what  is  taught  in  the  classroom  (e.g.,  through 
field  trips,  service  projects). 

These  areas,  to  be  adequately  explored  and  used,  require  (1) 
money,  and  (2)  trained  personnel.  We  (the  ARP  Church)  are  at- 
tempting to  increase  the  quality  and  quantity  of  both,  but  the  task 
is  toilsomely  uphill.  And  at  times  we  are  duplicating  a  resource 
already  available,  or  saturating  a  mission  situation  beyond  its 
ability  to  absorb. 

Because  of  these  circumstances  a  great  opportunity  in  co- 
operative work  is  open  before  us.  We  have  the  chance  to  join  with 
other  Christian  communions  in  these  areas  and  to  face  undreamed 
of  possibilities  in  the  service  of  our  Lord. 

Therefore,  Catawba  Presbytery  memorializes  the  General  Synod 
of  the  ARP  Church  to  appoint  a  committee  of  six  (2  each  from  the 
boards  of  these  respective  areas:  Foreign  Mission,  Church  Exten- 
sion, Christian  Education)  plus  the  chairman  of  those  boards  as 
ex-officio  members  (giving  a  total  of  9).  This  committee  will  be 
asked  to  explore  concrete  ways  of  working  concertedly  with  cor- 
responding boards  or  agencies  of  other  denominations.    The  com- 
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mittee  will  report  back  to  Synod  in  1969  with  specific  recommenda- 
tions as  to  how  we  can  probe  our  opportunities  and  meet  our  re- 
sponsibilities to  the  world  in  the  service  of  our  Lord  and  in  rela- 
tionship with  sister  denominations.

FRIDAY— 9:00  A.M. 
The  Devotional  Service  was  led  by  Mr.  John  R. 
Thompson  who  read  2nd  Peter  1  and  spoke  on  the  theme, 
"Priorities." 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  the  minutes  of 
Thursday's  sessions  were  read,  corrected,  and  approved. 
The  Order  of  the  Day  was  the  election  of  the  Moderator 
for  1969.  Mr.  W.  A.  Deaton,  a  Ruling  Elder,  was  nomi- 
nated by  Mr.  Bill  Hendrick.  Mr.  Charles  Edwards  and 
Mr.  Harris  Blair  spoke  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Deaton,  who  was 
elected  by  acclamation.  He  was  called  to  the  chair  and 
he  spoke  a  few  words  to  the  Synod.  An  invitation  was 
received  from  Bonclarken  for  the  next  meeting  of  Synod, 
which  was  accepted. 

The  paper  read  on  Thursday  night,  proposed  by  Mr. 
Don  Colfee,  was  considered.  A  substitute  motion  was 
presented  that  "the  whole  matter  of  segregation  and  inte- 
gration be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  local  session."  This 
substitute  was  defeated.  The  paper  was  adopted  as 
originally  read. 

The  paper  by  Mr.  Fee  was  considered  and  a  substitute 
motion  prevailed. 
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The  following  substitute  motion  prevailed: 

That  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  program  committee  to  be 
studied,  and  a  report  be  brought  in  as  an  addenda  to  their  report 
for  next  year. 

The  Amendment  was  adopted  that  the  Program  Committee 
submit  a  questionnaire  to  all  sessions  to  secure  their  sentiments  on 
this  matter. 

Item  6  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Christian 
Education,  action  on  which  had  been  deferred,  was 
adopted  and  is  included  in  the  original  report.  A  reso- 
lution by  Mr.  Ronald  Beard  was  read  and  adopted. 

That  the  Moderator  be  given  discretionary  power  to  make 
Synod  aware  of  the  amount  and/or  import  of  the  business  remain- 
ing before  the  court,  following  any  motion  to  adjourn. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  was 
read  and  adopted.  (See  Appendix.) 

Mr.  George  Morrison  replaced  Mr.  Frank  Beard  on 
the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Vietnam.  It  was  announced 
that  the  offering  for  Vietnam  amounted  to  $460.00. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Morals  and  Public 
Welfare  was  considered.  This  report  was  adopted  as 
amended. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MORALS  AND 
PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

PART  I 

It  is  very  evident  that  we  live  in  a  revolutionary  age.  One  can 
look  back  only  a  few  years  to  see  changes  in  attitudes  toward  many 
of  the  issues  of  our  lives.  Some  of  these  changes  have  been  very 
good  to  increase  man's  knowledge  and  fruitfulness  in  this  world. 
Other  changes  have  brought  confusion  and  trouble  to  a  rapidly  in- 
creasing population. 

In  the  midst  of  all  the  changes,  good  and  bad,  we  as  the  Church 
are  called  to  be  faithful  servants  of  God.  If  we  are  faithful  we  will 
strive  constantly  to  understand  the  critical  issues  of  our  time  in 
light  of  God's  revelation  of  Himself  in  the  Scriptures  and  in  His 
Son  Jesus  Christ. 

It  may  be  well  for  us  to  question  ourselves  concerning  what  is 
happening  in  our  world.    With  God's  guidance  may  He  lead  us  to 
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discover  cures  for  the  ills  we  encounter  and  wisdom  to  use  the 
treasures  of  our  day  for  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom. 

In  a  society  ever  on  the  move  from  one  city  to  another,  what  is 
the  responsibility  of  our  Church  in  helping  people  to  find  roots? 
What  is  our  responsibility  to  the  children  of  these  families  who 
will  need  even  greater  assistance  in  adjusting  to  new  environ- 
ments? The  question  today  is,  are  we  reaching  these  people  with 
the  good  news  which  can  bring  Christian  meaning  to  their  exist- 
ence? 

Today  narcotic  addiction  and  the  traffic  in  narcotics  are  major 
problems  in  the  United  States  and  around  the  world.  Barbiturates, 
tranquilizers,  and  other  drugs  that  may  be  dangerous  are  an  in- 
creasing menace  even  to  the  average  housewife  and  student.  This 
year  we  have  been  alarmed  by  the  use  of  LSD  and  other  drugs  by 
many  youth.  Is  it  the  task  of  Christians  to  support  wise  plans  for 
the  most  effective  control  of  narcotic  distribution  and  use?  Is  it 
our  loving  concern  to  develop  more  adequate  facilities  for  the  re- 
habilitation of  narcotic  addicts  and  proper  education  concerning 
the  dangers  of  these  drugs? 

Alcoholism,  too,  continues  to  be  a  grave  problem  in  the  United 
States.  Is  it  wise  for  us  to  allow  our  children  to  be  indoctrinated 
in  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  through  magazines,  radio,  tele- 
vision and  other  media,  and  not  teach  them  the  sound  teaching  of 
temperance  ?  As  adults  it  is  our  responsibility  to  provide  examples 
of  Christian  responsibility  relative  to  alcohol,  and  to  give  proper 
instruction  to  our  children. 

When  we  look  at  our  newsstands  we  see  the  large  amount  of 
over-emphasis  on  sex.  On  some  stands  one  may  even  find  at  times 
pornographic  materials,  and  "sick"  materials  which  are  not  only 
being  read  by  adults  but  by  our  children  as  well.  Would  it  be  help- 
ful for  our  churches  to  instigate  courses  of  study  for  our  young 
people  regarding  Christian  attitudes  toward  sex  and  personality 
growth?  What  can  we  as  Christians  do  to  eliminate  the  distribu- 
tion and  sale  of  pornographic  literature,  films,  and  other  harmful 
materials  ? 

Crime  continues  to  grow.  In  the  past  few  years  it  seems  we 
have  lost  respect  for  law-enforcement.  Many  people  have  very  low 
esteem  for  our  courts  and  law  enforcement  procedures.  What  is 
the  attitude  we  should  have  to  those  who  strive  to  keep  our  laws 
enforced?  At  the  same  time  should  we  allow  open,  non-violent 
and  conscientious  refusal  to  obey  some  law  or  laws  as  a  means  to 
appeal  to  a  higher  court,  as  long  as  one  is  willing  to  accept  the 
penalty?  With  the  increase  in  crime  and  enforcement  there  are 
more  prisoners.  We  are  concerned  that  when  one  is  released  from 
prison  he  will  become  a  valuable  useful  citizen  in  our  society,  and 
will  not  continue  in  his  old  ways.  Is  it  important  that  we  manifest 
a  true  concern  for  those  in  prison?  What  can  we  do  for  the  per- 
son in  prison  who  is  paying  for  his  crime?  Should  we  forget  him 
during  this  time  when  he  feels  the  need  of  help  ?  Can  the  ministry 
and  laity  devise  programs  to  help  these  feel  they  are  not  forgotten  ? 

Being  ever  mindful  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Prince  of  Peace,  we 
struggle  with  the  problem  of  war.   As  Christians  we  are  called  to 
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be  disciples  and  to  live  by  the  law  of  love.  Are  we  concerned  over 
the  deaths  of  not  only  our  own  but  the  Vietnamese  as  well  ?  Would 
we  be  willing  to  draw  back  from  a  military  victory  to  bring  about 
peace?  On  the  other  hand,  do  we  feel  here  is  the  example  of  one 
people  trying  to  conquer  and  dominate  another  people,  and  we 
have  the  responsibility  to  defend  lives  and  liberties  ?  Whatever  our 
position,  are  we  seeking  to  evaluate  without  prejudice  all  the  avail- 
able facts  about  this  war  in  the  light  of  Christian  truths?  May 
the  work  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  guide  all  leaders  and  ourselves  toward 
meaningful  answers  to  this  grave  situation. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  has  many  branches  today.  How 
can  we  best  carry  on  the  work  of  His  Kingdom  at  home  and  on  the 
mission  field  ?    Should  we  join  our  forces  to  carry  out  the  cause  ? 

Today  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ  needs  to  be  heard.  The 
Scriptures  contain  the  foundation  of  our  faith,  yet  the  knowledge 
of  God's  Word  is  becoming  less  and  less.  In  a  world  of  materialism, 
secularization,  and  other  evils,  is  it  not  the  task  of  the  Church  to 
emphasize  that  God  is  still  at  work  in  His  Universe? 

PART  II 

Any  who  would  seek  to  discern  a  Christian  viewpoint  and 
principle  of  ethics,  ought  to  first  discern  the  relationship  between 
Christian  social  concern  and  other  forms  of  social  concern.  This 
relationship  is  such  that  at  many  points  there  are  distinct  differ- 
ences, just  as  at  many  points  there  are  clear  agreements.  Fre- 
quently, Christian  goals  parallel  or  converge  with  those  of  secular 
institutions;  however  Christian  principles  and  goals  always  have  a 
distinctly  theological  ground  and  character  which  secular  insights 
do  not  affirm. 

With  regard  to  morals,  secular  institutions  often  establish 
forms  of  morality  as  a  safeguard  to  society  and  its  structures;  but 
the  church's  concern  for  morality  traces  to  the  creative  purpose  of 
God  that  man  may  love  the  Lord  his  God  with  all  his  heart,  soul 
and  mind  and  his  neighbor  as  himself.  Thus  society's  concern  to 
guard  against  its  own  degeneration  is  superseded  by  the  church's 
view  to  the  development  of  man  as  a  spiritual  being. 

Christians,  above  all  others,  must  avoid  purely  negative  atti- 
tudes and  pronouncements  with  regard  to  moral  degeneration. 
Christians,  above  all  others,  have  as  their  privilege  and  responsi- 
bility the  proclamation  of  the  positive  values  of  life  and  the  joys 
of  a  life  of  moral  rectitude.  Negative  pronouncements  on  certain 
current  sexual  practices  and  philosophies  are  inadequate  to  express 
man's  spiritual  need  for  a  disciplined  and  purposeful  sexual  ethic. 
A  simple  denouncing  of  alcoholism  falls  short  of  the  more  valuable 
proclamation  of  temperance  and  continence  as  necessary  practices 
for  man  to  develop  a  mature  soul.  The  emptiness  of  life  which 
leads  many  to  the  use  of  narcotics  will  not  cease  through  denuncia- 
tion, but  can  be  vanquished  only  by  the  entrance  of  positive  faith 
values  into  the  life  of  the  individual.  Inasmuch  as  the  Christian 
church  is  charged  with  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel,  we  must 
remain  ever  alert  in  our  witness  to  affirm  the  values  of  faith  and 
not  be  satisfied  with  proclaiming  the  evils  of  unfaithfulness. 
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iSimilarly,  social  concern  in  matters  of  race  relations  are  fre- 
quently directed  to  the  legal  prohibition  of  certain  acts  grounded 
in  prejudice  itself.  Before  the  fellowship  of  the  church  can  become 
full,  tangible  expressions  of  love  for  all  men  must  become  reality, 
wrought  by  the  establishment  of  love.  The  Church  is  therefore  a 
beacon  to  all  that  mere  desegregation  in  certain  practices  or  places 
is  not  a  sufficiently  Christian  goal.  The  only  sufficiently  Chris- 
tian goal  in  race  relations,  and  all  human  differences,  is  that  all  men 
might  be  fully  reconciled  to  God  and  to  one  another. 

We  observe  that  many  disclaim  open  housing,  school  desegre- 
gation, and  similar  legislation  as  not  getting  to  the  heart  of  inter- 
racial dividedness.  We  fully  agree  that  such  legislation  is  not 
sufficient  to  accomplish  the  Christian's  goal,  and  we  encourage  men 
everywhere  to  seek  to  go  beyond  such  limited  measures  and  commit 
themselves  to  the  higher  spiritual  reconciliation  which  only  Godly 
living  can  establish.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  such  conditions  exist 
in  America  as  would  render  it  either  necessary  or  possible  that 
interracial  legislation  be  considered. 

Christian  concerns  relative  to  war  are  similar  to  the  concerns 
of  racial  dividedness:  we  may  not  be  satisfied  with  a  superficial 
easing  of  tensions,  but  are  committed  to  the  full  reconciliation  of 
men  to  God  and  to  one  another.  Christ  spoke  affirmatively  of 
citizenship  and  also  loving  one's  enemies.  This  juxtaposition  of 
goals  is  a  clear  rejoinder  that  a  military  victory  for  one's  nation 
and  allies  is  only  a  partial  expression  of  the  Christian's  allegiance. 
Our  denominational  position  limits  the  Christian's  obligation  to  his 
government  to  those  areas  in  which  a  Godly  conscience  is  not  of- 
fended. By  this  we  are  led  to  remember  that  national  policy  must 
always  be  subservient  to  the  love  of  God,  the  love  of  neighbor,  and 
even  the  love  of  one's  enemies.  This  same  truth  applies  equally  to 
differences  among  citizens  wthin  the  nation.  The  frequency  of 
rioting,  the  three  recent  assassinations,  and  other  forms  of  lawless- 
ness are  evidence  of  the  widespread  violence  in  our  land.  Some  of 
this  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  factual  and  fictional  violence  pre- 
sented through  many  channels  of  mass  communication,  but  it  also 
grows  out  of  the  frustrations  and  unfulfilled  hopes  of  those  who 
suffer  injustices  at  the  hands  of  their  fellowmen.  Counteractive 
influences  must  be  intensified  in  the  homes  and  communities  of  our 
nation;  the  churches  and  members  of  our  Synod  must  consciously 
strive  to  be  agents  of  Christ  in  bringing  justice  to  the  oppressed; 
and  we  call  upon  our  churches  to  condemn  both  the  violence  of 
oppressors  and  the  violence  of  reactionaries. 

We  must  not  forget  that  Christ  is  the  Prince  of  Peace  who 
died  for  the  sins  of  the  world — an  atonement  which  is  sufficient 
for  all,  whether  they  be  conquered,  conquerors,  aggressors,  ter- 
rorists, or  of  any  named  nationality  and  political  body.  It  is  to  the 
evil  of  the  world  that  Christ  comes,  and  He  comes  to  reconcile  and 
forgive.  With  this  as  our  firm  conviction,  there  is  no  question  that 
every  Christian  is  committed  to  peace  with  all  men — and  the  only 
proper  question  is  the  course  of  action  which  best  accomplishes  the 
reconciliation  of  the  world  in  Christ. 

Those  who  advance  a  pacifism  calling  for  the  laying  down  of 
all  arms  ought  to  answer  whether  terrorists  and/or  aggressors 
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should  be  allowed  to  commit  their  acts  at  will.  Those  who  advance 
a  military  resistance  and  the  securing  of  a  military  victory  as  a 
necessary  or  proper  goal  ought  to  answer  whether  the  war  is  to 
remain  within  the  narrowest  bounds  feasible,  and  how  a  war  af- 
fects the  spiritual  reconciliation  of  men  and  nations.  Many  other 
questions  are  also  relevant,  but  these  two  alone  establish  the  com- 
plexity of  the  problems  facing  the  Christian  who  seeks  a  peace 
which  is  more  than  a  simple  military  victory  or  the  cessation  of 
combat. 

Far  too  often  the  voices  raised  either  in  support  or  in  con- 
demnation of  policies  in  Vietnam  are  voices  which  reflect  only 
partial  concerns.  With  regard  to  specific  military  decisions,  we 
would  suspect  that  very,  very  few  have  sufficient  facts  to  judge. 
With  regard  to  matters  of  policy,  there  is  also  a  critical  question 
of  being  sufficiently  informed  to  judge  in  matters  which  may  re- 
quire information  not  available  to  the  general  public. 

Is  the  citizenship  and  the  Christian  thus  unqualified  to  speak? 
Certainly  not.  There  is  much  that  can  be  voiced  as  a  guide  to  our 
leaders,  and  a  testimony  to  the  world.  We  can  demand  that  our 
representatives  seek  more  than  a  decision  based  on  power.  We 
can  demand  that  our  policies  carefully  avoid  the  use  of  our  own 
strength  and  position  to  dictate  to  smaller  or  weaker  nations  the 
course  of  their  actions.  We  can  speak  publicly  to  our  concern 
that,  at  best,  war  can  never  achieve  more  than  a  partial  victory 
in  the  Christian  sense.  We  can  recognize  the  right,  yea  even  the 
duty,  of  one  whose  conscience  differs  with  national  policies  or  our 
own  positions  to  stand  forth  and  express  his  concerns,  even  as  we 
claim  opportunity  to  speak  our  convictions. 

Many  may  prefer  that  this  paper  support  either  an  extreme 
pacifism  or  a  rigid  military  policy,  but  the  fickleness  of  men  and 
nations  preclude  such  simplistic  stances.  The  "good"  in  a  par- 
ticular situation  is  that  which  most  fully  accomplishes  God's  will 
for  all  concerned:  Thus  we  are  bound  both  to  the  defense  of  the 
oppressed  and  also  to  the  most  merciful  actions  possible  against 
the  oppressor,  yet  consistent  with  that  defense. 

To  a  complex  world  with  complex  problems,  the  Gospel  comes 
with  judgment  and  hope:  in  a  world  torn  by  the  evil  of  men,  the 
Christian  is  to  live  in  love  of  God  and  man.  Let  us  not  be  dismayed 
by  social  confusion  or  evil,  for  we  know  that  man's  evil  in  the 
crucifixion  of  Christ  was  used  of  God  to  bring  to  men  His  greatest 
Gift.  God  is  neither  the  author,  power,  nor  actor  in  any  of  man- 
kind's sinful  acts,  yet  He  is  never  separate  from  His  creatures  who 
exist  only  through  His  power.  The  Christian's  assurance  of  God's 
sovereignty  fights  against  despair  and  a  feeling  of  helplessness, 
and  supplies  man  with  the  conviction  of  God's  present  purpose  and 
ultimate  victory.  Let  us  trust  in  God,  that  He  is  not  absent  from 
His  world  and  creatures.  Let  us  thank  God,  that  many  advances 
are  being  made  in  our  day.  Let  us  pray  to  God  that  He  will  em- 
power His  Chuch  to  assault  the  evil  which  persists.

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Addendum  1 

Resolved,  that  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in 
its  compassionate  concern  for  the  spiritual  and  physical  welfare  of 
all  mankind,  reaffirm  its  position  on  alcohol  be  that  of  total  ab- 
stinence and  that  we  instruct  our  people  of  our  stand  and  teach  by 
example  and  influence  our  people. 

In  the  light  of  our  total  abstinence  stand,  we  yet  recognize  a 
whole  range  of  overwhelming  problems  which  remain  unsolved, 
problems  such  as  driving  under  the  influence  of  alcohol,  teen-age 
drinking,  alcohol  control,  court  and  police  problems,  and  alcoholism. 
We  call  for  concerned  churchmen  to  unite  in  the  effort  to  develop 
wholesome  and  understanding  attitudes  toward  those  involved  in 
alcohol  problems  and  to  offer  constructive  assistance  in  problem 
solving  efforts. 


Addendum  2 

Your  committee  has  reconsidered  the  paper  recommitted  to  us, 
and  we  appreciate  the  presence  and  aid  of  interested  persons  meet- 
ing with  us.  The  sincere,  yet  diverse,  comments  to  the  committee 
relative  to  a  stand  on  the  use  of  alcohol  served  to  indicate  that  our 
Synod  is  not  unified  on  this  question.  The  divided  votes  on  alcohol 
stands  in  past  years  further  confirms  this  dividedness.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  arrive  at  a  statement  which  we  consider  to  be  an 
honest  expression  of  a  substantial  majority  of  the  Synod. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  committee  be  indulged  to 
include  in  its  report  to  the  1969  meeting  of  Synod  a  paper  designed 
as  a  special  study  of  this  matter.  We  request  that  Synod  grant 
permission  for  the  committee  to  consult  with  ministers  and  ses- 
sions by  employing  a  questionnaire  if  such  becomes  desirable. 


Addendum  3 

In  the  course  of  Synod's  first  consideration  of  our  report,  it 
became  clear  that  few  have  studied  the  Kerner  Report,  The  Crisis 
in  the  Nation.  Your  committee  feels  that  church  leaders  should 
not  be  ignorant  of  a  document  so  widely  acclaimed  and  we  en- 
courage church  leaders  to  inform  themselves  of  the  findings  of  this 
and  other  similar  information. 

We  are  not  proposing  that  the  Kemer  Report  provides  a  com- 
plete foundation  for  Christian  understanding  or  action,  but  it  is 
certainly  advantageous  for  church  leaders  to  be  as  fully  informed 
as  possible  in  seeking  to  understand  the  racial  dividedness  in  our 
land.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Presbytery  Reports 
to  Synod  was  read  and  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON 
PRESBYTERY  REPORTS 
Reports  from  the  seven  Presbyteries  in  the  United  States  were 
received. 

Inasmuch  as  the  statistical  tables  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  will 
give  much  detailed  information,  and  since  the  narrative  reports 
from  the  Presbyteries  will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  minutes,  we  are 
omitting  most  of  these  figures  from  our  report. 

There  are  143  congregations  in  our  General  Synod  reporting  a 
total  of  27,255  members.  Total  accessions  were  1313,  and  total 
losses  were  1061,  giving  a  net  gain  of  252.  However,  last  year's 
report  gave  the  total  membership  at  27,758.  This  year's  figure 
shows  an  actual  loss  of  503  rather  than  a  net  gain  of  252. 

There  are  126  ministers  reported,  and  42  vacant  pulpits. 

We  note  with  pleasure  and  are  encouraged  by  the  large  number 
of  theological  students  reported  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyteries. 

Three  men  were  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry.  They  were: 
Forrest  J.  Musselman,  Virginia  Presbytery;  William  M.  Harris,  Jr., 
Virginia  Presbytery;  and  Webster  Curry,  Second  Presbytery. 

It  is  noted  from  the  Presbytery  reports  that  much  building- 
activity  is  in  progress  throughout  Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Tennessee-Alabama  Presbytery  states  that 
they  received  no  statistics  from  the  Red  Level  Field.  We  also 
note  that  the  Presbytery  is  concerned  about  this  work  and  has  re- 
quested assistance  from  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  in  re- 
activating this  field. 

A  resolution  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Maloney  was  adopted  as 
read. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  consistency  among  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterians  when  they  refer  to  the  First  day  of  the  week,  some 
saying  ''Sabbath,"  and  some  calling  it  "Sunday,"  and  still  others 
"The  Lord's  Day,"  I  want  to  introduce  the  following  resolution  and 
ask  that  it  be  adopted  by  the  Synod — 

Resolved  that  the  Synod  recommend  to  all  congregations  and 
individual  members  that  hereafter  the  day  be  referred  to  as  "The 
Lord's  Day."  It  is  further  recommended  that  this  item  be  used  in 
all  official  language  and  publications  of  the  Synod,  and  that  its 
use  be  encouraged  in  church  gatherings,  in  worship,  and  in  the 
home.

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Due  to  the  mandatory  status  of  Social  Security  for  ministers 
(in  that  to  stay  out  of  the  program  one  has  to  sign  a  statement 
that  he  is  a  conscientious  objector  and  is  in  disagreement  with  all 
government  insurance),  I  sincerely  request  the  General  Synod  to 
authorize  the  Committee  of  the  Minister  and  His  Work  to  notify 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Deacons  and  the  Clerk  of  Session  of 
each  of  our  churches  of  this  change  with  a  request  that  the  church 
give  aid  to  the  ministers  by  raising  his  salary  to  the  amount  equal 
to  half  his  social  security  payment.

We  commend  the  members  of  Synod  for  addressing  fellow 
delegates  as  Mr.,  Brother,  or  Elder  in  accordance  with  a  resolution 
for  the  General  Synod  of  1967.

OBITUARIES 

WILLIAM  EDGAR  ANDERSON 

By  J.  B.  McFerrin 

William  Edgar  Anderson  was  born  near  Reidsville,  Spartan- 
burg County,  South  Carolina,  June  14,  1872.  He  was  baptized  in 
infancy  by  Reverend  D.  F.  Haddon  in  the  Providence  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  in  Laurens  County,  South  Carolina. 
His  father,  E.  D.  Anderson,  was  one  of  the  first  elders  in  the  Wood- 
ruff Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  His  mother,  Mrs. 
Sarah  Bryson  Anderson,  was  a  charter  member  of  our  Woodruff 
Church. 

William  Edgar  Anderson  was  born  and  grew  up  on  the  farm. 
He  attended  Woodruff  Church  and  by  profession  of  faith  joined  the 
church  there  in  1891.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and 
prepared  for  college  in  Woodruff  High  School.  He  entered  Erskine 
College  in  September  1895,  and  graduated  with  the  A.B.  degree  in 
1899. 

After  teaching  and  working  on  the  farm  for  a  year,  he  entered 
Erskine  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fall  of  1900  and  completed  the 
course  of  study  in  1902.  He  was  influenced  to  enter  the  gospel 
ministry  by  his  brother,  Reverend  E.  B.  Anderson  and  Dr.  S.  W. 
Reid. 

He  was  licensed  by  the  Second  Presbjrtery  at  Wrens,  Georgia, 
in  April  1902  and  was  ordained  by  the  Virginia  Presbytery  at  the 
Ebenezer  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church  on  October  31,  1903.  His  first 
charge  was  at  Broad  Creek  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church  in  Virginia 
Presbytery  1902-1905.  His  next  was  at  Marlow,  Texas,  1905-1907. 
He  served  United  Presbyterian  Churches  in  Texas  and  Kansas  for 
several  years.  He  served  in  New  Hope  and  Day  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Churches  1916-1918.  After  this  he  supplied  a  number 
of  vacant  churches,  taught  school  and  farmed  at  Sulphur  Rock, 
Arkansas. 

He  died  January  27,  1968  at  Cabot,  Arkansas.  Funeral  serv- 
ices were  conducted  in  Bethel  Missionary  Baptist  Church  in  Cabot, 
Arkansas,  and  a  second  service  was  held  at  Liberty  Street  Church 
in  Batesville,  Arkansas.  Interment  was  in  Oaklawn  Cemetery, 
Batesville,  Arkansas. 

Mr.  Anderson  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Miss 
Stirlena  Mae  Millen,  who  lived  near  Natural  Bridge,  Virginia. 
They  were  married  April  29,  1909.  They  had  one  daughter,  Mary 
Sarah,  now  Mrs.  J.  0.  Cullum,  of  Cabot,  Arkansas.  She  survives 
him.  Mrs.  Anderson  died  May  26,  1930.  His  second  wife  was  Mrs. 
Belle  Hedgekinson  of  Memphis,  Tennessee.  They  were  married  on 
October  26,  1940.    She  died  in  1943. 
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REVEREND  ROBERT  CALVIN  GRIER,  D.D. 
By  James  P.  Pressly 

In  the  early  hours  of  Sabbath  morning,  February  18,  1968,  the 
spirit  of  Robert  Calvin  Grier  quietly  slipped  away  and  returned  to 
God  who  gave  it.  But  to  us  all  he  left  the  memory  and  inspiration 
of  a  life  nobly  lived  in  devotion  to  God  and  in  faithful  service,  in 
the  name  of  Christ,  to  his  fellowmen.  Let  us  recall  the  historical 
data  regarding  his  life  and  work. 

Robert  Calvin  Grier  was  the  second  son  of  Professor  Paul 
Livingstone  and  Effie  Pressly  Grier.  He  was  bom  at  Due  West, 
South  Carolina,  October  12,  1889.  He  grew  up  in  the  home  of  his 
parents,  attended  the  elementary  schools  of  the  town,  united  with 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  under  the  ministry  of 
Rev.  O.  Y.  Bonner,  completed  his  pre-college  training  in  Erskine 
Preparatory  Department  and  then  entered  the  freshman  class  of 
Erskine  in  September,  1906,  when  16  years  of  age. 

Graduating  from  Erskine  in  1910,  he  spent  two  years  teaching 
in  the  Due  West  High  School  in  association  with  Principal  S.  W. 
Rabb.  Then,  under  the  conviction  of  God's  call  to  the  Gospel  min- 
istry, he  entered  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  September,  1912, 
graduating  June,  1914.  As  he  was  to  become  pastor  of  the  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church  upon  graduation  from 
the  Seminary,  the  Second  Presbytery  in  session  at  Cannon's  Creek 
Church,  Newberry  County,  licensed  and  ordained  him  April  10,  1914. 
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June  28,  1914,  R.  C.  Grier  conducted  his  first  service  as  pastor 
of  the  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Church.  This  pastorate  continued  for 
four  years.  It  was  during  this  pastorate  that  he  was  married, 
November  17,  1915,  to  Miss  Gladys  Patrick,  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  T.  G.  Patrick,  White  Oak,  South  Carolina.  Mrs.  Grier  entered 
whole-heartedly  into  her  husband's  ministry  and,  with  ready  hands 
and  wise  counsel,  has  ever  been  a  vital  part  of  his  devoted  labors, 
whether  in  the  church  or  in  the  College.  Mrs.  Grier  continues  to 
make  her  home  in  Greenville,  living  in  the  home  on  Cleveland 
Street  which  Dr.  Grier  purchased  a  few  years  ago. 

The  four-year  pastorate  in  Louisville  was  followed  by  a  three- 
year  pastorate  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  Called  by  our  Cen- 
tennial Church  in  May,  1918,  Dr.  Grier  experienced  a  happy  and 
fruitful  pastorate  until  August  3,  1921,  when  he  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  Erskine  College.  He  knew  full  well  the  heavy  duties  and 
responsibilities  this  high  office  entailed;  but  he  accepted  it  as  the 
call  of  God,  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  September  1,  1921. 
In  this  capacity  he  served  the  College,  the  Church  and  our  Lord  for 
thirty-three  years  with  devotion,  enthusiasm  and  vision.  He  then 
offered  his  resignation  effective  June  1,  1954 — at  which  time  he 
accepted  a  call  from  the  Greenville  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Church 
where  he  served  most  acceptably  and  with  increasing  influence  until 
his  death,  February  18,  1968.  Such  is  the  brief  sketch  of  the  life 
and  fields  of  labor  of  this  servant  of  God. 

I  am  sure  we  would  all  agree  that  the  last  two  periods  of  his 
life — President  of  Erskine  College  and  Pastor  of  our  Greenville 
Church — ^were  the  most  significant  and  fruitful,  and  those  in  rela- 
tion to  which  he  is  especially  remembered.  Hence,  we  speak  espe- 
cially of  these. 

Dr.  Grier  was  a  young  man  when  he  was  elected  President  of 
Erskine  College.  But,  if  there  is  anything  in  heredity  (and  there 
is),  there  were  many  years  of  preparation  that  preceded  his  years 
of  service.  Two  lines  of  Presidents  of  the  College  converged  and 
met  in  him.  The  first  president  of  the  College,  Dr.  E.  E.  Pressly, 
was  on  his  mother's  side  of  the  family — Dr.  Grier's  great-grand- 
father. The  second  president.  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier,  I,  was  on  his  father's 
side — his  grandfather.  Each  of  these  men  was  President  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  as  well  as  the  College.  The  fourth  President 
of  the  College,  Dr.  W.  M.  Grier,  was  on  his  father's  side — Dr.  Grier's 
uncle.  During  these  years,  his  father  was  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics in  the  College  and  his  grandfather  on  his  mother's  side,  Dr. 
W.  L.  Pressly,  was  President  of  the  Seminary.  The  sixth  president 
of  the  College,  Dr.  J.  S.  Moffatt,  was  by  marriage  Dr.  Grier's  first 
cousin. 

With  such  ancestral  lines  meeting  in  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier,  II,  it  does 
seem  a  most  natural  and  significant  thing  that  he  should  become  the 
seventh  president  of  Erskine.  The  years  that  followed  reveal  that 
the  _  Board  of  Erskine  made  not  only  an  appropriate  but  a  wise 
choice  in  electing  him  to  this  important  position. 

I  shall  not  attempt  at  this  time  to  enumerate  the  accomplish- 
ments of  Dr.  Grier's  administration.    These  are  preserved  in  the 
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College  records  of  those  years,  1921-1954.  But  we  should  recognize 
that  these  accomplishments  are  the  more  significant  and  praise- 
worthy because  of  the  apparently  insurmountable  difficulties  which 
he  encountered. 

His  administration  began  shortly  after  World  War  I  had  come 
to  an  end.  In  the  midst  of  the  confusion  and  wreckage  carried 
over  from  the  war  years,  people  in  every  walk  of  life  were  en- 
deavoring to  adjust  to  post-war  conditions.  In  a  few  years  busi- 
ness, industry,  agriculture  and  educational  institutions  were  en- 
joying a  period  of  growing  prosperity.  This,  however,  almost  be- 
fore men  realized  it,  developed  into  an  inflationary  boom  which  re- 
sulted in  the  most  disastrous  depression  in  more  than  fifty  years. 
Bankruptcy  in  every  type  of  business  was  the  order  of  the  day. 
This  placed  a  heavy  burden  on  the  College.  Both  students  and 
funds  with  which  to  operate  were  seriously  curtailed.  Then,  before 
recovery  from  these  conditions  had  been  attained,  World  War  II 
appeared  on  the  horizon  and,  in  a  short  time,  we  had  been  drawn 
into  it.  So  again  the  College  experienced  the  disruptive  and  de- 
pressive effects  of  war  and  post-war  conditions. 

Dr.  Grier  faced  these  conditions  with  faith  and  courage,  with 
zeal  and  determination.  In  so  doing,  he  inspired  others  and  en- 
listed their  help  that  the  work  of  the  institution  might  go  forward. 
During  Commencement  in  May,  1946,  the  College  celebrated  the 
25th  Anniversary  of  Dr.  Grier's  administration.  In  recognizing 
this  eventt,  Dr.  C.  B.  Williams,  Editor  of  the  "Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian,"  wrote  an  editorial  in  which  he  said: 

"Dr.  Grier  brought  to  the  College  a  personality  of 
strength  and  charm  which  has  been  unreservedly  dedicated 
to  the  advancement  of  the  College.  A  ready  and  gifted 
man  in  public  address,  he  has  responded  liberally  to  calls 
far  and  near  with  the  result  that  the  College  is  favorably 
known  far  beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  denomination.  .  .  . 
To  his  unflagging  efforts  and  influence,  we  might  add,  is 
due  Erskine's  recognition  by  the  accrediting  agencies  in 
the  field  of  higher  education." 

Dr.  Grier's  interest  in  and  labors  for  the  College  did  not  end 
when  he  resigned  the  Presidency.  In  May,  1954,  he  worte  the 
Erskine  alumni  regarding  his  resignation,  as  follows: 

"My  33  years  here  have  been  filled  with  many  happy 
associations  and  experiences.  It  has  been  an  honor  and  a 
privilege  to  serve  your  Alma  Mater  and  mine  and  to  know 
you  as  one  of  her  friends.  In  returning  to  a  pastorate  of 
our  Synod  (Greenville,  South  Carolina),  I  am  leaving  Ers- 
kine in  physical  presence  but  not  in  devotion  and  interest. 
I  shall  continue  to  love  her  and  serve  her  for  what  she  has 
been,  is  and  will  be.    My  confidence  in  her  future  is  firm. 

"Presently  I  shall  be  with  you  as  an  alumnus  on  the 
field  working  with  you  under  God's  blessing  for  a  better 
and  greater  Erskine  for  the  service  of  man  in  the  interest 
of  His  Kingdom." 
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Each  of  us  knows  how  faithfully  and  joyously  he  fulfilled 
this  pledge! 

July  1,  1954,  finds  Dr.  Grier  girding  on  the  harness  as  Pastor 
of  the  Greenville  Church.  Here,  too,  difficulties  and  obstacles  were 
to  be  experienced.  The  location  of  the  church  was  unfavorable  to 
growth  and  development.  Plans  were  soon  begun  to  relocate  the 
church.  Thus  they  faced  the  difficulty  of  disposing  of  the  present 
property  and  finding  a  suitable  new  location.  Through  the  blessing 
and  guidance  of  the  King  and  Head  of  the  Church,  these  difficulties 
were  overcome.  Under  the  faithful  ministry  of  Dr.  Grier  the 
church  grew,  the  new  House  of  God  was  erected  and  in  a  remark- 
ably short  time  freed  of  all  indebtedness.  I  had  the  happy  privilege 
of  being  present  on  that  joyous  occasion  a  year  ago  when,  with 
gratitude  of  heart,  pastor  and  people  united  in  a  special  Service  of 
Dedication.  In  earnest  prayer,  the  Pastor  sought  not  only  the 
dedication  of  a  building  unto  God  but  especially  the  hearts  and 
lives  of  all  those  who  were  a  part  of  the  congregation. 

Dr.  Grier  was  loved  and  respected  by  the  congregations  he 
served,  the  College,  the  Synod,  and  by  all  who  knew  him.  In  his 
human  relations  he  exemplified  that  love  which  "suffereth  long  and 
is  kind,  envieth  not,  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up,  is  not 
easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil;  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  re- 
joiceth  in  the  truth." 

Exercising  this  love  for  others,  he  was  in  turn  loved  by  others. 
Men  felt  that  in  him  they  had  a  friend.  Dr.  C.  H.  Nabers  wrote  of 
him,  "I  have  no  close  friend  on  earth  whom  I  have  known  and  loved 
so  long.  Life  will  be  different  in  Greenville,  especially  on  Cleveland 
Street,  and  lots  of  other  places  since  the  Father  called  His  Choice 
Child  home."  A  tribute  which  Dr.  John  Henry  Jowett  paid  to  a 
great  Christian  is  appropriate  to  Dr.  Grier: 

"There  was  always  a  most  delicate  courtesy  in  his 
intercourse  with  his  fellowmen.  He  never  lays  aside  his 
masculine  robustness;  but  there  is  always  a  touch  as  of 
moss  upon  the  rock.  He  never  becomes  effeminate  in  order 
to  be  gentle.  His  tenderness  is  always  the  garment  of 
strength." 

As  the  Scriptures  teach  us,  "A  man  that  hath  friends  must 
show  himself  friendly;  and  there  is  a  friend  that  sticketh  closer 
than  a  brother." 

As  individuals  and  as  a  Synod,  we  are  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  a  prince,  a  great  and  good  man,  is  fallen  in  our  ranks.  We 
shall  miss  him  and  there  is  sorrow  in  our  hearts.  We  feel  the  loss 
of  his  presence  and  counsel,  his  leadership,  his  readiness  and  ability 
to  serve  in  promoting  the  whole  work  of  the  Synod.  But  our  sor- 
row is  not  without  hope  for  the  Scriptures  speak  of  "the  power  of 
an  endless  life."  The  grave,  then,  is  not  the  end.  The  life  with  its 
influence  and  power  continues.  It  was  in  this  assurance  that  the 
Editor  of  the  "Greenville  News"  wrote,  "The  good  that  he  did  will 
be  long  remembered.  The  good  that  he  was  will  last  forever." 
Well  might  our  Synod  pray, 
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"Let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us;  and 
establish  Thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us;  yea,  the 
work  of  our  hands  establish  Thou  it."

REPORT  OF  CATAWBA  PRESBYTERY 
Catawba  Presbytery  wishes  to  make  the  following  report  for 
1967: 

There  are  a  total  of  30  congregations  with  the  active  member- 
ship of  5,529.  There  was  an  increase  of  101  by  profession  of  faith, 
136  by  certificate,  making  a  total  of  237,  There  was  a  loss  by  death 
of  60,  by  certificate  131,  making  a  total  of  191.  This  left  a  net 
increase  of  46. 

There  are  7  vacant  congregations  which  are:  Clover,  Edgemoor, 
Oak  Grove,  Union,  Hopewell,  New  Hope  and  White  Oak. 

There  are  28  ministers  in  the  Presbytery  and  two  students  of 
Theology — Lawrence  C.  Young  and  James  G.  Knox,  III. 

The  total  contributions  were:  For  salaries  $137,884,  Synod's 
Budget  $95,943,  other  causes  $420,677.   Total  to  all  causes  $654,504. 

Two  ministers  were  received  into  the  Presbytery,  Rev.  Nale 
Falls  and  Rev.  R.  M.  Bell.  Two  ministers  have  been  dismissed, 
James  Barker,  and  J.  Calvin  Smith. 

14  Elders  have  been  lost  by  death.  They  are:  John  C.  Wilson, 
11  years;  S.  D.  Cathcart,  many  years;  Hazel  B.  Culp,  11  years; 
George  Simpson,  36  years,  Haskel  White,  29  years;  Ross  Dye,  7 
years;  Dr.  C.  B.  Draff  in,  42  years;  T.  C.  Collins,,  12  years;  S.  B. 
Robertson;  J.  W.  Weir,  Sr.,  10  years;  A.  W.  Brice,  10  years;  J.  D.

There  are  a  total  of  316  deacons.  The  following  supplements 
are  recommended  for  next  year:  Eden  Terrace  $3,690;  Edwards  Me- 
morial $4,000;  Faith  $5,000.  There  are  a  total  of  30  Sabbath  Schools 
with  4131  members  which  is  a  decrease  of  112.  Total  offerings

decrease  of  123.   The  total  offerings  were  $2,793.

REPORT  OF  FIRST  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  1968 

We  record  our  gratitude  to  God  for  His  boundless  mercies  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

There  are  34  churches  in  the  Presbytery.  The  total  member- 
ship of  the  Presbytery  is  9,017.  Although  there  were  465  members 
received  into  the  churches,  there  was  a  net  increase  of  eight  for  the 
year.  As  the  year  ends,  there  are  six  vacant  churches  in  the  Pres- 
bjrtery,  namely:  Charlotte,  First;  First  Union;  Craig  Avenue;  West- 
minster; Concord  and  Huntersville.  There  are  34  ministers  in  the 
Presbytery.  Theological  students  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery 
are:  Robert  Johnson,  Clyde  McCants,  Robert  Wallace,  John  Todd, 
Franklin  Jenkins,  James  Walker,  Rodney  Foster,  and  Jeff  D.  Mitch- 
iner.  These  men  are  enrolled  in  Erskine,  Union  and  Columbia 
Seminaries.  Total  contributions  to  salaries  was  $190,757;  to  Synod's 
Budget  $131,857  and  to  local  causes  $572,704. 

Three  ministers  were  received  into  the  Presbytery:  Reverend 
Frank  Beard,  Forrest  Musselman  and  James  A.  Cannon.  Two 
ministers  were  lost  by  transfer,  the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Robinson 
and  Ray  M.  Alber.  Thirty-seven  Elders  were  ordained.  Elders  lost 
by  death  along  with  the  years  they  served  are  as  follows:  W.  C. 

Griffith,  34  years;  John  T.  Patterson,  27  years;  J.  M.  Dunn,   

years;  Charlie  P.  Moore,  18  years;  E.  G.  Perkins,  27  years.  There 
are  347  Elders  in  the  Presbytery.  Elders  tithing  are  49%.  There 
are  391  Deacons  in  the  Presbytery,  56  were  ordained  during  the 
year.  Thirty-seven  Deacons  were  lost  by  certificate.  The  percent- 
age of  Deacons  tithing  is  43. 

Supplements  recommended  for  the  year  are:  St.  Andrew  $4,000; 
and  Covenant,  $4,400. 

There  are  34  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  Presbytery;  there  are 
5,966  attendants  enrolled  in  the  Sabbath  Schools.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  282  over  last  year.  The  Sabbath  School  offering  for  the 
year  was  $32,466.  There  are  18  Senior  High  Fellowships;  18  Junior 
High  Fellowships  and  20  Junior  Organizations.  The  membership 
of  695  is  67  less  than  last  year. 

From  the  33  reports  received,  it  appears  25  have  Prayer  Meet- 
ing, 34  a  Woman's  organization  and  19  a  Men's  organization  other 
than  the  Sabbath  School  class.  Approximately  83%  of  the  adults 
are  enrolled  in  Sabbath  School  and  87%  of  the  children  attend 
worship.  Reports  show  that  there  is  a  variation  from  8%  to  75% 
of  families  having  family  altar.  Perhaps,  30%  would  be  a  good 
estimate  of  the  number  of  active  members  tithing.    Sabbath  ob- 
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servance  among  the  members  of  the  church  is  "fair."  Between  40% 
and  100%  of  the  congregations  attend  communion.  The  people  co- 
operate well  with  officers  and  pastor. 

There  are  295  students  in  colleges  and  universities,  of  these  44 
are  in  Erskine  College.  There  are  12  churches  that  have  no  stu- 
dents at  Erskine.  Generally,  the  churches  supported  the  Bonclarken 
Conferences  well.  Most  churches  have  evangelistic  meetings  an- 
nually. 

The  reports  reflected  a  number  of  thingfs  that  should  give  the 
Presbytery  pause.  One  thing  found  in  the  reports  was  that  one 
church  said  there  was  no  evidence  of  spiritual  growth  in  the  mem- 
bership; another  left  this  question  unanswered.  Six  churches  an- 
swered "No"  to  the  question:  "Is  an  honest  effort  being  made  to 
reach  the  unsaved."  From  the  statistics,  it  appears  that  the  church- 
es answering  the  questionnaire  thus  were  more  honest  than  the  rest. 
Eight  churches  had  a  deficit  last  year.  They  were:  Coddle  Creek, 
Craig  Avenue,  Elk  Shoals,  Glenwood,  Huntersville,  Parkwood,  Plaza 
Hills  and  Westminster.  Twenty-one  reports  were  adopted  by  con- 
gregations, two  by  sessions  and  ten  by  neither. 

The  Congregational  Report  Committee  would  like  to  recom- 
mend that  all  churches  be  conscientious  about  filling  out  the  reports 
and  sending  them  in.  A  recommendation  is  made  that  the  Con- 
gregational Report  Blank  be  studied  by  a  committee  of  Synod.

The  Florida  Presbytery  wishes  to  make  the  following  report

There  are  6  congregations  with  1657  members.  39  were  re- 
ceived by  Profession  of  Faith,  109  by  certificate,  making  a  total  of 
148.  20  were  lost  by  death,  36  by  certificate,  making  a  total  of  63. 
There  was  a  net  increase  of  117. 

Lake  Placid  is  the  only  vacant  congregation. 

There  are  8  ministers  in  the  Presbytery.  Total  contributions 
for  salaries  $40,210,  to  Synod's  Budget  $21,853,  and  to  other  causes 
$186,345. 

Rev.  J.  Frank  Beard  was  transferred  to  the  First  Presbytery. 
There  were  two  elders  lost  by  death,  Ivey  E.  Futch,  12  years,  Frank 
DuBose,  9  years.  There  is  a  total  of  44  elders  and  a  total  of  50 
deacons. 

There  are  6  Sabbath  Schools  with  a  total  membership  of  923 
and  offerings  amounted  to  $5,483. 

There  are  4  Intermediate  societies  and  4  Junior  societies,  with 
a  total  membership  of  192.   Total  offerings  amounted  to  $78. 
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H.  E.  Lewis  was  appointed  on  the  Stewardship  Committee, 
G.  R.  Gates  on  Foreign  Missions,  W.  H.  Stuart  on  Church  Exten- 
sion, R.  W.  Ackerman,  Men's  Work  and  F.  M.  Hunt,  Nominations. 


REPORT  OF  THE  MISSISSIPPI  VALLEY  PRESBYTERY 

The  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery  submits  the  following  report 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina,  June 
3-7,  1968. 

We  had  fourteen  ministers  in  our  Presbytery  at  the  end  of  1967. 
Of  these,  the  Reverend  W.  E.  Anderson  was  retired  and  since  Jan- 
uary 1,  1968  has  been  called  to  his  eternal  home.  The  Reverend 
John  S.  Banks  labors  outside  the  bounds  of  our  Presbytery  as  a 
Chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Ministerial  changes  during  the  year  include:  the  receiving  of 
the  Rev.  Ray  M.  Alber  into  the  Presbytery  as  pastor  of  the  High- 
land Heights  congregation;  the  receiving  of  the  Reverend  M.  B. 
Grier,  D.D.,  into  the  Presbytery  as  pastor  of  the  Monticello  con- 
gregation; and  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  James  A.  Cannon  to  the 
First  Presbytery. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1968,  the  Rev.  J.  Calvin  Smith,  D.D., 
was  received  into  the  Presbytery  as  pastor  of  the  Troy  and  Rives 
congregations;  the  Reverend  Ronnie  Brunson  was  ordained  and  is 
now  serving  as  a  missionary  in  Mexico;  the  Rev.  James  Hatch  was 
ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  of  the  Elsberry,  Missouri,  congre- 
gation; and  Mr.  Laurence  Harrod  was  received  as  a  candidate  for 
the  ministry  and  approved  as  the  stated  supply  of  the  Salem  con- 
gregation until  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Presbytery. 

There  were  four  students  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery. 
The  Rev.  Ronnie  Brunson  was  ordained  February  25,  1968;  and  the 
Rev.  James  Hatch  was  ordained  May  29,  1968.  Mr.  Willard  Doyle 
continues  his  studies  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  Mr.  Russell  Warner  at  Columbia  Bible  College,  Co- 
lumbia, South  Carolina. 

There  were  164  Elders  in  the  Presbytery.  Those  removed  by 
death  were:  W.  P.  Jones,  39  years:  J.  L.  Ledbetter,  18  years;  John 
Stewart,  15  years;  all  from  the  Ebenezer  congregation  in  Missis- 
sippi; J.  F.  Nelson,  10  years,  Havana,  Arkansas;  H.  J.  Manning, 
14  years,  Monticello,  Arkansas;  A.  W.  Daniels,  32  years,  Pottsville- 
Bethany,  Arkansas;  and  Samuel  S.  Fee,  10  years,  Sharon,  Tennessee.

REPORT  OF  SECOND  PRESBYTERY  TO  THE  GENERAL 

SYNOD 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  report  the  death  of  a  distinguished 
member  of  our  Presbytery,  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier,  Sr.,  who  passed  away  on 
February  18,  1968.  His  presence  and  counsel  in  our  Church  courts 
will  be  greatly  missed. 

There  are  thirty  congregations  in  our  Presbytery.  4679  mem- 
bers are  enrolled,  of  whom  3896  are  reported  as  active.  Members 
received  were  221  and  lost  were  189.  31  adults  and  38  infants  were 
baptized.  3157  were  enrolled  in  the  Sabbath  School.  At  this  time 
17  of  our  congregations  (15  charges)  do  not  have  installed  pastors, 
but  all  are  regularly  supplied  with  preaching. 

Pastoral  relations  dissolved  to  date  during  the  past  year  were: 
Rev.  David  Williams  and  Iva;  Rev.  J.  Palmer  Steele  and  Lyndon 
Grove;  Dr.  F.  T.  White  and  Spartanburg;  White  Oak  and  Dr.  R.  M. 
Bell;  Rev.  H.  S.  Mace  and  Greenwood  First.  Mr.  Williams  was 
transferred  to  Congaree  Presbytery,  Presbyterian  U.S.  Dr.  R.  M. 
Bell  was  transferred  to  Catawba  Presbytery.  Dr.  W.  C.  Halliday 
was  transferred  to  San  Luis  Potosi  Presbytery,  Mexico.  Mr.  Steele 
is  teaching  in  Erskine  Seminary,  and  Mr.  Mace  is  manager  and 
director  of  Bonclarken. 

Rev.  Webster  Curry  was  ordained  and  installed  at  Bethlehem. 

There  are  230  Elders.  Lost  by  death  were:  W.  D.  Brown,  52 
years;  Lawrence  D.  Hagan,  19  years;  George  H.  Davis,  9  years;

REPORT  OF  TENNESSEE  AND  ALABAMA  PRESBYTERY 

To  the  General  Synod  for  1967 

There  are  eight  congregations  in  the  Presbytery.  All  are 
supplied  with  pastors  except  the  Red  Level  Field.  The  Presbytery 
is  recommending  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  that  a  minister 
be  sent  to  the  Red  Level  Field  for  one  year  to  attempt  to  reorganize 
and  revive  it,  and  to  attempt  to  determine  what  the  future  of  the 
field  should  be.  There  are  approximately  100  members  there  who 
could  be  active  if  adequate  leadership  is  provided. 

No  further  sale  of  property  on  the  Red  Level  Field  has  been 
made  since  the  sale  of  the  Mt.  Horeb  property  in  1966.  However, 
Presbytery  has  approved  the  sale  of  the  property  at  Dean's  Memo- 
rial in  Red  Level,  and  of  the  Salem  Church  and  land  when  adequate 
offers  are  made  to  buy.   Neither  of  these  properties  is  in  use. 

There  are  51  elders  in  the  Presbjrtery,  55  deacons  and  four 
ministers.  Four  elders  were  lost  by  death.  They  were  Frank  M. 
Dale,  Pressly  Bryant,  Paul  S.  Marquess  and  Marvin  Coble.  Seven 
elders  were  ordained.  They  are  W.  J.  Lawler,  J.  B.  Slade,  Jr., 
James  Buchanan,  Clinton  Bain,  Jesse  Hayes,  J.  J.  Moore  and  Boyd 
Cothran.  No  deacons  were  lost  by  death.  Ten  deacons  were  or- 
dained and  installed.  They  are  Stanley  Bonner,  Marvin  Falken- 
berry,  Blake  Field,  R.  F.  Lane,  Jr.,  James  Buchanan,  Larry  Eddins, 
J.  D.  Moore,  J.  Tom  Moore,  J.  A.  Conway  and  Johnny  Cothran. 

The  Presbytery  did  not  achieve  any  substantial  growth  during 
the  year.  The  inactivity  of  the  Red  Level  Field  is  reflected  in  re- 
ports for  the  year,  showing  some  losses  on  account  of  lack  of  re- 
ports from  Red  Level.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF 
ERSKINE  COLLEGE 

AT  THE  CLOSE  OF  THE  COLLEGE'S  129th  YEAR 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  makes  this  report 
to  the  General  Synod  thankful  to  Almighty  God  for  His  guidance 
and  bountiful  blessings  throughout  the  past  year. 

A  survey  of  the  main  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  College  is 
presented  in  this  report,  and  if  further  information  is  required 
the  Board  will  be  pleased  to  provide  it  upon  request. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Grier 

Erskine  College  was  saddened  in  February,  1968,  by  the 
passing  of  one  of  its  most  distinguished  servants — Dr.  Robert 
Calvin  Grier.  Dr.  Grier  was  president  from  1921  to  1954 — the 
longest  tenure  in  the  history  of  the  College.  Since  1954  he  had 
been  president  emeritus.  He  guided  the  destinies  of  the  College 
through  difficult  and  trying  days.  He  was  a  man  of  a  deep  and 
abiding  faith  and  had  a  lasting  impact  on  those  who  knew  him. 
His  interest  in  people,  and  his  wit  and  happy  choice  of  phrase, 
made  him  beloved  throughout  the  General  Synod. 

Faculty 

The  Erskine  faculty  has  enjoyed  remarkable  stability  in  the 
past  few  years.  In  1967-68  only  three  faculty  members  left  for 
other  faculty  position;  for  1968-69  only  one  has  decided  to  leave. 
At  their  best,  stable  faculties  contribute  to  excellence  and  tradi- 
tion and  are  partial  indicators  that  members  are  satisfied  both 
with  conditions  and  challenge. 

The  addition  of  several  new  faculty  members  has  enhanced 
that  group  this  year.  The  presence  of  a  full-time  chaplain  has 
brought  a  new  emphasis  on  campus.  This  fall,  we  anticipate  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  Gordon  Parkinson  from  the  position  of  Dean  of 
Men.  Dr.  Parkinson  has  served  faithfully  and  grandly  in  this  posi- 
tion for  several  years ;  he  will  continue  on  the  faculty  as  professor 
and  Head  of  Department  of  Physical  Science.  Colonel  Herbert 
Black,  '43,  currently  in  process  of  separation  from  the  United 
States  Army  will  become  Dean  of  Men.  Dr.  E.  G.  Boyce,  long 
professor  of  Bible  and  Head  of  the  Bible  Department,  will  become 
Seminary  Librarian.  In  addition  to  her  exacting  work  as  Dean 
of  Women,  Miss  Frances  Cardwell  will  resume  her  former  status 
as  Assistant  Professor  of  English.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  G. 
Owen,  after  a  two-year  leave  of  absence,  will  return  to  teach  in 
the  Department  of  Music.  Newcomers  to  the  faculty  will  include 
Dr.  James  A.  Knight,  '65,  who  is  earning  the  doctorate  in  chemis- 
try at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Miss  Elizabeth  Brown, 
'66,  who  is  finishing  work  at  Emory  University  in  library  science, 
and  Paul  Dove,  '65,  who  will  earn  a  degree  in  library  science  from 
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the  University  of  North  Carolina  during  the  year.  A  visiting 
scholar,  Mr.  Haydn  C.  Hill,  of  Weymouth  School  in  Dorset,  Eng- 
land, will  teach  in  the  Department  of  Mathematics,  and  Dr.  J.  M. 
Lesesne  will  continue  to  offer  courses  in  South  Carolina  history  and 
American  history. 

Enrollment 

Erskine  enrolled  a  total  of  734  students  in  September,  1967 — 
330  women  and  404  men.  This  amounted  to  722  "full-time 
equivalent  students,"  twenty-two  more  than  that  envisioned  by  the 
ten-year  projection.  It  is  expected  that  enrollment  will  rise  by 
no  more  than  fifteen  or  twenty  students  in  the  coming  year. 
Campus  housing  is  reaching  the  critical  stage  and  another  dormi- 
tory is  needed  now. 

A  special  faculty  committee,  known  as  the  Vision  Committee, 
is  hard  at  work  examining  the  curriculum  in  the  light  of  the 
College's  purpose,  tradition,  and  resources.  It  is  expected  that  this 
committee  will  recommend  new  ways  to  achieve  the  aims  and 
purposes  of  the  college  in  the  present  days.  One  change  already 
implemented  is  rearrangement  of  the  Bible  requirements  to  include 
one  semester  in  the  senior  year.  The  purpose  of  the  senior 
semester  would  be  to  tie  the  college  experience  to  Christian  com- 
mitment, thereby  presenting  the  Christian  Way  to  seniors  as  a 
relevant,  demanding  call.  It  is  hoped  that  this  curriculum  change 
will  be  another  way  in  which  Erskine  can  claim  to  be  serving 
the  cause  of  Our  Lord. 

Theological  Seminary 

The  Theological  Seminary  had  a  successful  year.  Dean  L.  M. 
Allison  and  the  Seminary  faculty  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
devoted  service.  As  last  year,  Dr.  Allison  will  submit  a  separate 
report  giving  details  of  the  operation  of  the  Seminary. 

Honorary  Degrees 

On  January  26,  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  grant  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  to  the  Reverend  James  L.  Maloney, 
pastor  of  Pleasant  Hill  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church, 
for  his  long  emeritus  services  to  the  denomination;  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Humanities  to  Dr.  Janet  Alexander  for  her  esteemed 
work  as  a  medical  missionary;  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  to 
Mr.  John  E.  Martin,  an  alumnus  of  Bryson  College,  for  his  out- 
standing service  in  the  field  of  industry.  Dr.  Alexander  will 
receive  her  degree  on  Honors  Day,  May  14,  when  the  Dr.  Janet 
Alexander  Scholarship  to  a  foreign  student  at  Erskine  College 
is  also  to  be  awarded,  while  Reverend  Mr.  Maloney  and  Mr.  Martin 
will  receive  theirs  on  commencement  day,  May  26. 

Building  Program 

On  December  9,  1967,  Erskine's  newest  building,  an  academic- 
administration  structure  known  as  Belk  Hall,  was  dedicated  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  which  included  Dr.  Joseph  Wightman, 
President,  and  Erskine's  two  Presidents  Emeritti,  Dr.  J.  M.  Lesesne 
and  the  Reverend  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier.  The  building  is  named  in 
memeory  of  the  late  William  Henry  Belk.    His  daughter,  Mrs. 
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Charles  G.  (Sarah  Belk)  Gambrell,  and  two  of  his  sons,  Irwin 
and  Tom  Belk,  were  present  for  the  ceremony. 

The  above-named  building  marked  the  third  and  final  project 
in  Erskine^s  125th  Anniversary  Campaign.  The  other  two  projects 
were  Lesesne  Auditorium  in  the  Erskine  Building  and  the  central 
section  and  recreation  wing  of  the  Watkins  Student  Center.  The 
total  construction  cost  for  Belk  Hall  came  to  approximately 
$780,000. 

The  next  item  in  Erskine's  building  program  is  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  kitchen  in  the  Dining  Hall  and  general  improvement 
of  food  service  facilities. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  placed  its  next  building  priority 
on  a  new  library  and  accompanying  landscaped  mall  along  with 
a  memorial  fountain  to  be  constructed  in  memory  of  Erskine's 
most  renowned  athlete,  the  late  Dode  G.  Phillips.  The  total 
estimated  cost  of  this  entire  project  is  $1,300,000  of  which  a 
substantial  share  will  be  realized  from  Synod's  recently  completed 
Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign. 

The  long-range  building  program  will  also  include  the  follow- 
ing: 

A  new  women's  dormitory. 
A  new  men's  dormitory. 

Enlargement  of  McGee  Gymnasium  or  construc- 
tion of  a  new  gym. 

Enlargement   and   modernization    of  Memorial 
Hall. 

Enlargement  and  modernization  of  Reid  Science 
Building. 

Rebuilding  of  Bonner  Hall  or  construction  of  a 
new  fine  arts  center. 

For  the  building  needs  of  the  next  decade,  the  total  estimated 
cost  for  all  projects  will  be  about  $6,000,000. 

The  Building  and  Grounds  Committee  of  the  Board  has  been 
chaired  during  the  past  year  by  Mr.  Emmett  I.  Davis,  Jr.,  of 
Greenwood,  South  Carolina. 

Development  Program 

Budget  and  enrollment  projections,  along  with  the  proposed 
building  program,  are  needs  which  have  been  incorporated  into 
Erskine's  long-range  development  program.  Coupled  with  those 
objectives  is  the  continuing  need  to  upbuild  and  strengthen  the 
permanent  endowment  of  the  College.  The  Deferred  Gifts  pro- 
gram which  was  instituted  several  years  ago  has  made  slow  but 
steady  progress  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Deferred  Gifts 
Advisory  Committee  on  March  30,  1967,  it  was  announced  that 
approximately  $3,000,000  in  such  gifts  had  been  recorded  with 
the  College  thus  far. 

This  Committee  continues  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr. 
J.  M.  Bigham,  '19,  of  Columbia,  South  Carolina.    New  additions 
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to  the  Committee  during  the  year  include  Robert  Hawthorne  of 
Abbeville,  South  Carolina;  J.  David  Chesnut,  '61,  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia;  Thomas  W.  Myers,  '56,  of  Summerville,  South  Carolina; 
and  Nat  Vandiver,  '62,  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina. 

Another  important  advisory  group  which  serves  in  the  area 
of  development  is  the  Board  of  Counselors.  This  advisory  body 
now  numbers  thirty-six  members.  New  additions  during  the  year 
were  R.  F.  Lane,  an  Erskine  parent  and  business  executive  of 
Camden,  Alabama;  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Chisolm,  a  surgeon  of  Memphis, 
Tennessee;  R.  E.  McDonald,  '26,  an  insurance  executive  of  Green- 
ville, South  Carolina;  and  the  Honorable  Donald  S.  Russell  of 
Spartanburg,  South  Carolina,  a  Federal  District  Court  judge  and 
former  governor  and  U.  S.  Senator  from  South  Carolina.  The 
annual  meeting  of  this  group  was  held  on  the  Erskine  College 
campus  on  April  27,  with  Judge  Russell  as  the  principal  speaker. 

A  major  project  during  the  year  has  been  the  solicitation  of 
capital  gifts  to  be  used  towards  meeting  a  challenge  grant  to  clear 
the  remaining  indebtedness  on  Belk  Hall.  The  terms  of  the  chal- 
lenge specify  that  when  Erskine  has  raised  an  amount  which 
(along  with  the  remaining  $100,000  of  a  $150,000  anonymous 
foundation  grant)  will  clear  indebtedness,  the  grant  will  be  paid 
to  Erskine.  A  late  tabulation  of  gifts  indicates  that  approximately 
$115,000  has  been  raised  to  help  meet  this  challenge  and  about 
$60,000  more  remains  in  pledges.  Most  of  this  support  has  come 
from  business  firms  and  foundations  through  personal  solicitation. 
No  general  campaign  was  conducted  nor  was  any  appeal  made 
directly  to  alumni  who  are  already  committed  to  annual  support 
through  Living  Endowment.  Some  $70,000  still  needs  to  be  raised 
in  order  to  claim  the  challenge  before  the  deadline  of  Spring  1969. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  by  resolution  adopted  at  its  October 
27,  1967  meeting,  requests  that  Synod  at  its  annual  meeting  this 
year  take  official  action  which  would  declare  that  when  Bryson 
College  was  closed  in  1929  and  its  records  transferred  to  Erskine 
College  such  action,  in  fact,  constituted  a  merger  of  the  two 
institutions.  This  is  a  move  which  was  long  advocated  by  Bryson 
alumni  and  should  improve  the  alumni  relationship  between  the 
two  institutions. 

Erskine's  annual  Living  Endowment  for  1967-68  reached  a 
record  dollar  amount  of  more  than  $157,000  and  again  represents 
an  outstanding  achievement  in  alumni  loyalty.  The  importance 
of  this  annual  support  towards  Erskine's  operating  budget  will 
continue  even  greater  during  the  next  decade  if  the  College  is  to 
meet  its  projected  income.  Living  Endowment,  therefore,  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  a  solid  foundation  upon  which  the  continuing 
development  program  is  based. 

Erskine's  development  efforts  have  been  assisted  greatly  by 
an  effective  public  relations  program  which  has  included  the 
issuance  of  a  concise  annual  report,  the  regular  distribution  of 
a  College  newsletter,  "Accent,"  and  a  special  booklet  incorporating 
the  inaugural  proceedings  for  President  Joseph  Wightman.  The 
work  of  the  Public  Relations  Office  accounts  for  a  most  favorable 
press  for  Erskine  in  both  local  and  statewide  newspapers. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  created  a  new  committee  known 
as  "The  Church  and  the  College  Committee"  which  has  as  its 
purpose  to  further  the  announced  Christian  purposes  of  the  College 
and  to  preserve  and  promote  the  relationship  between  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  College.  It  is  hoped  that 
through  this  committee  the  College  may  find  new  avenues  of 
Christian  service  as  an  agency  of  the  Church  and  may  draw  the 
denomination  and  the  College  into  a  closer  working  relationship. 

The  terms  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  expire 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  July,  leaving  vacancies  in  the 
Finance,  Education,  Theological  Seminary,  Student  Affairs,  and 
Building  and  Grounds  Committees.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the 
devoted  service  of  the  retiring  members. 

Finances 

As  a  part  of  this  report  and  as  supporting  data,  the  following 
additional  papers  will  be  submitted  to  Synod:

end  of  the  year. 

(4)  Exhibit  D— Erskine  College  Budget  Projection,  1967-1977. 

Erskine  College  is  faced  with  the  continuing  rise  in  the  cost 
of  living  which  means  that  loyal  support  of  the  College  by  the 
Church  is  going  to  become  essential  in  the  days  ahead.  The 
budget  projection  for  the  next  ten  years  indicates  that  the  Church 
should  double  its  support  of  the  College  and  Seminary  during 
this  decade.  Even  v/ith  the  loyal  support  of  the  Church  and  of 
the  alumni,  tuition  costs  will  have  to  rise  considerably  and  the 
enrollment  should  increase  an  average  of  thirty  students  per 
year  to  a  figure  of  approximately  1,000  students  in  1976-77. 

In  accord  with  the  request  of  the  Moderator's  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions  as  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  in  1967, 
the  Erskine  College  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  the  granting 
of  a  $600  scholarship  per  year  to  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian ministers'  and  missionaries'  children  attending  Erskine 
College,  begfinning  with  the  1968-69  academic  year. 

Definite  steps  have  been  taken  to  equalize  the  pay  of  the 
Erskine  Theological  Seminary  professors  with  salaries  of  pro- 
fessors in  the  College  of  similar  rank  and  responsibility. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  would  again  wish 
to  express  to  the  General  Synod,  alumni  and  friends  its  apprecia- 
tion for  the  loyal  support  shown  to  its  institution  of  higher  learning. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  would  also  like  to  express  its  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  response  of  our  people  to  the  Comprehensive 
Capital  Funds  Campaign  which  has  far  exceeded  the  goal  of 
$1,300,000.  Erskine's  portion  of  this  campaign  will  be  a  tre- 
mendous boost  to  our  development  program. 

Dr.  Joseph  Wightman,  President  of  Erskine  College,  and 
other  members  of  the  Board  expect  to  be  present  at  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod  and  will  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions 
or  give  further  information. 

We  respectfully  request  that  the  General  Synod  grant  Erskine 
College  $65,000  for  the  operation  of  the  College  and  Seminary 
for  the  year  1969  and  $8,000  for  Synod's  Scholarships.  We  also 
again  request  that  Synod  authorize  the  payment  to  Erskine  College 
of  the  $2,400  which  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  will  be  paying 
through  Synod's  Treasurer  for  the  salaries  of  Seminary  professors.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  3-7,  1968 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Erskine  Theological  Seminary  began  its  131st  academic  year  on 
September  20,  1967.  Dr.  E.  G.  Boyce,  member  of  the  Bible  Depart- 
ment of  Erskine  College,  preached  the  opening  sermon,  speaking  on 
the  subject,  "The  Flexibility  of  the  Ministry." 

The  seminary's  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  thirty-ei^-ht 
(38),  an  increase  of  one  (1)  over  last  year's  enrollment.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  enrollment,  one  (1)  college  student  took  work  in 
Christian  Education,  four  (4)  college  students  took  work  in  Ele- 
mentary Greek,  one  (1)  local  minister  did  some  auditing  work  and 
the  wife  of  one  seminary  student  audited  some  courses. 

The  denominational  distribution  of  students  was  as  follows: 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian,  7;  Assemblies  of  God,  2; 

Baptist,  21;  Church  of  the  Brethren,  1;  Methodist,  1;  Presbyterian, 

5;  Wesleyan  Methodist,  1. 

A  study  of  the  denomination  distribution  of  students  reveals 
several  significant  facts.  The  number  of  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian students  continued  to  be  small;  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian enrollment  this  year  dropped  from  ten  (10)  to  seven  (7), 
the  smallest  number  in  many  years.  The  number  of  Baptist  stu- 
dents continues  to  be  large,  an  increase  of  one  (1)  over  Baptist 
enrollment  last  year.  The  student  body  at  the  seminary  is  highly 
ecumenical;  seven  (7)  denominations  were  represented  this  year. 
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Three  seniors  received  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  at  the 
commencement  exercises  on  May  26,  1968.  These  were:  Joel  D. 
Blackwell,  III  (Presbyterian  U.S.);  Ronnie  Leon  Brunson  (Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian) ;  Lawrence  Clement  Young  (Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian).  The  Brunsons  have  gone  to  Mexico  to 
work  on  our  mission  field;  the  Youngs  plan  to  go  as  missionaries  to 
Mexico  in  the  near  future. 

The  prospect  for  the  seminary's  enrollment  for  next  year  is 
encouraging.  At  least  five  (5)  new  Associate  Reformed  Presbyte- 
rian students  are  expected  to  enter  the  Junior  class.  Two  current 
non-Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students  plan  to  come  into 
our  Church  in  the  near  future.  Two  new  foreign  students  are  ex- 
pected— one  (1)  from  Seoul,  Korea  and  one  (1)  from  Alexandria, 
Egypt. 

Looking  beyond  next  year,  the  enrollment  prospect  appears  to 
be  even  brighter.  It  is  highly  likely  that  six  (6)  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Juniors  at  Erskine  College  will  enter  the 
Junior  class  at  the  seminary  in  the  fall  of  1969.  We  should  give 
thanks  that  God  is  answering  the  prayers  of  our  people  for  more 
ministers. 

Thirteen  (13)  fine  college  students  attended  the  "seminary 
weekend"  program,  held  at  the  seminary  on  April  6-7,  1968.  Eleven 
(11)  of  these  potential  ministerial  students  were  from  Erskine  Col- 
lege and  two  (2)  were  from  Columbia  Bible  College.  All  but  two  (2) 
of  this  group  are  young  men  from  our  own  denomnation.  The 
A.  R.  Presbyterian  Seminary  Fund,  Inc.,  of  Gastonia,  North  Caro- 
lina, sent  a  liberal  contribution  to  help  the  expenses  involved  in 
this  program. 

Scholarship  aid  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  in  theological 
education.  A  brief  description  of  the  seminary's  scholarship  aid 
program  will  be  of  interest  to  the  General  Synod.  All  students  may 
apply  for  scholarship  aid.  An  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
student  may  secure  tuition  aid  amounting  to  the  full  cost  of  his 
tuition — $400  annually  or  $1200  for  the  three  years.  At  the  present 
time,  interest  from  the  Sardis  Fund  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  full  cost 
of  tuition  for  all  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students  in  Ers- 
kine Seminary.  Also,  an  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  student 
may  apply  for  finanacial  aid  from  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Seminary 
Fund,  Inc.,  of  Gastonia,  North  Carolina.  This  is  a  rapidly  growing 
permanent  endowment  fund,  the  interest  from  which  is  given  to 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students  in  Erskine  Seminary. 
At  the  present  time,  an  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  student 
may  expect  to  receive  about  $150  annually  from  this  source.  Seven 
(7)  work  scholarships,  each  amounting  to  $200  annually,  are  open 
to  students  without  regard  to  denominational  affiliation.  Alto- 
gether, an  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  may  receive  scholar- 
ship aid  amounting  to  $750  annually  or  $2250  for  three  years.  ^  A 
non-Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  student  may  receive  tuition 
aid  amounting  to  as  much  as  50%  of  the  cost  of  his  tuition — that 
is  up  to  $200  annually  or  $600  for  the  three  years;  the  work  scholar- 
ships are  open  to  non-Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians. 
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The  teaching  work  in  the  seminary  for  the  1967-1968  academic 
year  was  done  as  follows:  L.  M.  Allison,  Historical  and  Systematic 
Theology;  C.  M.  Coffey,  Practical  Theology;  R.  A.  King,  Church 
History;  K.  F.  Morris,  New  Testament;  R.  T.  Ruble,  Old  Testa- 
ment; J.  P.  Steele,  Practical  Theology.  Rev.  J.  P.  Steele  began  his 
teaching  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester.  In  addi- 
tion to  his  teaching  work,  Mr.  Steele  directs  the  Field  Work  pro- 
gram of  the  seminary. 

Mrs.  Bessie  Clarke  retired  as  seminary  librarian  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Mrs.  Clarke  has  worked  hard  and  well  in  this  important 
position  since  July  1957.  The  rapid  expansion  of  the  library  made  it 
necessary  for  Mrs.  Clarke  to  work  long  hours  with  little  vacation. 
At  a  faculty  steak  supper  on  April  5,  1968,  Mrs.  Clarke  was  pre- 
sented a  silver  tray  as  a  token  of  Erskine's  appreciation  for  her 
devoted  service. 

Dr.  E.  G.  Boyce,  who  has  served  for  several  years  as  Chaplain 
and  Bible  teacher  at  Erskine  College,  has  been  secured  to  serve  as 
the  seminary's  librarian. 

Professors  L.  M.  Allison  and  J.  P.  Steele  will  be  the  teachers 
at  the  third  Ministers'  Workshop,  to  be  held  at  Bonclarken,  Au- 
gust 1-3,  1968. 

About  sixty  (60)  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  ministers 
attended  the  eighth  annual  Richard  Lee  Robinson  Memorial  Lec- 
tures, held  in  Due  West,  South  Carolina,  on  March  20-22,  1968.  Dr. 
Wayne  E.  Gates,  member  of  the  faculty  of  Southern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  gave  six  (6)  highly  helpful 
lectures  on  the  general  theme  of  pastoral  counseling.  Dr.  Donald 
G.  Miller,  President  of  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary,  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  has  been  secured  as  the  Robinson  Lecturer  for  the 
spring  of  1969. 

Dr.  K.  F.  Morris  was  installed  as  a  full  professor  on  the  semi- 
nary's faculty  at  a  service  held  in  the  seminary's  chapel  on  March 
21,  1968.  Rev.  Roy  E.  Beckham,  chairman  of  the  Board's  Commit- 
tee on  Theological  Seminary,  presided  over  this  impressive  service 
and  had  charge  of  the  ceremony  of  installation.  Dr.  Morris  read 
a  learned  paper  on  "The  Meaning  of  Fellowship  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment." 

The  special  committee  to  study  the  matter  of  the  seminary's 
location  presented  the  following  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
July  28,  1967: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine 
College  on  January  27,  1967,  the  following  recommenda- 
tion was  adopted: 

"That  the  Board  appoint  a  committee  to  make  a 
thorough  study  of  the  best  location  of  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary." 

The  Board  appointed  Mr.  H.  C.  Dale,  Dr.  C.  R.  Younts, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Patrick,  Rev.  R.  E.  Beckham,  Rev.  E.  L.  Bland, 
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Dr.  W.  R.  Echols,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Bigham,  Rev.  R.  E.  Sherer, 
Rev.  Palmer  Steele,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Carlisle  to  serve  on  this 
committee.  Dr.  Joseph  Wightman  and  Dr.  L.  M.  Allison 
were  appointed  as  ex-officio  members.  Rev.  R.  E.  Beck- 
ham has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  held  three  meetings  as  follows: 

Charlotte,  N.  C— February  27,  1967. 

Due  West,  S.  C— March  29,  1967. 

Due  West,  S.  C— June  20,  1967. 

Attendance  at  the  meetings  has  been  excellent. 

The  committee  has  conducted  a  study  of  considerable 
depth  as  indicated  by  the  following  items  of  consideration: 

(1)  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  men  who  have  studied  at  other  seminaries 
in  the  last  six  or  eight  years  to  inquire  if  the  location 
of  the  seminary  entered  into  their  decision. 

(2)  Administrative  officers  of  the  College  and  Seminary 
were  asked  to  write  letters  on  their  views  of  the  mu- 
tual benefit  of  having  the  College  and  the  Seminary 
at  the  same  location. 

(3)  A  letter  was  written  to  each  A.  R.  Presbyterian  stu- 
dent in  the  Seminary  at  the  present  time  to  get  his 
reaction  to  the  present  location  of  the  Seminary  and 
his  willingness  to  attend  the  Seminary  if  it  were  re- 
located. 

(4)  Dr.  L.  M.  Allison  wrote  to  Dr.  Jesse  H.  Ziegler,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  American  Association  of  Theo- 
logical Schools  for  information  on  the  study  being 
made  by  the  Association  in  regard  to  seminary  centers 
in  the  country. 

(5)  A  study  was  made  of  the  best  location  from  the  stand- 
point of  supplying  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  pulpits. 

(6)  A  study  was  made  of  the  best  location  to  provide  theo- 
logical education  for  non-A.  R.  Presbyterian  students. 

(7)  The  college  attorney  was  asked  to  present  the  legal 
aspects  of  moving  the  Seminary. 

(8)  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  the  faculty  of  the  College 
and  Seminary  to  determine  the  views  of  the  faculty 
on  this  issue. 

(9)  Seminary  faculty  members  were  invited  to  present 
their  views  to  the  committee  in  person  or  in  writing. 

(10)  A  study  was  made  of  the  need  for  ministers  in  the 
A.  R.  Presbyterian  denomination  over  the  next  few 
years. 
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The  Committee  would  like  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
that  the  Committee  be  continued  without  a  recommenda- 
tion at  this  time,  and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  ap- 
point new  members  to  the  Committee  to  replace  those  that 
will  rotate  off  because  of  their  normal  rotation  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

This  report  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Dean  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  individuals 
and  groups  who  made  contributions  to  the  special  fund  to  provide 
financial  assistance  for  Mr.  In-Sik  Kim  and  Mr.  Andrew  Lim,  two 
Oriental  students  at  the  seminary.  About  $3,000.00  was  con- 
tributed to  this  worthy  project. 

An  increasing  number  of  friends  are  giving  memorial  gifts  to 
the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  Seminary  Fund,  Inc.,  of  Gastonia,  North 
Carolina.  This  is  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  from  which  is 
used  to  give  aid  to  A.  R.  Presbyterian  students  in  Erskine  Seminary. 
At  the  present  time,  each  A.  R.  Presbyterian  student  is  receiving 
about  $150.00  annually  from  this  source. 

The  Dean  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  individuals  and  groups  throughout  the  Church  continue 
to  pray  for  more  seminary  students.  A  part  of  these  prayers  should 
express  thanksgiving  to  God  that  He  is  hearing  and  answering  our 
prayers  for  more  ministers. 

2.  That  local  churches  continue  to  use  the  seminary's  deputa- 
tion team.  Requests  for  the  services  of  this  team  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  Mr.  Clyde  McCants,  Due  West,  South  Carolina  29639.

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  obligations  were  paid.  Twen- 
ty-nine churches  did  not  pay  their  apportionments  in  full.

The 
difference  of  $5,672.48  was  credited  to  the  surplus  account.

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

1.  The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  at  7:30 
o'clock  P.M.  At  the  opening  service  the  retiring  Moderator  or  his 
alternate  will  preach.  This  will  be  followed  by  the  celebration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  after  which  the  Synod  shall  be  constituted  with 
prayer.   The  Synod  will  then  adjourn  for  the  night. 

2.  Following  the  devotional  service  on  Tuesday  morning  the 
roll  shall  be  called  from  a  roll  prepared  by  the  clerks  of  the  Pres- 
byteries. Additional  names  are  to  be  submitted  only  in  writing. 
The  unfinished  business  shall  be  considered. 

3.  After  disposition  of  the  unfinished  business,  the  Retiring 
Moderator  shall  present  to  the  Synod  the  Moderator-Elect  who  shall 
take  charge  and  announce  his  appointments  of  a  Vice-Moderator 
and  committees  for  the  current  meeting. 

4.  Reports  of  Boards,  Standing  Committees  and  Presbyteries 
shall  then  be  presented.  The  Reports  of  the  Boards  and  Presby- 
teries, unless  there  is  a  request  for  reading,  shall  be  referred  with- 
out reading  to  the  appropriate  committees.  The  Reports  of  the 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  considered  by  the  Synod. 

5.  On  Tuesday  evening  the  institutions  of  Bonclarken,  Dunlap 
Orphanage,  Erskine  College,  and  Erskine  Theological  Seminary 
will  present  their  work  in  a  program  not  to  exceed  an  hour  and  a 
half. 

6.  Wednesday:  (a)  The  Order  of  the  Day  for  10:00  o'clock 
A.M.  shall  be  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union;  (b)  At 
10:30  o'clock  A.M.,  the  Order  of  the  Day  shall  be  the  presentation 
of  greetings  from  Fraternal  Delegates  and  representatives  of  such 
organizations  as  the  American  Bible  Society  and  the  Lord's  Day 
Alliance;  (c)  Immediately  following  the  afternoon  devotional  period, 
the  annual  memorial  service  of  the  Synod  will  be  held.  The  pro- 
gram and  form  of  the  service  shall  be  determined  by  the  Committee 
on  Necrology;  (d)  Following  this  service,  all  reports  for  reference 
not  previously  received  shall  be  called  for.  The  Synod  may  then 
recede  from  business  to  allow  committees  time  for  work  on  their 
reports;  (e)  The  evening  will  be  set  aside  for  popular  meetings, 
such  as  sermons  or  conferences. 

7.  Friday:  The  Order  of  the  Day  following  the  devotional 
period  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  will  be 
the  election  of  a  Moderator  and  selection  of  a  place  of  meeting  for 
the  following  year. 

8.  The  hours  for  the  opening  of  all  sessions  of  the  Synod, 
except  the  opening  session,  shall  be  designated  by  the  Program 
Committee. 

9.  The  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  shall  be  opened  with  a 
brief  devotional  period,  conducted  by  the  Devotional  Leaders,  who 
shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations

at  the  preceding  annual  meeting  and  by  any  others  as  supplemented 
by  the  Program  Committee  as  need  arises. 

10.  Following  the  devotional  period  each  morning,  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  day's  sessions  shall  be  read  for  approval. 

11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  concluded  by  Friday  night, 
enabling  ministers  and  delegates  from  distant  points  to  attend  all 
sessions  and  get  home  by  Sabbath. 

12.  General:  The  report  of  all  committees  shall  be  brief  and 
concise  as  the  recommendations  will  permit,  and  shall  be  printed  or 
typewritten  in  triplicate  by  the  Synod's  stenographers.  The  duties 
of  the  chairman  shall  not  be  ended  until  he  has  edited  carefully 
the  report  of  his  committee,  after  it  is  typewritten,  for  errors  in 
phraseology,  grammar,  and  spelling,  and  shall  have  filed  two  copies 
with  the  Bill  Clerk.  The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall  also, 
after  Synod  has  acted  upon  each  report  presented  by  him,  incor- 
porate therein  at  the  proper  place  each  amendment  made  by  Synod 
to  the  report,  and  shall  present  it  in  proper  form  for  the  official 
printer  (fully  typewritten,  double-spaced  without  error),  to  the 
Principal  Clerk.  When  a  report  is  open  for  consideration,  the 
chairman  shall  have  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  discussion, 
and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  nor  longer  than  ten 
minutes,  unless  given  permission  by  the  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  3-7,  1968 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Nominating  Committee  presents  the  following  nominees  as 
replacements  for  those  retiring  from  Boards  and  Committees.  The 
names  of  the  new  personnel  are  in  bold-face  type;  expiration  dates 
are  indicated.  The  tenure  of  service  begins  January  1,  1969,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  which  be- 
g:ms  July  1,  1968. 

The  Reverend  A.  M.  Rogers,  D.D.  is  nominated  to  a  term  as 
Principal  Clerk  of  the  Synod  (1972). 

The  Nominating  Committee  recommends  that  members  of 
Boards  and  Standing  Committees  filling  unexpired  terms  of  less 
than  two  years  be  eligible  to  succeed  themselves  without  a  year 
elapsing. 

In  past  years  the  Presbyteries  of  Synod  have  placed  members 
on  Synod's  Board  of  Church  Extension,  Finance  Committee,  Com- 
mittee on  Men's  Work,  and  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  names 
of  these  Presbytery  appointees  have  been  forwarded  to  Synod's 
Nominating  Committee  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Presbyteries.  In 
adopting  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  for  1967, 
Synod  has  now  authorized  the  Presbytery  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education.  Therefore,  the  Nominating  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Clerks  of  the  Presbyteries  forward  to  the  Nominating 
Committee  the  names  of  the  Chairmen  of  Presbytery  Committees 
on  Christian  Education,  as  well  as  the  names  of  the  above  men- 
tioned Board  and  Standing  Committees,  not  later  than  April  1  of 
each  year.  Several  years  ago  Synod  also  stipulated  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Stewardship  was  to  include  in  its  membereship  persons 
from  every  Presbytery.  The  Nominating  Committee  recommends 
that  the  appointment  of  such  members  to  the  Committee  on  Stew- 
ardship become  the  responsibility  of  the  Presbytery  and  that  the 
names  of  such  appointees  be  also  forwarded  to  this  committee  by 
April  1  of  each  year. 

All  nominees  listed  below  have  been  contacted  concerning  their 
proposed  nomination  and  have  signified  their  willingness  to  serve 
in  the  capacity  for  which  they  are  nominated. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Clerks  of  Presbyteries,  the 
Erskine  Alumni  Association,  and  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services 
for  their  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  personnel  and  in  the  pro- 
duction of  this  report. 

The  Nominating  Committee  welcomes  suggestions  for  appoint- 
ments to  Synod's  Boards  and  Committees.  Sugg-estions  should  be 
sent  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
prior  to  March  1  of  each  year.  The  1969  Chairman  of  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  is  Dr.  Randall  T.  Ruble,  Due  West,  S.  C,  and  the 
Secretary  is  Mr.  Frank  Hunt,  Box  631,  Lake  Wales,  Florida. 
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Names  of  delinquent  members  of  Boards  and  Committees  who 
need  to  be  replaced  should  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  not  later  than  March  1.

Thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  serving  as  moderator  during  the 
past  year  with  the  opportunities  it  afforded  me  to  become  more 
knowledgeable  about  the  working  and  ministry  of  the  denomination. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  A.  R.  P.  GENERAL  SYNOD  197 


As  moderator,  I  attended  the  following  Board  meetings:  Bon- 
clarken,  Erskine,  Christian  Education,  Church  Extension,  Foreign 
Missions,  Woman's  Synodical  Union;  and  the  following  committee 
meetings:  Communications,  Central,  Finance,  Judiciary,  Ecu- 
menical Relations,  Chaplains,  Trustees  of  Synod,  Music  Steering, 
Constitution  Revision,  Program  and  Executive  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  thanking  the  boards  and  committee  members  for  their  con- 
tribution and  effort  on  behalf  of  all  members  of  the  General  Synod, 
to  encourage  them  in  this  work  and  to  become  more  familiar  with 
the  challenges  to  which  we  address  ourselves.  The  reports  which 
these  various  constituted  agencies  give  can  only  partially  reflect 
the  great  amount  of  dedication  and  effort  of  those  who  serve.  Due 
to  budgetary  limitations,  the  boards  and  agencies  regretfully  are 
unable  to  implement  all  of  their  plans  for  service  and  ministry. 

Greetings  were  brought  to  the  Russellville,  Arkansas,  congre- 
gation at  their  75th  anniversary  celebration  and  the  Lake  Wales, 
Florida,  congregation  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  of  their  new 
house  of  worship  and  educational  facilities.  Retreats  were  at- 
tended and  participated  in  with  the  First  Lancaster  congregation, 
Covenant  Men  of  the  Church,  Catawba  Presbytery  Elders  and  Gas- 
tonia  Area  Deacons.  Congregations  visited  as  moderator  were  Mt. 
Zion,  Missouri,  New  Covenant,  New  Amity  (homecoming),  First 
Atlanta,  First  Statesville,  Avon  Park,  St.  Andrew,  Clover  (union 
service),  Prosperity,  N.  C.  (homecoming),  Rogers  Memorial, 
Chester,  Centennial,  Eden  Terrace,  Doraville,  Tabernacle,  Chalmers 
Memorial,  and  Fayetteville.  The  Virginia  and  Florida  Presby- 
teries were  also  visited  while  they  were  in  session.  The  moderator's 
sermon  was  delivered  at  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  meeting 
and  expressions  of  appreciation  were  extended  to  this  group  for 
their  interest  and  ministry. 

As  your  moderator,  I  participated  with  representatives  of  five 
other  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Bodies  in  the  Annual  Service  of 
Intercession  and  Holy  Communion  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening 
of  the  U.  S.  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C;  attended  the  inaugura- 
tion of  Dr.  Fred  Stair  as  president  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia;  Pan-Presbyterian  meeting,  Atlanta,  Georgia; 
Business  Session  of  the  American  Bible  Society;  and  a  tour  of 
twelfth  Air  Force  Bases  with  Chaplain  (Major  General)  Edwin  R. 
Chess  as  a  representative  of  all  Protestant  denominations. 

The  helpful  assistance  and  counsel  given  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Deaton, 
Vice-Moderator,  the  cooperation  of  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Ser- 
vices, the  helpfulness  of  the  staff  and  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion and  many  others  who  performed  services  upon  request  have 
greatly  added  not  only  to  the  office's  services  but  to  the  personal 
satisfaction  of  the  task  of  moderator.  A  complete  financial  ac- 
counting of  the  office  will  be  given  to  the  new  moderator. 

The  Church  is  in  a  world  which  is  experiencing  a  population 
explosion  with  its  problems  and  challenges.  The  world  is  divided 
with  its  wars,  both  cold  and  hot.  At  the  beginning  of  this  century 
thirty-five  percent  of  the  world's  population  was  Christian  and  if  the 
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present  trend  continues  there  v/ill  be  only  twelve  percent  at  the 
century's  end.  The  challenge  is  too  great  and  the  time  is  too  short 
for  the  church  to  be  involved  in  promoting  dissension  on  the  basis 
of  rumor  or  personal  likes  and  dislikes. 

We  need  a  new  challenge  to  commitment  to  God  in  Jesus 
Christ,  a  new  challenge  in  fresh  words,  more  adequate  terms  with 
the  old  emphasis  of  surrendering  the  whole  self  to  Jesus  Christ 
and  letting  Him  work  through  us. 

We  need  to  have  a  deep  love  for  one  another.  Our  greatest 
danger  does  not  lie  in  the  pressures  that  come  to  the  church  from 
the  outside;  the  dangers  lie  in  what  happens  inside  the  church 
under  pressure.  Pressure  can  divide  us  and  make  us  suspicious 
of  one  another.  It  need  not  be  so  if  we  love  one  another  as  part 
of  the  body  of  Christ.

The  Program  Committee  also  reported  that  according  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Synod  the  churches  were  polled  as  to  their 
preference  in  regard  to  the  change  in  the  time  of  the  meeting.

June  2-6,  1969 

The  Finance  Committee  met  quarterly  during  1968  in  accord- 
ance with  the  amount  of  business  to  be  conducted.  There  were 
minutes  recorded  at  each  meeting  by  the  secretary.  A  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  General  Synod  was  heard  at  each  meeting,  expendi- 
tures were  discussed  in  detail,  and  at  each  meeting  the  Treasurer's 
report  was  found  entirely  in  order. 

The  Committee  has  on  hand  the  report  of  the  Citizens  and 
Southern  National  Bank,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  concerning  the  invest- 
ment of  permanent  funds  of  the  General  Synod  and  from  the  Trust 
Company  of  Georgia  concerning  the  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Retirement  Trust. 


The  books  for  1968  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  were 
again  audited  by  the  firm  of  Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter,  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  Greenville,  S.  C.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Voluntary  Commitments  increased  by 
one  per  cent.  The  requests  from  the  various  causes  of  Synod  in- 
creased by  about  16%.  The  difference  between  the  requests  and 
what  the  Committee  was  able  to  budget,  using  $27,693.32  from  funds 
on  hand,  is  reflected  in  the  budget  figures.    We  are  confident  that 
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each  Board  and  Committee  submitted  a  minimum  request  and  it  is 
regretted  that  the  one  per  cent  increase,  which  does  not  even  com- 
pare with  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  of  today,  would  not 
permit  the  Committee  to  meet  the  minimum  requests.  We  strongly 
urge  that  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  use  all  means  at  their 
command  to  incrase  the  Voluntary  Commitment  in  keeping  with  the 
vital  needs  of  our  denomination.  In  the  absence  of  a  substantial 
increase  in  Voluntary  Commitment,  it  will  be  necessary  to  drastical- 
ly reduce  the  budget  in  1971.  Surplus  funds  for  budget  purposes 
are  exhausted. 


It  cannot  be  over-emphasized  that  each  local  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  makes  up  the  General  Synod,  and  only 
if  each  local  church  feels  the  need  to  participate  fully  in  the  work 
of  Synod  can  the  overall  business  of  the  church  be  properly  finan- 
cially supported. 

The  Capital  Funds  Campaign  of  the  General  Synod  will  be 
drawing  to  a  close  in  1971.  The  amount  of  money  which  is  being 
given  to  this  Fund  from  all  the  members  of  Synod  shows  that  we 
have  a  much  greater  potential  for  giving  than  is  reflected  in  the 
Voluntary  Commitments.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  with 
the  Capital  Funds  Campaign  nearing  completion  in  1971  that  an 
all-out  effort  to  increase  the  Voluntary  Commitments  in  each  local 
church  is  necessary.  We  recommend  that  the  Stewardship  Commit- 
tee, assisted  by  the  Finance  Committee  member  from  each  Presby- 
tery again  conduct  workshops  in  each  local  church  and  emphasize 
the  importance  of  completely  supporting  the  financial  needs  of 
Synod. 

Praying  for  God's  guidance  in  making  the  important  decisions 
of  how  to  budget  best  His  funds  as  pertaining  to  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  Synod,  this  group  thoughtfully  con- 
sidered each  request  in  the  light  of  furthering  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
With  this  in  mind,  the  Budget  Review  meeting  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee took  place  at  Due  West,  S.  C,  with  representatives  from 
the  Boards  and  Committees  in  attendance.  It  was  held  on  Friday, 
April  18,  1969. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Budget  of  1970 
of  the  General  Synod  be  $759,582.50.  These  funds  will  be  distributed 
to  the  following  causes  of  the  General  Synod:

REPORT  OF  THE  COMPREHENSIVE  CAPITAL  FUNDS 
CAMPAIGN 

The  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign,  authorized  by 
the  General  Synod  in  1967,  and  concluded  by  a  report  to  the  General 
Synod  and  a  Victory  Celebration  in  1968  has  pledges  to  date  of 
$1,512,000.00. 

The  A.R.P.  Foundation  reported  to  the  Finance  Committee  at 
its  April,  1969,  meeting  that  three  disbursements  totaling  $450,000.- 
00  has  been  paid  in  cash  to  using  causes.  A  more  detailed  summary 
will  be  contained  in  the  report  of  the  A.R.P.  Foundation  to  be 
subsequently  given  by  the  Moderator. 

Collection  expenses  of  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign  are  being 
borne  by  the  collection  itself. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
FOR  1970 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  is  composed  of  a 
group  of  dedicated  Christian  business  men  and  ministers  who 
willingly  strive  to  represent  every  member  of  the  entire  Associate 
Reformed  Prsebyterian  Synod.  They  fully  realize  the  importance 
of  God's  work  as  pertaining  to  finances  and  with  this  in  mind  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

GENERAL 

1.  The  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  1970  Budget 
as  presented. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Treasurer's  books  be  audited  by 
Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter,  CPA  firm  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  church  year. 
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3.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Citizens  and  Southern 
National  Bank  of  South  Carolina,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  continue  to  act 
as  Trustee  of  the  General  Synod's  permanent  funds  other  than 
Erskine  College  and  the  Retirement  Fund,  for  one  (1)  year  be- 
ginning January  1,  1970. 

4.  The  Committee  recommends  that  offerings  be  taken  on 
Thanksgiving  and  Mother's  Day  for  the  support  of  Dunlap  Home. 
Further,  that  special  offerings  be  received  for  the  Opportunity 
Fund  on  World  Communion  Day  and  for  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing 
on  Easter.  Further,  that  offerings  be  taken  on  Bible  Sabbath  in 
December,  1970,  for  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  and 
for  Bonclarken  during  the  month  of  February.  No  action  was 
taken  on  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College 
authorizing  a  day  of  offering  for  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  to 
be  held  on  National  Christian  College  Day. 

5.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  further  that  each  mem- 
ber of  each  church  in  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod 
keep  in  mind  his  pledge  to  Capital  Funds  Campaign,  and  that  if  at 
all  possible  these  pledges  be  paid  promptly,  fully,  and  in  the  spirit 
that  this  is  for  the  work  of  God. 

VOLUNTARY  COMMITMENTS 

6.  The  Finance  Committee  and  the  members  of  the  entire 
church  at  large  are  thankful  for  the  Voluntary  Commitment  pro- 
gram. As  has  been  said  before  in  this  report,  but  to  reemphasize 
at  this  time  there  is  great  need  for  each  individual  church  to  follow 
the  guide  lines  as  prepared  by  the  Stewardship  Committee  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Finance  Committee.  We  must  remind  you  that  the 
amount  budgeted  for  1970  exceeds  that  committed  for  1970.  This 
is  a  situation  that  can  only  be  corrected  by  an  increase  in  our 
Voluntary  Commitments.  We  are  commanded  "to  serve  the  Lord 
with  gladness"  and  putting  this  on  a  practical  level,  this  goal  can 
only  be  reached  if  each  individual  congregation  is  willing  to  bear 
its  share,  and  more  if  possible. 

7.  The  Finance  Committee  further  recommends  that  Erskine 
College,  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension,  Foreign  Missions,  Bonclarken  tell  their  story  of  their 
needs  to  the  churches  of  Synod  as  to  giving  to  the  Voluntary  Com- 
mitment as  well  as  to  giving  to  their  own  individual  causes.  ARP's 
have  long  been  known  as  cheerful  givers  but  ARP's  need  to  be  in- 
formed by  these  various  Boards  and  institutions  of  the  needs  for 
Voluntary  Commitment. 

COMPREHENSIVE  CAPITAL  FUNDS  CAMPAIGN 

8.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  firm  of  Winn,  Wright, 
and  Potter  be  engaged  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Campaign.  These 
books  are  kept  at  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  at  140  Peach- 
tree  Street,  N.W.,  Fifth  Floor,  Atlanta,  Georgia  30303.  Mrs. 
Jacqueline  F.  Clark,  Director  of  OIBS,  has  requested  that  the  books 
be  audited  through  December  31  of  each  year. 
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LONG  RANGE  PLANNING 
9.  The  Finance  Committee  has  been  urged  by  many  Boards, 
Committees,  and  individuals  of  the  General  Synod  to  establish  a 
percentage  of  the  Budget  to  be  earmarked  each  year  to  the  various 
causes.  We  feel  that  this  is  very  necessary  so  that  each  Board  and 
Committee  might  adequately  be  able  to  prepare  a  Long  Range 
Financial  Program.  However,  it  is  impossible  to  do  this  at  the 
present  time  due  to  the  lack  of  increased  funds.  We  realize  that 
the  percentage  could  only  be  approximated  but  would  necessarily 
fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  according  to  the  increase  or  decrease 
in  needs  of  the  various  Boards  and  Committees,  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee is  studying  this  matter  and  we  feel  that  as  the  amount  of 
Voluntary  Commitments  increases,  this  approximate  percentage 
schedule  might  be  adopted  in  the  future. 

10.  The  Finance  Committee  has  a  sub-committee  which  will 
work  on  a  Financial  Master  Plan  for  our  denomination.  It  is 
recommended  that  Winn,  Wright,  and  Potter  continue  to  be  re- 
tained by  this  committee  on  a  consulting  basis  for  the  continuing 
work  on  the  Financial  Master  Plan.

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee on  missionaries'  salaries  was  resumed.  It  was 
amended  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONARY 

SALARIES 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

Your  committee  has  approached  this  problem  of  determining 
equitable  salaries  for  our  missionaries  by  considering  primarily 
three  things:  (1)  the  salary  scale  for  missionaries  in  other  de- 
nominations; (2)  the  salaries  of  the  ministers  and  workers  in  our 
home  church;  and  (3)  the  rising  cost  of  living. 

Through  correspondence  with  the  following  churches,  we  were 
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able  to  secure  much  information  which  was  helpful:  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S.,  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.,  the  United  Methodist  Church,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  The  foreign  mission  board  of  each  church  was  most 
cooperative.  The  comparison  of  salaries  was  not  nearly  so  difficult 
as  the  comparison  of  fringe  benefits.  We  found  that  almost  all 
provide  in  some  way  for  house  rent,  new  missionary  outfits,  re- 
tirement, social  security,  hospitalization  and  life  insurance,  travel, 
child  allowance,  college  education  of  children,  and  furlough  allow- 
ance; but  they  varied  widely  in  their  treatment  of  fringe  benefits. 

All  of  the  plans  reviewed  made  some  allowance  for  the  over- 
seas cost  of  living  index.  In  other  words,  missionaries  serving 
in  the  Far  East  would  be  paid  several  hundred  dollars  more  than 
those  serving  in  Mexico  or  South  America  because  the  cost  of 
living  is  higher  in  the  Far  East. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A.  has  perhaps 
the  most  carefully  devised  plan  for  making  missionary  salaries 
comparable  to  salaries  in  the  states,  but  it  is  an  extremely  com- 
plex plan.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  salary,  with  less  emphasis 
on  the  fringe  benefits.  The  average  gross  salary  of  Presbyterian 
U.S.A.  ministers  is  adjusted  by  reducing  it  by  15%  for  the  manse 
allowance  and  by  reducing  the  amount  of  U.S.  taxes  that  the 
missionary  would  have  to  pay  on  the  salary  if  he  were  in  this 
country.  Then  the  salary  is  reduced  or  increased,  according  to 
age,  with  the  salary  reduced  slightly  for  those  under  35  and  in- 
creased slightly  for  those  over  40. 

The  United  Methodist  Church  adjusts  the  salary  by  increases 
according  to  years  of  service.  The  others  have  a  set  salary  in 
much  the  same  way  that  we  do. 

Another  observation  is  that  a  single  missionarv  in  all  of 
the  other  denominations  is  paid  a  salary  somewhat  higher  than 
50%  of  the  couples'  salary.  Our  denomination  has  been  paying 
50%  of  the  couples'  salary  for  the  single  missionary. 

We  are  all  aware  that  while  our  ministers  in  this  country 
are  inadequately  paid,  they  have  been  receiving  better  pay  in 
more  recent  years.  The  committee  feels  that  our  missionaries, 
who  are  already  making  many  sacrifices  to  go  to  the  foreign  field, 
should  not  have  to  suffer  from  an  inadequate  salary  as  compared 
with  their  colleagues  in  the  United  States. 

The  committee  felt  that  the  denomination  will  wish  to  rectify 
the  inequity  in  the  salaries  being  paid  our  missionaries  by  bring- 
ing them  more  nearly  in  line  with  the  salaries  of  other  foreign 
missionaries  and  with  the  salaries  of  ministers  in  our  denomina- 
tion. While  it  was  not  considered  to  be  within  the  province  of 
this  committee  to  determine  where  the  funds  would  come  from 
to  pay  the  salaries,  we  felt  that  the  churches  now  supporting 
certain  missionaries  might  wish  to  increase  their  support  or 
other  churches  might  assume  partial  support. 

The  committee,  in  making  its  recommendation,  has  not  pro- 
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posed  salaries  as  high  as  would  be  desired,  but  has  proposed 
what  we  consider  to  be  an  achievable  goal  for  our  church  and 
one  which  compares  respectfully  with  other  denominations  in  the 
foreign  mission  field. 

We  refer  you  to  Exhibit  A  of  this  report  for  a  comparison 
of  the  salaries  paid  by  each  of  these  denominations  and  to 
Exhibit  B  for  the  recommendations  of  this  committee. 

The  General  Synod  needs  not  only  to  correct  the  inequities 
of  salaries  today  but  to  establish  a  policy  by  which  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  will  increase  missionary  salaries  on  an  annual 
basis  until  there  is  a  change  in  our  inflated  economy.  Should 
such  a  reverse  come  to  the  rising  cost  of  living,  a  new  policy 
would  need  to  be  adopted. 

Recommendations : 

(1)  That  the  base  salary  for  a  single  missionary  in 
1970  be  $2,700  and  the  base  salary  for  a  mission- 
ary couple  in  1970  be  $4,500. 

(2)  That  the  child  allowance  be  increased  to: 

Ages  1-6 — $250  per  year 
Ages  6-College — $350  per  year 
In  college — $500  per  year 

(3)  That  the  furlough  allowance  remain  at  $600  for 
a  single  missionary  and  $1,200  for  a  missionary 
couple. 

(4)  That  the  base  salary  for  single  missionaries  and 
missionary  couples  be  reviewed  each  year  by  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  and  increased  by  at  least 
5%  per  year  as  long  as  the  present  trend  of  in- 
flation continues. 

(5)  That  the  child  allowance  be  reviewed  annually 
by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  future  years. 

(6)  That  the  furlough  allowance  remain  the  same  in 
future  years.

Another  amendment  was  approved  that  funds  for 
the  increased  salary  of  the  missionaries  be  secured  from 
the  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  Offering  and  present 
funds  on  hand  which  had  been  contributed  for  that 
particular  purpose. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Bland,  as  host  pastor,  expressed  words 
of  welcome  to  the  Meeting  of  Synod  and  the  Synod  re- 
cessed for  lunch  after  the  benediction  by  Mr.  C.  Spears 
Alexander. 

2:00  P.M. 

The  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Mr.  J. 
Frank  Beard  who  spoke  on  the  theme  ''How  High  Do 
You  Think?'' 

The  moderator  called  the  Synod  to  order.  Mr. 
Harris  Blair,  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  Synod,  read 
the  report  of  the  Trustees,  and  introduced  Miss  Jean 
Galloway,  secretary,  who  briefly  spoke  to  the  Synod. 
The  report  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Trustees 
of  Synod. 

Mr.  Glenn  H.  Burnett  read  the  report  of  the  Com- 
prehensive Capital  Funds  Campaign,  which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  COMPREHENSIVE  FUNDS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

I  consider  it  an  honor  to  have  been  appointed  and  a  privilege 
to  serve  the  General  Synod  as  Comprehensive  Funds  Treasurer. 
You  doubtless  are  aware  that  the  day  to  day  functions  of  this 
position,  however,  are  most  ably  performed  in  the  Office  of  Inter 
Board  Services.  Without  the  facilities  of  that  office  and  the 
competent  services  of  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Clark,  its  Director,  and  Mrs. 
Dana  Hagood,  Assistant,  this  would  be  an  assignment  no  volunteer 
could  hope  to  accomplish. 

At  the  closing  of  the  Campaign  Office  in  Greenwood  on  April 
1,  1968,  we  set  up  approximately  5,000  contributor  ledger  cards 
to  which  each  contribution  is  posted  when  periodic  remittance 
reports  are  received  from  139  congregations  through  local  treas- 
urers. To  set  up  and  maintain  accurate  records  of  this  magnitude 
is  no  small  task. 
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Each  contributor  of  record  (a  few  congregations  have  declined 
to  furnish  record  of  individual  contributions)  have  been  sent  two 
cards  of  appreciation  and  confirmation  of  his  total  pledge  and 
of  the  amount  paid  and  received  from  the  local  treasurers.  The 
first  went  out  in  July  1968,  to  verify  the  pledge,  and  to  correct 
if  necessary  the  initial  set  up  of  accounts  in  our  office.  The 
second  was  mailed  January  20,  1969,  under  supervision  of  Winn, 
Wright,  and  Potter,  CPA  in  connection  with  an  audit  of  our 
accounts  through  December  31,  1968. 

Attached  as  an  Addendum  to  and  a  part  of  this  report  is  a 
tabulation  of  the  pledges  amounting  to  $1,509,254.86  and  receipts 
totaling  $464,922.11,  by  Church  and  by  Presbytery. 

At  December  31,  1968,  the  close  of  Synod's  year,  9  months 
or  25%  of  the  three  year  contributing  period  has  elapsed  and 
30.8%  of  the  total  amount  pledged  had  been  received.  On  behalf 
of  the  Campaign  Leadership  Steering  Committee,  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Foundation  and  the  beneficiary  agencies,  we  are 
very  thankful  to  each  contributor  who  has  made  possible  this 
encouraging  report. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  amounts  pledged  and  paid  by  local  congregations 
be  incorporated  in  the  Statistical  Reports  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
1969  Synod  in  lieu  of  being  printed  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

2.  That  the  Campaign  Chairman  of  each  congregation  conduct 
an  annual  solicitation  campaign  during  1969  and  each  subsequent 
year  to  reach  new  members  and  others  who  have  not  made  con- 
tinuing pledges. 

3.  That  local  treasurers  encourage  donors  to  maintain  their 
pledges  current  so  far  as  personal  conditions  permit,  and  that 
they  remit  as  often  as  reasonable  sums  accumulate.  High  interest 
rates  and  inflation  dictate  that  funds  flow  to  point  of  use  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

4.  That  local  treasurers  accompany  their  remittances  with  a 
remittance  report  listing  names  of  contributors  and  amounts 
given.  Only  if  this  procedure  be  followed  can  designated  gifts  be 
channeled  to  the  proper  agencies,  and  Synod's  Auditor  confirm 
individual  contributions.

Mr.  Harold  Mace  led  the  Synod  in  the  Service  of 
Consecration  of  Commitments. 

Motion  by  Mr.  Charles  E.  Edwards,  that  the  de- 
cision of  last  year's  Synod  to  have  a  five-year  program 
of  evangelism  be  changed  to  a  three-year  program, 
prevailed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Morals  and  Public 
Welfare  was  read  by  Mr.  Harry  Edwards.  It  was  amend- 
ed and  adopted  as  follows: 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MORALS  AND  PUBLIC 

WELFARE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock, 
N.  C,  June  2-6,  1969. 

The  Consumption  of  Alcoholic  Beverages 
The  Committee  on  Morals  and  Public  Welfare  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod  requested  of  the  1968  Synod  that 
the  Committee  be  authorized  to  deal  primarily  with  the  subject 
of  alcohol  in  its  report  to  the  1969  meeting.  The  Committee  saw  a 
need  to  choose  between  a  highly  definite  and  specific  statement  ex- 
pressing a  particular  and  possibly  majority  point  of  view,  and  a 
broader  statement  which  might  leave  much  unsaid,  yet  might  also 
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allow  the  Synod  to  affirm  a  position  based  on  the  points  of  agree- 
ment among  us.  The  latter  approach  was  chosen  in  the  conviction 
that  it  is  more  important  for  the  Synod  to  speak  clearly  on  our 
agreements  than  to  engage  in  debate  over  particulars  which  could 
obscure  our  united  concern  in  matters  of  alcohol. 

The  Format  of  this  Study 

The  approach  made  in  this  study  is  to  begin  with  a  considera- 
tion of  the  state  to  which  alcoholic  beverage  consumption  can  lead, 
then  direct  attention  to  questions  regarding  moderation,  and  finally 
to  consider  the  position  of  abstaining  from  the  consumption  of  al- 
coholic beverages.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  movement  is  such  as 
to  affirm  the  principles  and  motives  of  Christian  Stewardship  are 
the  foundation  upon  which  Christian  individuals  must  establish 
their  positions  and  practices. 

The  framework  of  the  discussion  is  that  affirmed  by  Paul  as  he 
stated  that  all  things  are  lawful,  but  not  all  things  edify.  Thus, 
if  this  paper  were  to  approve  their  "moderation"  or  "abstinence" 
as  being  the  only  Christian  practice,  offence  would  be  brought  to 
others  who  were  among  the  weaker  or  stronger  brethren.  Ab- 
stinence as  a  personal  practice  can  be  defiled  by  flowing  from,  or 
leading  to,  haughtiness  and  a  sense  of  self-righteousness:  modera- 
tion, conversely,  cannot  glorify  God  if  one  desires  freedom  from 
Christ  rather  than  a  freedom  in  Christ. 

Too  often  studies  have  begun  with  the  conclusions  reached, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  studies  are  attempts  to  justify  the  desired 
conclusion.  The  reader  of  this  study  is  encouraged  to  begin  with 
an  understanding  of  Christian  stewardship  which  will  serve  as  a 
solid  foundation  upon  which  to  establish  practices. 

Alcoholism 

Alcoholism  is  against  the  will  and  law  of  God — this  is  a  clear 
point  of  agreement  among  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  One 
may  speak  clearly  and  definitely  on  this  point,  because  alcoholism 
is  a  state  in  which  a  man  is  in  a  bondage  which  robs  him  of  his 
fullest  human  development  and  sets  him  against  both  God  and 
his  fellowmen.  God  created  man  that  man  might  have  fellowship 
with  Himself  and  have  dominion  over  the  earth  as  God's  steward. 
A  man  in  the  clutches  of  alcoholism  is  not  free  to  be  himself  in 
a  mature  sense,  nor  to  serve  God  as  a  son  who  has  found  victorious 
living  through  faith.  Indeed,  he  is  not  able  to  control  his  en- 
vironment as  God's  steward,  but  he  is  rather  "controlled  by"  an 
element  of  the  environment  he  should  administer. 

Definitions  of  alcoholism  vary  as  some  understand  it  to  mean 
"intemperance,"  while  others  would  include  even  the  smallest 
amount  of  drinking.  Alcoholism,  as  used  in  this  paper,  is  restrict- 
ed to  the  various  degrees  of  compulsive  drinking  which  reflects 
an  "uncontrolled"  use  of,  or  dependence  upon,  alcoholic  beverages. 
(Other  degrees  of  drinking  shall  be  discussed  under  later  head- 
ings.) Whether  a  person  is  dependent  because  of  psychological, 
physical,  or  spiritual  reasons  is  irrelevant  in  defining  the  state  of 
alcoholism.  Even  when  studies  in  medical  fields  can  clearly  es- 
tablish Alcoholism  as  a  disease,  it  is  necessary  to  see  that  it  also 
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involves  an  act  of  the  will  of  a  man  and  remains  a  moral  issue. 
C  nversely,  the  fact  that  alcoholism  is  a  moral  issue  does  not  pre- 
clude the  medical  profession's  establishing  that  it  is  an  illness  or 
a  disease.  Alcoholism  is  a  many-faceted  problem,  and  the  under- 
standing and  treatment  of  the  alcoholic  (and  also  all  efforts  at 
prevention)  require  that  the  total  problem  be  considered. 

Why  Some  People  Drink 

Particular  "reasons"  for  drinking  are  many  and  varied,  but 
it  is  well  established  in  medical  and  psychological  circles  that  the 
"problem"  drinker,  at  least,  is  the  victim  of  his  or  her  own  weak- 
ness. Christian  faith  enables  a  person  to  face  life  with  its  trials 
and  difficulties,  yet  much  drinking  stems  from  attempts  to  escape 
difficulties  altogether.  Christian  faith  forces  a  man  to  see  sin 
for  what  it  is,  yet  the  drinker  is  often  found  to  be  trying  to  forget 
the  undesirable  aspects  of  his  life.  Christian  faith  tends  to  force  the 
issue  of  facing  life  squarely  and  boldly,  and  the  problem  drinker 
conversely  tends  to  make  a  weak  withdrawal  from  reality  into  a 
world  of  illusion. 

Thus,  not  only  alcoholism,  but  also  other  drinking  which 
stems  from  harmful  motives,  is  to  be  judged  as  antithetical  to 
Christian  living.  The  Christian  perspective  on  this  problem  can- 
not be  solved  by  answering  whether  a  person  is  medically  or 
psychologically  "addicted"  to  the  use  of  alcohol,  but  must  go  fur- 
ther to  an  honest  awareness  that  the  reasons  for  drinking,  whether 
conscious  or  subconscious,  may  be  sinful  in  and  of  themselves.  The 
Church  may  join  with  psychologists  in  affirming  that  even  drink- 
ing which  is  not  physically  addictive  may  nonetheless  be  an  evi- 
dence of  and  result  of  immature,  unwholesome,  and  sinful  mental 
and  personality  states. 

Even  in  the  face  of  the  need  for  the  Church  to  speak  against 
intemperance  and] or  sinful  motives  for  drinking,  there  is  still  no 
reason  for  withholding  understanding  or  love  from  the  individual. 
Indeed,  understanding  and  love  are  vital  forces  in  helping  the 
alcoholic  receive  the  will  to  be  rehabilitated.  Perceiving  and  under- 
standing the  pressures  which  influence  many  men  to  drink  is  not 
the  same  as  approval  of  those  reasons  any  more  than  the  under- 
standing of  cancer  constitutes  approval  of  the  disease.  Many  who 
enter  into  the  practice  of  drinking  do  so  because  their  will  to  resist 
is  weak,  and  not  because  they  have  any  desire  toward  drink.  The 
result  of  such  a  yielding  is  often  a  feeling  of  guilt  which  in  turn 
adds  the  burden  of  self-condemnation.  The  Church  must  be  careful 
to  proffer  forgiveness  in  such  situations,  and  must  not  enter  into 
the  injustice  of  rejecting  the  guilt-burdened  person.  Rejection 
must  be  reserved  for  attitudes  of  disregard  and  not  applied  where 
guilt  has  been  realized. 

Youth  and  adults  both  face  increasing  pressures  from  peer 
groups  and  business  or  social  activities,  and  a  proper  understand- 
ing of  the  pressure,  dynamics,  and  results  of  drinking  is  essential 
to  enter  into  a  healing  relationship  with  those  who  yield  to  their 
own  weakness. 
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What  About  "Controlled"  Drinking? 

"Controlled"  drinking  here  means  those  forms  of  drinking 
which  have  no  mental  or  physical  addictions  ascribed  to  them.  If 
a  man  does  stop  his  drinking  before  drunkenness,  and  if  he  has  no 
detectable  emptiness  in  his  motives  for  drinking,  what  has  the 
Church  to  say  about  this?  The  foremost  statement  by  the  Church 
must  be  that  there  is  no  Scriptural  warrant  for  a  blanket  condem- 
nation of  such  drinking,  but  the  Scriptures  do  warn  that  man  is 
always  weak  and  susceptible  to  sin.  It  is  the  weakness  of  man,  and 
not  the  inherent  nature  of  the  act  which  demands  caution  with  re- 
gard to  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

At  this  point  a  medical  statistic  is  most  relevant.  Approxi- 
mately one  in  12-15  who  begin  to  drink  socially  becomes  an  al- 
coholic. The  medical  profession  cannot  predict  which  of  the 
group  the  person  will  be,  but  the  statistic  is  fairly  uniform  in  our 
society.  Even  in  the  development  of  a  person's  drinking  pattern, 
the  outcome  is  not  too  predictable. 

If  the  above  statistic  were  applied  to  "Russian  Roulette"  we 
would  say  that  it  showed  the  practice  to  be  wrong.  Some  persons, 
however,  would  be  quick  to  point  out  that  the  automobile  may 
do  great  harm,  for  our  accident  rate  is  high,  but  we  do  not  stop 
driving  because  of  the  reality  of  accidents.  It  is  true  that  every- 
thing has  its  degree  of  risk,  but  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  is 
a  volitional  matter  which  men  need  not  choose,  and  the  element  of 
risk  dare  not  be  flippantly  set  aside. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  real  danger  of  "controlled" 
drinking  is  that  it  may  well  become  "uncontrolled"  drinking  unin- 
tentionally. People  carry  many  mental  burdens  in  today's  world  and 
when  these  burdens  increase  in  time  of  crisis,  the  non-drinker  has 
shielded  himself  from  the  temptation  to  retreat  into  a  world  of 
fantasy  and  escape.  Too  often  we  seek  to  find  safety  in  the  aspect 
of  the  statistic  that  14  of  the  15  do  not  become  alcoholics — but 
it  is  the  one  who  does  become  alcoholic  that  ought  to  claim  our 
attention.  Further,  the  Christian  is  not  to  ask  this  question  for 
himself  only  but,  he  must  also  ask  what  effect  his  choice  will  have 
on  the  members  of  his  family,  his  close  associates,  and  the  so- 
ciety as  a  whole.  This  outlook  is  inherent  in  concepts  of  Christian 
stewardship  and  mission,  for  the  goal  of  the  Christian  must  not 
be  that  of  limiting  his  own  life  as  little  as  possible,  but  it  must 
be  that  of  living  a  life  which  best  aids  and  serves  his  fellowmen 
in  the  name  of  Christ.  That  which  is  allowed  for  the  individual 
in  his  freedom  in  Christ  is  not  always  expedient  for  the  welfare  of 
the  neighbor. 

Concern  for  the  Alcoholic 
The  Bible  teaches  us  much  about  our  proper  relationship  to 
the  alcoholic.  Our  faith  teaches  us  that  we  are  sinners  and  unable 
to  save  ourselves.  Further,  Scripture  informs  us  that  we  can  only 
be  saved  from  our  sins  because  God  has  first  loved  us  while  we 
were  yet  in  our  sins.  Thirdly,  the  Bible  assures  us  that  we  re- 
ceive God's  favor  through  our  faith,  which  is  not  the  same  thing 
as  having  rectified  all  the  errors  in  our  lives.  If  we  recognize 
the  gravity  of  sin  and  the  need  of  a  Saviour,  we  realize  that  the 
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alcoholic  cannot  heal  himself  by  his  own  willpower;  therefore  our 
word  to  him  cannot  be  true  to  our  theology  if  we  say  to  him  by 
word,  action  or  subtle  attitude  "reform  yourself  and  then  come 
to  the  Church."  Our  message  to  him  must  be  the  same  which  we 
receive  from  the  New  Testament— that  Christ  died  for  them 
while  they  were  yet  in  their  sins,  that  the  Church  is  an  instru- 
ment of  conveying  God's  love  and  forgiveness  to  them,  and  that 
when  they  accept  Christ  and  believe  these  truths,  they  shall,  as  a 
result,  experience  a  new  life.  The  only  message  which  many  alco- 
holics understand  from  the  Church  is  that  they  are  sinful — a  fact 
which  they  frequently  know  as  well  as  we.  But  they  need  to  know 
also  the  love  and  forgiveness  of  God  and  their  fellowmen,  and  the 
Church  has  been  instructed  to  publish  this  Gospel  news. 

Much  of  the  success  of  Alcoholics  Anonymous  stems  from  the 
fact  that  the  members  of  the  group  stand  together  on  the  same 
plane.  Even  those  who  are  "dry"  members  stand  and  confess  "I 
am  an  alcoholic."  The  Church  cannot  come  as  close  to  the  problem 
drinker  as  A.A.  can,  unless  the  Church  finds  a  common  base  on 
which  to  stand  with  the  drinker  and  not  over  against  him.  Our 
Christian  faith  comes  to  the  fore  on  this  point  to  remind  us  that  all 
Christians  are  members  of  "Sinners  Anonymous"  in  exactly  the 
same  way  that  drinkers  are  members  of  A.  A.  One  cannot  share 
a  common  base  with  another  person  and  look  down  upon  him,  but 
from  a  common  base  the  two  look  up  together. 

The  intemperate  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  a  tremendous 
moral  problem  in  the  United  States  and  the  world  today.  The 
Church  must  reflect  the  stance  of  Christ  Himself  in  simultaneous- 
ly condemning  the  sin  and  loving  the  sinner.  The  public  welfare 
is  much  in  need  of  a  strong  and  clear  position  within  the  Church, 
a  position  which  neither  belittles  the  problem  nor  the  persons  who 
suffer  with  the  problem.  The  answer  does  not  lie,  and  cannot  be 
found,  in  the  making  of  pronouncements  or  the  taking  of  posi- 
tions, but  the  answer  lies  in  the  attitudes  and  manner  of  living 
among  Churchmen.  The  Church  is  challenged  to  be  a  fellowship 
which  voluntarily  assumes  the  mission  of  getting  involved  in 
working  out  this  problem.  The  Church  must  encourage  a  stance  of 
bearing  burdens  with  the  alcoholic,  and  sharing  with  him  in  his 
need.  Youth  and  adults  alike  ought  not  be  shielded  from  seeing  the 
effects  of  problem  drinking,  but  should  be  involved  in  seeing  the 
depths  into  which  intemperance  can  lead  a  person. 

The  following  is  a  recommended  checklist  Christians  might  use 
in  determining  their  practices  regarding  alcohol  and  all  steward- 
ship: 

(1)  Is  my  practice  an  attempt  to  glorify  God? 

(2)  Does  my  practice  present  Christ  to  the  world? 

(3)  Is  this  a  practice  I  feel  the  Scripture  forbids? 

(4)  Has  the  Holy  Spirit  led  my  conscience  to  regard  this  as 

sin? 

(5)  Am  I  keeping  myself  free  from  damaging  entanglements? 

(6)  Will  I  be  a  good  steward  if  I  use  my  time,  money  and 
energy  in  this  practice? 
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(7)  Do  I  wish  my  children  (parents,  or  marriage  partner)  to 
do  as  I  do? 

(8)  Will  I  be  pleased  to  give  this  account  of  myself  when  I 
appear  before  God  in  the  world  to  come? 

Therefore,  the  165th  General  Synod  of  the  A.  R.  P.  Church 
reaffirms  its  position  that  Total  Abstinance  is  the  highest  ex- 
pression of  Christian  Love  for  others  and  is  the  only  sure  guard 
against  the  hell  of  alcoholism. 

SECTION  2.  Report  of  Committee  on  Morals  and  Public  Welfare 

HUNGER 

FAMINE  STALKS  THE  EARTH  is  the  caption  on  a  publica- 
tion by  one  of  the  foundations  which  concerns  itself  with  hunger. 
Within  the  pages  of  the  publication  it  is  noted  that  Raymond 
Ewell,  former  advisor  to  the  Government  of  India,  said  that 
famine  will  reach  serious  proportions  in  the  early  1970*s  for  India, 
Pakistan  and  China,  and  that  Latin  America  will  fall  into  deep 
famine  by  the  1980's. 

Another  recent  article  noted  that  already,  seven  people  die 
every  minute  of  every  day  because  of  hunger.  Congressional  studies 
have  this  year  uncovered  hunger  in  the  United  States,  indeed  in  the 
very  States  which  are  served  by  our  denomination.  Hunger  is  a 
present  reality  in  terms  of  time  and  geography. 

To  be  sure,  hunger  is  not  in  epidemic  proportions  in  our  part 
of  the  world,  but  its  very  existence  requires  of  the  Church  that 
she  give  attention  to  the  situation.  Attention  must  be  given  to 
ways  and  means  of  alleviating  hunger  and  its  causes.  To  this  end, 
we  commend  all  worthy  programs  to  feed  the  hungry,  whether 
these  programs  be  the  result  of  private  initiative  or  the  result  of 
governmental  sponsorship.  Existing  programs,  however,  are  not 
sufficient  to  nullify  the  predictions  of  famine. 

Although  some  lack  food  because  of  their  unwillingness  to 
work,  the  famines  predicted  (and  already  beginning)  trace  from 
an  imbalance  of  population  and  food  supply — not  from  employ- 
ment considerations.  Both  of  our  Mission  fields  will  face  this 
more  severely  than  our  local  communities,  yet  we  dare  not  ignore 
the  local  need. 

Your  committee  notes  that  there  is  no  denominational  appeal 
on  behalf  of  victims  of  hunger  wherever  they  may  be.  Some  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  funds  certainly  reach  unto  some  of  the  hungry, 
but  most  of  these  funds  go  for  purposes  other  than  food  supply. 
Within  the  bounds  of  the  states,  there  is  no  denominational  pro- 
gram which  deals  with  hunger. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  hunger  become  a  matter  of 
prayer,  study  and  action  in  terms  of  local  welfare  in  the  coming 
year,  and  the  committee  will  submit  a  more  detailed  statement  to 
the  next  year's  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  this  paper,  and  we 
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urge  the  Synod  To  Consider  The  Printing  Of  The  paper  in  pam- 
phlet form  for  distribution  among  the  Churches. 

The  Committee  further  recommends  that  Synod  approve  the 
Committee  to  use  its  discretion  each  year  in  choosing  between  the 
preparation  of  a  general  paper  as  its  report,  and  the  preparation  of 
a  specific  paper  intended  for  printing  as  a  study  pamphlet. 

The  Committee  requests  that  a  sum  of  $250.00  be  provided 
for  travel  or  other  costs  in  the  execution  of  its  duties.

After  a  brief  recess,  the  Moderator  called  the  Synod 
to  order.  He  introduced  Mr.  Dwight  Pearson,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  who  introduced  Mr. 
Richard  Leaptrott,  who  addressed  the  Synod  on  evangel- 
ism. He  presented  a  "Three-Year  Plan  of  Evangelism." 
It  was  considered  item  by  item.  The  paper  was  adopted 
as  a  whole  by  a  rising  vote. 
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THREE   YEAR  PLAN   OF  EVANGELISM 

This  committee  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  Synod  appoint  a  Chairman  and  Committee  for  Three 
Year  Plan  of  Evangelism.* 

2.  That  each  Presbytery  appoint  a  Chairman  of  Evangelism 
during  Synod,  if  possible. 

3.  That  each  district  of  Presbytery  have  a  chairman. 

4.  That  the  session  of  each  church  appoint  a  chairman  for 
that  church. 

5.  That  the  names  and  addresses  of  each  of  these  chairmen 
be  sent  to  the  Church  Extension  Office  in  Charlotte. 

6.  That  each  Presbytery  underwrite  the  expenses  of  their 
chairman  to  attend  a  planning  meeting. 

7.  That  each  of  these  chairmen  purchase  and  study  "How  to 
Give  Away  Your  Faith,"  by  Paul  E.  Little.  (Available  through 
Church  Extension  Office,  Charlotte,  N.  C.) 

8.  That  $2,000.00  each  year  for  the  three  years  be  set  aside 
for  publicity  and  promotion.**

The  discussion  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Stewardship  was  resumed.   It  was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

The  Committee  on  Stewardship  has  considered  ways  of  inter- 
preting the  needs  of  the  church  to  the  people  and  means  of  calling 
for  proper  commitment.  Circumstances  have  prevented  the  con- 
ducting of  workshops  and  other  Synod-wide  educational  programs. 
However,  various  materials  have  been  and  are  available  through 
the  chairman  of  the  committee.  Churches  are  urged  to  continue  to 
avail  themselves  of  these  resources. 

While  the  committee  wishes  to  commend  the  various  churches 
for  their  support  given  to  Synod's  self-allocation  program,  we  have 
been  made  aware  of  certain  difficulties  that  have  arisen  in  connec- 
tion with  shortages  in  Synod's  budget.  To  rectify  this  situation, 
all  churches  are  urged  to  continue  stewardship  programs  designed 
to  meet  sufficiently  the  needs  of  Synod. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1.  The  committee  recommends  that  Synod  designate  a  special 
Lord's  Day,  preferably  the  first  Lord's  Day,  during  the  regular 
stewardship  emphasis  in  November  (to  be  known  as  Commitment 
Day)  for  the  purpose  of  emphasizing  the  every  member  canvass  or 
other  personal  commitment  program  on  a  Synod-wide  level. 

2.  The  committee  recommends  that  Synod's  Finance  Committee 
be  asked  for  1971,  to  prepare,  in  addition  to  the  regular  budget,  a 
challenge  program  calling  for  10%  of  the  regular  budget  over  and 
above  the  regular  budget,  find  that  the  Presbyteries  and  churches 
be  asked  to  commit  themselves  to  this  program  as  well  as  to  their 
regular  commitments. 

3.  The  committee  recommends  that  Synod  combine  the  Stew- 
arship  and  Finance  Committees  under  the  title  "Committee  on  Com- 
mitment" in  such  a  way  as  to  enable  the  present  committees  to  work 
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in  liaison  as  co-relative  arms  of  one  single  structure,  the  chairman 
of  each  of  the  present  committees  being  an  ex-officio  member  of 
the  other. 

4.  The  committee  recommends  that  those  members  of  the 
Stewardship  Committee  appointed  by  the  Presbytery  be  preferably 
the  chairman  or  some  other  member  of  the  Presbytery  stewardship 
committees. 

5.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  attention  of  Synod  be 
called  to  the  need  for  proper  stewardship  of  its  time  and  its  energies 
in  light  of  the  divisive  issues  within  the  denomination  and  that  we 
take  great  care  not  to  hinder  the  overall  mission  of  the  church  by 
our  own  disagreements. 

6.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  General  Synod  publish 
in  the  minutes  a  listing  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  chair- 
men of  the  Boards  of  Deacons  for  the  benefit  of  this  committee  and 
the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  following  financial 
askings  be  approved  and  included  in  Synod's  budget  for  1970:

The  report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  was 
presented  by  Mrs.  Shannon  Faulkner,  the  president  of 
the  Synodical  Union.   It  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SYNODICAL  UNION 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

It  is  with  an  humble  and  grateful  heart  that  I  come  before  you 
to  give  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union.  We  are  thank- 
ful that  God  has  allowed  us  to  serve  Him  in  this  way  during  the 
past  year. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  many  opportunities  of  service  both  at 
home  and  abroad  that  have  been  ours  through  the  Synodical  Union, 
as  an  auxiliary  of  Synod. 

The  Theme  for  1968  was  Prayer — Vision — Work,  "Where  there 
is  no  vision,  the  people  perish"  (Proverbs  29:18a).  We  have  prayed, 
we  have  visualized  and  we  have  worked  to  be  better  Christians,  and 
better  witnesses  for  Him. 

The  statistical  records  show  that  at  the  end  of  the  1968  calen- 
dar year  we  had  133  societies  with  a  membership  of  5,329.  We  have 
lost  4  societies  and  139  members. 

Total  contributions  for  1968  were  $143,610.10.  $24,583.86  was 
spent  in  the  congregations.   This  is  an  average  of  $26.95  per  capita. 

The  Synodical  contributed  the  following: 


Foreign  Missions  (Budgets  and  Specials)   $41,144.23 

The  three  Special  Foreign  Missions  offerings  are 
White  Cross,  Self  Denial  and  the  Jubilee  Birth- 
day offering. 

Church  Extension  (Budgets  and  Specials)   $11,951.83 

Christian  Education  (Synod's  Budget)   $  1,759.35 

Bonclarken   $  4,003.70 

Erskine  College  and  Seminary  $  3,151.35 

Dunlap   $17,941.30 


This  year  our  report  shows  that  our  statistical  report  showed 
more  gains  than  losses.  Our  educational  report  as  a  whole  was 
down.  Adding  what  was  spent  in  the  congregations  to  the  total 
benevolence":;  for  1968  the  women  of  the  Synodical  raised  a  grand 
total  of  $168,193.96. 

We  have  been  generous  in  the  support  of  our  financial  causes 
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but  we  must  work  harder  to  improve  our  educational  report  if  we 
are  to  grow  spiritually. 

The  Synodical  Union  met  for  its  fifty-fourth  session  in  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  in  Chester,  South  Caro- 
lina, October  2,  3,  1968.  It  was  a  time  of  good  reports,  inspirational 
devotions  by  Mrs.  Henry  Pressly,  inspiring  messages,  a  time  to 
meet  and  hear  our  missionaries.  Good  music,  warm  hospitality, 
good  food.  A  time  to  measure  up,  acknowledge  mistakes,  resolve 
to  do  better.  A  time  to  say  good-bye  to  out-going  officers  and  to 
be  thankful  for  the  wonderful  job  they  had  done.  A  time  to  welcome 
incoming  officers  and  encourage  them  on  their  way  as  they  take  up 
the  reins.  An  inspiring  message  from  Rev.  W.  C.  Lauderdale, 
Moderator  of  Synod,  who  urged  that  we  look  beyond  the  statistics 
and  reports  and  keep  in  mind  that  there  are  people  we  are  serving 
through  Mission  work,  Home  and  Foreign,  Dunlap  Home,  the  Semi- 
nary students  and  others,  and  challenged  the  Synodical  to  carry  out 
the  mission  of  the  church.  Synodical  was  a  time  to  pray  more, 
resolve  to  do  more  for  our  Lord  and  Master  that  His  Kingdom  may 
be  extended  here  on  earth. 

The  following  study  books  were  used  by  our  women  this  year : 

Bible  Study — Acts — These  Men  An  Irresistible  Force  by 
Dr.  B.  L.  Hamilton. 

Stewardship  Study — Springboard  to  Discoverd  by  Mary 
Lou  Lacey. 

Mission  Study — Introducing  Islam  by  Dr.  Christy  Wilson. 
Temperance  Study — The  Many  Faces  of  Ethyl  by  Garmon. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  committee  that  chose  these  books 
after  much  reading  and  prayer.  We  feel  that  they  are  a  spiritual 
challenge  to  the  women  in  our  local  societies  and  circles. 

The  Synodical  publishes  the  Woman's  Synodical  Journal  each 
month  which  is  a  guide  to  all  the  women  of  our  denomination.  The 
Synodical  Journal  Program  Committee,  the  Synodical  President, 
the  Cause  Secretaries,  the  Historian  and  the  Editor,  Mrs.  Charles 
Carlisle,  with  her  staff,  Mrs.  W.  S.  Liming  and  Mrs.  G.  G.  Parkin- 
son, furnish  the  material  which  covers  every  phase  of  our  church 
program.  There  were  4,910  Journal  subscriptions  this  year.  We 
feel  that  the  Journal  does  go  into  most  of  the  homes  of  our  denomi- 
nation. 

The  two  events  in  our  Synodical  Program  that  make  us  feel  a 
spiritual  closeness  is  our  Week  of  Prayer  which  is  held  in  January 
at  which  time  we  take  an  offering  to  go  to  Church  Extension  work 
and  our  Bonclarken  Conference  which  is  held  in  August.  This  is  a 
time  when  the  women  of  all  our  Presbyterials  come  together  for 
spiritual  inspiration  and  information.  We  feel  that  through  these 
Prayer  Meetings  and  our  Bonclarken  Conference  we  are  more  in- 
spired and  prepared  to  carry  on  our  work  during  the  year. 
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We  go  forth  into  a  new  year.  "The  land  whither  ye  go  to 
possess,  it  is  a  land  of  hills  and  valleys  and  drinketh  water  of  the 
rains  of  heaven;  a  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  careth  for;  the 
eyes  of  the  Lord  are  always  upon  it,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
year  even  unto  the  end  of  the  year."   Deuteronomy  11:11,  12. 

As  we  stand  upon  the  verge  of  the  unknown  there  lies  before  us 
another  year  and  we  are  going  forth  to  possess  it.  Who  can  tell 
what  we  shall  find.  There  will  be  new  experiences,  changes  shall 
come,  new  needs  shall  arise,  but  we  do  have  that  gladdening  mes- 
sage from  our  Heavenly  Father,  "The  Lord  careth  for  it."  "His 
eyes  are  upon  it  away  to  the  ending  of  the  year." 

I  want  to  scale  the  upmost  height,  and  catch  a  gleam  of  glory 
bright,  but,  still  I'll  pray  til  heaven  I've  found,  Lord,  lead  me  on  to 
higher  ground. 

It  has  been  said  that  not  many  of  us  are  living  our  best.  We 
linger  in  the  lowland  because  we  are  afraid  to  climb  the  moun- 
tains. The  steepness  and  ruggedness  dismay  us,  and  so  we  stay  in 
the  misty  valleys  and  do  not  learn  the  mystery  of  the  hills.  We 
do  not  know  what  we  lose  in  our  self-indulgence,  what  glory  awaits 
us  if  only  we  had  courage  for  the  mountain  climb,  what  blessing 
we  should  find  if  only  we  would  move  to  the  uplands  of  God.  "Too 
low  they  build  who  build  beneath  the  stars."

Gettys  read  a  paper  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Educational  Institutions. 

Mr.  Hazel  Long,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
Retirement  Fund,  discussed  the  Retirement  program.

June  2-6,  1969 

Synod's  Committee  on  Men's  Work  has  had  two  meetings  this 
year.  The  first  was  held  on  March  24,  1968,  by  way  of  telephone 
hook-up  to  the  home  of  each  member  of  the  committee.  This  was 
a  thirty  minute  meeting  and  the  committee  was  pleased  with  the 
amount  of  business  conducted.  The  second  meeting  held  at  Bon- 
clarken on  October  19,  1968,  was  well  attended. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  many  years  that  the  denomination  has 
had  a  Director  of  Men's  Work.  We  feel  fortunate  in  having  Mr. 
John  Bigham  to  serve  as  part  time  director.  He  has  been  very 
busy  this  year  and  we  feel  very  effective  in  his  efforts  to  get  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Men  to  truly  be  "Men  at  Work"  in 
the  church. 

Mr.  Bigham  has  spoken  in  twenty-four  churches,  three  Pres- 
bytery Men's  Groups,  one  Presbytery  Elders  Meeting  and  one 
Presbytery  Deacons  Meeting.  He  has  traveled  3694  miles  by  car 
and  1200  miles  by  air.  He  has  edited  the  "Men  at  Work"  page  in 
our  church  paper. 

The  committee  recommends  support  of  Bonclarken  through 
promotion  in  the  local  congregation  of  a  special  offering.  Plans 
are  underway  for  a  layman's  week-end  in  connection  with  the  Adult 
Conference. 

We  have  asked  Synod  to  grant  thirty  minutes  on  the  Program 
of  Synod  for  our  committee.  During  this  time,  the  Director  will 
make  a  report  to  the  General  Synod.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  REFORMED 
PRESBYTERIAN  RETIREMENT  PLAN 

For  the  Year  Ended  December  31,  1968 

This  is  the  Annual  Report  to  the  General  Synod  from  the  Re- 
tirement Committee,  which  under  the  direction  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Ministerial  Insurance  and  Retirement,  administers 
the  Synod's  Retirement  Plan.  The  report  of  the  Retirement  Plan 
Treasurer  is  being  made  separately. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
A  "Statement  of  Net  Assets"  and  a  "Statement  of  Transac- 
tions in  the  Trust  for  the  Year  Ended  December  31,  1968"  are  in- 
cluded in  the  Price  Waterhouse  and  Company  audit  reports  which 
are  submitted  each  year  for  inclusion  in  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod;  hence  these  figures  will  not  be  repeated  here. 

CHANGES  IN  PLAN  PARTICIPATION

BUDGET  REQUEST 
The  request  for  an  appropriation  in  Synod's  Budget  to  be 
applied  against  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Retirement  Plan  in 
1970  is  included  in  the  budget  request  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Ministerial  Insurance  and  Retirement;  hence  it  will  not  be 
repeated  here. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  PLAN 

1.  Amendment  Number  5: 
When  the  present  Retirement  Plan  was  established  in  1961, 
provisions  were  included  which  specified  that  the  sum  of  $150,000, 
then  in  the  retirement  fund  of  the  Synod,  having  been  contributed 
as  a  permanent  fund,  could  not  be  paid  out  as  benefits.  Under  this 
restriction  if  the  Retirement  Plan  should  ever  be  discontinued  only 
ihe  assets  in  excess  of  the  $150,000  could  be  distributed  to  the  Plan 
Participants,  and  the  $150,000  would  have  to  be  ''returned  to  the 
Synod."  The  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  now  determined  that 
in  order  for  the  $150,000  to  continue  to  be  a  part  of  the  tax- 
sheltered  Retirement  Plan  trust  fund  we  must  remove  the  special 
restrictions  now  surrounding  this  sum  by  making  a  suitable  amend- 
ment to  the  Plan  text.  We  recommend  that  the  Plan  text  be 
amended  so  as  to  satisfy  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  requirement, 
so  that  this  sum  can  remain  a  part  of  the  Retirement  Plan  trust.  If 
this  is  not  done  this  sum  will  have  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  trust 
now  and  returned  to  the  custody  of  Synod's  Treasurer.  To  meet 
this  problem  the  following  Plan  amendment  (Plan  Amendment  No. 
5)  is  proposed: 

"In  the  first  sentence  of  section  (1)  (a)  of  Article  X — RE- 
TIREMENT FUND  delete  the  words:  however,  the  sum  of  $150,- 
000  out  of  the  fund  held  by  the  Synod  for  ministerial  retirement  pur- 
poses, as  of  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Plan  having  been  con- 
tributed as  a  permanent  fund,  the  corpus  of  this  amount  shall  not 
be  paid  out  as  benefits,'  and  place  a  period  after  the  word  'com- 
mingled.' " 

"In  the  first  sentence  of  section  (5)  (a)  of  Article  XI — MIS- 
CELLANEOUS PROVISIONS  delete  the  words:  'in  excess  of  the 
$150,000  permanent  fund  described  in  section  (1)  (a)  of  Article 
X.' " 


MINUTES  OF  THE  A.  R.  P.  GENERAL  SYNOD  241 


NOTE:  The  adoption  of  the  foregoing  amendment  does  not 
mean  that  we  would  have  to  pay  out  the  $150,000  as  benefits  under 
normal  operating  circumstances,  but  it  does  mean  that  this  sum 
would  have  to  be  distributed  to  Plan  participants  if  the  Retire- 
ment Plan  were  ever  dissolved  completely,  an  event  which  we  do 
not  contemplate. 

2.  Amendment  Number  6: 
It  is  proposed  that,  effective  July  1,  1969,  the  Retirement  Plan 
be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  first  retirement  benefit  pay- 
ment to  a  participant  upon  his  retirement  will  be  payable  as  of  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  his  retirement  takes  place  instead 
of  as  of  the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following.  To  accomplish 
this  the  following  Plan  amendment  is  proposed: 

Change  Section  2,  part  (a)  of  Article  VIII  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  retirement  income  payable  under  the  Plan  to  a  retired  par- 
ticipant shall  commence,  if  he  shall  then  be  living,  as  of  the  first 
day  of  the  month  in  which  his  actual  retirement  takes  place  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IV  hereof." 

3.  Proposed  Amendment  Concerning  the  Honoring  of  Service 
Credit  With  Other  Denominations  and  With  Erskine 
College  and  Erskine  Theological  Seminary: 
The  accumulation  of  credited  service  is  important  in  that  a  Re- 
tirement Plan  Participant  must  have  acquired  at  least  15  years  of 
credited  service  in  order  to  qualify  for  (a)  a  retirement  benefit 
under  the  Plan  or  (b)  a  permanent  disability  benefit  under  the 
Plan.   Further,  in  order  for  those  Participants  who  were  under  age 
70  on  September  1,  1961  to  qualify  for  the  minimum  retirement 
benefit  (in  lieu  of  the  "1%  of  career  earnings  benefit")  only  full- 
time  credited  service  is  counted. 

As  the  Plan  is  presently  constituted  only  service  rendered  as 
an  active  minister,  missionary  or  Synod  employee  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Synod  is  counted.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  the  Plan  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  exchange  of 
service  credit  with  other  Presbyterian  bodies.  In  all  cases  of 
which  we  have  knowledge,  where  such  service  credit  exchange 
arrangements  are  now  in  effect  there  is  no  transfer  of  funds  in- 
volved between  the  denominations  and  each  denominational  pension 
or  annuity  fund  pays  for  its  own  share  of  the  retirement  benefits 
payable  to  a  retired  participant. 

If  service  credit  with  other  denominations  is  to  be  counted 
under  our  Plan  toward  meeting  the  15-year-service  requirement, 
it  would  seem  fair  and  equitable  also  to  count  service  on  the 
faculty  of  Erskine  College  and  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  for 
the  same  purpose.  Accordingly,  this  proposal  includes  provisions 
to  allow  this  also. 

It  must  be  recognized  that  the  liberalizing  of  the  service  credit 
rules  as  proposed  hereinafter  will  further  increase  the  already 
considerable  work  load  of  administering  the  Plan  and  it  is  reason- 
able to  expect  that  a  full-time  administrator  will  have  to  be  em- 
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ployed  to  handle  our  ministerial  insurance  and  retirement  plan 
administration.  This  is  an  important  consideration  and  should  be 
given  careful  thought. 

Rather  than  to  go  to  the  expense  of  preparing  at  this  time  a 
formal  proposed  amendment  to  the  Plan  prior  to  determining  the 
will  of  the  Synod  in  this  regard,  it  is  desired  that  the  Synod  first 
express  itself  on  this  point  of  honoring  of  service  credits  with 
other  denominations  and  with  our  college  and  seminary.  To  this 
end  the  following  recommendations  are  proposed.  If  these  recom- 
mendations are  approved  by  the  Synod,  the  formal  Plan  text  amend- 
ments then  will  be  prepared  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  the  Synod,  the  Ministerial  Insurance  and  Re- 
tirement Committee  and  the  Retirement  Committee  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  Synod  to  approve  the  formal  Plan  text  changes 
necessary  to  accomplish  these  Plan  amendments;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  any  event  such  amendments  would  not  become  effective 
until  approved  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

The  net  effect  of  these  proposed  changes  in  the  service  credit 
rules  is  to  allow  Participants  to  combine  their  credited  service 
accrued  with  other  denomiantions,  and/or  Erskine  faculty  service 
together  with  their  service  as  an  active  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian minister,  missionary  or  Synod  employee  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  the  15  years'  minimum  service  requirement  for  a  re- 
tirement benefit  under  our  Plan.  Further,  ministers  who  transfer 
to  other  denominations  approved  by  the  Synod  for  this  purpose 
could  retain  a  contingent  right  to  a  retirement  benefit  under  our 
Plan  instead  of  forfeiting  that  right  as  at  present.  (They  can  do 
this  at  present  when  they  leave  active  service  under  the  Plan  to 
accept  a  position  on  the  faculty  of  Erskine  College  or  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary,  but  at  present  such  faculty  service  does  not 
count  toward  meeting  the  15-years-of-credited-service  requirement.) 

With  respect  to  the  added  cost  of  such  liberalization  of  service 
credit  rules,  the  effect  would  be  to  cause  our  Plan  to  lose  the  ad- 
vantage of  forfeitures  of  earnings  credits  and  service  credits  on 
the  part  of  those  who  leave  our  denomination  prior  to  retirement, 
or  who  leave  to  go  into  Erskine  faculty  service  and  who  do  not 
accrue  15  years  active  service  under  the  Plan.  Such  forfeitures  in 
the  past  have  helped  expedite  the  funding  of  our  Plan  at  a  rate 
faster  than  that  originally  projected  in  the  funding  schedule.  Thus 
the  adoption  of  the  proposed  liberalized  service  credit  rules  would 
eliminate  this  funding  advantage,  but  is  not  expected  to  cause  the 
Plan  to  fall  behind  its  current  funding  schedule. 

Recommendation  Number  1 : 
That  the  service  credit  rules  under  our  Plan  be  amended  with 
respect  to  Plan  Participants  who  transfer  ministerial  relationship 
to  our  denomination  from  another  Christian  denomination  and  who 
retire  from  service  in  our  denomination  on  or  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  amendment  so  as  to  count  service  rendered  with  and  credited 
under  the  retirement  plan  of  any  other  Christian  denomination 
approved  by  the  Synod  for  such  purposes  the  same  as  service  credit 
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accrued  for  service  within  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  insofar  as  meeting  the  15-year-service  requirement  for  a 
retirement  benefit  from  our  Plan  is  concerned,  but  that  such  service 
in  other  denominations  not  be  counted  insofar  as  qualifying  a 
Participant  for  a  permanent  disability  benefit  under  our  Plan  is 
concerned;  provided,  however,  that  persons  whose  credited  service 
in  another  denomination  is  credited  under  our  Plan  must  accrue  at 
least  one  full  year's  credited  service  as  an  active  employee  in  covered 
employment  within  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
before  becoming  eligible  for  any  benefit  under  our  Plan  and  pro- 
vided further  that  nothing  in  this  amendment  shall  be  construed 
so  as  to  require  our  Plan  to  provide  funds  to  underwrite  any  part 
of  a  Participant's  retirement  benefits  attributable  to  service  other 
than  as  an  employee  under  our  Plan. 

Recommendation  Number  2: 
That  the  Plan  be  amended  to  provide  that  Participants  who 
have  accrued  at  least  one  year's  credited  service  in  active  covered 
employment  under  our  Plan  and  who,  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  amendment,  transfer  ministerial  relationship  with  good 
standing  from  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  to  any 
other  Christian  denomination  approved  by  the  Synod  for  such  pur- 
poses, and  who  enroll  in  the  retirement  plan  of  the  denomination  to 
which  transferred  as  soon  as  eligible  to  do  so,  shall  retain  their 
right  to  their  retirement  benefit  under  our  Plan,  but  not  to  the 
permanent  disability  benefit  provided  under  our  Plan,  based  on  their 
credited  service  and  credited  earnings  as  of  the  date  of  such  trans- 
fer and  based  on  the  normal  retirement  age  of  70  (with  actuarial 
discount  for  retirement  at  earlier  ages),  provided  that  in  order  to 
qualify  for  any  benefit  under  our  Plan  such  person  must  accrue  at 
least  15  years'  credited  service  under  either  our  Plan  or  the  re- 
tirement Plan  of  the  denomination  to  which  transferred  from  our 
denomination,  or  a  combination  of  the  two,  and  must  qualify  for  a 
retirement  benefit  from  the  denomination  to  which  transferred,  and 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  amendment  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
require  our  Plan  to  provide  funds  to  underwrite  any  part  of  a 
Participant's  retirement  benefits  attributable  to  service  other  than 
as  an  employee  under  our  Plan. 

Recommendation  Number  3: 
That  if  the  foregoing  Recommendations  No.  1  and  2  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Synod,  that  the  following  denominations  be  approved 
for  the  honoring  of  service  credit  by  our  denomination  under  our 
Retirement  Plan: 

(a)  The  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church 

(b)  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 

(c)  The  Reformed  Church  in  America 

(d)  The  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America 

It  is  not  proposed  that  these  denominations  be  specified  in  the 
Retirement  Plan  text  itself,  but  that  this  list  be  adopted  as  an 
administrative  regulation  and  that  the  list  be  subject  to  further 
amendment  by  action  of  the  General  Synod  as  the  Synod  deems 
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appropriate.  It  is  not  proposed  that  this  action  be  contingent  upon 
the  execution  of  reciprocal  comity  agreements  by  the  various  de- 
nominations specified  but  that  this  be  a  unilateral  action  with  the 
other  denominations  being  advised  and  invited  to  reciprocate.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  due  to  the  vesting  provisions  of  the  other  plans, 
ministers  even  with  relatively  short  service,  already  can  transfer 
to  our  denomination  and  retain  all  or  a  part  of  their  accrued  re- 
tirement benefits  from  certain  of  these  denominations. 

Recommendation  Number  4: 
That  the  service  credit  rules  under  our  Plan  be  amended  with 
respect  to  Plan  Participants  who  retire  on  or  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  amendment  so  as  to  count  service  rendered  as  a 
full-time  faculty  member  of  Erskine  College  or  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary  the  same  as  service  credit  accrued  as  an  active  covered 
employee  under  the  Plan  insofar  as  meeting  the  15-year-service 
requirement  for  a  retirement  benefit  is  concerned,  but  that  such 
service  on  the  faculty  of  Erskine  College  or  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary  not  be  counted  insofar  as  qualifying  for  a  permanent 
disability  benefit  under  our  Plan  is  concerned;  provided,  however, 
that  persons  whose  service  on  the  faculty  of  Erskine  College  or  Ers- 
kine Theological  Seminary  is  credited  under  the  Plan  must  accrue 
at  least  one  full  year's  credited  service  as  an  active  employee  in 
covered  employment  as  an  active  minister,  missionary  or  Synod 
employee  under  the  Plan  before  becoming  eligible  for  any  benefit 
under  the  Plan  and  provided  further  that  nothing  in  this  amend- 
ment shall  be  construed  so  as  to  require  the  Plan  to  provide  funds 
to  underwrite  any  part  of  a  Participant's  retirement  benefits  at- 
tributable to  service  with  Erskine  College  or  Erskine  Theological 
Seminary. 

That  the  Plan  be  amended  so  to  as  provide  that  time  served  on 
military  leave  of  absence  as  an  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Chaplain  be  credited  as  service  required  of  a  Participant  to  qualify 
for  retirement  benefit  under  the  Plan. 

GENERAL 

The  Retirement  Committee  again  reminds  the  Stated  Clerks  of 
the  Presbyteries  of  their  responsibility  to  advise  the  Retirement 
Committee  when  any  ministers  are  received  into  or  transferred  out 
of  their  respective  Presbyteries,  including  those  who  have  been  re- 
ceived from  or  transferred  to  other  Presbyteries  within  our  Synod. 
Also,  the  secretaries  of  Synod's  Boards  are  reminded  to  keep  the 
Retirement  Committee  advised  promptly  of  changes  in  personnel  of 
their  staff's,  which  might  affect  Retirement  Plan  participation. 

The  Retirement  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  deepest  thanks 
to  the  Plan  Treasurer,  Dr.  C.  R.  Younts,  and  to  the  Office  of  Inter- 
Board  Services  for  their  continued  efficient  and  dedicated  service 
in  the  handling  of  the  Retirement  Plan  matters.

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  and  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  was  read  and  a 
substitute  motion  prevailed.  This  paper  was,  however, 
reconsidered  and  discussed  item  by  item.  The  report 
was  amended  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON 
BILLS  AND  OVERTURES 

Two  papers  came  into  our  hands :  A  memorial  from  the  Florida 
Presbytery  (Folder  Index  28),  and  a  memorial  from  the  Second 
Presbytery  (Folder  Index  28a). 

Your  committee  recommends  two  actions  with  regard  to  the 
Florida  Presbytery  Memorial: 

(1)  "Florida  Presbytery  has  memorialized  the  Synod  in  such  a 
way  as  to  indicate  some  serious  confusion  in  regard  to  the  vote  of 
the  Presbytery  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  Synod  take  cognizance  of  this  fact  and  appoint  a 
commission  to  attend  the  Fall  meeting  of  the  Florida  Presbytery  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  there  was  suflPicient  clarity  for  the  vote  on 
the  constitution  to  be  taken  in  a  reliable  way." 

(2)  "We  recommend  that  the  last  paragraph  of  the  Florida 
Presbytery  Memorial  be  sent  to  the  Synod's  Judiciary  Committee, 
and  that  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  directed  to  make  a  study  of 
the  matter  and  report  to  the  1970  meeting  of  Synod." 
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Motion  prevailed  that  item  3  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Bills  and  Overtures  be  deferred  until  next  Synod.

THURSDAY,  9:00  A.M. 

A  conference  on  Christian  Education  was  held  with 
Mr.  C.  M.  Coffey  presiding.  He  introduced  Rev.  F.  T. 
Hege  who  spoke  on  "The  Direction  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion for  the  Next  Decade.'' 

The  Moderator  called  the  Synod  to  order,  the  min- 
utes of  Wednesday's  sessions  were  read,  corrected  and 
approved.  By  standing  vote  the  Synod  expressed  its 
thanks  to  Mr.  Hege  for  his  challenging  address.  The 
paper  by  a  group  of  men  which  had  been  read  the  day  be- 
fore was  considered.  It  was  amended  and  defeated.  The 
report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  was  accepted  by 
the  Synod  and  the  clerk  was  instructed  to  have  it  printed 
in  the  Minutes. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ecumenical  Rela- 
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tions  was  read  and  considered  item  by  item.  It  was 
adopted  as  amended  and  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ECUMENICAL 
RELATIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Your  committee  held  four  meetings  since  the  last  meeting  of 
Synod.  Our  primary  objective  this  last  year  has  been  to  discover 
what  is  the  purpose  of  this  committee  and  how  it  may  properly  and 
efficiently  function.  This  committee  was  formed  in  1961.  The  1965 
Minutes  of  Synod  (page  299)  gives  the  most  comprehensive  state- 
ment of  our  duties.  One  item  in  this  outline  of  our  duties  has 
produced  a  healthy  discussion.  According  to  that  item  "the  chief 
function  of  this  committee  should  be  to  advance  the  kingdom  of 
God  through  a  closer  cooperative  effort  in  the  Master's  Work, 
especially  with  those  with  whom  we  have  common  ties." 

In  light  of  this  general  statement  we  planned  a  convocation  in 
Atlanta,  September  16,  1968,  prior  to  our  participation  in  the  Pan 
Presbyterian  Conference.  Committee  members  and  guests  addressed 
themselves  to  the  topic,  "Our  Ecumenical  Philosophy."  We  were 
genuinely  seeking  to  discover  the  best  policy  to  recommend  to  Synod 
regarding  our  ecumenical  relations.  The  following  is  the  descrip- 
tion of  that  meeting  in  the  committee  minutes: 

The  first  item  on  the  agenda  was  a  discussion  of  ways  in  which 
the  ARP  Church  may  participate  in  the  ecumenical  movement. 
Ray  A.  King  first  presented  a  historical  sketch  of  some  of  the  ways 
the  ARP  Church  has  related  to  other  church  groups.  He  showed 
three  basic  positions  held  in  Synod  in  the  past:  1.  The  position  of 
bringing  as  quickly  as  possible  the  question  of  union  with  various 
other  denominations  of  the  Reformed  family.  2.  The  position  of 
cooperation  with  the  ultimate  end  being  organic  union  with  the  co- 
operating denomination.  3.  The  position  of  cooperation  for  specific 
ministries  with  which  the  ARP  Church  agrees  without  begging  the 
question  of  organic  union  one  way  or  another. 

After  this  presentation  the  questions  of  the  Session  of  the 
Tabernacle  ARP  Church  were  read  to  the  group.  These  five  ques- 
tions were  presented  to  the  First  Presbytery  October  17,  1967.  In 
addition  to  these  questions  a  statement  made  by  Richard  Leaptrott 
regarding  his  impressions  of  the  work  of  the  UPUSA  denomination 
was  put  before  the  group.  And  the  group  also  had  before  it  the 
memorial  of  Catawba  Presbytery  as  passed  on  by  Synod  in  June, 
1968.    (See  Minutes,  1968,  p.  92.) 

The  floor  was  then  opened  for  discussion.  It  was  noted  that 
the  Committee  on  Cooperation  formed  as  a  result  of  the  Catawba 
Presbytery  memorial  had  not  been  formally  organized.  However, 
members  of  the  three  Boards  to  make  up  this  committee  were 
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present  at  this  meeting.  Consequently  the  group  first  considered 
ways  in  which  we  already  cooperate  in  the  areas  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, Foreign  Missions  and  Christian  Education.  It  seems  that  it 
is  already  the  policy  of  these  boards  to  cooperate  in  specific  areas 
of  ministry,  especially  with  the  PCUS. 

It  was  then  proposed  that  each  person  present  at  this  meeting 
put  forth  his  personal  view  regarding  the  involvement  of  the  ARP 
Church  in  the  ecumenical  movement.  In  general  each  person  re- 
lated himself  to  one  of  the  three  positions  as  put  forth  by  King 
(see  above) .  The  consensus  of  the  group  was  in  favor  of  No.  3,  i.e. 
cooperation  in  specific  ministries  without  attaching  a  question  of 
union  to  the  question  of  cooperation  but  deal  with  such  questions 
on  their  own  merits  as  they  may  arise  without  prejudicing  co- 
operative ministries. 

As  a  result  of  this  consultation  the  committee  defined  the  word 
"ecumenical"  to  mean  "cooperation"  in  so  far  as  this  committee's 
responsibilities  are  concerned.  We  understand  that  to  mean  that 
we  are  to  function  to  seek  and  promote  the  spirit  of  unity  with 
other  Christian  groups  through  cooperative  efforts.  We  believe 
this  is  the  original  intent  for  the  formation  of  this  committee  and 
is  consistent  with  the  list  of  our  duties  as  presently  approved  by 
Synod. 

Regarding  the  committee's  specific  duties  relating  to  corre- 
spondence and  the  work  of  the  various  agencies  with  whom  the 
ARP  Church  is  related  we  wish  to  be  brief.  To  do  justice  to  the 
work  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches,  the  Reformed 
Ecumenical  Synod,  the  Pan  Presbyterian  Conference,  the  Lord's 
Day  Alliance,  and  the  American  Bible  Society  would  require  more 
space  than  is  warranted  in  the  minutes.  At  present  we  are  seeking 
ways  for  us  to  inform  the  Church  better  regarding  this  work.  The 
following  is  only  a  brief  list  of  activities. 

1.  Reverend  F.  Y.  Pressly  attended  the  Baarn  Missions  Confer- 
ence and  the  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod  in  Holland  last  August. 
The  Acts  of  the  R.E.S.  have  been  sent  to  all  ministers.  The  cost 
of  these  meetings  apportioned  to  the  ARP  Church  was  $1,025.00. 
The  Finance  Committee  has  approved  our  recommendation  that  the 
bill  be  paid  although  costs  had  not  been  mentioned  before  our  par- 
ticipation. We  are  recommending  that  we  withdraw  from  the 
Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod,  and  if  Synod  does  not  want  to  do  this 
then  we  feel  that  we  should  take  up  our  fair  share  of  the  costs  of 
the  meetings  and  of  the  secretariat. 

2.  Reverend  P.  L.  Sherrill  attended  the  meeting  of  the  North 
American  Area  Council  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed  Church- 
es in  January,  1969.  The  minutes  are  a  part  of  this  committee's 
files.  The  Council  will  not  meet  in  1970  so  funds  can  be  sent  to 
Geneva  to  support  the  General  Council  meeting.  The  Council 
minutes  contain  a  long  tribute  to  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier  which  was  pre- 
sented at  the  meeting.  Also  to  be  noted  from  the  minutes  is  the 
recommendation  of  the  Council  that  member  Churches  "establish 
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ongoing  task  forces  to  study  and  influence  the  dialogue  between  the 
church  and  science  and  technology." 

3.  Rev.  H.  R.  Edwards  reported  on  his  participation  in  the 
work  of  the  Theology  Committee  of  the  North  American  Area 
Council  of  WARC. 

4.  R.  A.  King  and  L.  T.  Richie  attended  the  Consultation  on 
the  Lord's  Day  in  Contemporary  Culture  in  October,  1968.  The 
results  of  this  meeting  are  being  reported  in  the  Lord's  Day  Leader. 
R.  B.  Elliott  is  still  our  representative  on  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  Lord's  Day  Alliance. 

5.  The  Pan  Presbyterian  Conference  was  attended  by  several 
committee  members  and  John  A.  Bigham,  H.  H.  Long,  L.  L.  Dattler, 
W.  M.  Kennedy,  W.  C.  Lauderdale,  A.  M.  Rogers,  and  J.  P.  Steele. 
The  conference  is  studying  its  role  in  the  life  of  the  Churches  to 
see  if  it  has  a  valid  ministry. 

As  a  result  of  discussions  concerning  the  practice  of  exchang- 
ing fraternal  delegates  your  committee  has  prepared  a  different 
type  of  program  to  present  to  Synod  this  year.  We  are  also  trying 
to  be  better  hosts  to  these  honored  guests  from  other  churches. 

The  committee  wishes  to  recommend  the  following : 

1.  That  the  budget  for  1970  be  as  follows:  Budget  Attached. 

2.  That  we  remain  in  participation  in  the  Reformed  Ecumen- 
ical Synod  for  at  least  the  next  three  years. 

3.  That  no  relationship  with  any  Korean  Church  group  be 
formally  established  at  this  time.  (Note:  We  had  reported  that  a 
group  had  sought  a  fraternal  relationship  with  us  last  year.  This 
recommendation  is  the  result  of  our  study  of  the  situation.) 

4.  That  work  relating  to  the  Pastor's  Institute  be  handled 
through  this  committee. 

5.  That  Synod  change  its  Rules  of  Procedure  changing  the 
time  for  the  presentation  of  fratern^^l  delegates  from  the  morning 
hour  to  8:30  p.m.  on  Wednesdav,  and  that  this  time  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Ecumenical  Relations. 

6.  That  the  Committee  on  Ecumenical  Relations  give  con- 
sideration in  order  to  proceed  with  the  neces'=:arv  arrangements  to 
the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  with  the  following  com- 
munications by  the  year  1971 : 

1.  The  Christian  Reformed  Church 

2.  The  Orthodox  Presbyterian  Church 

3.  The  Reformed  Church  in  America 

4.  The  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  Evangelical  Synod

The  following  papers  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Moderator's 
Committee  on  Educational  Institutions  as  follows:  (1)  The  Report 
of  the  Special  Committee  to  Study  the  Location  of  the  Seminary; 
(2)  The  Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Seminary;  (3)  The  Erskine 
College  Budget  Control  Statement;  (4)  Erskine  College  Auditor's 
Report;  (5)  Comparative  Operating  Statement  of  Erskine  College; 
(6)  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College;  (7)  A 
Paper  from  Dr.  E.  Getty s. 

The  Moderator's  Committee  makes  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

1.  That  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College, 
The  Erskine  College  Control  Statement,  The  Erskine  College 
Auditor's  Report,  and  The  Comparative  Operating  Statement  of 
Erskine  College  be  received  as  information. 

2.  That  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Seminary  was  read  and 
the  Committee  recommends  to  the  General  Synod  that  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Dean  of  the  Seminary  be  adopted.

4.  The  Committee  recommends  to  the  General  Synod  that  the 
Report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  study  the  location  of  the 
Seminary  be  adopted  with  the  two  recommendations  in  the  paper 
as  follows: 
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(1)  That  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  remain  in  Due  West. 

(2)  That  beginning  as  soon  as  practical,  all  students  working 
for  terminal  academic  recognition  at  Erskine  Seminary  receive 
a  significant  part  of  their  training  in  an  urban  setting  and  that 
maximum  practical  use  be  made  of  faculty-approved,  clinical 
Christian  educational  programs  such  as  those  accredited  by  the 
Association  for  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  and  certain  urban 
training  centers  like  the  Ministers-In-Industry  programs  of  the 
Presbyterian  Institute  of  Industrial  Relations. 

5.  We  recommend  that  in  anticipation  of  our  evangelistic 
emphasis  in  Synod  that  the  faculty  and  administration  of  Erskine 
Seminary  give  serious  consideration  to  having  rising  Seniors  in 
the  Seminary  participate  in  the  Coral  Ridge,  Florida  School  of 
Evangelism  each  year.

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Nominating  Committee  presents  the  following  nominees 
as  replacements  for  those  retiring  from  boards  and  committees. 
The  names  of  the  new  personnel  are  in  bold  face  type;  expiration 
dates  are  indicated.  The  tenure  of  service  begins  January  1,  1970, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College 
which  begins  July  1,  1969. 

The  Nominating  Committee  recommends  that  members  of 
Boards  and  Standing  Committees  filling  unexpired  terms  of  less 
than  two  years  continue  to  be  eligible  to  succeed  themselves  with- 
out a  year  elapsing.

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  the 
Nominating  Committee  recommends  that  this  become  a  rotatmg

We  have  received  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension and  concur  with  their  report,  and  recommend  that  it  be 
printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

1.  That  the  Synod  express  its  appreciation  to  the  pastors  and 
Church  Extension  congregations  for  their  ministry;  and  that 
special  appreciation  by  standing  vote  be  extended  to  the  Reverend 
Dr.  J.  B.  McFerrin  and  the  Reverend  Dr.  B.  Dale  White  who  are 
retiring  from  Church  Extension  work. 
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2.  That  the  appointments  and  supplements  for  the  congrega- 
tions by  Presbyteries  be  sustained  and  the  budget  for  1970  be 
adopted  with  the  notation  that  the  Waynesboro  budget  request 
will  not  be  needed  for  the  coming  year. 

3.  That  the  Opportunity  Fund  be  received  on  World-Wide 
Communion  Day,  the  first  Lord's  Day  in  October — October  4,  1970. 

4.  That  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  be  thanked  for  their 
support  of  this  program. 

5.  That  the  Evangelism  Workshop  at  Bonclarken  be  em- 
phasized in  the  local  congregations  and  that  an  honest  effort  be 
made  by  each  congregation  to  send  a  representative. 

6.  That  the  three  year  plan  of  Evangelism  of  Synod  adopted 
by  Synod  be  further  encouraged  and  that  1973  be  designated  in 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church 
as  "Year  of  Evangelism." 

7.  That  the  faculty  of  the  Erskine  Seminary  seriously  con- 
sider sending  students  to  the  Florida  conference  on  evangelism 
at  the  Coral  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church,  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida. 

8.  That  we  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
emphasize  the  need  for  ministers  and  encourage  young  men  to 
consider  the  field  for  their  life  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  expresses  its  sincere  thanks 
to  God  that  it  has  been  permitted  to  serve  Christ  and  His  Church 
on  behalf  of  the  General  Synod.  Appreciation  is  also  extended 
to  the  pastors,  their  families  and  all  the  people  who  work  in 
Church  Extension  congregations.  The  Presbyteries  are  becoming 
more  involved  in  their  work,  and  we  express  thanks  to  them. 

The  funds  which  were  contributed  to  the  Capital  Funds  Drive 
are  already  being  utilized.  The  Faith  congregation  has  received 
$24,143.43  from  the  Revolving  Loan  Fund;  the  Southwest  congre- 
gation has  received  $14,042.24  from  the  fund  to  repay  for  the  lot 
where  they  relocated;  the  Florida  Church  Extension,  Inc.,  received 
$2,000.00  on  promissory  note.  These  loans  are  being  serviced  by 
the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  which  was  designated  as  agent 
and  custodian  and  are  executed  as  a  lending  agency  transacts 
regular  business  loans. 

A  review  of  the  work  by  Presbyteries  is  as  follows: 
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CATAWBA:  The  Reverend  Fred  R.  Archer  resigned  as  pastor 
at  Eden  Terrace,  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  effective  July  31,  1968,  in  order 
to  assume  duties  as  First  Presbytery's  Director  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. The  Reverend  Robert  L.  Brawley  assumed  pastoral  duties 
at  Eden  Terrace  January  1,  1969.  The  Faith  congregation  is 
effectively  served  by  the  Reverend  Vernon  F.  Latham.  This  con- 
gregation continues  under  a  heavy  financial  obligation  with  the 
Presbytery  carrying  part  of  these  responsibilities.  The  Edwards 
Memorial  congregation  became  a  financial  responsibility  of  Pres- 
bytery and  will  become  self-supporting  in  1970.  The  Reverend 
W.  Nale  Falls  continues  to  serve  effectively  as  pastor.  The 
Springdale  congregation,  under  the  leadership  of  Reverend  Hoy 
Whitlow,  is  the  financial  responsibility  of  Presbytery. 

FIRST:  The  St.  Andrew  congregation,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Reverend  C.  S.  Alexander,  is  completing  the  first  unit  of 
their  building  and  should  be  using  it  by  the  time  the  General 
Synod  meets.  The  Gastonia  area  congregations  are  making  manse 
payments  for  St.  Andrew  through  1969.  The  Covenant  congrega- 
tion, under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  J.  Frank  Beard,  is 
planning  their  first  unit.  Both  St.  Andrew  and  Covenant  are 
showing  a  high  percentage  of  numerical  growth.  The  Westminster 
Church  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  continues  on  a  weekly  supply 
basis.  The  Church  Extension  Committee  of  First  Presbytery  is 
exploring  the  possibility  of  new  work  in  the  Idlewild  section  of 
Charlotte,  N.  C. 

FLORIDA:  The  Reverend  R.  Marshall  Wilson  continues  to 
effectively  serve  the  Avon  Park  congregation  which  is  experiencing 
a  steady  growth.  The  Reverend  George  E.  Morrison  moved  March 
16,  1969,  to  the  Trinity  Church  in  Tampa,  Florida.  The  Church 
Extension  Committee  of  Florida  Presbytery  is  sponsoring  a  new 
work  at  Cocoa  Beach,  Florida. 

MISSISSIPPI  VALLEY:  The  Reverend  Baron  R.  Nowak's 
services  terminated  at  the  Midlane  Park  Church  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  June  1,  1969.  The  Mount  Zion  congregation,  Elsberry, 
Missouri,  is  systematically  reducing  its  requests  for  Synod  aid 
and  is  being  served  by  the  Reverend  Conrad  E.  Cheatham.  The 
Reverend  W.  F.  Blakely  assumed  duties  at  the  Sharon  Church, 
Brighton,  Tennessee,  July  9,  1968,  and  is  serving  this  congrega- 
tion and  Dunlap  Orphanage  effectively.  The  newest  work  in  our 
Synod  is  the  St.  Paul  work  in  Bartlett,  Tennessee,  north  of  Mem- 
phis. The  Reverend  Forrest  J.  Musselman  is  mission  developer 
and  the  area  congregations  are  supplying  the  provisional  session. 
The  Board  of  Church  Extension  purchased  a  mobile  chapel  and 
placed  it  on  a  lot  which  is  being  rented  from  the  Memphis  Presby- 
tery, Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  The  Hickory  Springs  congrega- 
tion is  still  in  the  Edwards-Rogers  Larger  Parish  and  is  effectively 
served  by  the  Reverend  Vernie  L.  Bartlett.  Hickory  Springs  and 
Shady  Grove  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  Presbytery. 

SECOND:  The  Spartanburg  mission  has  made  a  request  to 
the  Presbytery  for  organization.  The  Presbytery  gave  the  group 
permission  to  continue  holding  weekly  worship  services.  The 
pulpit  has  been  supplied  most  of  the  time  by  seminary  professors 
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and  students.  McCormick-Mt.  Carmel  and  Cannons  Creek  are  the 
financial  reseponsibility  of  the  Presbytery.  A  request  for  aid 
from  the  Tucker  congregation  was  referred  back  to  the  Presbytery. 
The  Reverend  Dr.  J.  B.  McFerrin  retired  from  the  McCormick- 
Mt.  Carmel  work  August  1,  1968.  The  General  Synod  is  greatly 
indebted  to  Dr.  McFerrin  for  his  many  years  of  useful  ministry, 
most  of  which  was  in  home  mission  congregations.  Dr.  McFerrin 
has  moved  to  Due  West  and  continues  to  supply  the  Mt.  Carmel 
congregation. 

TENNESSEE-ALABAMA:  The  Red  Level  Field  is  being 
supplied  by  the  Reverend  A.  K.  Whitesides  at  no  expense  to  the 
Synod.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Whitesides  volunteered  his  services 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  and  left  his  retirement 
to  serve  this  field  effectively. 

VIRGINIA:  Construction  has  not  begun  on  the  Johnsons 
Creek  educational  and  worship  structure.  The  Reverend  Dr.  B. 
Dale  White  will  retire  from  this  work  on  June  30,  1969.  The 
General  Synod  greatly  appreciates  the  ministry  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
White,  who  upon  retiring  from  Foreign  Mission  work,  assumed 
duties  at  Johnsons  Creek  February  1,  1965.  The  Waynesboro  Field 
is  vacant.  Ihe  Broad  Creek  and  Spring  Valley  congregations, 
responsibility  of  the  Presbytery,  are  vacant.  The  Roanoke  con- 
gregation, financial  responsibility  of  tne  Presbytery,  is  being 
effectively  served  by  the  Reverend  William  M.  Harris.  The  pres- 
ent manse  is  being  used  for  educational  space,  and  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  is  assisting  in  rental  allowance  for  a  manse. 

The  supplement  requests  of  the  Presbyteries  and  the  pro- 
posed budget  are  presented  for  your  information  and  action. 
(Exhibit  A) 

The  Opportunity  Fund  for  1968  was  $9,160.50.  This  is  a  de- 
crease of  $3,961.00  from  1967.  The  Woman's  Synodical  Union 
contributed  $10,237.41.  This  was  a  decrease  from  1967  of  $3,109.55 
(the  two  above  items  reflect  a  $7,070.55  decrease  over  the  previous 
year).  Mr.  F.  R.  Gates  contributed  $600.00  for  the  Covenant, 
Statesville,  N.  C,  building  fund.  These  funds  along  with  budgeted 
items  and  Presbytery  support  funds  comprise  the  amounts  available 
for  this  cause. 

Division  Of  Evangelism 
The  united  theme  for  the  denomination  for  1969  is,  "The 
Christian  Imperative:  Faith  in  Action."  The  speaker  for  the 
Bonclarken  Conference  Workshop,  August  5-8,  1969,  is  the  Rev- 
erend Dr.  W.  L.  Self  of  Wieuca  Road  Baptist  Church,  Atlanta, 
Georgia. 

The  united  theme  for  1970  is  "Do  a  New  Thing."  Isaiah 
43:18,  19,  "Remember  ye  not  the  former  things;  neither  consider 
the  things  of  old.  Behold,  I  will  do  a  new  thing."  The  Board 
of  Church  Extension  will  emphasize  this  program  in  February 
and  in  October.  The  theme  for  the  Pastors'  Institute  February 
10-13,  1969,  Richmond,  Virginia,  was  "The  Mission  of  the  Church 
in  Today's  World."  Nine  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  minis- 
ters attended  the  Pastors'  Institute.  Plans  are  underway  for  the 
1970  meeting  i,nd  the  tentative  dates  are  February  16-19.  Each 
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congregation  is  asked  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  and  give  their 
minister  time  to  attend  this  Institute. 

As  a  result  of  promotion  by  Christianity  Today  and  the  Billy 
Graham  Evangelistic  Association,  a  movement  among  thirty  de- 
nominations to  have  a  nationwide  evangelism  emphasis  in  1973 
is  being  planned.  The  general  objective  is  to  confront  every 
person  in  America  more  fully  and  more  forcefully  with  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  in  order  to  make  disciples  and  thereby  fulfill  the 
Great  Commission.  The  plan  is  to  make  a  thrust  in  cooperative 
evangelism  in  many  areas  of  concern.  An  objective  will  be  to 
employ  every  means  and  method  of  communicating  the  message 
and  the  meaning  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

A  U.S.  Congress  on  Evangelism  is  being  planned  in  Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota,  September  8-13,  1969.  Among  the  7,000 
participants,  our  denomination  was  given  a  place  for  fifteen  dele- 
gates. The  Board  of  Church  Extension  is  paying  the  tuition  for 
this  number  and  congregations  were  requested  to  pay  the  expenses 
for  their  minister  or  a  layman  to  attend  as  a  delegate.  The 
Congress  will  be  of  great  value  in  implementing  Evangelism  in 
our  area. 

Four  ministers  and  two  laymen  of  our  denomination  attended 
a  Clinic  on  Evangelism  at  the  Coral  Ridge  Presbyterian  Church, 
Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida.  This  Clinic  is  recommended  to  the 
pastors  of  our  denomination  in  the  hope  that  they  can  attend  in 
the  future. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Synod  express  its  appreciation  to  the  pastors  and 
Church  Extension  congregations  for  their  ministry;  and  that 
special  appreciation  by  standing  vote  be  extended  to  the  Reverend 
Dr.  J.  B.  McFerrin  and  the  Reverend  Dr.  B.  Dale  White  who  are 
retiring  from  Church  Extension  work. 

2.  That  the  appointments  and  supplements  for  the  congrega- 
tions by  Presbyteries  be  sustained  and  the  budget  for  1970  be 
adopted. 

3.  That  the  Opportunity  Fund  be  received  on  World-Wide 
Communion  Sabbath,  October  4,  1970. 

4.  That  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  be  thanked  for  their 
support  of  this  program. 

5.  That  the  Evangelism  Workshop  at  Bonclarken  be  em- 
phasized in  the  local  congregation  and  that  an  honest  effort  be 
made  by  each  congregation  to  send  a  representative. 

8.  That  the  Three- Year  Plan  of  Evangelism  be  adopted  and 
implemented. 

7.  That  1973  be  designated  in  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  as  "Year  of  Evangelism."

Your  committee  met  two  times  during  the  past  year.  The  first 
occasion  served  as  an  orientation  meeting  for  the  committee.  At 
this  meeting  the  representatives  of  each  Board  were  asked  to  pre- 
pare a  brief  resume  listing  the  areas  in  which  they  as  a  Board 
were  cooperating  with  the  Boards  of  other  denominations  and 
secondly  to  list  those  areas  where  new  means  of  cooperation  might 
begin. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  committee  took  place  on  April  14, 
1969  in  Belk  Hall.  The  committee  heard  the  Rev.  Ray  King  speak 
on  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Ecumenical  Relations.  The  areas 
with  which  we  dealt  were: 

1.  World  Presbyterian  Alliance  and  N.  American  Area  Council 

2.  Lord's  Day  Alliance 

3.  Reformed  Ecumenical  Synod 

4.  Pan-Presbyterian  Conference 

5.  American  Bible  Society 

Our  committee  questioned  at  length  the  benefits  of  belonging 
to  these  organizations. 

The  evening  session  of  the  April  14th  meeting  consisted  of 
hearing  the  reports  from  the  various  Boards  concerning  areas  of 
cooperation.  The  following  were  submitted  and  discussed: 
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We  recommend:

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  SYNOD 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  following  transactions  were  carried  out  by  the  Committee 
of  Trustees  during  the  last  year: 
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1.  Deed  to  the  Trustees  for  the  St.  Andrew  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church  in  order  for  the  St.  Andrew  Church  to  secure 
indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  in  connection  with 
its  building  program. 

2.  Deed  to  the  Trustees  for  the  Oak  Ridge  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church  in  order  for  the  Oak  Ridge  Church  to  secure 
indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  in  connection  with 
its  building  program. 

3.  Participation  in  the  Law  Suit  captioned  "The  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church  of  Spartanburg,  et  al  -  vs.  -  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Prebyte- 
rian  Church,  et  al"  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  the  title  to  the 
original  Spartanburg  Church  property  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
sale  of  such  premises. 

4.  Deed  of  remainder  interest  in  property  on  Glen  Street  in 
Newberry,  South  Carolina,  to  Mrs.  Mattie  Carroll  pursuant  to  the 
request  of  the  session  of  the  Newberry  Church. 

During  the  past  year,  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Clark  has  continued  her 
magnificent  work  in  trying  to  obtain  the  requested  information 
concerning  the  titles  of  property  held  by  the  individual  churches. 
Although  this  request  for  information  by  the  General  Synod  was 
in  no  way  meant  to  appear  in  any  way  punitive  to  the  churches, 
but  the  request  was  made  solely  with  a  view  of  helping  the  local 
churches  establish  ownership  of  their  property  and  to  facilitate  the 
transfer  of  same  if  such  individual  church  ever  desired  to  dispose 
of  its  property,  the  following  churches  have  still  not  filed  the  re- 
quested information: 

Hopewell,  Edgemoor,  Chester,  Union  and  Oak  Grove,  South 
Carolina — Paul  Hemphill,  Jr.,  Attorney. 

Abbeville,  South  Carolina — W.  P.  Greene,  Attorney. 

Fairlea,  West  Virginia — G.  Thomas  Bobbitt,  Attorney. 

Bethel,  Alabama. 

Bethlehem,  Due  West,  Greenwood,  Long  Cane  and  Troy,  South 
Carolina — James  E.  McDonald,  Attorney. 

Huntersville — W.  Herbert  Brown,  Attorney. 

Elsberry — Jonathan  Clark,  Attorney. 

The  following  churches  have  made  no  response  whatsoever: 

Bethany,  Mississippi,  Pottsville  and  Russellville,  Arkansas,  and 
Prosperity,  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  reiterates  its  report  of  last  year,  in  that  due  to 
the  many  and  various  ways  in  which  titles  to  church  property  are 
held,  and  in  light  of  the  defeat  of  the  revised  book  of  government. 
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it  is  strongly  recommended  by  this  committee  that  some  means  be 
provided  by  Synod  whereby  there  would  be  established  a  classifica- 
tion of  church  property  with  clear  procedures  set  forth  as  to  how 
property  in  each  class  is  to  be  acquired,  mortgaged  and  transferred, 
and  upon  the  adoption  by  Synod  of  such  procedures,  that  the  present 
property  holdings  of  the  various  classifications  be  made  to  conform 
to  such  procedures.  The  Committee  suggests  that  such  classifica- 
tions as  the  following  be  considered : 

1.  Church  Extension  Property; 

2.  Institutional  Property;  and 

3.  Local  Church  Property,  including  not  only  the  church  prop- 
erty itself,  but  also  the  manse  property  and  investment  property. 

If  the  Synod  requires  any  further  information  concerning  this 
survey  or  desires  that  a  detailed  report  concerning  same  be  pub- 
lished, it  is  requested  that  the  committee  be  so  informed. 

During  the  interim  period  between  the  present  time  and  the 
time  Synod  adopts  some  system  concerning  the  holding  and  dis- 
position of  its  property,  we  request  that  Synod  give  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  Trustees  some  directions  as  to  our  procedure  during  the 
interim  period  and  request  that  Synod  adopt  the  following  guide- 
lines for  use  by  the  Trustees  during  such  period  of  time : 

GUIDELINES  FOR  CHURCHES  DESIRING  SERVICES 

OF  TRUSTEES  OF  SYNOD 
Very  careful  plans  should  be  made  by  Church  Officers  setting 
forth  in  detail  just  what  is  being  requested  of  the  Trustees.  After 
full  study  and  complete  planning  by  church  officers: 

1.  Secure  the  service  of  a  local  Attorney. 

2.  Hold  a  Congregational  Meeting  called  in  compliance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Book  of  Government. 

3.  At  the  congregational  meeting,  adopt  a  Resolution  specify- 
ing in  detail  what  is  being  requested  of  the  Trustees.  (It  will  be 
well  for  the  Attorney  to  prepare  the  Resolution.) 

4.  Send  the  Resolution  as  adopted  by  the  Congregation  to  the 
Presbytery  under  which  the  Church  serves  asking  that  the  Pres- 
bytery concur  in  the  request  to  the  Trustees  of  Synod. 

5.  The  Clerk  of  Presbytery  will  then  send  the  Resolution  with 
Presbytery's  approval  to  the  meeting  of  Synod.  In  case  the  Church 
desires  action  by  Trustees  between  meetings  of  Synod,  the  Clerk 
of  Presbytery  will  send  the  resolution  with  approval  to  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  Synod. 

6.  After  approval  by  Synod  or  Executive  Committee  of  Synod, 
the  local  Attorney  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
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Trustees  of  Synod  will  prepare  the  necessary  legal  papers  for  the 
transaction. 

7.  Although  no  action  is  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  if 
Titles  to  Church  Property  are  held  by  local  Trustees,  the  Church 
is  strongly  encouraged  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Presbytery  before 
legal  transactions  are  made  with  reference  to  such  property. 

NOTE: 

1.  If  considered  necessary  in  any  transaction,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Synod  may  require  the  approval  of  the  Synod  in 
regular  session. 

2.  All  legal  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  local  Church  regard- 
less of  who  holds  titles  to  the  property.

ITS  MEMORIAL  TO  SYNOD 

Your  commission  has  met  with  the  Florida  Presbytery  and  has 
discussed  with  them  the  memorial  sent  by  this  Presbytery  to  the 
Synod  which  deals  with  the  confusion  surrounding  the  vote  taken 
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by  this  Presbytery  on  the  revision  of  the  Constitution.  We  are 
happy  to  report  agreement  between  the  members  of  the  commission 
and  the  Florida  Presbytery  in  the  following  statement: 

"The  Florida  Presbytery  hereby  resolves  to  clarify  the 
confusion  alluded  to  in  its  1969  memorial  to  Synod  by 
affirming  that  we  find  no  fault  in  the  actions  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  Revise  the  Constitution  or  Synod's  Judiciary 
Committee,  but  we  find  the  confusion  which  gave  rise  to 
the  memorial  to  be  in  a  lack  of  determination  by  Synod  as 
to  voting  either  in  whole  or  in  part." 

We  feel  that  with  this  statement  the  matter  is  settled  and  it 
will  therefore  be  unnecessary  for  the  commission  to  go  to  Florida.

3.  That  each  congregation  be  reminded  of  the  importance  of 
the  two  annual  offerings.  Mother's  Day  and  Thanksgiving.

REPORT  OF  THE  WILLIAM  H.  DUNLAP  ORPHANAGE,  INC. 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

During  the  year  1968  sixty-nine  children  came  under  the  care 
of  the  Dunlap  Home  for  Children.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
there  were  fifty-eight  in  the  Home.  During  the  year  nine  left  and 
eleven  were  admitted.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  sixty 
children  living  at  Dunlap,  which  is  the  maximum  number  allowed 
by  the  Tennessee  Department  of  Welfare.    The  average  number  at

Dunlap  at  any  one  time  during  the  year  was  58.3.  The  turn-over 
during  the  year  was  a  little  larger  than  usual.  We  think  that  this 
is  a  good  sign  for  we  want  to  give  a  home  to  as  many  children  as 
we  can  when  the  need  is  urgent  and  at  the  same  time  return  chil- 
dren to  their  own  homes  as  soon  as  conditions  are  such  that  this  is 
advisable.  Three  of  those  who  left  during  the  year  had  graduated 
from  high  school  and  the  other  six  returned  to  live  with  parents 
or  relatives. 

The  sixty  children  who  were  at  Dunlap  at  the  close  of  the  year 
came  from  the  following  states:  South  Carolina  24,  Tennessee  15, 
North  Carolina  14,  Virginia  4,  and  Georgia  3. 

The  three  1968  graduates  were  Arthur  Blanchard,  Dale  Bishop, 
and  Bobbie  Nell  Moses.  The  three  had  lived  at  Dunlap  for  a  total 
of  thirty-five  years.  Bobbie  Nell  was  the  last  of  the  five  Moses 
children  who  came  to  Dunlap  from  York  County  in  South  Carolina 
in  1954.  All  five  graduated  from  Brighton  High  School  and  con- 
tinue to  live  in  West  Tennessee.  At  the  present  time  Arthur  and 
Dale  are  attending  the  Tennessee  Area  Vocational-Technical  School 
in  Covington  and  are  working  part  time.  Arthur  was  married  soon 
after  graduation.  Bobbie  Nell  lives  in  Brighton  and  is  working  in 
Covington.  There  will  again  be  three  graduates  in  1969:  Barbara 
Bishop,  Jimmy  Honeycutt,  and  Eddie  Hostetter.  Eddie  plans  to 
attend  the  vocational  school  named  above.  Barbara's  and  Jimmy's 
plans  are  too  indefinite  at  this  time  to  make  any  statement.  We  are 
not  sure  that  any  of  this  year's  graduates,  or  even  next  year's,  will 
be  interested  in  going  on  to  college;  but  for  the  following  two  or 
three  years  we  feel  certain  that  there  will  be  several  who  will 
definitely  want  to  pursue  a  college  education.  We  hope  that  some 
may  be  able  to  go  to  Erskine.  Funds  now  available  for  this  pur- 
pose are  very  limited;  but  we  are  trusting  that  by  the  time  these 
boys  and  girls  are  ready  for  college  that  more  funds  will  be 
available. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  prepared,  there  are  six  full 
orphans  at  Dunlap,  nine  who  have  only  one  parent  living,  and  the 
remaining  forty-four  have  two  living  parents.  They  are  from 
broken  homes  or  have  been  removed  from  their  parents  by  the 
courts. 

The  staff  consists  of  a  superintendent  and  assistant  superin- 
tendent (Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hethcox)  ;  three  pairs  of  husband  and  wife 
houseparents  (one  man  is  not  employed  by  Dunlap  but  lives  here 
and  the  other  two  men  supervise  the  farm  work  and  do  much  of  the 
maintenance  work);  two  housemothers;  a  substitute  housemother 
who  works  when  needed;  two  maids;  two  cooks;  a  laundress;  and 
a  part-time  secretary. 

As  always,  there  were  changes  in  the  staff  during  the  year  1968. 
Those  leaving  were  Mrs.  Mary  Rickard,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ben  Lee, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Ingle.  They  were  replaced  by  Mrs.  Rena 
Fay  Williams,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Quails,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earl 
Quails.    Mrs.  Williams  had  lived  at  Dunlap  for  a  good  many  years 
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as  a  girl.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Quails  returned  to  Dunlap  after 
spending  a  year  as  employees  of  the  Holston  Methodist  Home  in 
Greenville,  Tennessee. 

In  last  year's  report  we  told  of  the  securing  of  Rev.  William  F. 
Blakely  as  the  full-time  pastor  of  Sharon  Church.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Blakely  and  their  children  have  now  been  here  almost  a  year  and 
they  are  making  a  great  contribution  to  the  lives  of  the  children 
and  staff  members.  In  addition  to  his  ministry  of  preaching,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Blakely  are  sponsors  for  the  local  Y.P.C.U.  and  adult 
advisors  for  the  District  Y.P.C.U.  Mr.  Blakely  teaches  a  Sabbath 
Class  of  children,  made  up  mostly  of  Dunlap  girls  and  boys,  con- 
ducts a  devotional  service  in  the  Dunlap  dining  room  each  Thurs- 
day night,  and  spends  much  time  on  the  Dunlap  campus  playing 
with  the  children,  listening  as  they  tell  him  of  their  problems,  and 
counseling  with  them. 

Each  year  (usually  in  October)  a  visiting  A.R.P.  minister  con- 
ducts a  series  of  evangelistic  services  at  the  Sharon  Church.  The 
Dunlap  children  attend  all  of  these  services.  Last  year  we  had 
the  great  privilege  of  having  the  Reverend  George  Morrison  of 
Covington,  Virginia.  Nine  of  the  Dunlap  children  made  their  con- 
fession of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and  united  with  Sharon  Church  at 
this  time. 

It  has  been  our  observation  that  many  Children's  Homes  (even 
some  church-sponsored  Homes)  no  longer  require  the  children  to 
attend  religious  services.  Dunlap  is  still  old-fashioned  in  this 
respect.  We  do  not  emphasize  the  word  "require"  but  all  of  the 
children  attend  the  Sabbath  School,  Church  Services,  Youth  Groups, 
etc.,  without  question. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  for  twenty-five  Dunlap  girls 
and  boys  was  a  wonderful  trip  to  Florida  by  the  Dunlap  Choir. 
Programs  were  given  in  the  six  Florida  churches.  This  meant 
missing  a  week  of  school ;  but  it  was  felt  that  the  trip  might  mean 
as  much  as  the  week  of  school.  For  many  years  the  choir  visited 
churches  during  October  while  the  school  was  closed  for  cotton 
picking.  Brighton  School  no  longer  closes  for  this  purpose,  so  it  is 
no  longer  possible  for  the  choir  to  make  a  long  trip  without  the 
children  being  absent  from  school. 

One  of  the  things  which  helped  to  make  the  trip  to  Florida 
possible  and  more  pleasurable  was  a  new  bus  which  was  secured 
by  Dunlap  during  1968.  The  old  bus  was  sold  to  a  Baptist  Church 
after  serving  Dunlap  for  ten  years.  Much  of  the  cost  of  the  new 
bus  was  contributed  by  the  W.S.U.  as  its  special  Dunlap  project 
for  1968. 

The  big  project  of  the  year  was  the  construction  of  a  new  house 
for  the  twelve  oldest  boys.  The  boys  suggested  names  for  the  build- 
ing and  from  the  names  suggested  the  Dunlap  Board  selected  the 
name,  "The  Oaks."  The  building  is  modern  in  every  respect  and 
the  twelve  boys  who  live  there  with  their  houseparents,  Mr.  and 
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Mrs.  Tom  Quails,  are  proud  to  call  it  their  home.  The  building  is 
completely  paid  for.  It  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $62,000.00.  Twenty 
thousand  of  this  amount  came  from  the  Comprehensive  Capital 
Funds  Campaign  and  the  balance  from  "Love  Gifts."  With  the 
remaining  thirty  thousand  which  Dunlap  is  to  receive  from  the 
Capital  Funds  Campaign  plus  "Love  Gifts"  which  continue  to  be 
received,  it  is  the  plan  of  the  Dunlap  Board  to  build  another  resi- 
dence building  for  girls  within  the  next  two  years.  As  was  stated 
last  year,  it  is  not  the  plan  of  the  Board  to  care  for  more  children 
but  to  care  for  the  number  we  now  have  more  adequately. 

Never  a  year  passes  without  the  necessity  of  spending  money 
for  painting  and  repairs.  In  1968  the  interior  of  the  Tot's  Cottage 
was  painted  and  right  now  the  Nancy  Moffatt  Cottage  (better 
known  as  just  "The  Boys'  House")  is  undergoing  extensive  repairs. 

Another  building  was  an  implement  shed  and  shop.  A  nice 
looking  "Butler  Building"  to  house  the  farm  implements  was  com- 
pleted in  December.   At  one  end  there  is  a  large  shop  area. 

The  cash  income  from  the  Dunlap  farm  was  about  three  thou- 
sand dollars  less  in  1968  than  in  1967.  For  two  years  straight  we 
have  had  poor  seasons.  The  crops  last  year  were  much  below  aver- 
age— especially  corn.  Garden  crops  were  poor  last  summer  and  the 
amount  of  food  canned  and  frozen  was  less  than  usual.  However, 
the  farm  still  supplied  almost  all  the  meat  and  all  of  the  eggs  used 
by  the  Dunlap  family,  with  cattle,  hogs,  and  some  eggs  for  sale. 
The  food  bill  in  1968  was  about  $2,500.00  more  than  in  1967.  How- 
ever, the  average  cost  for  bought  food  (including  school  lunches  at 
30c)  was  22c  per  meal  per  child. 

Several  of  the  older  boys  continue  to  raise  their  own  calves. 
This  is  good  experience  for  the  boys  and  gives  them  some  cash 
for  their  accounts. 

The  Vaughn  farm  was  again  rented  for  $4,100.00.  Late  in 
1968  the  county  again  began  buying  gravel  from  Dunlap  but  no 
money  was  received  from  this  source  in  1968. 

Since  a  detailed  financial  report  by  the  treasurer  will  appear  in 
the  Minutes  of  Synod,  we  will  not  have  much  to  say  on  that  sub- 
ject in  this  report.  However,  we  do  need  to  state  that  the  financial 
picture  was  not  as  good  in  1968  as  in  1967.  Income  was  less  and 
expenses  more.  Expenses  exceeded  receipts  by  several  thousand 
dollars.  In  1966  there  was  a  big  increase  in  financial  support  of 
Dunlap  but  since  that  time  there  has  been  no  increase  and  even  a 
slight  decrease  in  support  while  the  expenses  continue  to  climb. 
The  amount  received  through  Synod's  Treasurer  last  year  was  a 
little  more  than  the  year  before  but  the  farm  income  was  down 
and  the  amount  received  directly  from  church  groups  and  from 
individuals  was  down.  Salaries  in  1968  were  four  thousand  dollars 
more  than  the  year  before  but  they  are  still  very  low.  Food  expense 
increased  by  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  Insurance  cost  one  thou- 
sand dollars  more.    Contributions  to  Sharon  Church  were  eighteen

hundred  dollars  more  and  the  amount  will  be  greater  this  year. 
We  feel,  however,  that  this  is  a  very  wise  investment.  Dunlap  now 
pays  almost  half  of  the  local  expenses  of  the  church  but  this  is 
necessary  in  order  to  have  a  full-time  pastor  and  more  than  half 
of  the  active  membership  of  the  church  is  made  up  of  Dunlap 
children. 

Last  year  the  Dunlap  Board  adopted  a  "Ten  Year  Plan." 
Items  included  in  this  plan  were  reported  last  year  and  since  they 
have  not  changed  we  will  not  repeat  them  here.  We  hope  that  the 
time  is  not  far  off  when  funds  will  be  available  to  employ  one  or 
two  staff  members  who  have  had  special  training  in  the  field  of 
child  care. 

The  1969  Yearbook  is  being  prepared.  A  few  copies  will  be 
mailed  to  each  orphanage  secretary.  More  will  be  distributed  at 
Synod  and  the  conferences  at  Bonclarken.  If  you  do  not  receive 
a  copy  that  way,  please  write  for  one. 

As  always,  we  close  this  report  by  saying  THANK  YOU! 
Dunlap  could  not  exist  without  your  support  and  your  prayers. 
Please  continue  to  pray  for  the  children,  the  staff,  and  the  Dunlap 
Board.

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN 

MISSIONS 

Your  Committee  met  three  times  with  most  members  present. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Rev.  James  T. 
Stephenson,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Rev.  E.  Gettys, 
and  Rev.  F.  Y.  Pressly  met  with  us  to  answer  questions  of  the 
Committee  members. 

We  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  Board  has  appointed  Dr.  David 
Rodriguez  to  serve  directly  under  the  supervision  of  our  Board. 
The  support  for  him  will  come  from  the  Ora  Church  and  the  Dora- 
ville  Church.  All  fees  collected  at  the  Clinic  will  be  turned  in  and 
the  balance  of  his  support  will  come  from  these  fees.  We  rejoice 
with  the  Board  in  the  securing  of  this  trained  doctor  for  our  field. 

We  note  also  that  Rev.  Frank  Y.  Pressly  and  family  will  be 
returning  early  to  Pakistan.  Our  prayers  go  with  them  for  a  safe 
return  and  for  the  on-going  of  the  Master's  work  in  Pakistan. 

We  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  paragraph  4  on  page  1  of  the  Board's  report  be  edi- 
torially changed  to  conform  with  the  action  of  Synod  in  regard  to 
missionaries'  salaries. 
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2.  That  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Board's  report 
be  approved  as  written. 

3.  That  each  member  of  Synod  seek  to  tell  the  story  of  mis- 
sions, presenting  the  call  of  missions  urging  the  necessity  of 
qualified  and  committed  persons  to  accept  this  call;  and,  to  pray 
for  our  present  missionaries,  the  Board,  and  for  others  to  hear 
this  call  to  service. 

4.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of 
Synod. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  institute  a  program  to 
make  more  personal  the  program  of  Foreign  Missions  to  the 
General  Synod. 

6.  That, 

Realizing  the  situation  of  turmoil  in  Pakistan,  we  commend 
and  support  the  position  taken  by  the  Pakistan  Synod  of  the  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  who  have  remained  loyal  and 
steadfast  in  faith  and  adherence  to  the  standards  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  We  offer  them  our  encouragement, 
our  prayers,  and  our  continued  support. 

We,  as  a  Synod,  uphold  the  statement  sent  to  all  ministers  and 
clerks  of  session  by  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  in  regard  to  this  situation  of  turmoil.  We  com- 
mend this  position  to  all  concerned. 

7.  That  Rev.  Pressly  convey  the  feelings  of  the  General  Synod 
to  the  Pakistan  Synod  upon  return  to  that  country. 

8.  An  amendment  was  adopted :  That  the  missions  be  requested 
to  estimate  "Specials"  more  accurately  in  the  light  of  the  previous 
year's  receipts.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

FATHERS  AND  BRETHREN: 

We  have  much  for  which  to  thank  our  God  in  the  foreign  mis- 
sion phase  of  the  work  of  our  Church.  The  lives  of  our  missionaries 
have  been  spared,  though  some  have  been  sick  for  a  time.  They 
have  rendered  a  faithful  service  and  are  to  be  commended. 
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We  are  grateful  for  the  continued  support  of  the  people  of 
the  Church,  both  through  the  budget  and  above  the  budget.  Special 
appreciation  is  expressed  to  those  who  have  helped  to  support  mis- 
sionaries and  their  children:  Doraville,  Providence,  Virginia  Pres- 
bytery, Neelys  Creek,  Atlanta,  Edgemoor,  Rogers  Memorial,  Gas- 
tonia  First,  Edgemont,  Clover,  Lancaster  First,  New  Albany,  Pis- 
gah,  Greenville,  Due  West,  Centennial,  Centennial  Woman's  So- 
ciety, White  Oak  (Ga.),  Statesville,  Lily  Lesslie  Circle  (Neelys 
Creek),  Wrens,  Bethel  (S.  C),  Tabernacle,  Blacksburg,  Fayette- 
ville.  New  Covenant,  Unity  (S.  C),  Rock  Hill,  Covenant  (Florida), 
Southwest,  Young  Memorial,  Woman's  Synodical  Union,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cache  Motley,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  R.  Lauderdale,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
K.  N.  Carter,  and  an  anonymous  person. 

Following  the  appeal  for  increase  in  salaries  of  missionaries, 
gifts  have  enabled  us  to  pay  each  adult  missionary  an  additional 
$30  per  month,  beginning  Jnuary  1  of  this  year.  Special  thanks 
are  due  one  person  who  contributed  $4,000  to  this  fund. 

The  Board  agrees  with  the  scale  of  salaries  being  proposed 
by  Synod's  special  committee:  $4,500  per  year  for  a  couple,  $2,700 
per  year  for  a  single  missionary,  with  a  five  per  cent  increase  each 
year;  child  allowance,  one  to  six  years  $250;  six  years  to  college 
$350;  and  four  years  in  college  $500.  While  on  furlough  a  couple 
will  receive  $100  per  month  supplementary,  and  single  missionaries 
$50.  However,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board: 
The  Board  feels  that  we  and  the  Synod  are  morally  deficient  in  not 
giving  a  truly  adequate  missionary  salary.  Inasmuch  as  the  cost 
of  living  in  both  our  fields  is  comparable  to  the  cost  of  living  here, 
we  feel  that  any  salary  less  than  the  average  salary  of  ministers 
in  this  country  is  inadequate. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Beard  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  during  1968. 
At  the  present  Rev.  J.  T.  Stephenson  is  Chairman. 

The  studies  on  the  revision  of  the  Manual  continue. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  a  gift  of  $5,000  from 
the  family  of  the  late  Dr.  G.  G.  Parkinson,  Sr.,  in  his  memory  and 
in  honor  of  Mrs.  G.  G.  Parkinson. 

Funds  received  from  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Cam- 
paign have  been  used  for  the  new  Ransonabad  High  School  building 
in  Pakistan  and  for  the  Church  Loan  Fund  in  Mexico. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  B.  L.  Hamilton,  Jr.,  have  returned  to  Pakistan; 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  P.  G.  Covone  returned  to  Mexico;  Rev,  and  Mrs. 
F.  Y.  Pressly  are  on  furlough  from  Pakistan;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Mitchell  are  on  furlough  from  Mexico;  Dr.  Margaret  White  con- 
tinues her  residency  in  Richmond,  Va.;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Mariner 
have  gone  to  Pakistan;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Young  have  gone  to 
Mexico;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Brawley  have  resigned  after  a  very 
satisfactory  short  term  in  Mexico.  We  very  much  appreciate  a 
short  term  of  summer  service  by  Dr.  Helen  Sharp  in  Pakistan. 
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We  are  considering  the  appointment  of  Dr.  David  Rodriguez  as  a 
missionary,  as  recommended  by  the  Mexico  Mission. 

A  new  station  has  been  opened  in  Tuxpam,  Veracruz,  Mexico, 
by  Rev.  L.  C.  Young. 

A  willingness  to  dissolve  itself  in  ten  years  was  expressed  by 
the  Mexico  Mission  in  the  hope  that  the  National  Church  may  be 
able  to  take  over  the  present  work  by  then. 

The  following  are  statistics  from  the  two  fields: 

MEXICO— 

In  the  Neill  E.  Pressly  Clinic  there  were  1231  in-patients,  164 
major  operations,  50  minor  operations  and  111  deliveries.  363 
patients  received  charity  attention. 

45  students  received  scholarships. 

PAKISTAN- 
TWO  girls  are  in  medical  school  on  scholarships. 

There  were  2282  admissions  to  the  Nancy  Fulwood  Hospital  in 
1968,  and  13,945  were  treated  in  the  out-patient  department.  There 
were  344  major  operations  and  452  minor,  plus  316  deliveries. 
There  are  53  student  nurses. 

New  churches  have  been  opened  in  Karachi. 

There  are  three  high  schools,  three  junior  high  schools  and 
nine  primary  schools.  There  are  113  teachers,  3325  students,  of 
whom  1472  are  Muslim.  415  students  receive  scholarship  aid  from 
the  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  ap- 
proved and  that  it  be  included  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

2.  That  Synod  express  appreciation  to  organizations,  churches 
and  individuals  who  have  made  special  contributions  for  the  work 
of  this  Board. 

3.  That  the  summary  of  the  estimates  below  be  approved.  In- 
asmuch as  adjustments  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  amount  re- 
quested from  Synod's  Commitments  from  $157,491  to  $140,000  after 
consultation  with  the  missions,  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to 
make  final  adjustments  of  $128,229  and,  that  as  adjusted,  this  be 
the  budget  on  these  items  for  1970. 

4.  That  of  any  unused  non-budget  funds  which  may  be  placed 
in  the  budget  be  returned  to  non-budget  accounts  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

In  light  of  the  action  of  Synod  on  yesterday  with  reference 
to  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  that  the  Committee  be  given  a 
year  of  inactivity,  and  the  Committee  work  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee on  the  details  of  any  funds  budgeted  to  it. 

Substitute  Motion  prevailed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  A.  R.  P.  Founda- 
tion was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  ASSOCIATE 
REFORMED  PRESBYTERIAN  FOUNDATION 

Two  papers  came  into  the  hands  of  your  committee. 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Comprehensive  Capital 
Funds  (see  page  217). 

Also  Mr.  William  A.  Deaton,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
Foundation  appeared  before  the  committee  and  presented  an  en- 
couraging verbal  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Foundation. 
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The  amount  subscribed  in  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign  is 
$1,509,000  of  which  $464,920  had  been  paid  through  December  31, 
lp.68. 

Of  the  amount  received,  $450,000  has  been  distributed  to  the 
causes  participating  in  the  Capital  Funds, 

Both  of  these  reports  show  encouraging  results  and  we  com- 
mend the  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Foundation,  also  the  treasurer  of 
the  Capital  Funds.  Your  committee  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

1.  That  the  Foundation  Board,  subject  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, be  given  the  power  and  authority  to  decide  amounts,  dates, 
priorities,  and  all  other  questions,  including  cause  priorities,  re- 
lated to  the  distribution  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  the  total  of 
such  distributions  now  expected  to  exceed  $1,500,000. 

2.  That  the  Foundation  be  authorized  to  mail  the  statement  of 
the  purposes  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation, 
Inc.,  to  those  who  have  participated  in  the  Comprehensive  Capital 
Funds  Campaign  and  to  make  the  statement  available  to  the  church- 
es and  interested  parties. 

3.  That  Presbyteries  be  encouraged  to  invite  a  representative 
of  the  Foundation  to  present  its  cause  at  stated  meetings  in  the 
near  future.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE 
REFORMED  PRESBYTERIAN  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  Board  of  Directors  met  quarterly  during  1968  in  con- 
junction with  the  meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Minutes  were 
recorded  at  each  meeting.  Most  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
continue  to  be  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  General 
Synod. 

The  Trustee  for  the  Foundation's  funds  is  the  North  Carolina 
National  Bank  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Foundation  maintains  two 
accounts  there:  the  regular  account  and  the  capital  account. 

A  number  of  contributions  have  been  made  to  the  regular  ac- 
count. All  contributions  made  thus  far  have  been  ''undesignated" 
and  the  Foundation's  Board  has  the  authority  to  expend  the  income 
from  the  contributions,  subject  to  the  General  Synod. 

A  substantial  contribution  was  made  in  April  of  1968  by  Dr. 
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Charles  R.  Younts  who  had  promised  to  get  the  Foundation  "off 
the  ground"  once  a  charter  had  been  obtained.  The  contribution 
was  in  the  form  of  a  "bargain  purchase"  of  real  estate  in  Forest 
Park,  Georgia.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  expressed  its  deep 
appreciation  to  Dr.  Younts  for  his  continuing  interest  in  this 
method  of  serving  Jesus  Christ. 

A  total  of  $16,000  is  now  invested  in  the  Foundation's  main 
account  in  short-term  instruments  drawing  interest  of  nearly  6%%. 
Another  $16,000  is  expected  from  a  note  due  in  July  1969. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  directed  the  Foundation  to  make 
three  disbursements  through  the  capital  accounts.  The  three  dis- 
bursements have  been  made  to  the  five  denominational  causes,  the 
third  disbursement  having  been  completed  in  April  of  1969. 

The  first  disbursement  was  for  a  total  of  $175,000,  the  second 
for  $125,000  and  the  third  was  for  $150,000.  The  total  of  the  three 
disbursements  was  $450,000.   The  causes  received  funds  as  follows : 


Church  Extension  $160,000 

Erskine  College   140,000 

Bonclarken    90,000 

Foreign  Missions    30,000 

Dunlap  Orphanage   30,000 


TOTAL   $450,000 


The  capital  account  of  the  Foundation  currently  has  $20,000 
invested  in  short-term  instruments  drawing  the  same  interest  as 
funds  in  the  regular  account. 

It  is  the  stated  policy  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  collection 
expenses  associated  with  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Cam- 
paign be  paid  out  of  the  collections  of  that  Campaign.  Such  ex- 
penses for  the  year  1970  are  not  expected  to  exceed  $7,000  including 
all  supplies,  postage  for  verifications,  and  the  detail  required  for 
a  detailed  audit. 

Recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  for  1970: 

1.  The  distribution  of  proceeds  from  the  Comprehensive  Cap- 
ital Funds  Campaign  is  still  a  matter  which  requires  considerable 
study  to  insure  fairness  and  promptness.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  Foundation  Board,  subject  to  the  Finance  Committee,  be  given 
the  power  and  authority  to  decide  amounts,  dates,  priorities,  and  all 
other  questions,  including  Cause  priorities,  related  to  the  distribu- 
tions in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  the  total  of  such  distributions 
now  expected  to  exceed  $1,500,000. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  purposes  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  now  available.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Foundation  be  authorized  to  mail  the  statement 
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to  those  who  have  participated  in  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds 
Campaign  and  to  make  the  statement  available  to  the  churches 
and  interested  parties.

Camp  Bonclarken  Program.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  BONCLARKEN 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  Board  of  Bonclarken  welcomes  you  to  your  Assembly 
Grounds  as  you  attend  the  165th  Meeting  of  Synod  and  cordially 
invites  you  to  return  for  the  1970  Meeting  of  Synod. 

During  1968  there  was  an  increased  attendance  at  most  of  the 
conferences;  and  we  thank  the  following  for  their  work  with  the 
various  conference  groups:  Miss  Florence  Craig  and  her  staff  in 
their  work  with  the  Youth,  Rev.  Richard  Leaptrott  as  director  of 
the  Adult  Conference,  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Lauderdale  as  director  of 
Women's  Conference.  Among  the  special  groups  that  held  meet- 
ings at  Bonclarken  during  the  summer  were  Erskine-Bryson  Alum- 
ni, the  Overseas  Missionary  Fellowship,  an  Orthodox  Episcopal 
Church  group,  and  the  Zon  Ten  Gideons  Conference. 

Camp  Bonclarken  was  operated  under  the  capable  leadership  of 
Mr.  Fred  Vantrease  and  another  good  camping  season  was  ex- 
perienced. As  true  in  recent  years,  a  number  of  congregations  held 
their  Sabbath  Morning  Worship  services  in  the  Bonclarken  Chapel 
during  the  summer. 

Improvements:  Several  additional  vapor  lights  were  added  to 
the  Assembly  Grounds.  The  Swiss  Cottage  was  converted  into  a 
permanent  office  for  the  director.  The  meadow  was  drained  for 
future  use  as  a  recreation  field  or  as  a  family  camping  area.  Many 
new  beds  and  some  special  kitchen  equipment  were  purchased;  and 
various  items  of  repair  and  maintenance  were  made.  The  Music 
Room  of  the  Hotel  was  remodeled  through  gifts  of  interested 
friends. 

Miss  Rachel  Spencer  had  another  successful  year  as  chairman 
of  the  Memorials  Committee,  which  provided  valuable  financial 
assistance  to  Bonclarken. 

Final  zoning  regulations  for  Pinecrest  Property  (formerly 
the  ARPYRC  property)  have  not  been  secured  from  the  Hender- 
sonville  County  Commissioners.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  an 
acceptable  zoning  code  will  soon  be  issued. 

We  appreciate  the  fine  work  done  by  Rev.  Harold  Mace,  Direc- 
tor, especially  in  the  areas  of  publicity  and  planning.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  continued  services  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Young,  Mr.  B.  F. 
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Rodgers,  and  the  new  assistance  of  Mrs.  Harold  Mace,  We  thank 
you,  the  Synod,  for  your  support  and  are  grateful  for  your  assur- 
ance of  larger  financial  assistance  in  the  future.  We  thank  again 
the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  for  their  continued  support  and  for 
the  financial  help  of  numerous  friends.  Special  thanks  are  given 
to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Younts,  Mr.  I.  G.  Wooten,  and  Mr.  Kolb 
Stuart. 

We  recommend  that:  (1)  continued  support  be  given  to  con- 
ferences, camp,  and  the  guest  season  by  the  congregations  and 
pastors  by  support  with  prayers,  attendance  and  publicity.  (2)  the 
Adult  Conference  Director  be  granted  five  minutes  to  speak  of  the 
conference  plans  for  1969.  (3)  the  Director  of  Bonclarken,  Rev. 
Harold  Mace,  be  given  five  minutes  to  speak  to  this  gathering. 
(4)  beginning  in  1970  and  thereafter  the  3rd  Sabbath  of  February 
be  designated  as  Bonclarken  Day  and  offerings  for  this  cause  be 
received  in  all  congregations;  and  that  the  Laymen  of  Synod  be 
requested  to  assist  in  promoting  this  endeavor.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education 
was  read  and  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 

Your  Moderator's  Committee  on  Christian  Education  has  re- 
viewed the  report  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  com- 
mends the  board  for  its  efforts  furthering  the  educational  programs 
of  the  denomination.  The  Moderator's  Committee  on  Christian 
Education  recommends  that: 

1.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  be  instructed  to  place  spe- 
cial emphasis  on  the  study  and  recitation  of  the  Catechisms. 

2.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  be  instructed  to  exert 
special  efforts  to  encourage  all  churches  to  provide  interesting  and 
challenging  evening  programs  for  all  its  youth. 

3.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  be  instructed  to  report 
all  curriculum  materials  used  by  the  various  churches  and  the 
number  of  churches  using  such  materials. 

4.  Recommendation  No.  3  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
report  be  amended  by  deleting  the  words  "worship  service"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "Church  School  hour." 

5.  Recommendation  No.  4  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
report  be  amended  by  deleting  the  word  "ex-officio"  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  "non  voting  advisory." 
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6.  An  additional  recommendation  be  inserted  as  recommenda- 
tion No.  6  to  read,  "Bible  Mastery  month  shall  be  observed  in 
January  with  study  of  the  Book  of  Colossians." 

7.  The  recommendation  concerning  the  1970  budget  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  be  amended  to  read:  "The  budget  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  will  be  adjusted  by  the  Board  to 
meet  the  allocation  made  by  Synod's  Committee  on  Finance. 

8.  Other  recommendations  made  by  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  be  approved  as  presented. 

9.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education  be  instructed  to  promote 
only  curriculum  materials  approved  by  the  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  expresses  its  gratitude  to 
God  for  His  blessing  upon  our  work  during  the  past  year  and  its 
sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  Presbyteries  and  local 
churches  in  carrying  out  this  important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom. 

A  brief  report  of  the  work  follows : 

Four  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  were  held 
in  1968.  Attendance  was  good  and  interest  in  the  work  of  Christian 
Education  was  evident. 

Board  members  have  had  an  important  part  in  the  development 
of  Covenant  Life  Curriculum  materials  by  reading  and  criticizing 
materials  being  written  during  the  past  year. 

The  excellent  program  presented  to  the  General  Synod  in  1968 
was  planned  by  a  Board  member.  This  program  has  been  shown 
and  used  as  a  basis  for  clinics  in  churches  in  Catawba,  First, 
Mississippi  Valley  and  Tennessee-Alabama  Presbyteries. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  participated  in  conferences  on  a 
Synod  and  Presbytery  level. 

Board  members  assisted  in  preparing  the  study  booklet  on 
Joshua  used  for  Bible  Mastery  Month. 

Board  members  have  served  as  teachers  in  Leadership  Train- 
ing Schools. 
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The  Board  of  Christian  Education  directed  the  plans  for  the 
new  publication,  Christian  Education. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  was  responsible  for  Synod's 
emphasis  page  in  the  September  1968  issues  of  The  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian. 

Staff  members,  Miss  Florence  Craig,  Mrs.  Mary  Lew  Barker, 
and  the  Rev.  Roger  White,  at  the  direction  of  Synod's  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  have  carried  out  the  following  program  in 
1968. 

Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian:  Material  for  two  pages  In 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  was  prepared  by  staff  mem- 
bers each  week. 

Bible  Mastery  Month:  The  Book  for  Bible  Mastery  Month, 
observed  in  January  1968,  was  Philippians.  71  Churches  reported 
observing  Bible  Mastery  Month;  39  felt  that  there  was  an  in- 
creased interest  in  Bible  study  due  to  this  observance;  11  felt  that 
there  was  no  increased  interest.  Emphasis  in  some  churches  was 
on  repeated  reading  of  the  Book  and  reporting  the  number  of 
chapters  read.  Synod's  emphasis  was  upon  study.  In  some  church- 
es penny  portions  of  the  Letter  were  distributed;  sermons  were 
preached;  the  Book  was  studied  at  the  vesper  hour  on  Sabbath  and 
at  Prayer  Meeting.  In  at  least  one  church  memorization  of  por- 
tions was  encouraged. 

Catechism:  Brown's  Catechism  was  recited  by  7  persons;  the 
Children's  Catechism  by  85 ;  and  the  Shorter  Catechism  by  14,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  106  persons  reciting  catechisms  in  1968.  These  chil- 
dren were  from  27  Churches,  or  19%  of  the  Churches  in  our  de- 
nomination. 

Central  Committee:  Synod's  Director  of  Christian  Education 
and  Director  of  Youth  Work  represented  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  on  the  Central  Committee  of  Synod,  which  planned  the 
emphasis  for  each  month  and  secured  sponsors  for  same. 

Church  School:  Church  School  reports  were  received  from  114 
of  the  143  churches.  The  total  enrollment  of  the  114  churches  is 
15,871  with  an  average  attendance  of  9,617  or  64%. 

YOUTH  FELLOWSHIPS 
56  churches  reported  having  Senior  High  Fellowships  with  a 
membership  of  787 ;  average  attendance  of  529 ;  daily  devotions  323 ; 
tithers  267;  attending  worship  regularly  615. 

45  churches  reported  having  Junior  High  Fellowships  with  a 
membership  of  571 ;  average  attendance  of  367 ;  daily  devotions  247 ; 
memory  work  157;  attending  worship  regularly  473. 

66  churches  reported  having  Junior  Fellowships. 

33  churches  reported  having  Primary  Fellowships. 

19  churches  reported  having  Pre-school  Fellowships. 
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Conferences  and  Retreats:  Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Office 
of  Christian  Education  planned  and  directed  three  conferences  at 
Bonclarken  in  1968 — a  Senior  High  Conference,  a  Christian  Educa- 
tion Conference  and  a  College  Age  Conference.  Senior  and  Junior 
High  Retreats  were  held  by  Presbyteries. 

Curriculum:  In  the  Church  School  the  following  materials  are 
being  used  in  the  order  listed: 

Children's  Division:  Cook,  Covenant  Life  Curriculum,  Scrip- 
ture Press. 

Youth  Division:  Covenant  Life  Curriculum,  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian,  Scripture  Press. 

Adult  Division:  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian,  Covenant 
Life  Curriculum. 

Materials  used  in  the  evening  fellowship  meetings  include 
Covenant  Life,  United  Presbyterian,  U.S.A.  and  various  materials 
selected  by  local  leaders  to  meet  particular  situations. 

Christian  Youth  Life  was  terminated  with  the  September  1968 
issue  and  was  replaced  by  Christian  Education,  a  resource  magazine 
for  Christian  Education  leaders. 

Leadership  Training:  Members  of  the  Staff  participated  in 
Leadership  Schools  in  8  areas  of  our  General  Synod  and  in  addi- 
tion visited  many  local  churches  to  assist  in  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion program.  Several  of  our  churches  took  part  in  area  schools 
with  the  Presbyterian,  U.S.  Church. 

Ebenezer,  Virginia,  held  an  area  school  with  four  churches 
participating  and  24  attending. 

31  of  our  leaders  attended  the  Charlotte  Seminar  in  Chris- 
tian Education. 

In  Fayetteville,  Tennessee,  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyte- 
rians and  the  Southern  Presbyterians  held  a  joint  school  with  125 
attending.    The  theme  of  this  school  was  "A  Challenge  To  Be." 

Atlanta's  Christian  Education  Workshop  for  Local  Leaders 
with  35  attending  was  outstanding.  A  real  effort  was  made  to 
evaluate  the  local  Christian  Education  program. 

The  West  Tennessee  Churches'  annual  school  was  led  by  the 
Rev.  George  Leitze,  with  60  persons  attending. 

McElroy  Memorial  Clinic  was  well  attended  by  Elders  as  well 
as  Christian  Education  committee  members  and  leaders. 

The  Youth  Rally  at  Covington,  Virginia,  presented  the  oppor- 
tunity for  officer  training  and  for  a  better  understanding  of  youth 
work. 
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The  Studies  in  Christian  Service  held  at  Boyce  Memorial 
Church  had  151  persons  attending  from  seven  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Churches,  with  visitors  from  other  denominations. 

The  Christian  Education  Conference  at  Bonclarken  was  di- 
rected to  leaders  and  parents  of  youth.  About  35  attended  this  con- 
ference. 

Prayer  Calendar:  The  Prayer  Calendar  for  1969  was  prepared 
by  the  Office  of  Christian  Education. 

Rally  Day:  82  churches  reported  observing  Rally  Day. 

Vacation  Bible  School:  82  churches  reported  holding  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  with  a  total  attendance  of  6,030.  Some  very  success- 
ful schools  were  held  at  night,  with  the  entire  family  participating. 

Many  congregations  carried  on  a  summer  program  in  addition 
to  Vacation  Bible  School.  Some  activities  were:  Congregational 
picnics  and  family  night  suppers;  family  camps  and  weekends; 
recreation  and  playground  activities  for  all  age  groups;  week-day 
programs  for  youth;  youth  week-end,  youth  parties;  field  trips  for 
Junior  and  Senior  Highs;  soft-ball  league;  story  hour;  Junior 
Camps  and  Day  Camps. 

THE  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  will  continue  to 
work  in  the  areas  listed  above,  specifically: 

The  Board  encourages  all  churches  to  use  our  Christian  Edu- 
cation Manual  for  the  Local  Church  in  carrying  out  an  adequate 
Christian  Education  program  in  the  local  church. 

We  encourage  Presbyteries  to  continue  an  adequate  Retreat 
program  for  all  groups — Young  People's  Christian  Union,  Junior 
High  Christian  Fellowship,  and  Junior  Christian  Fellowship.  We 
ask  that  you  consider  Family  Camping,  either  on  a  local  level,  or 
an  area  level. 

We  encourage  local  churches  to  provide  Leadership  Training 
for  teachers  or  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  participate  in  area 
Leadership  Schools. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION  FOR  1970 
1.  That  the  names  and  grouping  of  children  and  youth  for 
evening  meetings  be  as  follows: 

Young  People's  Christian  Union — Grades  9-12. 
Junior  High  Christian  Fellowship — Grades  7-8. 
Junior  Christian  Fellovjship — Grades  4-6. 
Primary  Christian  Fellowship — Grades  1-3. 
Pre-School  Christian  Fellowship — 4  and  5  year 

olds  and  6  year  olds  who 
have  not  started  to  school. 
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2.  That  conferences  for  Young  People's  Christian  Union  and 
Junior  High  Christian  Fellowships  and  College  Students  be  held 
at  Bonclarken  during  the  Conference  season  ly/O. 

3.  That  Rally  Day  and  Promotion  Day  be  held  and  that  a 
special  offering  be  taken  on  September  27  during  the  worship 
service  for  the  work  of  Christian  Education  and  forwarded  to 
Synod's  Treasurer. 

4.  That  the  Chaplain  of  Erskine  College  be  made  an  ex-officio 
member  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

5.  That  Synod  endorse  a  vocational  guidance  program  of  par- 
ticipation in  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  and  that  this  program 
be  initiated  upon  adoption  of  this  recommendation.  We  request  that 
we  be  given  5  minutes  at  this  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  for 
presentation  of  this  vocational  guidance  program. 

6.  That  the  following  budget  for  1970  be  adopted:

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A  resolution  was  read  as  follows: 
RESOLUTION 

We  move  to  reaffirm  the  position  as  stated  in  the  Memorial 
from  the  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery  which  was  adopted  in  1966 
Meeting  of  Synod  (See  Minutes  of  Synod,  p.  627)  that  *'It  is  fur- 
ther to  be  affirmed  that  the  lowest  church  court  is  the  session  and 
the  highest,  the  General  Synod,  and  all  policies,  disagreements,  and 
functions  of  the  church  are  to  pass  through  the  proper  church 
courts.  Any  other  method  than  recourse  through  these  courts  is  to 
be  regarded  as  irregular  and  out  of  order,  whether  coming  from 
ministers,  elders,  deacons,  committees  or  individuals." 

It  was  signed  by  fifty  men  and  was  adopted  by  the 
Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Presbyteries'  Re- 
ports to  Synod  was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  MODERATOR'S  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESBYTERY 

REPORTS 

The  Committee  received  and  reviewed  reports  from  the  seven 
Presbyteries  in  the  United  States.  Some  of  these  did  not  plainly 
or  accurately  state  figures.  Some  left  many  spaces  blank  which 
cannot  be  done  if  a  true  report  is  to  be  made.  Care  should  be  taken 
to  insure  that  figures  from  the  statistical  reports  and  those  re- 
corded on  the  Presbytery  Reports  are  the  same  and  can  be  recon- 
ciled with  each  other.  Many  of  the  facts  and  figures  studied  by  the 
Committee  will  appear  in  the  statistical  tables  and  the  Minutes  of 
the  General  Synod,  including  all  narrative  reports  that  have  been 
submitted.  However,  that  which  is  repeated  is  done  for  the  sake 
of  emphasis. 

There  are  143  congregations  reporting  1228  accessions  and  606 
losses  making  a  net  total  gain  of  622  members.  Total  membership 
for  all  Presbyteries  is  28,924,  using  last  year's  figure  as  a  basis  as 
it  appeared  in  the  statistical  tables. 

There  are  136  ministers  in  the  denomination.  Six  were  or- 
dained to  the  ministry.  Thirty-five  of  the  churches  are  vacant. 
Tennessee-Alabama  Presbytery  noted  that  preaching  was  held  in 
all  of  their  churches  although  only  three  ministers  are  listed.  This 
is  commendable.  Churches  that  are  vacant  are:  Hopewell,  S.  C, 
New  Hope,  White  Oak,  Rogers  Memorial,  Lake  Placid,  Trinity, 
Abbeville,  Bethlehem,  Cannons  Creek,  Cedar  Springs,  Doraville, 
Ebenezer,  Ga.,  Generostee,  Greenwood,  Iva,  Long  Cane,  Lyndon 
Grove,  McElroy  Memorial,  Mount  Carmel,  Pressly  Memorial,  S.  C, 
Troy,  S.  C,  Tucker,  Woodruff,  Wrens,  Broad  Creek,  Waynesboro, 
Spring  Valley,  Lauderdale,  Ebenezer,  Va.,  Bethany  (Mississippi- 
Valley),  Havana,  Shady  Grove,  Chalmers  Memorial,  Westminster 
and  Pressly  Memorial,  N.  C. 
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Among  ministers  in  the  various  Presbyteries,  there  are  6  pro- 
fessors, 7  chaplains,  5  serving  in  special  capacities,  10  retired,  3 
missionaries. 

There  are  currently  23  theological  students  under  the  care  of 
the  Presbyteries.  These  are:  Larry  Dunlap,  Allen  Herrington, 
Jimmy  Long,  Russell  Warner,  Steve  Irby,  James  G.  Knox,  III,  G.  F. 
Moore,  Richard  F.  Mcintosh,  Charles  Steele,  J.  Gordon  Cockhill, 
M.  S.  Turner,  Jr.,  M.  F.  Driskill,  James  Hunt,  Tommy  Long, 
Arthur  A.  J^ischer,  Jerry  Allie,  Franklin  Jenkms,  Robb  Johnston, 
Clyde  T.  McCants,  Jeif  Mitchiner,  John  Y.  Todd,  Charles  Todd,  and 
Calvin  Todd. 

Those  ordained  to  the  ministry  were:  Ronnie  Brunson,  James 
Hatch,  Laurence  Harrod,  Larry  Young,  Rodney  A.  Foster,  and 
Robert  Wallace.  Three  men  were  received  from  other  denomma- 
tions.  Two  were  transferred  from  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
and  one  from  the  Reformed  Church,  Evangelical  Synod. 

Tennessee-Alabama  reports  that  the  Red  Level  field  plans  to 
buy  a  manse  near  the  church  and  has  already  raised  over  half  of 
the  amount  needed.  The  Rev.  A.  K.  Whitesides  is  currently  serv- 
ing the  field  at  no  cost  to  the  General  Synod.  Virginia  Presbytery 
reports  that  Fairlea  and  Edgemont  have  completed  payments  on 
their  manses.  Ground  was  broken  last  December  for  the  new  addi- 
tion at  Johnsons  Creek.  The  Timber  Ridge  congregation  has  an 
educational  building  under  construction.  Other  Presbyteries  did 
not  report  any  building  in  progress  but  Spartanburg  is  completing 
a  new  church  and  educational  building  and  the  Spartanburg  Mission 
is  seeking  a  suitable  location  for  a  mobile  church. 

The  committee  notes  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  53  elders  dur- 
ing the  year  but  gives  thanksgiving  to  almighty  God  for  their  out- 
standing service  to  the  denomination  and  the  Kingdom.  Their 
names  and  years  of  service  may  be  found  in  the  report  on  Ne- 
crology. The  Rev.  W.  E.  Anderson  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Pres- 
bytery was  called  to  be  with  the  Lord  on  January  27,  1968.  This, 
too,  is  a  great  loss  to  our  denomination. 

There  are  1187  Elders  (except  Florida  Presbytery  whose  report 
was  not  available  to  the  Committee)  in  the  denomination  and  76 
were  installed  and/or  ordained.  There  are  1287  Deacons  (except 
Florida  Presbytery  whose  report  was  not  available  to  the  Commit- 
tee) serving  currently  and  140  were  installed  and/or  ordained.  31 
Elders  were  received  by  certificate.  15  Elders  were  re-installed. 
48  Deacons  were  received  by  certificate  and  49  were  re-installed. 
8  Deacons  were  lost  by  death.  These  are  (where  names  are  avail- 
able from  the  Presbytery) :  1  in  Second;  Messrs.  James  E.  Higgins, 
Manfred  A.  Lynch,  Sr.,  in  Virginia;  Messrs.  J.  Horace  Sterling 
and  Audice  McBride  from  Mississippi  Valley;  Messrs.  Mason  R. 
Adams,  W.  S.  Grayson,  Thomas  Erskine  Nickols  and  Pressly  Bolin 
from  Catawba  Presbytery;  Mr.  Holland  Jones  from  Florida  Pres- 
bytery. 

There  are  19  mission  churches  in  the  denomination  and  one 
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projected  new  church.  These  are:  Springdale,  Eden  Terrace,  Ed- 
wards Memorial,  Faith,  Covenant,  St.  Andrew,  New  Church  Pro- 
jected in  First  Presbytery,  Avon  Park,  Trinity,  Shady  Grove, 
Hickory  Springs,  Midlane  Park,  Mt.  Zion,  Sharon,  Tenn.,  St.  Paul, 
Pressly  Memorial,  S.  C,  Spartanburg  Mission,  Johnsons  Creek, 
Roanoke,  and  Waynesboro. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 
The  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations  in  the 
hope  that  cooperation  at  all  levels  in  the  Synod  will  make  this  report 
more  accurate  and  allow  it  to  be  submitted  on  time.    We  hereby 
recommend : 

1.  That  all  Presbyteries  accurately  check  reports  before  send- 
ing them  to  the  Clerk  of  Synod  to  insure  reconciliation  with  sta- 
tistical reports. 

2.  That  all  reports  be  clearly  typed  or  printed,  and  that  the 
Clerk  not  accept  these  reports  if  compliance  is  not  made  to  in- 
structions already  appearing  on  the  pink  sheets. 

3.  That  deceased  ruling  elders  be  included  with  their  total  num- 
ber of  years  of  service  (which  the  present  report  requires) . 

4.  That  reports  clearly  show  ministers  received  from  other 
denominations  and  the  name  of  the  denomination  from  which  they 
are  received. 

5.  That  all  Presbyteries  include  their  narrative  reports  with 
the  Pink  Sheet;  and  that  these  not  be  accepted  by  the  Clerk  until 
both  are  ready  to  be  submitted  at  the  same  time. 

6.  That  all  Presbyteries  report  building  projects  and  programs 
and  include  this  information  in  their  narrative  reports. 

7.  That  narrative  reports  include  all  accessions  and  losses  and 
the  current  corrected  net  membership. 

8.  That  all  Presbyteries  endeavor  to  submit  their  narrative 
and  pink  sheets  at  the  beginning  of  Synod  so  that  the  Moderator's 
Committee  will  have  them  available  when  it  meets  for  consolidation 
and  compilation  of  the  reports. 

9.  That  all  reports  be  uniform,  utilizing  standard  pages  for 
the  narrative  report  and  the  pink  sheet  for  reporting  other  in- 
formation. 

10.  That  all  blanks  be  fully  completed  as  specified  before  being 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  Synod. 

The  Committee  highly  commends  the  Presbyteries  for  their 
diligence  and  dedication  in  the  Lord's  work  but  sincerely  believes 
that  a  greater  effort  for  improvement  should  be  made  in  every 
area  of  our  church's  influence  and  ministry.    These  statistics  have 
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been  presented  in  the  hope  that  they  will  convict  us  all  for  our 
failures  and  give  us  hope  for  greater  success  in  the  future  as  God 
leads  us  and  as  we  respond.

REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

In  compliance  with  the  Central  Committee's  responsibility  to 
project  a  Ten- Year  Program,  the  theme,  "Into  All  the  World 
Through  Commitment,"  was  chosen.  The  boards  of  Synod  sub- 
mitted a  Ten-Year  Program  and  a  Ten-Year  Financial  Budget,  the 
latter  was  passed  on  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Central  Committee  recognizes  that  local  congregations  are 
not  too  well  informed  on  the  ministry  that  is  carried  on  through  its 
boards  and  agencies.  In  order  to  gain  both  financial  and  moral 
support,  it  is  necessary  for  people  to  know  the  work  and  the  chal- 
lenges. The  monthly  emphases  which  the  General  Synod  adopts 
each  year  are  not  promoted  in  many  instances  as  effectively  as  they 
could  be  and  do  not  adequately  cover  the  outreach  of  the  denomi- 
nation. In  attempting  to  help  inform  and  inspire,  the  Central 
Committee  not  only  recommends  a  theme  for  the  next  decade,  it 
also  recommends  a  workable  plan  for  education. 

The  Central  Committee,  made  up  of  representatives  of  the 
various  boards  of  the  General  Synod,  will  serve  as  a  co-ordinating 
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committee  to  instigate  this  10-year  program  of  Commitment  and 
ministry.  An  official  self-study  survey  to  be  completed  under  the 
direction  of  the  sessions  of  local  congregations  will  serve  as  a 
basis  for  initial  implementation  of  the  program.  The  boards  and 
agencies  of  Synod  will  also  serve  to  make  available  personnel  and 
promotional  resource  material  for  educational  and  instructional 
purposes  for  training  sessions,  workshops,  seminars,  conferences, 
etc.,  on  all  levels  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Committee  unanimously  makes  the  following  recommen- 
dations : 

1.  That  the  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services  compile  the  annual 
Plan  Book  to  assist  in  implementing  Synod's  emphases  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Publications  print  it.  We  urge  the  Boards  and  Com- 
mittees of  Synod  to  submit  material  to  the  Committee  on  Publica- 
tions for  this  purpose. 

2.  That  local  congregations,  after  proper  instruction,  com- 
plete in  a  timely  manner  the  official  self-study  survey  and  forward 
the  same  to  the  Central  Committee,  no  later  than  November  1, 
1969,  in  order  that  concrete  planning  and  implementation  of  the 
10-year  program  may  be  promptly  begun. 

3.  That  $3,000.00  be  allocated  for  printing  promotional  ma- 
terial and  travel  expenses  for  the  Central  Committee. 

4.  That  the  theme  for  the  next  decade  be,  "Into  All  The  World 
Through  Total  Commitment." 

5.  That  the  theme  for  1970  be,  "Do  A  New  Thing,"  from 
Isaiah  43:18,  19,  "Remember  ye  not  the  former  things,  neither  con- 
sider the  things  of  old.    Behold,  I  will  do  a  new  thing." 

6.  That  the  monthly  emphases  be  in  accordance  with  the  at- 
tached "Emphases  for  1970"  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  two  items  were 
referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  by  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Synod.  The  Moderator  requested  an  immediate  response 
by  this  committee  and  the  following  is  the  report  v/hich  was  sub- 
mitted.

Dear  Mr.  Moderator: 

The  two  items  which  you  referred  to  this  committee  have  been 
considered  and  the  following  is  our  report. 
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1.  Concerning  the  question,  "Has  the  proposed  Form  of  Gov- 
ernment been  properly  overtured  to  the  Presbyteries?,"  the  commit- 
tee answers  that,  in  general,  it  has,  but  for  the  purpose  of  clarifica- 
tion, we  recommend  that  the  Committee  to  Revise  the  Constitution 
send  a  statement  of  the  question  to  be  decided  yea  or  nay  by  the 
Presbyteries  to  each  Presbytery  Clerk. 

2.  Concerning  the  question,  "Exactly  how  should  we  vote  on  the 
proposed  Form  of  Government  in  the  Presbyteries?,"  it  is  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Judiciary  Committee  that  the  Presbyteries  may  vote  in 
one  of  two  ways : 

a.  To  approve  or  disapprove  the  proposed  Form  of  Government 
as  a  whole  (as  recommended  by  the  Committee  to  Revise  the  Con- 
stitution) in  light  of  the  statement  in  the  present  Book  of  Govern- 
ment, Chapter  VIII,  Section  III,  Paragraph  3  and  in  light  of  the 
fact  that  the  Form  of  Government  is  one  of  three  books  in  the  total 
Constitution  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church. 

b.  To  approve  or  disapprove  the  proposed  Form  of  Govern- 
ment in  part  according  to  the  procedure  in  the  present  Book  of 
Government,  Chapter  VIII,  Section  III,  Paragraph  3. 

In  the  report  of  this  committee  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  the  hope  was  expressed  that  the  revision  of  the  Book  of 
Discipline  would  be  ready  for  consideration  by  this  General  Synod. 
While  much  progress  towards  completing  this  work  has  been  made, 
it  is  recommended  that,  in  light  of  the  defeat  of  the  revised  Book  of 
Government,  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  relieved  of  its  responsi- 
bility of  revising  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

Under  the  direction  of  this  committee  work  is  in  progress  to 
compile  an  Index  of  "all  the  General  Synod's  orders,  policy  actions 
and  recommendations  which  are  still  binding  on  the  denomination, 
its  presbyteries,  local  congregations  and  membership."  The  Judici- 
ary Committee  has  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  Mrs.  R.  S.  Clarke, 
Sr.,  to  undertake  the  basic  research  necessary  to  produce  this 
Index.  Formerly  librarian  at  Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  Mrs. 
Clarke  is  eminently  qualified  to  engage  in  this  research  project  and 
to  produce  work  of  the  highest  quality.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MINISTER  AND 

HIS  WORK 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 

June  2-6,  1969 

The  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  has  been  directed 
by  the  General  Synod,  not  only  to  report  on  its  areas  of  responsi- 
bility to  the  Synod  but  also  to  receive,  review  and  present  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  (attached).  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  is  as  follows: 

The  committee  has  given  information  to  congregations  upon 
request  concerning  ministers  and  has  consulted  with  ministers 
relative  to  specific  congregations.  The  booklet,  "Rules  of  Procedure 
Concerning  Vacant  Pastorates,"  was  distributed  to  all  congregations 
as  they  became  vacant.  The  Minister's  Income  Tax  Guides  for  1968 
were  distributed  to  all  ministers. 

At  the  present  time  the  denomination  is  experiencing  a  critical 
shortage  of  ministers.  There  are  26  vacant  pulpits,  plus  16  other 
pulpits  which  have  supply  arrangements  and  not  installed  pastors. 
We  are  grateful  to  the  retired  ministers,  seminary  students  and 
professors,  and  many  laymen  who  are  accepting  preaching  appoint- 
ments as  requested  to  help  in  filling  the  pulpits. 

Representatives  of  the  committee  visited  some  of  the  students 
who  are  attending  seminaries  other  than  Erskine.  We  again  urge 
the  Presbyteries  to  keep  in  close  communication  with  students  under 
their  care. 

Some  of  the  Presbyteries  are  studying  the  matter  of  their 
pastors'  salaries,  and  we  cannot  make  a  full  report  on  Synod's  re- 
quest (Minutes  of  General  Synod,  1968,  page  89,  item  4)  at  this 
time.  We  anticipate  having  the  necessary  information  to  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 
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The  sessions  of  all  congregations  were  informed  of  the  resolu- 
tion that  was  passed  by  the  General  Synod  relative  to  their  paying 
their  ministers  an  amount  comparable  to  one-half  of  their  Social 
Security  payments.    (Minutes  of  General  Synod,  1968,  page  101.) 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  be  adopted. 

2.  That  the  Presbyteries  assume  the  responsibility  of  exercising 
more  control  over  the  pulpits  within  their  bounds. 

3.  That  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Insurance  and  Retire- 
ment form  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  one  minister,  one  attorney, 
and  one  layman  to  assist  a  minister's  widow  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

4.  That  the  committee  be  granted  $250.00  to  discharge  its 
responsibility. 

5.  That  confidential  communications  be  treated  with  utmost 
care. 

6.  That  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  enlarge  its  scope  to  in- 
clude all  those  who  fulfill  the  role  of  chaplain  and  who  are  ministers 
in  good  standing  of  our  denomination. 

7.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  print  in 
the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  once  a  quarter  the  names  of  the  A.  R.  P. 
members  serving  the  armed  forces  in  Viet  Nam  and  other  areas  of 
conflict  so  that  the  congregations  might  pray  for  them.  It  is  re- 
quested that  the  ministers  and  congregations  be  more  cooperative 
with  the  Secretary  in  supplying  names  to  his  committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHAPLAINS 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

We  have  seven  men  currently  serving  on  active  duty  as  chap- 
lains in  the  Armed  Forces  at  this  time.    They  are: 

1.  Chaplain  (CPT)  John  S.  Banks 

2.  Chaplain  (MAJOR)  James  M.  Craig 

3.  Chaplain  (LT)  C.  S.  Rimmer 

4.  Chaplain  (MAJOR)  Douglas  0.  Jones 

5.  Chaplain  (LT)  Robert  B.  Luebke,  Jr. 

6.  Chaplain  (CPT)  William  A.  Macaulay 

7.  Chaplain  (MAJOR)  John  E.  Pressly 
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Chaplain  Luebke  requested  and  was  granted  ecclesiastical  en- 
dorsement for  a  commission  in  the  regular  Navy.  He  is  currently- 
serving  in  Vietnam.  Chaplain  Jones  was  recently  transferred  to 
Korea  and  Chaplain  Rimmer  is  also  in  the  Southeast  Asia  Theatre. 
Chaplain  Macaulay  asked  for  permission  to  remain  indefinitely  in 
the  Reserves.  This  permission  was  granted.  Chaplain  John  Banks 
is  still  in  Arizona.  Chaplain  John  Pressly  will  be  transferred  to 
Thule,  Greenland,  in  July.  Chaplain  Craig  is  now  stationed  in 
Germany  and  has  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major. 

All  chiefs  of  military  chaplains  report  that  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  ministers  who  are  serving  in  the  military  are 
performing  efficiently  and  ministering  effectively.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Committee  on  Chaplains  accompanied  Chief  of  Air  Force 
Chaplains,  Chaplain  (Major  General)  Edwin  R.  Chess  on  an  in- 
spection tour  of  Twelfth  Air  Force  Bases  as  a  representative  of  37 
Protestant  denominations. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  remind  the  General  Synod  that  chap- 
lains are  carrying  on  an  effective  ministry  in  the  military  com- 
munity as  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  Their  work  involves  minister- 
ing in  the  same  way  as  congregational  pastors  through  seeking  to 
meet  the  needs  of  armed  forces  personnel  in  their  spiritual  life. 

The  Committee  has  expressed  its  sincere  desire  that  its  chair- 
man visit  chaplains  within  the  continental  United  States  to  show 
them  the  interest  and  concern  which  our  denomination  has,  not 
only  for  them,  but  for  all  members  who  are  now  in  the  Armed 
Forces. 

The  Committee  further  asks  the  Committee  on  Retirement  to 
again  consider  the  possibility  of  the  denomination  participating  in 
the  retirement  plan  on  behalf  of  the  chaplains  while  they  are  in 
service.  This  is  an  urgent  matter  especially  to  the  chaplains  in- 
volved. 

The  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  congregations  and  individuals  remember  our  chap- 
lains, their  families,  and  all  service  personnel  in  their  daily  prayers 
and  by  writing  to  chaplains  periodically  to  give  them  encourage- 
ment in  their  ministry. 

2.  That  the  committee  be  granted  $1,200.00  for  endorsement 
assignments,  for  operating  costs  and  general  expenses,  and  for 
financial  assistance  to  chaplains  in  the  continental  United  States  in 
their  travel  expenses  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  That  those  chaplains  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  be  excused. 

4.  That  members  of  local  congregations  and  pastors  be  re- 
minded to  send  complete  names,  addresses  and  family  information 
of  service  personnel  from  individual  churches  to  the  Secretary  of 
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the  Committee  on  Chaplains,  125  West  11th  Street,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina  28202.  This  information  will  be  filed  and  sent  to  the  de- 
nomination's chaplains  even  though  chaplains  may  not  be  on  the 
same  military  installation  but  hopefully  can  contact  the  service 
member  involved.  Your  cooperation  will  greatly  augment  the 
effectiveness  of  our  military  chaplains  and  provide  a  helpful  minis- 
try to  each  member  in  service. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Vietnam  was  read 
and  received  as  information.  It  was  to  be  printed  in 
the  minutes. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  VIETNAM 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Vietnam  received  a  total  of  $9,063.30 
during  the  year  since  the  1968  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Committee  met  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  October  15,  1968.  It 
was  decided  to  send  $1,000.00  to  the  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance  for  the  orphanage  at  Hoi  An  and  $1,000.00  to  the  United 
World  Mission  for  the  China  Beach  Orphanage  at  Danang.  The 
remaining  funds  were  held  until  several  other  areas  of  service 
could  be  explored. 

The  Committee  met  again  April  15,  1969  at  Due  West,  S.  C. 
At  that  meeting  it  was  decided  to  split  the  remaining  funds  be- 
tween the  orphanages  at  Hoi  An  and  Danang.  This  was  based  on 
information  obtained  from  Chaplain  Bob  Luebke  who  is  now  in 
Vietnam  for  the  second  tour  of  duty.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIANITY  AND 

HEALTH 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

This  committee  makes  the  following  report  which  it  feels  is 
only  a  starting  point  in  the  area  of  Christianity  and  Health. 

We  seek  the  pardon  of  Synod  for  not  having  given  ourselves  in 
the  past  few  years  to  this  most  meaningful  area  of  the  Gospel. 
Upon  your  action  at  the  meeting  of  General  Synod  last  year  (page 
25,  Minutes  of  Synod  1968)  this  committee  is  concerning  itself 
with  the  church's  relationship  not  only  to  the  mentally  retarded 
but  to  all  who  stand  in  need  of  the  healing  ministry  of  Christ. 
However,  special  attention  is  being  directed  to  the  area  of  the 
mentally  retarded  and  Christian  Education. 

In  order  to  gain  a  clear  understanding  of  the  problem  of  re- 
tardation we  felt  it  wise  to  approach  this  ministry  through  a  basic 
foundation  study  of  "The  Healing  Fellowship."  From  this  study 
and  foundation  to  move  into  the  more  pointed  area  of  Retardation 
in  the  coming  months  with  the  aid  of  Synod's  Office  of  Christian 
Education. 

Perhaps  if  our  reasoning  seems  wrong  we  would  remind  our- 
selves as  General  Synod  that  "The  Healing  Fellowship"  being  pre- 
sented as  "The  Church"  is  one  primary  place  where  healing  can  and 
should  take  place.  The  Church  should  be  made  aware  of  this 
through  study,  prayer  and  service. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  as  one  approach  to  preparing  the 
General  Synod  for  its  place  in  the  healing  ministry  the  following: 

(1)  We  individually  and  together  seek  to  support  financially. 
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to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  the  causes  of  the  healing  ministry  of 
Christ  in  the  world  today. 

(2)  Pray  with  and  encourage  persons  to  consider  the  vocations 
that  minister  to  the  sick. 

(3)  Study  the  needs  of  hospitals  and  homes  for  the  ill  and 
dependent  in  the  community.  Invite  doctors,  nurses,  social  workers, 
chaplains,  administrators,  and  others  to  lead  the  Church  in  study- 
ing the  "real  needs"  of  these  institutions  and  their  patients. 

(4)  Study  the  work  of  these  hospitals  and  seek  to  discover 
what  we  can  do  to  assist  in  presenting  the  Gospel  in  its  wholeness 
for  the  wholeness  of  man. 

(5)  That  the  committee  give  consideration  to  compiling  infor- 
mation about  specific  programs  of  clinical  training  for  pastors  and 
church  sessions  (encouraging  the  sessions  to  provide  time  and 
assistance  for  the  pastor  to  gain  such  training) . 

(6)  Pastors  and  Sessions  set  up  Sabbath  School  classes  for  the 
Mentally  Retarded  if  possible. 

(7)  That  as  soon  as  possible,  the  committee  study  existing 
local  volunteer  chaplaincy  programs;  compile  the  information; 
and  send  a  copy  to  each  pastor  for  his  guidance  in  developing  such 
a  program  in  his  community.

The  Office  of  Inter-Board  Services,  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  has  assumed  the  additional  responsi- 
bility of  collecting  and  keeping  records  of  the  A.  R.  P.  Founda- 
tion, Inc.  The  A.  R.  P.  Foundation,  the  agency  which  collects  the 
pledges  made  to  the  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign,  has 
assumed  the  additional  costs  involved  for  this  responsibility. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Clark  is  appointed  as  director  of  OIBS  for 
another  year  with  appreciation  for  her  service  which  has  been  most 
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satisfactory.  Mrs.  Clark  has  advised  the  Executive  Committee  that 
she  will  move  from  the  Atlanta  area  not  later  than  Spring  1971. 
In  view  of  this  development  in  personnel  change  and  in  keeping 
with  a  projected  potential  service  to  the  denomination  and  in  keep- 
ing with  the  inquiries  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  in  compliance 
with  a  request  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  Executive 
Committee  requested  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the 
cost  savings,  efficiency  and  advisability  of  centralizing  offices  of 
the  General  Synod.  For  this  study,  in  addition  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  following  are  appointed:  Judge  Olin  B.  Cannon, 
John  A.  Bigham,  and  Charles  N.  Robinson. 

The  Retirement  Plan,  Erskine  College  and  Capital  Funds  utilize 
the  personnel  and  equipment  of  the  OIBS,  and  share  in  the  cost  of 
its  operation  on  the  following  basis:

Members  of  several  congregations  in  the  Atlanta,  Gastonia, 
and  Charlotte  areas  participated  in  local  music  workshops.  Al-

The  Committee  on  Communications  continued  projects  during 
1968  to  inform  the  general  public  regarding  the  Associate  Reformed 
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Presbyterian  Church  and  to  communicate  within  the  church  mem- 
bership as  there  was  opportunity. 

The  committee  provided  news  coverage  of  the  1968  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod  by  both  Associated  Press  and  United  Press 
International  which  serve  newspapers,  radio  and  television  stations 
within  the  area  served  by  the  denomination.  Reporting  was  done 
by  personnel  acceptable  to  these  news  services  and  who  had  a 
background  of  understanding  in  the  affairs  of  the  church. 

Reprinting  the  folder  which  describes  the  denomination,  its 
beliefs,  its  work  and  its  institutions  was  authorized.  Copies  are 
made  available  primarily  for  use  in  church  extension.  A  new 
format  with  new  photographs  and  some  revision  of  text  is  planned. 

A  listing  was  compiled  of  newspapers  nearest  each  church  in 
the  denomination  for  use  in  future  news  releases. 

An  automatic  rear-screen  projector  was  used  for  the  first  time 
at  Bonclarken  during  the  1968  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  and 
the  conferences  which  followed.  Photographic  slides  representing 
the  denomination's  work  will  be  individually  labeled  in  future 
showings. 

Additional  still  photographs  were  added  to  the  set  which  will 
eventually  include  each  church  building  in  the  denomination.  Other 
photographic  work  was  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on 
Publications. 

The  Communications  Committee  seeks  opportunities  to  be  of 
service  to  the  denomination  in  communicating  with  the  general 
public  or,  in  special  projects,  within  the  denomination.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  FOUNDATION  OF  THE 
PRESBYTERIAN   AND   REFORMED  CHURCHES 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  Execuitve  Committee  of  the  Historical  Foundation  of  the 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  submits  the  following  report : 

The  Presbyteri^in  Church  as  a  whole  has  suffered  a  distinct  loss 
in  the  parsing  of  Mr.  Killough  H.  Patrick  on  December  8th.  This 
is  especiallv  true  of  the  Historical  Foimdation  on  whose  governing 
board  Mr.  Patrick  served  from  1932  til  1954  and  from  1966  to  1968. 
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Mr.  L.  Young  White,  Treasurer  of  the  Foundation  and  for  nine 
years  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee  as  well  as  the  builder 
of  the  Foundation's  present  home  was  killed  in  an  accident  on 
September  12th. 

The  Historical  Foundation  News  has  completed  twenty-four 
years  of  publication  while  the  Foundation  continues  its  association 
with  the  Journal  of  Presbyterian  History  by  providing  two  members 
of  the  editorial  staff  of  that  periodical. 

Two  Thornwell  Awards  were  made  during  1968  by  the  Exec- 
utive Committee.  One  of  these  went  to  Professor  R.  Douglas 
Brackenridge  of  Trinity  University  in  recognition  of  his  article  en- 
titled "Sumner  Bacon:  The  Apostle  of  Texas'  "  as  published  in  the 
Journal  of  Presbyterian  History,  while  the  other  was  bestowed 
upon  Professor  W.  Harrison  Daniel  of  the  University  of  Richmond 
for  "Southern  Presbyterians  in  the  Confederacy"  as  it  appeared  in 
the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review. 

The  chief  microfilm  project  conducted  in  the  Foundation  was 
that  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
under  the  direction  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Howard  McK.  Wilson. 

Additions  during  the  year  were  rich  in  materials  from  the 
Reformed  Churches  of  the  Netherlands,  the  Waldensian  Church  of 
Italy,  the  Free  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland,  and  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  England.  A  significant  addition  to  the  Archives 
came  in  the  form  of  a  long-lost  record  volume  of  the  Presbytery 
of  South  Carolina  covering  the  years  1814-1829.  This  was  retrieved 
through  the  good  offices  of  Librarian  Harold  Prince  of  Columbia 
University. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Dr.  J.  M.  Lesesne  as  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Foundation  at  the  1968  annual 
meeting  of  that  body.

HISTORICAL  FOUNDATION  COMMITTEE 

1.  The  Historical  Foundation  Committee  would  like  to  en- 
courage the  churches  to  place  their  sessional  records  in  the  His- 
torical Foundation  in  Montreat  for  safe  keeping.  You  still  own 
your  records  deposited  here  and  you  can  get  them  returned  at  your 
request.  The  Foundation  will  also  furnish  you  any  items  from 
your  records  that  you  request.  Some  of  our  oldest  church  records 
have  been  lost  or  burned.  There  are  at  present  only  (17)  seventeen 
churches  depositing  their  records  at  Montreat  and  (5)  five  of  these 
churches  are  extinct. 

2.  We  have  no  complete  files  of  our  church  paper.  We  have 
scattered  files  at  the  A.  R.  P.  Publishing  Co.,  in  the  Erskine  College 
Library,  in  the  Historical  Foundation  at  Montreat  and  a  few 
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copies  at  other  places.  Our  project  is  to  get  at  least  one  complete 
file  microfilmed.  This  would  not  cost  much,  provided  the  owners 
would  permit  their  respective  files  to  be  microfilmed. 

3.  We  recommend  that  we  continue  our  financial  support  of  the 
Historical  Foundation  at  Montreat  to  the  amount  of  $100.00. 

4.  We  request  that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  be  given 
permission  to  the  floor  of  Synod  for  five  minutes.

REPORT  OF  CATAWBA  PRESBYTERY  TO  THE  1969 
MEETING  OF  SYNOD 

There  are  30  churches  in  the  Catawba  Presbytery.  At  the  end 
of  1968  Rogers  Memorial,  Hopewell,  New  Hope,  and  White  Oak 
were  without  installed  pastors.  There  were  27  ministers  in  the 
Presbytery,  and  three  students  under  the  care  of  Presbytery. 

Three  ministers  were  received  into  the  Presbytery:  Rev.  R.  M. 
Bell,  D.D.,  Rev.  Allen  Derrick,  and  Rev.  David  Miller  Bonner. 
Three  ministers  were  lost  by  transfer,  Rev.  Fred  Archer,  Rev. 
Harry  C.  White,  and  Rev.  James  C.  Barker.  Larry  Young  was 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery. 

There  was  a  net  increase  of  66  members.  Twenty-six  adults 
and  sixty-one  infants  were  baptized  during  the  year.  Contributions 
amounted  to  $138,432  for  ministers'  salaries,  $16,481  for  mission- 
aries' salaries,  $101,019  to  Synod's  Budget,  and  $13,565  to  Dunlap 
Orphanage.    Grand  total  was  $669,039. 

There  were  310  Elders,  Elders  ordained  and  installed  during 
1968  were  H.  B.  O'Dell,  Arthur  Thompson,  Edward  Hunter  Mills, 
Ernest  M.  Bowie,  A.  J.  Fowler,  C.  A.  Stuart,  J.  C.  Hollingsworth, 
Adrian  N.  Stuart,  Robert  M.  Vannerson,  Lew  R.  Hoyt,  and  Roger 
Baker.

REPORT  OF  FIRST  PRESBYTERY 
To  the  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  1969 

Another  year  the  Lord  has  entrusted  to  the  churches  of  First 
Presbytery  the  stewardship  of  the  Gospel  in  the  area  of  North  Caro- 
lina. It  is  hoped  that  the  records  made  have  been  pleasing  in  His 
sight.  In  certain  areas,  progress  is  evidenced.  In  relation  to  other 
matters,  we  must  trust  "the  Kingdom  of  God  cometh  without 
reservation." 

There  are  34  churches  in  the  Presbytery.  The  total  member- 
ship of  the  Presbytery  is  9,442.  A  total  of  471  new  members  were 
received  into  the  churches;  194  members  were  dismissed  by  cer- 
tificate, by  death  or  removed  from  roll  for  a  net  gain  of  89.  At  the 
end  of  1968,  there  were  three  vacant  churches  in  the  Presbytery, 
namely:  Chalmers  Memorial,  Westminster,  and  Pressly  Memorial. 
There  is  a  total  of  41  ministers  in  the  Presbytery.  Thirty  of  these 
are  Installed  or  Stated  Supplies;  and,  11  are  serving  in  special 
capacities  as  follows:  L.  M.  Allison,  Professor;  Fred  Archer,  Direc- 
tor of  Christian  Education;  W.  W.  Boyce,  Retired;  James  Craig, 
Chaplain;  Sam  C.  Gaither,  Teaching;  W.  C.  Lauderdale,  Director 
of  Church  Extension;  Robert  B.  Luebke,  Jr.,  Chaplain;  E.  N.  Orr, 
Retired;  C.  Steve  Rimmer,  Chaplain;  Paul  A.  Stroup,  Retired;  and 
Rodney  Foster,  Inter-City  Work.  Theological  students  under  the 
care  of  the  Presbytery  are:  Jerry  Allie,  Franklin  Jenkins,  Robert 
Johnston,  Clyde  T.  McCants,  Jeff  Mitchiner,  John  Y.  Todd,  III, 
Charles  Todd  and  Calvin  Todd.  These  men  are  enrolled  in  Erskine, 
Union  and  Columbia  Seminaries.  Total  contributions  to  salaries 
was  $209,547.00;  to  Synod's  Budget  $125,982.00;  and  to  local  causes 
$486,889.00. 

Six  ministers  were  received  into  the  Presbytery:  Rodney  A. 
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Foster  and  Robert  Wallace  by  ordination  and  James  Fee,  James 
Boyce,  W.  P.  Fleming  and  Herbert  Dale  by  certificate.  Eighteen 
Elders  were  ordained  and  27  were  installed.  Elders  lost  by  death 
along  with  the  number  of  years  they  served  are  as  follows:  J.  G. 
Shannon,  45  years;  John  M.  Howard,  8  years;  John  Everette  Grant, 
22  years;  Fred  C.  Hunter,  16  years;  J.  B.  McLaughlin,  4  years; 
Matthew  A.  McCall,  40  years;  Frank  Simpson,  13  years;  Preston 
D.  Grier,  13  years;  J.  W.  Allen,  20  years;  O.  L.  Oxentine,  18  years; 
Gary  Beard,  10  years;  J.  Louis  Evans,  4  years;  J.  C.  Neil,  3  years; 
and  T.  S.  Beard,  21  years.  There  are  333  Elders  in  the  Presbytery. 
Elders  tithing  are  49%. 

There  are  421  Deacons;  55  were  ordained  and  installed.  The 
percentage  of  Deacons  tithing  is  43%. 

Supplements  received  from  Synod  for  the  year  were :  Covenant, 
$4,400.00  and  St.  Andrew,  $4,000.00.  Supplements  requested  from 
Synod  for  the  coming  year  are:  Covenant,  $3,200.00;  St.  Andrew, 
$4,000.00;  Projected  new  church  $7,000.00. 

There  are  34  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  Presbytery  with  a  total 
of  6,091  attendants  enrolled.  This  is  an  increase  of  125  over  last 
year.  The  Sabbath  School  offering  for  the  year  was  $28,669.00. 
There  are  23  Senior  High  Fellowships,  17  Junior  High  Fellowships, 
17  Junior  High  Fellowships  and  14  Junior  Fellowships  with  a  total 
membership  of  895. 

Regular  Prayer  Meeting  services  are  held  by  24  of  the  churches. 
There  are  34  Woman's  Societies  and  19  Men's  Clubs.  Approximate- 
ly 65%  of  the  adults  are  enrolled  in  Sabbath  School  and  75%  of 
the  children  attend  worship.  The  percentages  of  our  families  hav- 
ing family  altar  is  35  and  36%  of  the  active  members  are  tithing. 
Sabbath  observance  among  the  members  of  the  church  is  good. 
Approximately  80%  of  the  membership  attends  communion.  The 
people  cooperate  well  with  officers  and  pastor. 

As  Presbytery's  Committee  examined  the  congregational  re- 
ports, the  following  discoveries  should  cause  Presbytery  to  take 
notice.  Only  one  church  said  that  she  did  not  feel  that  there  was 
spiritual  growth  and  only  three  said  that  they  were  not  making 
an  honest  effort  to  revive  those  who  are  habitually  absent,  and  only 
two  churches  said  that  they  were  not  making  an  honest  effort  to 
reach  those  who  were  unsaved.  Not  to  make  a  value  judgment, 
but  at  the  same  time  being  realistic  about  the  statistics  in  at- 
tendance at  worship,  communion,  and  general  interests  shown  in 
the  reports  on  total  program  participation,  which  leaves  something 
to  be  desired  in  many  churches,  we  feel  that  this  minority  were 
being  more  honest  than  the  majority. 

Many  churches  who  have  Senior  High  Fellowships,  Junior  High 
Fellowships,  and  Junior  Fellowships  for  the  youth  did  not  have 
representatives  at  the  various  conferences  for  these  groups.  We 
call  this  to  the  attention  of  Presbytery  as  a  cause  of  concern  in 
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that  many  churches  are  not  participating  in  the  total  program  of 
Synod. 

And  those  who  do  not  have  various  organizations  or  fellowships 
within  their  church,  we  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  question 
of  "How  is  the  local  church  seeking  to  minister  to  those  who  should 
be  included  in  the  organizations?" 

If  churches  do  not  have  the  interest  in  forming  Men's  Organi- 
zations, Youth  Fellowships  or  if  churches  do  not  have  people  (youth 
particularly)  to  be  included  in  these  fellowships,  then  we  as  a 
Presbytery  need  to  ask  "Why?" 

There  are  276  young  people  in  college  from  churches  in  our 
Presbytery,  and  only  35  go  to  Erskine  College.  This  is  the  largest 
Presbytery  in  our  Synod  and  only  a  very  small  percentage  go  to 
Erskine.  Does  this  say  something  to  us  about  our  lack  of  encour- 
aging our  young  people  to  go  to  Erskine,  or  does  it  say  something 
to  us  about  the  question  of  our  Stewardship  in  relation  to  Erskine? 

The  participation  of  adult  members  within  the  Church  School 
ranges  from  30%  to  98%  with  a  majority  in  between;  and  also  the 
range  of  children  attending  public  worship  from  10%  to  100%, 
with  a  great  number  in  between.  Do  these  statistics  cause  us  to 
ponder  or  re-evaluate  our  Christian  Education  program,  and  our 
communication  with  the  young  in  our  worship? 

There  were  some  churches  who  left  some  of  the  questions  blank. 
This  fact,  plus  some  frustrations  from  various  sessions  concerning 
the  difficulty  of  answering  some  of  the  questions,  cause  us  to  wonder 
if  the  congregational  blanks  should  not  be  revised  and  clarified.

REPORT  OF  FLORIDA  PRESBYTERY 
There  were  six  congregations  of  the  Florida  Presbytery  re- 
porting for  the  year  1968.  Of  these  congregations  two.  Lake  Placid 
and  Trinity,  were  vacant  and  the  other  four  were  supplied  with 
installed  pastors.  The  remaining  three  pastors  include  two  who 
are  retired  and  one,  Reverend  T.  L.  Parsons,  who  is  with  Inner 
Varsity  in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  There  were  no  students  under 
the  care  of  Presbytery  and  no  ministers  received  during  the  year. 
One  minister,  Reverend  R.  W.  Ackerman,  was  dismissed  to  the 
First  Presbytery. 

Regarding  Auxiliary  Organizations,  all  six  churches  reported 
Church  Schools  and  Woman's  Societies,  three  churches  reported 
Senior  High  Fellowships,  four  reported  Junior  High  Fellowships, 
three  reported  Junior  Fellowships,  three  Primary  Fellowships,  no 
Kindergarten  groups,  and  two  Men's  Clubs. 
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Five  of  the  six  churches  reported  a  total  of  41  Elders,  and 
Ben  F.  O'Neal  of  Lake  Wales  was  the  only  Elder  reported  ordained 
for  the  year.  One  Elder,  Mr.  Charles  Alwood,  of  Avon  Park,  was 
lost  by  death,  having  served  six  years  with  the  congregation. 

There  were  43  Deacons  reported  from  five  congregations,  and 
Deacons  reported  as  ordained  were  Allen  Hain  of  Bartow,  Lewis 
Stidham  of  Bartow,  John  Stone  of  Bartow,  and  Bruce  Tyndall  of 
Bartow.  One  Deacon,  Roland  Jones  of  Avon  Park,  was  lost  by 
death.  Deacons  lost  by  certificate  were  George  Davis,  Jr.,  of 
Bartow,  and  Walter  Hartwig,  Jr.,  of  Lake  Wales. 

Florida  Presbytery  feels  richly  blessed  by  God  in  the  year  1968. 
All  congregations  seem  to  be  v/ell  provided  for  and  progressing 
soundly.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  Florida  Presbytery  will  be  able  to 
continue  to  grow  in  the  years  ahead  as  it  has  in  the  recent  year, 
and  we  feel  that  there  is  a  tremendous  potential  for  the  work  of  the 
church  in  Florida.

REPORT  OF  MISSISSIPPI  VALLEY  PRESBYTERY 

The  Mississippi  Valley  Presbytery  submits  the  following  report 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  in  session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  North  Carolina,  June 
2-6,  1969. 

We  had  23  churches  at  the  end  of  1968  with  a  total  member- 
ship of  3150  and  an  active  membership  of  2343.  62  were  received 
by  profession  of  faith,  23  by  reaffirmation,  and  40  by  certificate 
for  a  total  of  139.    Three  churches  were  vacant. 

There  are  22  Church  Schools  within  the  Presbytery.  The  Rives 
Church  has  a  Union  School.  The  total  enrollment  is  2094  which  is 
a  decrease  of  34  from  last  year.  The  Church  School  offerings  for 
the  year  were  $18,899.  There  are  10  Senior  High  Fellowships; 
6  Junior  High  Fellowships;  5  Junior  Fellowships;  and  4  Primary 
Fellowships  with  a  total  membership  of  405.  The  total  offerings 
of  these  fellowships  amounted  to  $1,480. 

At  the  end  of  1968  we  had  nineteen  ministers  in  the  Presby- 
tery. Of  these  ministers,  the  Rev.  John  Banks  serves  as  a  Chaplain 
in  the  United  States  Army,  and  the  Rev.  Ronnie  Brunson  is  a 
missionary  to  Mexico.  During  1968,  we  received  the  Rev.  J.  Calvin 
Smith,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Blakely  and  the  Rev.  Forrest  Mussel- 
man  by  transfer  from  other  Presbyteries.  The  Rev.  Ronnie  Brun- 
son, the  Rev.  James  Hatch  and  the  Rev.  Laurence  Harrod  were 
ordained. 

During  1968  the  Sharon  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  was  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Church  Exten- 
sion and  has  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Blakely  as  their  full  time  pastor. 

The  Rev.  Forrest  Musselman,  appointed  mission  developer  by 
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the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  has  moved  to  the  Raleigh-Bartlett 
area  of  Memphis  and  has  begun  his  work.  This  new  work  has 
adopted  the  name  of  St.  Paul  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church.  They  are  worshipping  regularly  in  a  mobile  church  unit 
purchased  by  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  The  prospects  are 
most  encouraging  for  this  new  work. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1969,  two  ministers  have  transferred 
from  our  Presbytery.  The  Rev.  James  Hatch  transferred  to  the 
Florida  Presbytery  and  the  Rev.  Ronnie  Brunson  to  the  Tamulipas 
Presbytery  in  Mexico.  The  Rev.  Vernie  Bartlett  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  continues  to  serve  as  the  stated  supply  of  the  Hickory 
Sprmgs  Church  which  is  a  part  of  the  Edwards-Rogers  Larger 
Parish. 

Mr.  Alton  Roberts  was  approved  by  the  Presbytery  as  a  lay 
supply  of  the  Bethany  Church. 

There  are  five  students  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery.  Larry 
Dunlap,  Allen  Herrington,  Jimmy  Long  and  Russell  Warner  are 
studying  at  Columbia  Bible  College.  In  April  of  1969  Steve  Irby 
was  received  as  a  student  of  theology. 

Student  Willard  Doyle  who  has  joined  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.,  has  been  dropped  from  the  roll  of  the  Presbytery. 

In  May  of  1969  Jan  Senneker,  a  rising  middler  at  Covenant 
Theological  Seminary,  was  approved  as  student  supply  at  the  Els- 
berry,  Missouri,  Church. 

There  are  164  Elders  in  the  Presbytery.  Those  removed  by 
death  were:  John  T.  Bell,  25  years;  and  Jones  Erwin,  15  years — 
Shady  Grove;  T.  B.  Falls,  45  years — Pottsville;  Roy  Finne  and 
Fred  Raedels— Highland  Heights;  Jeff  D.  Welch,  Sr.,  19  years- 
Havana. 

There  are  154  Deacons  in  the  Presbytery.

Elders 
received  by  certificate  were  J.  D.  Wilson,  Paul  Burke. 

Elders  lost  by  death  were:  M.  G.  Evans  (24  years),  H.  E. 
McBride,  Wright  W.  Abbot,  J.  T.  Creswell,  R.  L.  Dendy,  Oscar 
Brown  (14),  Wilbur  Stone,  Frank  Fleming,  Francis  Fant,  Robert 
Brownlee.    8  Elders  were  lost  by  certificate. 

There  are  229  Deacons.  26  were  ordained  and  installed;  6 
were  received  by  certificate;  29  were  reinstalled.  18  were  lost  by 
certificate  and  one  by  death.  16  Churches  use  the  rotary  system 
for  Deacons. 

Pressly  Memorial  asked  Presbytery  for  an  indefinite  supple- 
ment. Spartanburg  Mission  requests  a  supplement,  but  no  definite 
amount. 

Payments  on  commitments  to  Synod's  Budget  were  $79,029. 
Total  disbursements  to  all  causes  $484,193. 

The  vote  on  the  overture  on  the  proposed  Revised  Constitution 
was  taken  on  the  whole  and  resulted  in  11  for  and  34  against  ap- 
proval. 

A  Memorial  is  presented  to  Synod  as  follows: 

We  recommend  that  Second  Presbytery  go  on  record  expressing 
our  sincere  thanks  to  the  original  committee  for  their  excellent  work 
on  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  express  the  hope  that  this 
work  can  be  amended  and  used  effectively  by  the  denomination. 

I  move  to  memorialize  Synod  that  if  the  vote  to  adopt  the 
Constitution  is  defeated  that  Synod  ask  the  original  Committee  or 
appoint  a  new  Committee  to  consider  the  suggested  changes  and 
bring  a  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Mr.  Joe  H.  Patrick  is  named  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Olin 
Cannon  on  Synod's  Finance  Committee,  1973.

SECOND  PRESBYTERY 


REPORT  OF  THE  TENNESSEE-ALABAMA  PRESBYTERY 
TO  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  FOR  1968 

There  are  eight  churches  in  the  Presbytery.  All  are  supplied 
with  pastors  except  Fayetteville.  Rev.  J.  R.  Fee,  formerly  pastor 
of  the  Fayetteville  Church  was  dismissed  to  the  First  Presbytery 
in  November.    There  are  now  three  ministers  in  the  Presbytery. 

An  additional  minister.  Rev.  A.  K.  Whitesides,  is  presently 
serving  Pressly  Memorial  Church  at  Red  Level  on  a  voluntary  basis. 
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Under  his  leadership  the  congregation  has  experienced  some  revival. 
There  are  about  60  active  members,  and  attendance  averages  48. 
The  congregation  plans  to  buy  a  house  near  the  church  for  $6,000 
for  a  manse.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Whitesides  $3,200  has 
been  raised  for  this  project. 

There  are  55  Elders  in  the  Presbytery.  No  new  ones  were 
ordained.  Five  Elders  were  lost  by  death.  They  were,  with  their 
terms  of  service:  J.  M.  Bonner  1927-1967,  J.  Bennet  Slade  1967-1968, 
J.  C.  Chisolm  1930-1968,  R.  A.  Good  1949-1968,  Waldon  Pylant  1964- 
1968. 

There  are  65  Deacons  in  the  Presbytery.  Twelve  Deacons  were 
ordained  and  installed.  They  are  Robert  Hamilton,  Burton  Towry, 
J.  D.  Moore,  J.  Tom  Moore,  J.  A.  Conway,  Douglas  Green,  Donald 
Coble,  Lilburn  Jennings,  Eskin  Jennings,  Frank  Eslick,  J.  B.  Jobe, 
Nelson  Cowan.  Russell  Carothers  was  received  by  certificate  and 
installed.    Five  Deacons  were  lost  by  dismissal  and  one  by  death. 

The  Presbytery  received  42  members  in  1968  and  lost  23.  Mem- 
bership at  the  end  of  the  year  was  835  with  656  active.  Grand  total 
of  all  disbursements  during  the  year  was  $79,490,  including  capital 
funds  contributions.  This  is  the  highest  amount  in  the  history  of 
the  Presbytery. 

To  replace  Rev.  J.  R.  Fee  on  Synod's  boards  and  committees 
the  following  were  elected :  Board  of  Church  Extension,  H.  C.  Dale, 
1972;  Synod's  Committee  on  Nominations,  R.  F.  Lane,  Sr.,  1970. 

The  revival  of  activity  on  the  Red  Level  Field,  and  the  response 
to  Synod's  Capital  Funds  Campaign  were  the  most  encouraging 
features  of  the  year.

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under  care  of  Presbytery.  He  continues  to  study  at  Erskine  Semi- 
nary.   There  are  now  thirteen  (13)  ministers  in  the  Presbytery. 

Four  Elders,  Messrs.  John  E.  Mariner,  James  A.  Kirby,  T.  E. 
Davis  and  C.  P.  Lockhart  have  been  ordained.  One  Elder,  Mr. 
Howard  Letts  of  Old  Providence,  was  lost  by  death.  91  Elders  were 
reported  and  100  Deacons. 

During  1968  the  Fairlea  congregation  completed  the  payment 
of  their  manse  debt.  Since  1969  began  Edgemont  also  completed 
paying  their  manse  debt.  On  December  29,  1968  ground  was  broken 
for  the  new  addition  at  Johnsons  Creek.  The  Timber  Ridge  congre- 
gation has  an  educational  building  in  progress. 

The  vote  on  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Book  of  Church  Gov- 
ernment sent  down  in  overture  was:  yeas,  seven  (7)  ;  nays,  ten  (10).

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  ERSKINE 
COLLEGE  AT  THE  CLOSE  OF  THE  COLLEGE'S 
130th  YEAR 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College  makes  this  report 
to  the  General  Synod  thankful  for  all  the  blessings  received  from 
Almighty  God  during  the  school  year,  1968-1969.  We  present  here- 
with a  survey  of  the  main  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  College. 

ADMINISTRATION 
Through  the  splendid  leadership  of  the  President,  Joseph 
Wightman,  and  the  Vice  Presidents,  Mr.  C.  H.  Carlisle,  Mr.  W.  S. 
Liming  and  Dr.  Joseph  T.  Stukes,  Erskine  College  has  had  another 
good  year.  These  devoted  and  dedicated  men  are  the  backbone  of 
the  College  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  this  splendid  team  to  ad- 
minister our  Church's  educational  institution. 

Two  newcomers  to  the  administrative  team  have  shown  out- 
standing qualities  during  their  first  year  of  service,  Mr.  Herbert  D. 
Black  has  brought  qualities  of  firmness  linked  with  understanding 
and  compassion  to  the  position  of  Dean  of  Men;  he  has  quickly 
grasped  the  essentials  of  the  academic  scene  in  a  time  of  tumult 
and  questioning.  The  new  Chaplain,  the  Reverend  Boyce  N.  Braw- 
ley,  immediately  established  a  good  rapport  with  the  student  body. 
He  has  organized  inspiring  services,  and  takes  infinite  care  with 
his  counselling. 

One  important  change  is  taking  place  in  the  framework  of  the 
administration.  Miss  Frances  L.  Cardwell,  v/ho  has  been  Dean  of 
Women  since  1953,  is  retiring  from  that  position.  Miss  Cardwell 
has  brought  outstanding  attributes  to  this  demanding  post.  She  is 
a  dedicated  Christian;  she  is  a  most  energetic  person;  she  is  a  very 
good  organizer;  and  she  has  exhibited  a  special  individual  concern 
in  each  student.  This  has  contributed  much  to  the  close-knit,  fam- 
ily atmosphere  which  is  one  of  the  strongest  features  of  Erskine 
College.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  Miss  Cardwell  will  still  be 
serving  us — henceforth  as  part-time  Assistant  Professor  of  English 
and  as  Academic  Counselor.  In  this  position  she  will  assist  the 
Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs  and  Registrar.  Her  task  will 
be  to  do  much  of  the  individual  counselling  with  students  on  aca- 
demic matters  of  schedule,  etc.  She  will  also  be  assisting  the 
faculty  in  the  implementation  of  various  academic  changes  that 
are  mentioned  later  in  this  report.  We  are  sure  that  she  will  bring 
to  this  task  the  same  dedication  that  she  showed  as  Dean  of  Women. 

To  fill  the  Deanship,  Erskine  College  has  been  fortunate  to 
secure  the  services  of  Miss  Sarah  Clifford  Wallace.  Miss  Wallace 
graduated  from  Erskine  in  1952  and  has  since  worked  most  success- 
fully in  the  Charlotte  public  school  system.    She  has  a  Master  of 
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Education  degree  from  Duke  University.  Miss  Wallace  has  kept 
close  touch  with  the  modern  generation  of  young  people  through 
her  work  in  the  high  schools  of  Charlotte  and  we  are  confident  that 
she  can  bring  to  her  new  task  the  attributes  that  are  necessary. 
Another  strength  is  her  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  back- 
ground and  her  very  active  association  with  the  First  Church, 
Gastonia. 

FACULTY 

Erskine  College's  faculty  is  a  remarkable  collection  of  dedi- 
cated and  capable  persons  continuing  the  fine  tradition  which  has 
stood  the  College  in  such  good  stead  through  the  years.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  that  only  two  professors  have  elected  to  relocate 
this  year,  although  retirements  and  replacements  have  necessitated 
overall  the  appointment  of  seven  new  persons  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember, 1969. 

The  stability  of  our  faculty  is  all  the  more  commendable  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  our  salary  scales  have  lagged  behind  not  only 
the  large  state  institutions  but  church-colleges  comparable  to  Ers- 
kine, sister  institutions  such  as  Newberry,  Presbyterian  and  Wof- 
ford  Colleges.  This  is  a  chronic  situation  which  must  be  remedied 
as  soon  as  possible  lest  we  risk  settling  for  a  second-rate  faculty. 

STUDENTS 

In  September,  1968,  the  College  enrolled  699  full-time  students 
and  25  part-time  students,  "a  full-time  equivalent"  of  712;  this  in- 
cluded 142  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students.  Great  ef- 
forts are  made  each  year  to  attract  our  denomination's  young  people 
to  Erskine  College.  For  the  freshman  class  of  1968,  three  hundred 
seventy-six  (376)  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students  were 
contacted  after  their  names  were  submitted  by  the  ministers.  Of 
these,  55  applied  to  come  to  Erskine  College  and  51  were  accepted. 
Twelve  (12)  of  these  withdrew.  Only  two  were  not  admitted  by 
the  College,  while  two  applications  were  withdrawn  while  they 
were  still  pending. 

This  enrollment  was  smaller  than  had  been  hoped  for.  Ers- 
kine, like  all  the  private  colleges,  found  some  difficulty  in  recruiting 
as  many  students  as  it  wished.  One  reason  for  this  is  the  relentless 
financial  squeeze.  Our  costs  have  risen  in  all  respects  and  nearly 
80%  of  our  operating  money  comes  from  our  student  fees.  This 
has  driven  up  the  fees  at  schools  like  Erskine  and  the  gap  between 
the  private  colleges  and  public  institutions  is  increasing  each  year. 
This  produces  an  obvious  danger  that  the  private  colleges  will 
"price  themselves  out  of  the  academic  market."  This  danger  is 
acutely  realized  by  all  the  private  institutions.  As  a  member  of  the 
South  Carolina  College  Council,  Erskine  is  working  to  seek  indirect 
help  through  the  State  Legislature,  mainly  in  the  help  of  tuition 
equalization  grants,  which  will  provide  grants  to  students  and  their 
parents  if  they  elect  to  come  to  a  private  institution.  This  would 
not  violate  any  constitutional  cause  based  on  separation  of  church 
and  state  since  the  aid  would  go  to  the  student  and  his  parents 
rather  than  directly  to  the  college.  It  is  believed,  however,  that 
such  a  scheme  would  encourage  enrollment  at  the  private  colleges. 
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There  are  many  young  people  and  parents  who  value  the  small, 
Christian  environment  of  colleges  such  as  Erskine. 

Generally,  the  1968-1969  year  has  been  a  happy  one  on  campus. 
Students  were  active  through  student  government  structures  and 
through  student  organizations.  In  many  areas  there  were  healthy 
examples  of  cooperation  and  collaboration  between  the  student  and 
faculty  groups;  this  year  students  served  on  all  faculty  committees. 
Students  also  appeared  before  several  committees  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  especially  the  Student  Affairs  Committee.  Through  ef- 
forts such  as  these  we  have  established  a  reasonable  and  workable 
system  of  cooperative  structure  that  has  been  successful  to  a  re- 
markable degree.  We  hope  and  pray  that  such  will  continue  to  be 
the  case. 

ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS 

During  1968-1969  several  significant  steps  were  taken  in  the 
academic  field.  A  new  approach  to  the  increasingly  difficult  problem 
of  supervising  student  teachers  was  adopted.  The  new  physical 
education  major  for  women  was  instituted,  and  several  depart- 
ments increased  their  offerings  of  independent  study  courses.  Dur- 
ing the  fall  the  VISION  Committee,  which  had  worked  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  made  a  three-part  report.  The  faculty  and 
administration  adopted  two  of  these  parts  in  November  and  these 
were  ratified  by  the  Board  in  January — (1)  to  restate  the  basic 
requirements  for  graduation  and  (2)  to  institute  a  program  for 
"Erskine  scholars"  designed  to  tailor  the  academic  requirements 
to  the  needs  of  the  individual  student  who  is  exceptionally  well 
prepared.  The  change  in  basic  requirements  specified  a  change  to 
four  semesters  of  science  and  mathematics  (in  place  of  the  previous 
six  semesters),  the  addition  of  one  semester  in  social  studies  (to 
require  four  semesters  instead  of  three),  and  the  addition  of  one 
semester  in  fine  arts  and  philosophy  (where  none  had  been  rquired 
previously). 

In  March  a  variation  of  the  third  portion  of  the  VISION  Com- 
mittee was  adopted  by  the  faculty  and  administration  and  will  come 
before  the  Board  in  April.  This  establishes  the  three-term  aca- 
demic calendar  which  features  shorter  semesters  in  the  fall  and 
spring  and  an  interim  term  during  the  month  of  January,  Special 
courses  on  and  off  campus  are  to  be  scheduled  during  the  interim 
though  taught  by  the  regular  faculty.  The  first  interim  will  be 
offered  during  January,  1970. 

During  the  year  a  course  to  aid  underachieving  students  was 
developed  to  be  offered  the  first  time  the  summer  session  of  1969. 
This  course.  Techniques  for  Learning,  is  to  be  available  for  credit 
to  those  who  are  making  less  than  satisfactory  progress  for  gradua- 
tion and  to  entering  students  whose  records  appear  weak. 

A  Bonclarken  Biological  Station  offering  courses  for  credit  at 
Bonclarken  during  the  summer  was  developed  and  scheduled  to  be 
taught  for  the  first  time  during  the  first  term  of  the  summer  1969 
session ;  this  offering  is  to  be  an  annual  one,  if  successful. 
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HONORARY  DEGREES 
On  January  31st  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  grant  a  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  to  the  Reverend  W.  C.  Lauderdale,  class  of  '49, 
our  denomination's  Director  of  Church  Extension  and  the  current 
Moderator,  for  his  meritorious  services  to  the  denomination.  The 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Humanities  was  awarded  to  Miss  Lillian  Pen- 
nell,  class  of  '42,  of  Staunton,  Virginia,  whose  life  spent  in  student 
guidance  and  counselling  has  been  a  heroic  record  of  recovery  from 
a  terrible  automobile  accident  shortly  after  her  graduation  from 
Erskine  College. 

RETIRING  TRUSTEES 
We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  those  Trustees  who  are 
rotating  off  the  Board.  Membership  of  this  Board  entails  constant 
hard  work  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  cheerful  self-sacrifice  ex- 
hibited so  willingly. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 
Early  in  1969  construction  was  started  on  the  expansion  of  the 
kitchen  facilities  for  Erskine's  dining  hall.  This  facility,  including 
badly  needed  equipment,  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  use  for  the 
1969-1970  school  year.  Total  construction  costs  including  equip- 
ment will  probably  be  just  under  $200,000.  Funds  for  the  project 
are  from  Synod's  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign. 

As  a  result  of  a  $930,000  loan  authorized  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  Erskine  plans  to 
begin  construction  in  the  summer  of  1969  of  a  three-story,  air- 
conditioned  dormitory  for  176  women.  The  dormitory  will  be  con- 
structed on  the  present  site  of  the  fire-gutted  Bonner  Hall  and  will, 
by  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  carry  the  name  of  the  former 
building. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  a  new  library,  estimated  to  cost 
$1,500,000,  have  been  tabled  temporarily  for  lack  of  funds.  In  the 
meantime,  the  Board  of  Counselors  has  undertaken  a  project  to 
make  some  improvements  and  modernization  of  the  McCain  Library 
which  will  in  time  serve  as  the  Seminary  Library. 

Erskine's  master  plan  for  new  and  improved  facilities  during 
the  next  decade  will  cost  somewhere  between  $6,000,000  and 
$10,000,000. 

A  separate  fund  of  voluntary  contributions  which  has  been 
accumulated  over  the  past  few  years  will  be  used  eventually  to  pro- 
vide a  memorial  fountain  to  the  late  D.  G.  "Dode"  Phillips.  This 
account  now  stands  in  excess  of  $15,000.  The  fountain  will  become 
a  part  of  the  landscaped  mall  surrounding  the  proposed  new  library. 

DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 
In  the  early  fall  of  1968  Erskine  set  forth  its  ten-year  projection 
of  building,  enrollment  and  financial  needs  and  published  these  in 
a  booklet,  "New  Horizons  For  Erskine  College,"  which  received 
wide  distribution. 
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In  late  1968  after  about  two  years  of  a  selected  fund-raising 
campaign  primarily  among  business  firms  and  foundations,  Erskine 
had  collected  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  contributions. 
This  money,  supplemented  by  initial  funds  from  Synod's  Compre- 
hensive Capital  Funds  Campaign,  enabling  the  College  to  claim  the 
remaining  $100,000  of  a  $150,000  anonymous  foundation  challenge 
grant.  The  grant  was  contingent  upon  removing  all  indebtedness 
from  Belk  Hall. 

Slow  but  continued  progress  was  made  in  the  College's  de- 
ferred gifts  program.  A  valuable  project  was  that  undertaken  by 
the  Class  of  1933  at  its  thirty-fifth  reunion.  Six  members  of  the 
class  presented  a  certificate  to  the  College  indicating  that  each  had 
made  provision  in  his  will  or  estate  program  for  Erskine. 

The  Deferred  Gifts  Advisory  Committee  lost  three  of  its  mem- 
bers by  death  during  the  year.  The  deceased  members  are:  Mr. 
Sam  Watt,  class  of  '20,  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina;  Mr.  Gist 
Finley,  York,  South  Carolina;  and  Mr.  Grover  N.  McCormick,  Sr., 
class  of  '08,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee.  The  Committee  held  its  an- 
nual meeting  at  Erskine  on  March  1,  1969  and  heard  an  inspiring 
message  by  Dr.  Peter  W.  Weston,  Vice  President  for  Development 
and  College  Relations  at  Muskingum  College,  New  Concord,  Ohio. 
Four  new  members  were  added  to  the  Committee  during  the  year, 
they  are:  Mr.  Robert  L.  Bradford,  Jr.,  class  of  '33,  an  insurance 
man  from  Statesville,  North  Carolina;  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Earle,  at- 
torney, from  Columbia,  South  Carolina;  Mr.  John  R.  Folsom, 
banker,  from  Columbia,  South  Carolina  and  Mr.  Richard  T.  Pruitt, 
insurance,  Anderson,  South  Carolina. 

Mrs.  Susie  B.  Grier  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  widow  of 
Rufus  A.  Grier,  class  of  '11,  made  a  gift  of  $1,000  in  memory  of  her 
husband  to  be  designated  as  a  perpetual  Living  Endowment  gift. 
Dr.  Jacob  O.  Kamm,  a  member  of  the  Erskine  Board  of  Counselors, 
made  further  contributions  to  his  scholarship  fund.  Dr.  Harvey 
McConnell  and  Mr.  David  M.  McConnell  made  further  contribu- 
tions to  a  memorial  fund  for  their  mother,  Elizabeth  Simpson 
McConnell.  A  bequest  of  $1,793.78  from  the  late  Mrs.  Zula  Brock 
Sharpe,  class  of  1889,  of  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  was  received 
by  Erskine  and  added  to  the  permanent  endowment.  Another  be- 
quest of  $1,000  from  the  late  Helen  J.  Moore  of  Memphis,  Tennes- 
see, was  received  and  added  to  the  perpetual  Living  Endowment 
fund. 

Following  Synod's  action  a  year  ago  authorizing  Bryson  College 
alumni  to  be  recognized  as  Erskine  College  alumni,  the  Erskine 
Alumni  Office  prepared  special  certificates  and  distributed  these  to 
all  living  Bryson  alumni. 

Erskine's  annual  Living  Endowment  for  1968-1969  has  already 
reached  another  record  dollar  amount  of  more  than  $160,000  and 
attests  to  the  continuing  loyal  support  of  Erskine  graduates.  As 
the  College  faces  critical  financial  problems,  the  need  of  Living 
Endowment  support  for  operating  income  becomes  increasingly 
important.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Winnie  M. 
Phillips  heading  this  endeavor. 
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The  Board  of  Counselors  which  assists  Erskine  in  an  advisory 
and  public  relations  capacity  now  numbers  40.  One  member,  Mr. 
S.  L.  Roddey,  class  of  '12,  has  resigned  because  of  ill  health.  New 
members  added  during  the  year  include:  Dr.  David  Pressly,  class 
of  '36,  physician,  Statesville,  North  Carolina;  Dr.  Mable  Purker- 
son,  class  of  '51,  medical  doctor  and  professor,  Creve  Coeur,  Mis- 
souri; Miss  Jean  Galloway,  class  of  '56,  attorney,  Greenville,  South 
Carolina;  and  Dr.  Robert  W.  Miller,  class  of  '39,  executive  with 
Eastman  Kodak,  Kingsport,  Tennessee. 

Several  additional  facts  are  noted  with  interest.  A  new 
group,  the  Student  Development  Committee,  was  organized  to 
assist  the  Development  Office  in  fund-raising,  public  relations  and 
alumni  activities.  Late  in  1968  a  retired  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
businessman,  Mr.  Wardlaw  Perrin  Thomson,  set  up  a  scholarship 
fund  with  his  brother  and  sisters.  The  fund  is  a  memorial  to  their 
father,  the  late  James  William  Thomson,  an  Erskine  graduate  in 
the  class  of  1881.  The  fund  will  be  in  the  amount  of  $20,000  and  the 
income  will  be  used  annually  to  assist  a  student  majoring  in  Bible. 

FINANCES 

As  a  part  of  this  report  and  as  supporting  data,  the  following 
additional  papers  will  be  submitted  to  Synod: 

(1)  Exhibit  A— Auditor's  Report  of  June  30,  1968. 

(2)  Exhibit  B — Budget  Control  Statements  through  May  31, 
1969,  with  estimates  to  June  30,  1969. 

(3)  Exhibit  C — A  condensed  operating  statement  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1969,  as  prepared  by  Erskine's  Vice  Pres- 
ident for  Business  and  Finance,  based  on  actual  operations 
for  eleven  months  and  estimated  for  the  remaining  one 
month  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  noted  above,  we  are  concerned  by  the  high  cost  of  student 
fees.  The  basic  cost  at  Erskine  in  1969-1970  will  be  $2,185.  Last 
year  the  students  provided  78.02%  of  the  income  to  operate  Erskine 
College  and  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  while  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Church,  through  its  Synod  and  Synodical 
Union,  provided  4.26%  of  the  income  (actually  1.27%  of  the  income 
of  the  College  and  44.57%  of  the  income  of  the  Seminary).  Ten 
years  ago  the  Church  provided  9.5%  of  the  income  for  the  College 
and  the  Seminary  and  that  percentage  has  gradually  declines  as  the 
operating  budget  has  risen  from  $350,000  to  more  than  $2,000,000 ! 

The  audit  report  of  June  30,  1968,  showed  a  current  fund  in- 
debtedness of  $60,302.54.  Since  that  time,  this  debt  has  been  re- 
moved through  capital  gifts  that  reimbursed  the  current  fund  for 
certain  capital  expenditures.  Now,  we  face  another  sizeable  deficit 
in  current  operations  for  this  year.  The  General  Synod  must  as- 
sume more  responsibility  for  the  support  of  both  of  its  institutions 
of  higher  learning,  if  they  are  to  survive. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Synod  in  1968,  the 
Seminary  professors  have  been  given  contracts  for  1969-1970  pro- 
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viding  compensation  on  an  equal  basis  with  their  peers  on  the  col- 
lege faculty  (that  is,  according  to  rank,  degree,  length  of  service 
and  sex). 

The  Board  of  Trustees  expresses  appreciation  to  the  General 
Synod,  alumni  and  friends  for  the  financial  support  given  during 
the  past  year — not  only  in  money,  but  also  in  prayers.  Especially 
we  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  Erskine's  share  in  the  success- 
ful and  inspiring  Comprehensive  Capital  Funds  Campaign.  As  in- 
dicated earlier  in  this  report,  the  funds  are  already  bearing  fruit 
on  the  campus,  and  the  bulk  of  the  preceeds  will  be  devoted  to  the 
new  library. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  members  of  the  administration 
and  other  members  of  the  Board  expect  to  be  present  at  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod  and  will  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions 
or  give  further  information. 

We  respectfully  request  that  the  General  Synod  grant  Erskine 
College  $73,000  for  the  operation  of  the  College  and  the  Seminary 
for  the  year  1970  and  $8,000  for  Synod's  Scholarships.  We  also 
again  request  that  Synod  authorize  the  payment  to  Erskine  College 
of  the  funds  which  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union  will  be  paying 
through  Synod's  Treasurer  for  the  salaries  of  the  Seminary  pro- 
fessors.

A  COMMUNICATION 

I  wish  to  enter  into  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  this  General 
Synod  a  formal  protest  concerning  certain  actions  of  the  Board  and 
administration  of  Erskine  College. 

I  protest,  first,  because  the  college  no  longer  observes  the 
sanctity  of  the  Lord's  Day,  but  declares  that  "No  person  shall  be 
fettered  in  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  Day  on  Campus."  The 
administration  is  required  to  observe  Christian  discretion  in  open- 
ing the  facilities  of  the  college  on  the  Sabbath  Day.  The  various 
athletic  fields  are  open  for  athletic  activities  and  the  Lord's  Day  is 
being  desecrated  regularly.    This  is  not  Christian  discretion. 

A  strong  principle  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  that  of  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  in  accordance  with 
the  Scriptures,  is  being  violated,  with  the  approval  of  the  adminis- 
tration and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College,  which  has 
voted  its  approval. 

The  Fourth  Commandment  has  not  been  abrogated.  It,  and  the 
others  of  the  Decalogue,  are  in  effect  today,  as  they  were  in  the  day 
of  Moses  and  of  Jesus.   The  Fourth  Commandment,  "Remember  the 
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Sabbath  Day  to  keep  it  holy,"  is  God's  will  and  command.  The 
standards  of  our  Church,  the  Word  of  God,  the  Confession  of  Faith 
and  the  Catechisms,  are  firm  in  supporting  this.  The  Shorter  Cate- 
chism declares,  "The  Fourth  Commandment  requireth  the  keeping 
holy  to  God  such  set  times  as  He  hath  appointed  in  His  Word; 
expressly  one  whole  day  in  seven,  to  be  a  holy  Sabbath  to  Himself." 
Again,  "The  Sabbath  is  to  be  sanctified  by  a  holy  resting  all  that 
day,  even  from  such  worldly  employments  and  recreations  as  are 
lawful  on  other  days;  and  spending  the  whole  time  in  the  public  and 
private  exercises  of  God's  worship,  except  so  much  as  it  to  be  taken 
up  in  the  works  of  necessity  and  mercy."  I  emphasize  one  state- 
ment that  especially  applies.  "The  Fourth  Commandment  forbid- 
deth  the  omission,  or  careless  performance,  of  the  duties  required, 
and  the  profaning  the  day  by  idleness,  or  doing  that  which  is  in 
itself  sinful,  or  by  unnecessary  thoughts,  words,  or  works  about  our 
worldly  employments  and  recreations."  "The  reasons  annexed  to 
the  Fourth  Commandment  are,  God's  allowing  us  six  days  of  the 
week  for  our  own  employment,  His  challenging  a  special  propriety 
in  the  seventh.  His  own  example,  and  His  blessing  the  Sabbath  Day." 

Scripture  proofs  can  be  given  for  all  the  above  statements.  For 
most  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterians  this  is  not  necessary.  They 
already  know  the  Scriptures  sufficiently  to  supply  them.  But  I 
wish  to  quote  a  passage  that  applies  to  the  situation.  The  prophet 
Isaiah  says,  "If  thou  turn  away  thy  foot  from  the  sabbath,  from 
doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day;  and  call  the  sabbath  a  delight, 
holy  of  the  Lord,  honorable;  and  shalt  honor  him,  not  doing  thine 
own  ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure;  nor  speaking  thine  own 
words :  then  shalt  thou  delight  thyself  in  the  Lord ;  and  I  will  cause 
thee  to  ride  upon  the  high  places  of  the  earth,  and  feed  thee  with 
the  heritage  of  Jacob  thy  father:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  it."  If  Erskine  wishes  to  prosper  and  have  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord,  here  is  one  thing  to  be  done. 

The  works  which  Jesus  did  on  the  Sabbath,  other  than  His 
teaching,  were  either  works  of  necessity  or  mercy,  never  those  which 
were  of  worldly  or  athletic  pleasures.  The  Sabbath  was  made  for 
man's  spiritual  good  from  the  very  beginning.  I  know  that  many 
of  us  are  careless  in  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day,  but  that 
does  not  justify  the  action  which  has  been  taken.  The  action  which 
has  been  taken  by  the  administration  and  Board  of  the  college  will 
definitely  teach  the  young  people  that  the  Sabbath  is  to  be  used  for 
worldly  pleasure.   What  else  can  they  conclude  from  it? 

Jesus  sharply  condemned  the  Pharisees  and  scribes  for  laying 
aside  the  commandment  of  God,  and  rejecting  the  commandment  of 
God,  and  making  the  Word  of  God  of  none  effect  through  their 
traditions,  or  to  hold  their  traditions.  The  tradition  of  the  college 
and  Church  has  been  for  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day.  Now 
both  the  traditions  and  Word  of  God  have  been  rejected. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  situation  will  be  corrected,  and  that  the 
commandment  of  God  will  be  obeyed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

To  the  General  Synod  in  Session  at  Bonclarken,  Flat  Rock,  N.  C, 
June  2-6,  1969 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

Erskine  Theological  Seminary  began  its  132nd  academic  year 
on  September  18,  1968.  Dr.  John  L.  Slaughter,  well-known  Baptist 
minister  and  administrative  associate  at  Anderson  College,  preached 
the  sermon  at  the  opening,  speaking  on  the  text,  "It  is  the  glory 
of  God  to  conceal  things,  but  the  glory  of  kings  is  to  search  things 
out."  (Proverbs  25:2.) 

The  seminary's  total  enrollment  was  twenty-nine  (29),  a  de- 
crease of  nine  (9)  over  the  total  enrollment  last  year.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  enrollment,  seven  (7)  college  students  took  the  course 
in  Greek  Grammar  and  two  (2)  college  students  took  some  courses 
in  Religious  Education. 

The  denominational  distribution  of  students  was: 

Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  (10) 
Baptist  (11) 
Presbyterian  (4) 
Assemblies  of  God  (3) 
Coptic  Evangelical  (1) 

It  is  encouraging  that  the  number  of  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian students  increased  from  seven  (7)  to  ten  (10).  Also,  it  is 
encouraging  that  the  seminary  continues  to  attract  students  from 
other  denominations  and  from  foreign  countries.  Five  (5)  de- 
nominations and  three  (3)  foreign  countries  were  represented  in 
the  enrollment  this  year. 

Three  (3)  seniors  received  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  at 
the  commencement  exercises  on  June  1,  1969.  These  were:  Rodney 
Allen  Foster  (Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian);  In-Sik  Kim 
(Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea) ;  William  Clayton  Richardson,  Jr. 
(Assemblies  of  God). 

The  prospect  for  the  seminary's  enrollment  for  next  year  is 
bright.  As  of  May  23,  1969,  ten  (10)  new  students,  including 
four  (4)  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students,  have  been  ac- 
cepted. Several  additional  students  are  expected  to  apply  in  the 
near  future.  At  least  twelve  (12)  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
students  are  expected  to  be  enrolled,  an  increase  of  two  (2)  over 
the  present  number  of  students  from  our  denomination. 

The  teaching  work  in  the  seminary  for  the  1968-1969  aca- 
demic year  was  done  as  follows : 

L.  M.  Allison,  Historical  and  Systematic  Theology 

C.  M.  Coffey,  Practical  Theology 

R.  A.  King,  Church  History 

K.  F.  Morris,  New  Testament 

R.  T.  Ruble,  Old  Testament 

J.  P.  Steele,  Practical  Theology 
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E.  G.  Boyce  continued  to  serve  as  seminary  librarian,  assisted 
by  Miss  Marian  Knight. 

Professor  K.  F.  Morris  has  written  a  book  entitled  Life  In 
Common,  a  study  of  the  meaning  of  fellowship  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. This  book  is  being  used  widely  in  denominational  study 
groups. 

Professor  R.  A.  King  spent  the  second  semester  on  sabbatical 
leave,  using  this  time  to  continue  to  work  toward  the  Masters'  de- 
gree from  Austin  Theological  Seminary. 

At  its  meeting  last  year,  the  General  Synod  recommended 
"That  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Administration  of  the  College 
continue  to  strive  to  bring  the  salaries  of  the  Seminary  professors 
in  line  with  those  being  received  by  the  College  professors."  (1968 
Minutes  of  Synod,  p.  84,  item  4.)  The  Dean  is  happy  to  report  that 
positive  action  has  been  taken  on  this  recommendation:  the  salary 
scale  for  teachers  in  the  seminary  has  been  brought  into  conformity 
with  the  salary  scale  for  teachers  in  the  college.  Speaking  for  the 
faculty,  the  Dean  thanks  the  General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  positive  action  taken  on  this  important  matter. 

The  Special  Committee  to  Study  the  Location  of  Erskine  Theo- 
logical Seminary  has  completed  its  work  and  has  made  its  report  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  report  has  been  amended  and  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  is  being  presented  by  the  Board  to 
the  1969  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  as  a  separate  report. 

The  Dean  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  individuals  and 
groups  who  have  given  gifts  to  the  seminary  this  year.  $2,214.84 
was  contributed  to  help  foreign  students.  $495.00  was  given  by 
friends  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Williams;  this  gift  was 
used  to  purchase  a  communion  table  and  new  communion  set  for 
the  seminary  chapel  and  to  repair  the  furniture  in  the  seminary 
lobby.  $1,572.00  has  been  paid  into  the  Walter  S.  Brooks  Fund  For 
Theological  Education,  a  permanent  endowment  fund  set  up  by 
Rev.  R.  R.  McGregor  in  honor  of  Mr.  Walter  S.  Brooks,  the  interest 
of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  seminary's  operating  expenses. 
$315,36  was  given  to  buy  books  for  the  seminary  library;  a  sub- 
stantial part  of  this  amount  was  given  by  Mrs.  T.  B.  McBride  as  a 
memorial  to  her  late  husband.  A  loan  fund  of  $5,000.00  for  stu- 
dents in  Erskine  Seminary  has  been  set  up  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  B. 
Whitesides  of  Winter  Haven,  Florida.  The  A.  R.  Presbyterian 
Seminary  Fund,  Inc.,  of  Gastonia,  North  Carolina,  has  given  $378.00 
to  the  A.  R.  Presbyterian  students  in  Erskine  Seminary  (aid  from 
this  source  amounts  to  about  $800.00  annually  at  the  present  time). 
A  memorial  fund  in  the  First  Atlanta  Church  has  paid  $50.00 
monthly  to  an  A.  R.  Presbyterian  student  in  Erskine  Seminary. 
The  Sunie  Smith  Class  of  the  Troy,  Tennessee,  Church  has  paid 
$5.00  monthly  to  help  students  in  Erskine  Seminary. 

The  seminary  has  received  a  bequest  of  $17,857.65  from  the 
estate  of  James  W.  Lamberth  of  Richmond,  Virginia.    Upon  the 
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sale  of  Mr.  Lambreth's  home,  an  additional  amount  will  be  received 
by  the  seminary.  This  gift  will  go  into  the  seminary's  permanent 
endowment  and  the  income  will  be  used  for  the  seminary's  operating 
expenses. 

Dr.  Donald  Miller,  President  of  Pittsburgh  Theological  Semi- 
nary, was  the  lecturer  for  the  ninth  series  of  the  Richard  Lee 
Robinson  Memorial  Lectures,  held  at  Due  West,  South  Carolina, 
April  15-17,  1969.  Dr.  Miller  presented  six  lectures  on  the  general 
theme  of  Biblical  Preaching. 

The  seminary  has  helped  to  supply  a  large  number  of  vacant 
churches  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  These 
churches  are:  the  Spartanburg  Mission;  Woodruff;  Cannons  Creek; 
Lyndon  Grove;  Pressly  Memorial  in  Statesville,  North  Carolina; 
Pressly  Memorial  in  McCormick,  South  Carolina;  Iva;  Generostee; 
Wrens;  Ebenezer,  Georgia. 

The  Dean  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  congregations  observe  April  19,  1970  as  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary  Day.  This  special  day  should  be  made  a  day 
of  prayer  for  more  young  people  to  consider  Church-related  voca- 
tions, especially  the  ordained  ministry. 

2.  That  Synod  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Erskine  College  that  a  special  offering  be  taken  annual- 
ly in  all  local  churches  for  the  support  of  the  seminary;  that  this 
special  offering  be  taken  on  September  7,  1969;  that  thereafter  this 
special  offering  be  taken  on  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  Day 
each  year. 

3.  That  friends  of  the  seminary  continue  to  support  the  A.  R. 
Presbyterian  Seminary  Fund,  Inc.,  of  Gastonia,  North  Carolina. 
Gifts  to  this  fund  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  Lewis  Cathey,  Spencer 
Lumber  Company,  Gastonia,  North  Carolina.  Income  from  this 
permanent  fund  is  used  to  help  A.  R.  Presbyterian  students  in 
Erskine  Theological  Seminary. 

4.  That  the  Synod  express  appreciation  to  the  churches  which 
provide  preaching  appointments  and  other  field  work  opportunities 
for  Seminary  students.  All  requests  for  the  services  of  students 
for  preaching  appointments  and  for  summer  work  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  Rev.  J.  P.  Steele,  Due  West,  South  Carolina  29639. 

5.  That  church  groups  continue  to  use  the  seminary's  deputa- 
tion team.  Requests  for  the  use  of  this  team  should  be  addressed 
to  Mr.  Clyde  McCants,  Due  West,  South  Carolina  29639. 

6.  That  the  Dean's  report  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  THE 
LOCATION  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  Session  at  Due  West,  South  Carolina, 
January  31,  1969 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Erskine  College,  at  its  meeting  on 
January  27,  1967,  adopted  the  following  recommendation: 

That  the  Board  appoint  a  committee  to  make  a 
thorough  study  of  the  best  location  of  Erskine 
Theological  Seminary. 

The  Board  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Committee  H.  C.  Dale, 
C.  R.  Younts,  J.  H.  Patrick,  R.  E.  Beckham,  E.  L.  Bland,  W.  R. 
Echols,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Bigham,  R.  E.  Sherer,  J.  P.  Steele  and  C.  H. 
Carlisle.  Joseph  Wightman  and  L.  M.  Allison  were  appointed  to 
serve  as  ex-officio  members.  R.  E.  Beckham  became  the  Committee's 
first  chairman.  J.  H.  Patrick,  R.  E.  Beckham,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Bigham 
and  J.  P.  Steele  rotated  off  the  Board  and  were  replaced  on  the 
Committee  by  J.  M.  Bigham,  R.  T.  Nelson,  Jr.,  and  R.  M.  Bell.  W.  R. 
Echols  succeeded  R.  E.  Beckham  as  chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  held  five  meetings  as  follows: 

Charlotte,  N.  C— February  27,  1967 
Due  West,  S.  C— March  29,  1967 
Due  West,  S.  C— June  20,  1967 
Charlotte,  N.  C— November  11,  1968 
Chester,  S.  C— January  16,  1969 

The  Committee  has  conducted  a  study  of  considerable  depth 
and  comprehensiveness  as  shown  by  the  following  activity: 

(1)  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  Associate  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian men  who  have  studied  at  other  seminaries  in  the  last  six 
or  eight  years  to  inquire  if  the  location  of  the  seminary  entered 
into  their  decision. 

(2)  Administrative  officers  of  the  college  and  seminary  were 
asked  to  write  letters  on  their  views  of  the  mutual  benefit  of  having 
the  college  and  seminary  at  the  same  location. 

(3)  A  letter  was  written  to  each  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian student  in  the  seminary  at  the  present  time  to  get  his  reaction 
to  the  present  location  of  the  seminary. 

(4)  Dr.  L.  M.  Allison  wrote  to  Dr.  Jesse  H.  Zeigler,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools  for 
information  about  the  Association's  depth  study  of  the  matter  of 
the  location  of  theological  schools. 

(5)  A  study  was  made  of  the  best  location  of  the  seminary 
from  the  standpoint  of  supplying  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
pulpits. 
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(6)  A  study  was  made  of  the  best  location  to  provide  theo- 
logical education  for  non-Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students, 

(7)  The  college  attorney  was  asked  to  present  the  legal  aspects 
of  moving  of  the  seminary. 

(8)  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  the  faculty  of  the  college  and 
the  seminary  to  determine  the  views  of  the  faculty. 

(9)  Seminary  faculty  members  were  invited  to  present  their 
views  to  the  Committee  in  person  or  in  writing. 

(10)  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian graduates  serving  as  ministers  in  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  denomination  to  get  their  views. 

(11)  Joseph  Wightman,  C.  R.  Younts,  and  L.  M.  Allison  visited 
New  York  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York  City  and  New  Bruns- 
wick Theological  Seminary  in  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey  for  the 
purpose  of  exploring  the  possibility  of  a  cooperative  arrangement 
between  Erskine  Seminary  and  the  seminaries  visited. 

Replies  to  the  various  questionnaires  revealed  that  there  is  a 
lack  of  consensus  in  regard  to  the  seminary's  location.  For  example, 
seven  recent  or  present  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students 
in  the  seminary  answered  as  follows:  three  saw  no  objection  to 
having  the  seminary  in  Due  West;  three  saw  serious  objections  to 
the  seminary's  present  location;  one  expressed  no  opinion.  The  lack 
of  consensus  was  clearly  revealed,  also,  in  the  replies  from  Asso- 
ciate Reformed  Presbyterian  graduates  of  the  seminary  now  serv- 
ing in  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  Ninety-nine 
of  these  graduates  replied  as  follows:  Thirty-two  (32)  want  to 
keep  the  seminary  in  Due  West  in  its  present  form;  seventeen  (17) 
want  to  keep  the  seminary  in  Due  West  but  favor  a  cooperative 
arrangement  with  other  schools;  twenty  (20)  want  to  move  the 
seminary  and  keep  its  present  form;  nineteen  (19)  want  to  move 
the  seminary  and  change  its  present  form.  One  (1)  wants  to  abolish 
the  seminary;  ten  (10)  expressed  no  clear  opinion.  In  summary, 
forty-nine  (49)  graduates  want  to  keep  the  seminary  in  Due  West; 
forty  (40)  graduates  want  to  move  the  seminary. 

A  study  of  the  replies  to  the  various  questionnaires  revealed 
the  following  reasons  for  keeping  the  seminary  in  Due  West: 

1.  The  seminary  enriches  the  college. 

2.  The  present  location  makes  it  possible  for  the  college  and 
the  seminary  to  share  physical  facilities,  libraries,  lectures,  fine 
arts  programs,  etc. 

3.  The  seminary  creates  a  "wholesome  atmosphere"  on  the  total 
campus. 

4.  The  atmosphere  of  Due  West  is  highly  conducive  to  real  and 
serious  study. 
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5.  It  would  cost  more  to  operate  the  seminary  in  another  loca- 
tion, not  to  speak  of  the  high  initial  cost  of  moving  into  another 
plant. 

6.  Due  West  is  a  good  location  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
supplying  of  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  pulpits  on  the  part 
of  the  seminary  teachers  and  students;  Due  West  is  located  about 
half-way  between  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  and  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

7.  The  present  location  permits  the  seminary  to  keep  in  close 
contact  with  prospective  students  at  Erskine  College,  the  chief 
source  for  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students  in  the  semi- 
nary. 

8.  It  would  not  be  wise  to  move  the  seminary  from  its  rural 
atmosphere  since  most  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Churches  are  located  in  rural  settings. 

9.  Since  the  present  location  makes  Erskine  Seminary  the  only 
Presbyterian  seminary  between  Richmond,  Virginia  and  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  and  keeps  the  seminary  at  a  distance  from  any  Baptist 
seminary,  Erskine  Seminary  in  its  present  location  can  and  does 
attract  many  non-Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  students,  par- 
ticularly Baptists. 

A  study  of  the  various  replies  revealed  the  following  reasons 
for  re-locating  the  seminary: 

(1)  Might  approximate  more  nearly  the  environment  in  which 
ministers  will  serve. 

(2)  Would  offer  educational  opportunities  at  an  urban  and 
university  center. 

(3)  Seven  years  is  too  long  to  study  in  Due  West. 

(4)  Better  prospect  for  increasing  the  seminary's  enrollment. 

(5)  Better  opportunity  for  wives  of  students  to  secure  work 
and  better  schools  for  children  of  faculty  members. 

(6)  Would  enable  students  to  gain  new  insights  and  would 
reduce  denominationalism. 

(7)  Would  enable  the  seminary  to  render  a  better  stewardship 
of  resources. 

It  has  been  very  difficult  for  the  Committee  to  decide  upon  a 
recommendation  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  can  be 
argued,  as  many  have  done,  that  many  possible  benefits  would  come 
about  if  the  semniary  should  be  moved  to  an  urban  and  university 
setting.  On  the  other  hand,  many  others  have  argued  that  many 
benefits  are  being  realized  from  the  present  location  of  the  semi- 
nary and  that  the  moving  of  the  seminary  would  involve  many 
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practical  problems,  the  chief  of  which  is  the  cost  of  moving  and 
operating  in  another  place.  The  Committee  likes  a  statement  made 
by  Dr.  Henry  P.  Van  Dusen  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  of  Theological  Schools.  Dr.  Van  Dusen  expressed  a 
strong  feeling  that  it  would  be  good  for  every  theological  student  to 
spend  a  part  of  his  theological  training  in  an  urban  setting  and  a 
part  of  it  in  a  rural  setting. 

Believing  that  many  practical  problems  would  be  involved  in 
moving  the  seminary,  problems  connected  primarily  with  money, 
but,  at  the  same  time,  believing  that  it  would  be  highly  beneficial 
to  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  seminary  students  in  Erskine 
Seminary  to  be  given  the  opportunity  to  get  into  an  urban  setting 
for  a  part  of  their  theological  training,  the  Committee  makes  the 
following  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I.  That  Erskine  Theological  Seminary  remain  in  Due  West. 

II.  That  beginning  as  soon  as  practical,  all  students  working 
for  terminal  academic  recognition  at  Erskine  Seminary  receive  a 
significant  part  of  their  training  in  an  urban  setting  and  that 
maximum  practical  use  be  made  of  faculty-approved,  clinical  Chris- 
tian educational  programs  such  as  those  accredited  by  the  Associa- 
tion for  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  and  certain  urban  training 
centers  like  the  Ministers-In-Industry  programs  of  the  Presbyterian 
Institute  of  Industrial  Relations.

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 


1.  The  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbjrterian 
Church  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  at  7:30 
o'clock  P.M.  At  the  opening  service  the  retiring  Moderator  or  his 
alternate  will  preach.  This  will  be  followed  by  the  celebration  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  after  which  the  Synod  shall  be  constituted  with 
prayer.    The  Synod  will  then  adjourn  for  the  night. 

2.  Following  the  devotional  service  on  Tuesday  morning  the 
roll  shall  be  called  from  a  roll  prepared  by  the  clerks  of  the  Pres- 
byteries. Additional  names  are  to  be  submitted  only  in  writing. 
The  unfinished  business  shall  be  considered. 

3.  After  disposition  of  the  unfinished  business,  the  Retiring 
Moderator  shall  present  to  the  Synod  the  Moderator-Elect  who 
shall  take  charge  and  announce  his  appointments  of  a  Vice- 
Moderator  and  committees  for  the  current  meeting. 

4.  Reports  of  Boards,  Standing  Committees  and  Presbyteries 
shall  then  be  presented.  The  Reports  of  the  Boards  and  Presby- 
teries, unless  there  is  a  request  for  reading,  shall  be  referred  with- 
out reading  to  the  appropriate  committees.  The  Reports  of  the 
Standing  Committees  shall  be  considered  by  the  Synod. 

5.  On  Tuesday  evening  the  institutions  of  Bonclarken,  Dunlap 
Orphanage,  Erskine  College,  and  Erskine  Theological  Seminary 
will  present  their  work  in  a  program  not  to  exceed  an  hour  and  a 
half. 

6.  Wednesday:  (a)  The  Order  of  the  Day  for  10:00  o'clock 
A.M.  shall  be  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Synodical  Union;  (b) Imme- 
diately following  the  afternoon  devotional  period,  the  annual  memo- 
rial service  of  the  Synod  will  be  held.  The  program  and  form  of  the 
service  shall  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Necrology;  (c)  Fol- 
lowing this  service,  all  reports  for  reference  not  previously  received 
shall  be  called  for.  The  Synod  may  then  recede  from  business  to 
allow  committees  time  for  work  on  their  reports;  (d)  The  evening 
will  be  set  aside  for  popular  meetings,  such  as  sermons  or  confer- 
ences; (e)  At  8:30  P.M.,  the  Order  of  the  Day  shall  be  the  presenta- 
tion of  greetings  from  Fraternal  Deleerates  and  representatives  of 
such  organizations  as  the  American  Bible  Society  and  the  Lord's 
Day  Alliance. 

7.  Friday:  The  Order  of  the  Day  following  the  devotional 
period  and  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  will  be 
the  election  of  a  Moderator  and  selection  of  a  place  of  meeting  for 
the  following  year. 

8.  The  hours  for  the  opening  of  all  sessions  of  the  Synod, 
except  the  opening  session,  shall  be  designated  by  the  Program 
Committee. 

9.  The  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  shall  be  opened  with  a 
brief  devotional  period,  conducted  by  the  Devotional  Leaders,  who 
shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
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at  the  preceding  annual  meeting  and  by  any  others  as  supplement- 
ed by  the  Program  Committee  as  need  arises. 

10.  Following  the  devotional  period  each  morning,  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  day's  sessions  shall  be  read  for  approval. 

11.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  concluded  by  Friday  night, 
enabling  ministers  and  delegates  from  distant  points  to  attend  all 
sessions  and  get  home  by  Sabbath. 

12.  General:  The  report  of  all  committees  shall  be  brief  and 
concise  as  the  recommendations  will  permit,  and  shall  be  printed  or 
typewritten  in  triplicate  by  the  Synod's  stenographers.  The  duties 
of  the  chairman  shall  not  be  ended  until  he  has  edited  carefully 
the  report  of  his  committee,  after  it  is  typewritten,  for  errors  in 
phraseology,  grammar,  and  spelling,  and  shall  have  filed  two  copies 
with  the  Bill  Clerk.  The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall  also, 
after  Synod  has  acted  upon  each  report  presented  by  him,  incor- 
porate therein  at  the  proper  place  each  amendment  made  by  Synod 
to  the  report,  and  shall  present  it  in  proper  form  for  the  official 
printer  (fully  typewritten,  double-spaced  without  error),  to  the 
Principal  Clerk.  When  a  report  is  open  for  consideration,  the 
chairman  shall  have  the  right  to  open  and  close  the  discussion, 
and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  nor  longer  than  ten 
minutes,  unless  given  permission  by  the  Synod.
